We must nut here omit to notice the fact, 
that ‘Ulie hong merchants had, on this occasion, given a bond, to 
government, promi<«ing that the gentlemen, who brought the dis- 
patcheL there, would rem iin for a reply from court.” We should • 
much like to know what leasonable hope of success could be enter- 
tained foi an embassy commencing its career by such anomalous, ani^ 
fo the Chinese, irr^oncileable, proceedings. How could the fellows 
of merchants, after this plain and public avowal of inferior rank, <ever 
hope that their claims of equality with the emperor could be, for an 
instant, listened to? From the momeiP that the Chinese had a right ' 
to think that deceit was being practiced on them, and the name of 
the king only borrowed to serve the purposes of the Company ; from 
that mor 3nt, chance of success there was none. Probably, the Chi-

The description which follows of the several presents appears mp^ 
like the tiresome prosing of some aged pedagogue, "hoJding'^uTffito 
boys, thaif ^nguage of men of business informing a sujienor. Thie 
stuff, bombmst and all, is given at great length by Staunton^ as , 
though, in reality, a performance and manoeuvre of singular ability.^ : 
Trifling as it is, it helps to prove how widely the character of the peo- 
ple with whom they had to do was misappfehendeiNby the embassy j 
and shows what the chance of success could be, in greater things, 
when in small'ones such silliness was exhibited.

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Art. IV. Central Asia, being a brief description of the general 
j)hysicol features of Usbek Tfirkestan ; its mountains, pvers, 
productions — mineral, vegetable, ifc. 

A SKETCH of Clima' proper and its dependencies, was given in tlie 
early Tjumbers (Jf the first volume of the Repository. In its prepiV 
ratii3j»., we were able to draw some did from Chinese authors. Native 
geograpligjs are, however, of little use when we pass the boundaries 
of the Til 'I’iiiiig empire. They conduct us to^ their own fronti€is, 
and there leave us. For this reason it will not be expected, that we 
can throw new light on the obscure statistics of Central Asia. The 
object of the present aiticle is, to place before our readers the infor- 
niiitioii for which we are indebted to Erskme, Meyciidorlf, Nazarolf, 
Coiiolly, Bunies, 6lq. To survey the Chinese empire from wHhout] 
fo eKamine its foreign relations, to estimate the forces of the external 
pressure upon it, comes fully within the design of the Repository.

Some difficulty occurs, at the outset, in tracing the Chinese boun- 
dknenin'I* appeaiS, that the traveler, from British India, ascending 
the valley of tlio Siitloj and crossing the highest passes of Ibe iliin.i- 
lay.i, lb stopped by the officers of the gelpo or raj^ of Laiiak, winch 
forms, under the Chino-Tibetan government, the province of An. 
The Chiiiebe frontier ajlipears to skirt the eastern ranges of the Hima- 
laya northward, to nearly the 33d parallel of latitude, and thence to 
follow an undefined line, across the plain of Balti, or Little Tibet, to 
the Karakorum mountains, in'tersectiiig the Indus, about 77“ east 
longitude, between Ladak and Isknrdo. This line would strike the 
Karakorum range about 3(i’ north latitude, and thence, it follows it 
10 its junction with the Beliir or Bolor mountains. At what point 
thase laiiges meet, ami at what angles, seems not deterininedi * West- 
ern geographers consider the Belur range, as running nearly south, 
and coming down, to join the Hindu Kush, between Bolor and Ba- 
dakshan on the west, and Chitral on the east. The Chinese appear 
to regard the Karakorum, or Tsunglingf-as the same range with the 
i^liir, and this view, if equally coriect, must be the more acceptable 

r,'e gcogragher Probably these views are to be reconciled, by 
’mg the former as the eastern, and the latter, the western, decli- 
' he same elevated system, the plains of Pamer lying betw'cen 
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them. The geogr^her will be inclined to prefer the Chinese view, 
because the southerii part of the Befur range, dbes not stop the course 
•of the upper branches of the Oxus and ilfie Indus, while the Tsung* 
ling seems to be the real dividing range, turning to the north^the 

* Vaters of the Yarkand, aii^l to the south, those of the Shyuk, the 

main trunk of the Indus. The Tsungling and Beluushould be re- 
cogniaod, it*appears then, as the great unpenetrated, separating range 
of Central Asia, notwithstanding the probably superior height of the 
peaks of the Himalaya. They form together the noble frofltier and 
defense of Chinese Turkesfcin and Soiiiigaria. Tiie Belur^^oun- 
tains maintain a lofty elevation* as far as the Aktag, and pAfibaps 
farther, but decline as they approach the Altai range, on the north- 
west of Souiigana. ^ * * 

The region tliiis separated from the Cliiiiese dominions on tlTo cast, 
■is bounded on the south, by the Indian Caucasus, IJiiidu Kusii, tiio 
Paropamisiis or Ghur, and the desert themSfe to the Caspian. On the 
north, a coiitinuatioii of the Altai range separates it from the steppe 
«&f Issim. On the west, it has no natural boundgry, nearer than the 
Caspian. 'J'hi.s well-marked region, though it includes some inde- 
pendent states and tribes, may be cjikd, as it often is, “ Usbek Tur- 
kestan. ’’ After a brief jjurvey of its general pliysical features, we 

* will describe it more in dctail^nnder its modern political divisions. 

The Belur range is the grandest of the physical features of this 
region. Its southern termination placed, by European geographers, 
in about 04" north latitude, the countries southward of v^ch are 

* drained liy the Indus, To the eastward the Karakorum crosses ihe 
parallels 78“ oast longitude and ;!()“ north latitude, two degrees north 
ofLadak, in an east by south direction. Near the intersecUotj 
gives rise, on its southern declivities, to the mam source of the Indus. 
Between and 40“ north latitude, the Belur divides the^y^l'rs 
the Ydrk viid, Khoten, and Kashgar rivers, from those of the Oxus. 
About 41" north latitude, the Belur is crossed by the Aktag, or As- 
ferali range ; and at this parallel, the best maps give it a northeasterly 
course, around the vallies m which he the upper branches of the Sir 
(Syr) oi Jaxartes. Its elevation lessens north of this river, and de- 
clines still more as it approaches its northern termination, about 50“ 
north latitude >111 the Uluk or Sholo rahge, ^ continuation of the Altai 
mountains. The streams which issue from this range, north of the 
Sir, are not important, and do not reach the Aral. The lake Balkashi 
or Palcati is laid down near its eastern declivity: this position appears 
to reqenre that the Belur again take a north-northwest direction. Along 
this part of their frontier, it appear*^ that the Chinese have not pushed 
their exclusive claims quite to the mountains. Tribes of Kirghis 
arc said to maintain some authority around the lake Balkashi, as well 
as to roam over the pining of Pamer. This need not, however, 
regarded as disturbing the political division of this region. T 
great range has not yet been sub|ected to scieiitihc observation. Q 'A 
one modern European traveler, De Goez, is known to have 

It, and Ills travels appear to liuve conlributcd but little to 
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imperfect information. Tlicrc are three passes by; which these moun- 
tains are usually approached, and at these poirifs their situafion and 
elevation might be examined. 

The soiithea^’tern route, IVoin Ladfik to Ydrkand, crosses the high 
land of Little Tibet and strikes the Karakorum between IT and 78" 
east longitudoi Natives who have made the journey, state the sum- 
.inits^to be free from snow in summer. This, however, must be attri- 
buted to the height of the table-land, and comparatr e lowness of the 
peaks, as all the evidences of great altitude are felt, in difficulty of 
hreaftiVhg, giddiiiC'-s, &c. It does nof seem certain, whethei the 
coir-.anication .said lo exist between Isk.irdo and Yrirkand, is by this 
route, or by pas'^es lying fartlier westward. The second of tlie ronte.s, 
acro'.s.the ifelnr, IblJows the Badak'<.han, or Kokash, river, and cros.ses 
the plain of l*?imer, to the iijiper v.illies of the Yarkand river. This is 
the route of Maico Polo, ijnd De Ooez, and in one tune of the cara- 
vans from Cabhl, and Uokhiifa. The northern route is that of the 
caravans, from Kokan to Kashgar. It follows the southern branch 
^ of the Javartos, and crosses by the Terek, or Tizik, pass, .southeast 0i 
iLish, to the valley, in winch lies the souice of the Kashgar river. 

ft i.s suppo'-ed the altitude of the Belur cannot he less than 20,000 
feet, and it may have peaks rivalling thoi loftie.st of the Uimfilaya. 
Its mineral treasures arc almost as littiv known as its geological cha- 
racter. Its ruby mines, and cliff's of lapis lazali, near Sikinam, 
have been celebrated from the time of Marco Polo 'Phe Oviis brings 
down i^ni it the washings of gold, which are found almost through- 
ort its upper course, and are particularly rich in the district of Dnr- 
waz. Probably, access to this range wmuld be best obtained by fbllow- 
the .suiiimer encampments of the Kirghis, as they pas.s .southward 
' from their winter abodes near the Sir, along the elevated levels 
aiiil'^r Vfs of, the Beliir, to the great plain of Pamer, ca.sl of 
Badakshan. 

This plain seems to be an extension of the table-land of Tibet, and 
to extend with dimiiiishing breadth to 40" north latitude. The lake 
Surikiil. or Karakul, isi said to occupy its centre, around which tin 
jilain stretches s\x days’ journey on every side. The waters of thi.s 
lake, are said to communicate with the upper branche.s of the Sir, the 
Oxus, the Indus, and the Kashgar; but, it .seems impostsibln to recon- 
cile tins account with tlie direction of the mountain chains, and the 
distance between thc.se rivers. It appears from the map of Biirnes 
that the Kashgar river is the' outlet of lake Suriknl ; and this is 
cftirifirmerl by some Chinese maps. The short forage whiclf covers 
this plain in summer, is crojiped by the flocks of the Kirghis, but 
Its season is too brief for any cultivation, and the cold is exce8.sive in 
■ winter. The Aktag, or Asferah mountains, which hound this plain in 
♦he north, are an extension of the TeeiisKari, which separate C-hSnese 
‘‘'^'^'irkestan from Soungaria. They divide tlie waters of the Sir from 
;e of the Oxus, and form the lofty and impassable frontier of Kokan 
.south, as far west as Uratippa. The road from Samarkand to 
'■d there crosses them. Farther west, they arc lost iii the desert 
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toward* the AraJ, the southern ragge turiiinff a little to the south 
of west • and making the southern boundary of ihe country of Khiva* 
*The eastern part of this range, is said 'to*be rugged and precipitous^ 
and to have snow on its suinniits, even in suinmer. 

** The region south of the Asferah, to Saidabad, and WakhWj and 
west to 68^* east longitude, is a system of mountains^ the outlying 
rangev or sbccessively declining terraces of the Belur. That part of 
the system 'which extends from the Kohik to Saidabad, has Very 
lofty peaks, some of which, near 38“ north latitude, were 'seen by 
lluri^Gs 150 miles distant, ca^iped with snow, in the IViidst ofsdKTnier. 
Ill Baber's time, this range waS called the “ Karutigin,” bu^At^ 
name appears to be forgotten now, and its place not supplied by any 
other, 'i’lie valley gf tlie Sir is bounded on the north, %y arrange, 
called the Alatag, or Mingbulak, which is in some papts of consider* 
able elevation. It confines that river to a western course, as far as 
Khojend. There it bends southward, to ni^et the Aslerah ; and then 
breaking tlirougli a barrier, which seems to attempt to arrest its 
bourse, turns abruptly northward towards the Ai*il. One more range 
jiarallel to the Asferah is found in the iiorlli of the Kirghis country* 
separating it from the steppe of IbsNiF. Russian ^accounts make it 
consist of scliistiis, sandsj^fie, glmiestone, and some granite Blocks 
'of jasper and^qiiartz are al.so^mct with, and indications of copper, 
silver, lead, &.c. Its elevation is not remarkable, but it forms the 
natural boundary of Central Asia on the north, beyond which the 
the country slope towards the Arctic ocean. This range isjess im- 
* portaiit as a froiitu.r, tlie Kirghis crossing it easily in summer, in quast 
of pasture. IMic same may be said of the Belur mountains . n 

the Kirghis iKiiintry and »Souiigaria, the same tribes finding UiMJE,, 
way across them to the lake Balkashi, the plains of Panier, aa4 the, 
vicinity of Kashgar. ■ 

On^tlie south, the Tiidiau Caucasus, and Hindu Kiisn, have stopped 
tlie progress of the Usbeks, and given a boundary to Usbek Tiirkes* 
tan Some of the passes across tins raiist ’i ivtj^lieen crossed of late 
years, by British travelers. 'Phe peak ol Koh’i Balia, west of CdbfiJ, 
has been found to liavc an altitude of l8,(MMf feet. The Hindu Kush 
inoiiiitain, north of that city, towers still higher. Its summit ia in 
sight at (3.1 bul, and was .seen by BiiVnes from Khrduni, 150 miles 
north, covered with snow in summer. Beyond (iH“ east longitude, 
tliKs range loses its elevation, and forin.s tlie broad mountainous tract 
called the (Jhiir, or Paropamisus Thence its coiir.se is west-iiorth<i 
west Herat, and Meshed, rising again near Kuclian to the heigiu 
of 7000 feet, and thence along the soutli bank of the Giirgan to th<i ! 
Caspian. The country north of this range, to tlie Oxus and the Aralv 
lias no cininences*which merit the name of mountains. • r' 

'Phe rivers of Usbek Turkestan nowhere communicate with the^ 
ocean. The smaller lose themselves in stagnant ^lools, or and dese)^ 
the larger find their way to the Caspian or the Aral, On the no " 
west, the Jaik or Jral forms the boundary, between the 
country and Russia, ns well as between Euroiie and Asia. Its 
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is westerly, from lonfritude (>0° ito 51 ® east, where it turns south* 
ward to the Caspian. Between the Aral and tife Sir, severttl small 
rivers are laid down, under the names^ of the Targai, Sarasii, &c.' 
They rise in the mountains on the northeast of the Kirghis country, 
and running south and south-westerly, < lose themselves, in marshy' 
lakes, east ao.d north of the Aral. Tlie Sir, the ancient Jaxartes, 
is one of the most important rivers of Usbek Turkestan.^ It rises in 
the feel ur range, bet\yeen 41“ and 43“ north latitude, runs west to 
Khojend, thence north and west to its outlet, about 46“ north latitude, 
in thFAral. It 'is a rapid river, swollen' in the summer, by the ;nclt- 
the snow, at which time it lias a breadth of 300 yards. Near 
its mouth it IS said to have not more than one third this width, and 
B iber. says* it is lo.st in the sands befoie reaching the Aral. About 
300 miles alxive its mouth, it forms a delta widening to 60 miles, and 
coverid with a rank growth of water plants, reeds, &c. Its whole 
course, must be not far from 700 miles, of which boats are said to 
ascend 500 miles to Kokan. The Russian mission approaching it 
from the north, found several dry canals or river beds, and one o* 
more impetuous tributaries In winter, it is frozen so hard as to be 
crossed on the ice, by caravans. The Sir seems never to have been 
used for the purpose of coinmunicatian, bu* there is provision, in the 
abundant supply of coal along its banks, for the future steam-navi- 
gation of this river, and the sea of Aral. South of the Sir, and near- 
ly in the parallel of 40“ north latitude, we have the celebrated Sogdh, 
or KohH?, watering the rich vale of Samarkand and Bokh&,ra. It , 
ri"es in the Karatag, about 70“ east longitude, and discharges what 
waters arc left it, by irrigation, in the lake Dengis, in t>4“ cast longi- 
I'mJo, a few miles north of the Oxiis. This river, though inconsider- 
able, in length and volume, is still one of the most remarkable in 
'•llViiitraf Asia. It has no mineral treasures like the O.viis, but the 
epithet Zirefshan, “ gold sheiltling,” is given it, for the riclies whicli 
it pours over the country which it waters. It swells, like the other 
rivers of this region, “with the melting of the snows, but in the dry 
season, it does not for some months reach Bokhcira. Sixty miles 
south of the Koliik, and parallel to it, we find the Karshi, which 
waters the beautiful oasis of Shehcr Subz, and is lost in the sands, 16 
miles beyond Karshi. » 

The great river of Turkestan, is the Amu, or Jihon, the ancient 
Oxiis. The first of these names is thatby which it is known to the 
tribes on its bank; the .second, that by which it is describetl in the Per- 
siien and Turki writings. It is formed by the junction of the' Bolor 
and Badakshan, between lluzrutiman and Kurgantippa. 'Fhe form- 
er of these may communicate with the Sunkorc, but its true source 
seems rather to be in 37“ north latitude and 73“ cast longitude After 
‘^';unning northwest along Uie Beliir mountains, it turns north and 
^'rth west between Durwaz and Wakhan, to its junction with the Ba- 

h'shan. The Badakshan ri.ses still further east, about 36“ north 
and pursues a northwest course to the junction. Below Huzrii- 
thc 0x115 receives the united waters of the rivers of Kunduz 
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and Tahghan, and y no longer ford&ble It emerges from the hill^ 
.country* at Kdef, after receiving froin«thc north the Hissar, and 
Toupalak, and from the soutji the Khuliim. On one map, the Oxua 
^ iias another northern tributary, farther to the wes<, called the Kisil 

• Dana. It appears however,* that there is in truth, no such river. At 
Kilef, it haa^a breadth of 550 yards. At Charjui, 20(5 miles lower 
down, "it has 650 yards, and 20 feet depth, and runs with a rapid (3^ 
niilos) cuirent, over a sandy bed, northwest towirds the Aral From 
Tirinez, above Kilcf, to Khiva, its banks are low,, and the lyrrow 
inteiwal of one to two miles, be|;ween the first and second Iraiik, is 
tiie limit of cultivation. Its channel is straight, free from roCIff^ 
rapnls, impeded by tew saiwl-banks, and but for the marshes near its 
iijoiitlj, navigable nioi\3 than GOO miles from Kuiidiiz to the Ami. It 

^is spread by art, in the district of Khiva, and forms ?i delta of fitly 
’miles before it reaches the Aral This delta, like that of the Kir, is 
composed of marshes, sand-hills, &/C., and is so overgrown by reeds, 
gras.s, and ucpiatic plants, as to he uriciiltivahle. Both tracts arc 
probably extending dcfiositions of earth, con.stantly taking place fron\ 
the muddy waters of those rivers. The Oxus was bridged across by 
'rimur and Nadir At the presenl^ino, it is crossed by 15 ferries 

• between Charjui and Kithidiiz Below Charjiii, 150 boats of 20 
tons each, are employed in tfaiisporting merchandise, between Bo* 
kluira and Khiva. 

The river of Balkli, like the .sonthorn branch of the Oxus, is fed 

• by (he snow of riiiidii Kush, but its waters are (|iiitc expcmld?! in irri-

of40tind(i0 yards to the waters of the Caspyin These slrodius 
belotig physically to Persian Kliur.isan On pur maps, their place is 
mnuslly taken by a river called the 'J^odjen or Ochus, luiining fioin 
Herat and falling into the Caspian 

llsliek Turkestan is remarkable ftir its luinieroiis colleetions of 
watei, with no <mtlets to the ocean TIh'V deceive fiesh wuiter rivers, 
but have all of them, more or le.s.s of saline im|>regnation The Cas- 
pian, with its .salt, bitter, muddy, phosphorescent waters, lorm.s lor 
nioio^han 1000 miles, the western boundary, of 'rfirkestan. It 
abounds with fish, and water-fowl. Its northern gulfs are often lfo« 
zen. Its eastern .shores are rather cold Domes of sand surround it 
on the northwest* On the south, its marshy shore, rises into th^ 
elevated and fruitful, but humid and unhealthy, provini^j of Mazai^ 
deran. A de.sert of hard efay, with a partial covering of sand, sep. 
r.ites the Caspian from tlie Aral This lake, or .sea, called also 
lake of Khwfiresrn, has less saline impregnation than the Caspian, 
water is said to be drinkable, and its surface not often frozen,

not too marshy for cultivation!. North and east oi the Aral, the coun- 
try abounds with salt lakes and marshes, tlie expansion of the rivers 
of that region, but none of them of considerable extent. South of the 
Sir, we have only the Denjis, 25 miles long, which receives the 
surplus watels of the Kuhik. It is said to maintain its level through 
the year, though the supply is cut off for some months in the samrner. 
Excellent hsh arc foi^'iid in its salt waters. 

To these notices of the physical features of this region, must be 
adde^V some remarks on its divisioij into cultivated and desert olaiid. 

- ^li^-.ormer is limited to the banks of the Sir, tlio Kohik, the Kftrahi, 
the Oxus, \he Balkh, and the Murgh.ib, and a small part of the .shores 
of the, Aral. A great part of the country from tke Sir north to Sibcri.i, 
and from Bokhara north-westward to the Aral, and from the Oxus 
west to the Caspian, is ipeapabie of cultivation, and much of it is a 
picture of sterility and desolation. Turkestan presents, therefore, in 
close and strong contrast, the extremes of luxuriance and barrenness, 
^tlie richest oases, and the most dreary deserts, 'flie fixed population 
is, of course, found in the former division**. 'J’he pastoral and nonuide 
tribes occupy the latter Tlie.'^e distinctive races, will show them- 
selves as we go over the country again, dw.cribmg it under the fol- 
lowing heads, corresponding with its p»escnt political sections

cwcumteronce at the hiso, situ iteil upon the sacrum, and to the right 
side Its iirt'ssure had piodiiced some absorption of the sacrum, and 
.ca'i'ol ilie os coxeygis to turn outwards. It was moveable, and 
hard prcMMiro, gave it no pun There was no weakness of the 
spiiial.CMliiinu or of the lower extremities. After suitable preparation 
of the patient it was removed, and found to he attached liy a peduncle 
of iho size of a common (pull, which entered one of the posterior 
sacral foramina (>ii dividing it, one of the gentlemen who H.sMsted 
noticed a slight flow of milky suhstanco fioin the point of attach- 
ment A ligature was required to prevent the escape of the fluid fiom 
the tumor, which was distended with limpid contents rc.scmhling a 
bladder of water. 'Uhe woumf was dressed as usual The child was 
in a siil)C.omato.sn state fiir some hours after the operation, and slow 
in answering when spoken to, — perhaps from the opiate she had 
taken. In the evening and the next morning, her pulse ranged from 
no to 140, with considerable fever, and there was anxiety idr tifO 
result Calomel and rhubarb were given and brought away a quan- 
tity of large worms (iumbrici), and all her unplcasftint symptoms sub- 
sided. 'File child’s appetJti^ became good, and the wound healed up 
by granulations in a little more than a month. She became the pic- 
' "e of health, and, with cheeks plump and rosy, was dischargi'd at

Eight months* previously they had ^ 
been cured, and blindness snperveiu|^ When he came he could see

Large vesicles formed ii|K)ri his ears, as if produced by a 
blister The alrno.st entire absence of Redness did not suggest the 
erysipelatous nature of the di-sease.

ArTTVII. Canton General ChamJ^ev of Commerce: its regulaiions, 
brief remarks respecting its origin, ol^cct, and labors. 

In out third volume, while rejiorting the difficulties which followed 
the arrival of lord Napier, in 1834, we adverted to the existence of a 
Canton Chamber of Commerce.” The record of passing occur- 
rences, tvhich it was thep our aim to give, did not require us to be- 
stow oil' that institution any minuter notice It was essentially and 
\MMpIusively a British Chamber, which the want of a medium of com- 
munication between the British merchants and their superintendent* 
called into e.xistence. On the retirement of lord Napier, this neces- 
sarily ceased, and the functions of the Chamber were now confined to 
the preparation of the usual statements of tkj trade This useful service 
continued to bo rendered by the secretary until last autumn. The 
opinion then became prevalent, that this institution might, with 
advantage, be exchanged for a ** General Chamber of Commerce.” 
A satisfactory expression of this sentiment having been elicited, 
public meeting, on the subject, was called, on the 28th of No- 
vember, and from this day we may date the formation of the “ Can- 
non General Chamber of Commerce.” 

At that meetinc? two principles wpm .lubpted as the basis of the 
liew ' 1st, tlitu Kiti members shall comprise the most res- 
pectable resident of all nations ; and 2d, that its objects 

are purely commercial not political. These fundamental principles, 
as well as the minor propositions -submitted to that meeting, were 
carried unauimoii.sly ” A second general meeting was held on tlie 
Uth of January, and the following regulatioiis w'ere adopted : — 

1. The object of the Canton Qf iieral Chamber of Com norco, is to protect 
the seneral interests of tlie ibreien trade with China, to collect and classify 
useml information on all subjects connected with its commerce, and to esta- 
blish a court of arbitration, tbr the purpose of adjusting all commercial differ- 
ence and disputes which may be reieiTed to it.

25. Funds to provide a suitable establishment and to defray requisite 
expenses, shall be raised in the following manner : let, by entrance fees and 
subscriptions : 2d, by^ fees and fines on arbitrations and references, as the 
committee may hereafter detennme: 9d, by voluutary gifts and contributions, 
either m money, maps, books, or any thing which may be useful to the 
institution : 4th, by fees fur tiertified copies of the records and other docu« 
ments in the archives of the Chamber. 

26» All orders for pam<»it shad be signed by the secretary and counters 
signed by a member of the committee of mana^inent, and all acf ounts shall

fices must he aliorded,’ Heifers, cows, sliei'p, and pig*, are the vuyUfflS’j 
and the oflicers of government are the otliciatiiig jiiiests. These acts 
of idolair} are peiformeil at court, the seat of the supreme govern- 
ment, by the emjieror and Ins nuiustiTs In the •oiintry, throughout 
alj the provinces, the governor*', bent -governors, eminmissioners of 
justice, with all their comjieeis and siibmdinatcs, are required to 
sacrifice — to the .s/ini, ‘‘the gods ccdcstial” or gods of heaven, to 
the /:c, “ gods terrestrial ,” also to ihti* shan ^ t hum, fwiff, yim, luy, 
yu, f(in^ .s/ini, “gods of the hills, rivers, winds, clouds, thunder, 
ram, &-c " And further, they are required to sacrifice to the manes 
of deceased holy eiiipeiors, illustrious princes, faithful statesmen, 
^scholars, and to tlie tablet of Confucius Therefore, while tlie pre- 
bOiit Jaws remain in force, no Cliristiaii gentleman can ever engage in 
the service of this ^veniment The religion of state is iiicoinpatibie 
with Christian duty. 

“ Further; if tfcn, “ lieavgn,” means the Supremo Being, as some 
argue — erroneously in my pidgment, — then by the 10 1st section of 
the Penal Code, private iiidividiials are interdicted the worship of the 
true God. The tfcn is that wliicli imperial and royal personages 
only may worsiiip, it is a prt'^nmption, an assumption of rank n'" 
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belongiiiir to tlioin, toWorahip “ heaven their offerings wonj<l be an 
indignity 'Phe coininon peof^o, especially women and those who have 
committed crimes, must nbt approach tlio trni. How different, how 
human, is all tins, when compared with the declarations of divine 
revelation like the ibllowiiig • Jehovah hcareth the gioans of the pri- 
soner; come unto me all ye that labor and are heavy l.idr«,*and I will 
give .you rest. 

“ Another antic liribtian evil is, that the laws of China, unhappily, 
fully recognize the right of domottic i^laoery ; and the children of 
slaves .are the jiropcrty of their masters Slaves arc piinishablo in a 
, 4 fMater degree than free persons — the crime being the same and 
violence against them, even murder, especially if committed by their 
masters, is punished in a less degree, tiiaii v.'hcn the same act is 
done against one who is free. The same is the case with wives and 
concuhmes The latter are little better, in the eyes of the law, than 
slaves.* Thc.se circumstances, and the extreme authority of parents 
sancti med by laws, make the spirit of the Chinese code hostile to the 
introduction of Christianity, even if the code passed it over in silence' 
which we shall presently see is not now the case. 

“ Under the set.tioii to which the law against Christianity is annex- 
ed, every I’ort of folly, knavery, super.s4itirm, and crime, is mentioned 
or alluded to. The folly of alclumy, )uid the iniquity of Sodom, are 
both exemplified in most extraordinary cases. During the reign of 
Keiking (sa ylifty years ago), a pnest of the Taon .sect pursuaded a 
vi’iiolc family of thirteen pci sous, that if they would retire with him to 

certain hill on the borders of a great lake, he would so extenuate 
their bodies that the) should ascend to hc.ivon m broad day. They 
went with him, and all perishctl of hunger The priest confessed 
what he had done, and was cut to pieces by goveniuiont, as the rnur- 
ficrer of a ’.vhjoJe family. Tlic otlier case, winch is recorded under 
this section, ami winch occurred during the same reign, was that of 
a '.t'lpliiig, wdio, <lie>mig as .i vvom iii, ami le irnmg to sew, iS«:,c , wa.s 
twice m imed to mdn 'Die fact was at length brooglit to the know- 
ledge of ilie emperor, who ordered him to be put to death Howeve?, 
strange as it may seem, che commentary on the laws avow.s, that 
superstitious and foolish rites of the people arc not interdicted on their 
own account, but because of their tendency to influence the mimlh of 
the multitude and occasion insurrection and rebellion This govern-

Kx'cepting a few comfortable stieets, within the walls of the city and 
a VI ry tew outside of them, then; is scarcely anyiliing that deseives 
the name of street 'J'heie aie m.my which an* so called, but they 
are little moie than lrot-pa?us, so iiairow that two cannot walk 
abreast 'J’he Kinmese style ol vvalkiiiir is precisely the * Jndian Hie’ 
ot the Amern-aii aborigines. ’J'heir paths being raised a little out of 
the mud, bv a iii*:vvvy'.ni^r|nlv of buck, are iinite tolerable to themselves, 
with their bare feet and baie leu', while they are scarcely passable 10*" 
one who weais shoes 'Pliat carnages or beasts of burden of any kind 
can be employed in these lanes, is wholly out of the question. An 
American or European residing 111 the city sighs after no one of the 
pleasures of his own coiintiy so much as that ol his fornu'r pleasant 
groumls. where he ni.iy eu|oy free exercise. He seeks m vain for 
such enjoy iiieiil in Bankok 

, The ordinary •’Ivlc of building is to erect two small houses in close 
proximity to eatli other, on the same ieud One of these is occupied 
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by tho hu.sbaiid and tlio odipr by bis Ibmalcsr The posts art)- sunk 
into the* earth three or four feet. The is raised siv or eight feet 
from[the surface of the'ground, and aiiove tliis the elevation of the room 
IS ten or twelve feet. Thus ftie houses are all two stories high ; but in 
•consequence of the danipneilf and the .spring tides, the lower story is 
seldom occupied, or even enclosed. Some of these biiilcHngs arc made 
of teak bori^ds, others arc constructed of bamlioo wicker-work i and 
some of bamboo slats, and a .s|jecies of palnii leaf. Many 'of tlw* 
wealthy Chinese live in brick houses, having only one story. The 
Hoors of these arc raised a Jittle aliovc the common level, so ao^o 
clear^the high tides The style Is peculiar to the Chincsi\ * Their 
external appearance is rather gaudy; and the rooms are close and 
dark. Such buildings line both sides of the street, denoiitiiiat^ the 
great Chinese bazar. This bazar is about one mile in Iengtli7nnd 
ulTords a market of greater extent arirl variety than is usually seen in 
tlifi east. The following are but a few of thewany who occupy it, viz.- 
tailors, blacksmiths, druggists, goidsn)ith.s, butchers, dyers, shoe- 

* makers, li.slimongers, and venders of fruit. 

B'loating houses constitute no small part of the city. They line 
hoth sides of the Meinani, for a di.stancp^f six miles or more, and also 
many of the canals. They are chieliy inhabited by Chine.se, and are 

* principally occupied by merch.bits us shops. There is a reinurkahje 
similarity in their size and Goiistrnction. Their base is alwiit twenty 
by thirty lect; and from the floor to the eaves is eight loot- That 
iheir roofs may be siiflicieiitly steep, and at the same time low, they 

' are made double, a>f though there were two houses joined together, 
side by side. 'J'liese riKifs are covered with a species of palm leaf. 
Kvery house has a small wing on each end, and a veraiuhih 
front. One of their sides is made to .^ront the river. Ah rt wholes, 
they are neat and pleasant. They arc Imoyedviip above 
two or three feet, by means of bamlioo poles. 'riieTroiit of each shop 
can be taken out at pleasure, and thus exhibit all its contents, so that 
ill pa.ssing along in his boat, the purchaser has a*continiial display of 
merchHUilise belbre him, and in “ shopping’'' he Inus only to sit in 
lAs bo.at and point out the article he wishes. 

Within the ramparts of the city, i.s sitiiate<l the palace of “his mag- 
iiificeiit majesty, ’’ the king of Siam, lowermg cpiite above aih other 
dwellings. It is a rich structure, ami display.s not a little iaate. 
Around it are .several wats (or temples) which, with iheir gitdcMt* 
spires and many whitened doruiitories for the pr, sis, give that part 
of the city a pleasant aspect. The hiiihliiigs in this vicinity arot 
'constructed chiefly of brick, neatly wliiUuied, wiili their roofs covered^ 
with tiles. 

It remains to describe the. wnts. Within the city and its siiburW;*' 
are about one hundred Upon the.se the Siamese concentrate all' 
their wealtli, and taste, anS hearts. A.*r might, therefore, bo ex- 
pected, the temples far surpass, in richne.ssand beauty, all theiig, piker 
iiiiildirigs, the kiiig’.s palace even not excepU-d. The be.st tocat(oim< 
art; cho.seii for them.

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vval ainl iis appuifr^naf cr'f> is from* throe to fi\o acres. A v\at consists, 
froiwrally, of one, two, or ino|c, largo and lofty buildings in tin* centre 
of the plot 'I’licy an* cojistriicted of brick. Massive pillars .sup- 
port the centre and roof of I heir spacioul verandahs. 'J'hc whole is 
neatly covened with a wliile cement, whiJli gives the brick somew'hat - 
the appearanCj of marble. The doors are very large and numerous 
'J'he vvmdovv.s are closed with double shutters, made of tlhck pjank. 
Both these and the dvors are finished in the richest .style. Some are 
ornamented with many varieties of colored glass, cut into small pieces, 
arr.^M't so as to u*pre.sent various images. Some are hnished with a 
profusion of gilding, others are lhit;kly sc't with pearls. Theie i.s 
imicli' in their external appearairce to remind one of the churche.s in 
(^hri.^lian lands Kach has but a single room, which, were it not for 
an iirinien.se gilded image of Budha, seated on a throne at its farther 
extremity, would give the visitor an impression that he w'as in the 
house of the living (to<I w.th hut .slight alterations they would be well 
adapted to pi lilie, preaching Ts it too much to exjiect that some ol 
them erelong will be converted into Christian churches'^ 

'I’liesi' huge buildings are surrounded by small pagodas, many 
of wboM* spires .11 e gihh h I'heir ba.s(‘s are .set with party-colored 
glass ,111(1 earthen wares ol‘ the most showy character They give a 
splendid appearauci' at a distance, buturclouiid to he coai.se on close • 
inspection Sonu^ of the |)agodas display huge and frightful repi(‘- 
sentatioii.s of Biidha, some display a variety ot evil spirits. And some 
represent, or design to rejirtjseiit, souls suffering the torments of hell- 
firo In the back ground are the houses ot the priests Their w'ork- • 
nianship i.s plainer than that of the Imildmgs already described; y(‘t 
,lhey iwe tasty and spaciou.s There are generally from four to si\ (d* 
the.se houses at each wat Dornntorics are so many and .spacious 

’‘Kljie ccJmfortaldy a hundred priests, which is probably about 
the average number inhainiing every vvut in Bankok Theie are 
iM.iiiy olliei smaller striielures designed cliieffy to give variety and 
taste to tlu' -acred, enclosures , such as bowers, marble platibrms, 
inoiiumcnts, &.c. The. ground between, the chiet buildings, and 111 
front of them, is very ple?isaiitly diversified by brick, marble, anfl 
granite, pavements Shade-trees and shrubbery arc of rich variety, 
with flowers of heautifuL hue.w Some of the older vvat.s have become 
so tJiick and dark with trees, and are so frequented by crows and 
Ollier birds, that they seem sfanewhat like a superb castle iu tlu;

Thk •first volume of this work was noticed in the Repository for last 
September; the second and third, excepting sn*ne parts of the latter, 
arc (jiiitc on a par with that one. Language and literature , "religion, 
government, and the politicul slate of the country , national indii^y, 
and*soci.il state, manners, and arts, a historical account of British 
intercourse; a geographical description of the proi inces , view of the 
trade and navigation, to China; mathematics and astronomy, g^logy 
and mineralogy; botany; and zoology — are the leading topics and 
ea^edi IS treated separately, at coiisiderable length. Our remarks and 
extracts shall be brief, yet sulficieiit to aftifrd the reader a jiist and 
adecpiate idea of the work Mr Murray has c\ idcntly no personal 
acquaintance with the Chinese; and should he ever visit this country,*' 
he will look in vain tor many of the “striking peculiarities,” describ- 
ed III his book. Ills selection of aiitliMrities, aho, is not good, he 
having often taken for Iq^ guides, works which were wiittmi vvlien 
the Chinese empire and its mnabitants were very difterent, in soim; 
jiarticular.s, from wliat they now are Moreover, when he has had the 
best books bc'fore him, he has, not unfreqiimitly , failed to discriminate 
between what is and what is not correct. Like John Webb of But- 
leigh, who wrote in KiBH, Mr Murray .seems to have sought elmdly^ 
Un meuKtrabiha, and to have r«ceived as veiities vvhdtsoiwei of this 
kind he could tmd written in books, and, d In (Vduoi'-, the inOre aiu 
cieiit and extravagant the narratives, the more implicitly has he fol- 
lowed them. Peculiar celebrations, peculiar Iniildmg.s, peeidiiir-Harfl^f; 
peculiar forms, &lv, , &,c , manv of them “ very strikmg,” are conspi- 
cuous throughout the book. Ifis orthography of Chinese names is in 
“good keeping” with the other parts of the awork it is neither 
Liiglish, French, nor Portuguese nor doe.s Mt conform to the 
fiu/uendi at court, or in any of the prov mecs 

'Phe first c.hapt<‘r of the second volume is long and labored, oeru- 
pymg a hundred ami ten pages llafl the •v'riier done nothing nuue 
than «;opy out entire paragraphs Irom the wnlmgs of Morri.soii, Marsh- 
rn an, IJavis, Reinusat, Piemare, Klaproth, ami Juheii, his compilation, 
if imliciously made, would have been valuable. Now it is not so: 
and tlic reader, who ha.s but a partial knowledge of the subject, will 
find .so many erroneous statements iii the chapter, as to prevent Ins 
believing any part of it, unless he knows, from better authority than 
Mr Murray, that they are t me. Frequent references are made to tlie 
writeis mentioned above, a^d also to Montucci, Foiirmoiit, Crosier, 

De (juignes, Amiot, Gaiibil, Mold, and others, but often it is not evi- 
dent what and how much our author intends to havi' received on 
iheir testimony Let the readci with us ex.uiiim' tin* (olhiwiii'n 
paragraph

Considering the varioub 
and dfxidi'd ehangcb actually made in the written language, and the nnpoitant 
inventions in n.spccl to the nvchaiiical implenientb employed, tins rencirku- 
hle fact can scarcclv, we think, be imputed to ineie veneration for antiquity, 
it seems riLllcT cocneeted with pecuiiaiitics in the disposition aiidjiabits of tlie 
(’hiiiese. TJie p» ople of the west, and especially tlie Creeks, may he gene- 
i.iny charai'tcnzed as spanking nations.

known their commands hy jdacards' pasted up on the gates and Vails 
of the cities, in the m.irket-., and other places ofcoucour.se, but never 
have wo seen, or before lieaid of, placards being home before the 
olfnv^/fs who are ch.irg<‘d with their cveeiil ion.

It is erioiieons to suppose that men do 
not meet here “to eii|oy themselves, or to display their powers in 
lamiliar intercourse,” Kt|uallv far is it from the truth to say, that 
“the most import.iiit part, evmi of their tbrrnal visits, are the wiitteii 
cards, announcing, accepting, and retnrinng thanks lor them.” Nor 
is there the least found at ion for .i(Hrnitng,*“ that speech is corisideied 
ultoirelher a .secondary and subordinate mode of eommuiiication.” 

We should like to see a si'cond edition of Mr Murray’s hook, with 
all thativS oiroiieoiis printed in black letter, so that the relative pro- 
portions might he si'cn at a glance, on opening the several volumes,

The V iew»of the trade with China, furnished in the second chap- 
ter, , is more accurate tli.in any of the preceding parts of the work; yet 
it cannot serve as a very safe guide to those who are engaged in this 
commerce, though it may afford the general reader “a comprehensive 
' lew” of Its present extent The writer estimates the whole of this 
trade 'at ninety millions of dollar.*!, or, in round numbers, at about 
twenty millions sterling. He regards it as yet in its infancy ; and 
thinks there are two ways in which “a general trade” might be car- 
ricil on. “ We may take jKissessioii of an island,” and there form a 
commercial emporium ; or an intercourse might be maintained with 
additional ports “ by snruggling.” No doubt either of these methods 
might be offucted : but whether it would be right to do so; and if 
right, whether it would be expedient* are points on which there is 
a divcrsitj ol opinion There is, we think, a better way, and one 
w Inch de'^ene*' early nui careful consideration: it is by the estab- 
lishment. through the joint agency of western nations, of friendly re- 
lations with till*' goiernineiit, ii|K)n those broad principles of reciprocal 
rights, which, whereier eiijojed, never fail to prove mutually bcneficnl 
and &ati.sfaetor}

A view of the iiavigalioti to China by different rout<»'^ 
third chapter, iiiciutlmi; 12() page.^ It is a ver\ poor essay, fitted 
neither to assist the iiuriiier, nor to " amuse or iiistrurt a British 
reader." Nearly the w'liole »)f it is cither mere eniil^nlalion from Ilors- 
bprgh’s Directory, or from some old observafiuns, iii niaiiuscnpt wa 
suppose, made thirty or forty years ago. A few pages, including no- 
tices of all the recently discoveied duiigerb, with remarks respecting 
the relative advantages of the several routes, TJie times of sailing, tlic 
typhous, &.C., might, for want of something better, be admissible m 
a historical and descriptive account of China. 

Most of the last half of the third volume is occupied with astrono- 
.my and natural history Tlid strictures on the history of astronomy, 
meet our own views of the case * this science “ has always been 
in the state of an edifice which is continually destroyed as ofleii as it 
rises one .stage above the ground " Professor Wallace has treated the 
subject faithfully, and exhibus it to the reader just as it is. 

Scarcely le.ss satisfactory is the account of geology and mineralogy. 
In truth, however, it can hardly be said that China is to a consid- 
erable extent visited by earthquakes." We question the correctness of 
the story about Yushan in Szechuen , and doubt whether there are 
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ttii)' hiJb in Kvvangsc, “ from which every third find fifth niglit flames 
are seen to issue.” Nor hyvc we met witfi satisfactory evidence of 
the abundance of mineral^ wells in Chn a, though their existence is 
not improbable. 

The late professor of botany in king’s college has likewise perform- 
ed his part of the work very well, lie esteems too light’y the Puii- 
tsaou : the extracts, however, which he has made justify Ins opinion, 
but those extracts dj not afford a fair sample of the character of the 
Chinese original

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, ftiid apparently just strictures on the expensive and inefficient system 
of the former Jmwer, and hav^ heard like^omplaiutH of the American 
consulates, in the department of state at Washinj^toii. We do not 
intend in this article to touch the consular system of Great Britain, 
much leas that part of it which respects China. That gart, we say, 
because, caV the British political envoy to China by whateicr name, 
he is, iti Chinese acceptation, either a tiihutc bearer, or a coinmel-ciai 
chief, that is, a consul. The former office is in abeyance until tijp next 
embassy. As to the latter, Chinese and British ideas very nearlj;^ 
correspond, the former recojpiisin^ the consul only as a controlcr of 
turbulent seamen, and as the headman or foreman of his nation. Ju- 
dicial power may be added, and liberty to trade withheld, but a recog- 
nition under treat}, is still wanting, to raise the British resident fMmi 
* a consular to a diplomatic rank and character Such a recognition 
is extremely desirable, hut until it be drawn or wrung from the Chi- 
nese government, we cannot rank the resident as an international 
officers, higher than a consul, and hy no means with the accredited 
officer, under that name, to the Levant or Barbarv. It is to the Amer- 
ican branch of this subject, that our attention has been engaged, by 
meeting recently with the “Report on fTe consular establishment of 
the United States,” made tc»thc senate in IP33, by Edward Livitig- 
Bton. then secretary of state, but which has never since been acted on 
by Congress. 

From this report, it appears, that the consular c^tahlisliment of the 
j^United States aro.se out of the act of 1792, the principal object of 
which was, to give effect to a convention with France, on the subject 
of consuls. When this convontioii was afterward annulled, the 
provisions, which authorise consul*-- — ‘ to receive |)rote.sls and decla- 
rations, to give copies of acts under the consular seal, to settle the 
intestate estates of American citizens, to secure propcFtj -sv.vrid 
wrecks, to provide for the deposit of ship’.s papers, and to afford relief 
to destitute American seamen,’ — were Inf) .standing. The act of 
1803 renewed tlie»e provisions, and further enacred, that ‘ the spe- 
cification of certain powers, and duties to he performed by consuls and 
vice-consuls, shall not be construed to the Exclusion of others, result- 
ing from the nature of their appointments, or any treaty or convention, 
under which they may act.’ 'Fhe able "author of the report proceeds 
to insist on a legislative derinitioii of the.se ‘ powers' and duties result- 
ing from the nature oftheir appoiiilmeiits' and strenuously recommends 
that the American consuls be paid by regular salaries, and forbidden 
g> engage, in commerce. 

The list of consuls and commercial agents, given at the close of the 
report, amounts to one hundrerl and fifly-six'. Their places, the 
secretary proposes for the present, to dispose of, as follows.

There is reason to believe, that«the tJnited States are soon lo act 
a prime part in the drama of maritime irifliipnce and ascendency 
The American people are aware, that the time ot their feebleness is 
pri?.\, that they may now advance far on the jiolicy of Washington, 
and fearlessly throw their whole weight into the scale of universal 
amelioration The late, attempts to negotiate treaties with Muscat, 
Siam, and Cochinchma, attest that these distant countries have not 
escaped the notice of the Arnorican executive The apjiropriations 
for the expi’dition ot discoverv, now fitting out for the South Pacific, 
attest ihatjilicralit ’ is not wanting in the American Congress 'I'he 
same authorities will admit and grant whatever thi* renovation of the 
consular system reipiiies, in its gem'rai- jirovisions, or in particular 
application to the regions around us 'Phe establi'-hment will not be 
sacrificed to a false econoni} We do not siijipose that this article will 
command a new coiisulai establishment for our part of the world 
Let It, however, he tho moans of eliciting opinions as to what kind

It IS due to the American consul to raise him above the con- 
tributions and the alms of his countrymen, and ahovi* collision with 
the ollicers of the naval service Four dollars lor the dt‘po‘'it of a 
ship’s papers, two dollars for •in act iimler the consular seal, one dol- 
lar for a dehenlure certificate, h.df a dollar for a certificate to the 
discharge of a seaman, per cent, out of the wages paid him on dis- 
charge, aie the present .-cale of reiminerafion Liberal only with the 
money of the dead, goveriiinent empowers the consul to chaige o per 
cent on the settlement of the estates of persons dying intestate with- 
in hiH consulate On the voluntary declarations or protests of paitie.s 
applying, he is expected to charge the usual fees of piihlie nolariei' 
This uiiliapiiy mode of collecting the consular viatintni, seems to 
have impressed Mr Livingston very strongly. lie piononnces the 
system “degrading to the ollicer, and the misunderstandings attending 
It, injurious to tlie leputaiion of tho cwjiitry ’ But, beyond this, it 
IS appaienl to every one, that there is a large class of services, not 
.specified in tho above list of rc\vard.s (or punishments), fbi which the 
United Slates’ consul receives no compensation whatevei For his let- 
ters lo the department, his commercial returns, liis general coopoiatioii 
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with government, in short, for all hisf public services^ he receives not 
a dollar. Bonds, howe\er, he must givg for their due performance. 
Two altern.'ilives are left him* the virtue of resignation, and the right 
of resio-nation Under such »-ircuin'>tances, Mr Livingston supposes 
fh.it tlie consular post i.s sought, “ for the advantage and the influence 
It will givc\to extend the commercial affairs of the oflii^r.” To us

But iii fact, on the arrival of the invoice iii the 
United Stales, llie oatli and the seal arc held alike at the custom- 
house, and an appr.iiscnient supersedes them both, if the merchant

We agree, ihereioic with Mr. Livingston, lh.it the consuls of the 
United States should be paid out of the pahlic treasury We have 
no objection now to liis chum for their exclusive services. A little 
while ago we should haio said, that it would be necessary, m (-lima, 
to clo.ik the otlicial, under the comniercial, eh.iracjer Now the 
'deception given to the Biitish superuitende.it h.is removed the difficul- 
ty. Wc only contend that tlie sal.iries i»f the consiibs must be legu- 
lated by the amount ol labor laid on tlam, and tl.c icinoieiiess, in- 
eligihdity and expensiveness of their oificial le.sidrnces 'J’hanks to 
nullification, public economy, and that dire necessity — a surplus reve- 
iiiie'-'tlic American merchant is soon to he as free, under his Ciinstiaii 
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govermneiit, as if ii were Muhaininetkiti We despair indeed of its ever 
coining quite tip to the Usbek pattern, iii^d lomitting all duties, when 
the oiMier swears that he fe a poor m a it and cannot atl’ord to pay 
them Nevertlieless there is one point of danger. The American 
• legislators are \ery many of them l.iwjers iVoiii the interior. How 
many of tl^m never saw a .ship, we do not know , but»we think our 
inercIvntH liave often suftered from neglecting to enlighten these 
freshwater disciples of Blackstoiie, touching t*Jide and commerce. 
Hence tins hutnble presentation of our own, and desire to elicit 
other’s opinions, iii tune to <sht.ini a consular esiahlishiiieiit suited ts^ 
the wants of eastern Asia Tin? luhjrct cannot much longer escape 
the attention dt Congress.

$B0O0 for the consid.s, with some allowances for Interpreter’s services, 
and for commercial agents, would be about $:30,000 It is not much 
for so important a region, *and on winch iiulliing is expended in 
dipolmatic establishments 

In explanation of tins sy.stein, we remark, that, Canton as tlie cen- 
tral scat of ed.stern commerce, exchanges, and inlciumnnunicatioii, is 
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tliu b<}iit point for a general coiiiniilnr otliee The intunaU* counectiuii 
of the regions washed by tlto Chinese sea with each other, their re- 
moteness, and the unity of the naval arid other measures of the home 
government, in their behalf, require the priisence of one able and 
lesponsible officer. It will be easier to find and cheaper to mdintain 
one such officer than seven; and this one, if established at Canton, 
can seize the moment, come when it may, in revolution or gradual 
change, which sahll' throw open the Chinese empire. 

The second consulate lias long been on the Americdii list, the of- 
*ficer residing at Manila Should tl|e Clii'istino party triumph in Spam, 
the Philippine islands will feel the infliUMice of a more liberal policy, 
and the intercourse with them deserve more attention. If, on the other 
jpind. factions arise there, and the tie which bmds them to the mother 
country be parted, they are capable of becoming a commercial em- 
pire. The dihtnrlied state of Spam has prohahly led to the reccMit 
appointment of a FreinJii consul, with extraoidiiiary powers to these 
islands. 

The region lying hctwein the Spiiiish and Dutch possessions, 
has seldom been visited by American vessels There is, hovveier, 
reason to believe, that a little attention, on the part of government, 
would make it a safe and profitable lesort, as wi'll as sa\e it, a poor 
remaining belt of independent soil, from sinking into a colony 

If we are not misinfoimed, the inhabitants of the Dutch colonics in 
this Archipelago, are e<nially la' from the enjoyment of ci\il, com- 
mercial, and religious liberty VVlielhnr the Dutch colonial policy be 
worthy of the de.scendents of the patriots of the United Provinces, and 
consistent with the rights of mnritiine nations, should he discusseil in 
I Holland, not m China. Onr deMre is that the American goieriiment 
should immediately inform itself of the nature and extent of the 
rift^-J^itch claims, how far they blockade the ports of eastern Asia, how 
fir ifio) repre'-V tlie naine industry and stifle native improvement. 
Let an efficient consulate he the instrument of placing these data in 
Its possession. The authority of the existing consulate at Rhio or 
Singapore, may be extended, so as to meet our plan, over the jiorts 
of the Malayan peninsula and those situated on the eastern coast of 
Sumatra. 

The western coasts c.f that'*jshind form a distinct commercial region, 

' and any officer appointed to reside there, should coiie.spoiid directly 
with the home government. We would not have these shores forgot-

Anr Central A^ia : de'^cription of the tountry of the Kirphfs, 
a/ul the kini^dohis of KoLan and Bokhara, leith notues of thir 
ret>/je<tivc inhabitants 

The country of the Kirghis is bounded on the north by the Ural river 
and the Ulii mountains, cast by Soiingaria, south by tlie valley of 
the Sir, the Aral, and the desert between the Aral, and the Ca.spian , 
and west by the Ural river and the Caspian Koi oui imperfect 
acquaintance with this country, we are indebted to the Russicins who* 
have traversed it, from Orenburg and 'froitskoi, to the J a varies 
The face of the country in the northwest is rolling ; and one chain, 
the Mongkodjar, J(HH) feet high, is crossed on the former route, 
25(^/n lies from Orenburg It has rocks of quartz, serpentine, por- 
phyry, &c. ISouth of tins range, the country is gcmerally level ; some 
pinincnces, however, are met with The dry argillaceous soil, is 
crossed in many places by deep ravines, in which are seen indiciilions 
of coal, malachite, red sandstone, &/r. 

The hollows and dry .beds of lakes and rivers are incrusled with 
salt, and abound with shells, marine exuvia;, and petrifaction.s. On 
the banks of streams, "“and fti the ravines, grow a few poplars and 
willows. Piickly shrubs and saline plants, are thinly scattered over 
the desert, and m the summer the vales are clothed with a short for- 
age. In some parts, wild horses, jackals, antelopes, &.c , arc found, 
and vast flocks of aquatic birds frequent the lakes and marshes 
Tigers, wolves, wild lioars, &c., arc said to harbor in the marshes, 
overgrowa.wUh reeds, along the Aral. 

The climate of this country is seveVo in winter It is then swept 
by cold north winds from Siberia, which arc indeed the prevailing 
winds the whole year, a.s far .south as t?ic 0\us. The Sir is annually 
frozen, so firmly as to bo cro.s.sed on the ice by caravans 'I’he 
climate is considered healthy. The barometer t-tands at the high 
average ol 30 inches'. 
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Th(* Kirjrlii's nro, it iTCiiorally bplicvrd, of Tfirki origin; fin<? they 
speak a dialect of Tiirki. |They are divided into three principal 
hordes 'I'he western, from Orenburg to the Moiigkodjar lulls; the 
middle, thence to the Saras river ; and the southern, thence to tlTo 
herders of Kukaii. Of these, the middle horde is the most |)owetfiil. 
'J’he total population is estimated at 1 ,'’JU0,l)00. Their Hocks and 
herds ifirortl them employment and snbsisteiiee ; and with these, they 
roam, in summer, from Badakshaii to the steppe of Issiiii, and return 
to their encampments, alon<r the sheltered ravines and banks of the ^ 
Sir, for the winter. 'I’he broad-failed .sheep afford them excellent'' 
mutton, 'riiey rear gre«it numbers of horses, for use and tor the 
market of Bokhara. Camels of the two-luimped or Bactrinii breed, 
are bred m great numlier.s. This camel yields a wool, which i.s mad«? 
• into a coarse camlet. It carries a much heavier hurdeii, than the 
common or oiie-hiimped camel. Soiire grai^i is purcha.sed by the 
Kirghis, lint none cultivated Southward, on the borders of the Aral, 

^ and toward Tashkoiid, the Kara Kalpaks live in more permanent 
hills or house.s, and are, to a Miiall e.\tciit, agriculturists. 

The clt.iracter of the Kirglii.s may be interred from their name, 
Sara Kaiz'\k “ robbers of the desert.” This designation is Arabic, 
and IS of course as late as the Arab dUflijuest of Turkestan. They 
scarcely iiierit the name at present, so well as do their neighbors, tho 
Khivans and Turkomans. Perhaps the iiiHiience of Russia is now 
overawing them Like most tiall-harb.irous men, they seem capable 
,of, and enjoy, the extremes of activity and indolence. They are fond 
of athletic exorcises, horse-races, &c They are excellent horsemen, 
and c.in traverse their deserts, on horseback, at the rate of 100 miles 
per day Other observers, who have seen them when the occasion 
for e.xertioii was over, have desi rihed them as a “ melancholy race,” _ 
passing long periods of time lu indulenco, appro idling to a .stupid ' 
abstraction 'Pheir I'cafuies are Tartar, probably from mtermixture 
with Mongol tribes In dress, they follow llu* 'Partar fasliion, wear- 
ing caps, wide drawers, tunica, pointed hoots, They arc a frugal, 
si.uple, hospitable, long-lived people Fevers,* colds, asthmas, doC., 
are .said to be tlieir most fatal diseases. The sin.ill-pox ha.s commit- 
ted great ravages among them at tunes, and is of all their disorders 
lhf‘ most dreaded. 

Russia supplies them with cloths, ironware, &.c , in exchange for 
winch they carry slieep, horses, &.c , to Troitskoi ami Orenburg. 
For a few firearms, which arc refused them m Russia, they take 
jiorses and^sonie slaves to KhiVa and Bokhara. 

The Kirghis live under a patriarchal government or that of elders, 
each horde having a khan, whose authority is dchpotic, and under 
him chiefs and elders. They give an escort to caiavaiit) pa.s.sing 
through the country, and levy^oii them a moderate duty. Their code 
IS the Koran f)fFendors are convicted summarilv, and pmii.shcd with 
death, the bastinado, fines of cattle, The Kirghis are said to 

Jiave lioen converted to IsIAiiiisiii a.s late as v i> ItiOt) 'Phey .seem to 
bn iniich less bigoted Mohicmiuedans^ than (heir southern neighbors. 
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'f’hc Kora Kalpak.s, to the numlier of 100,000, ate also Moiinmme- 
daiis. Tliu accounts cxtaii^ ol tins KM;ion, and of the* rums of llic 
cities ami districts of Taslikciid) S.iraiii Otrar, &c., attest, that it is 
now falJcn from a comparatively high state of civilization. IJnder the 
iiiOuciice of llug.*'idn vicinity, it may, at some future day, regain its 
lost elevatioifl Russia already claims the sovereignty o^er the Kir- 
ghis, but they, on their part, hardly yield a nominal allegiance*. 

The doiinnious ofHhc khan of Kokan he chieOy in the valley of tho 
Sir, ffom IJzkeiid on the cast, to Uiatippa on the west (about 200 
hiiles), and from the Ahitag on *hc north, to the Asferah on the 
south (about 100 to 150 miles), corresjvonding nearly with the anci- 
ent Fcrgha'iia. The only detailed accounts we have of Kokan date 
back to the reign of Ba'lier. In his time Andcjaii, on the Sir, was 
the capital, and hence the people of the country came to be called • 
‘ Andejans.’ This fortress was then second in strength only to Samar- 
kand. His description of his paternal kingdom, and its chief towns, 
Ush, Marghiiian, Asferah, and Kojend on the south, and Aksi and 
Kasan on the north of the Sir, leaves untouched many of the points 
most interesting to modern geographens. Little or nothing is said of 
the geology of the country. From Abulfeda, we learn that “stones 
that flame and burn “ w'crc abundant, a’'d used for fuel ; a statement 
confirmed by later authoritie.s. This dcjKisitc of coal, so valuable in 
the winters at Kokan, w'lll, no doubt, at some future day be of the 
greatc.st importance m opening communication with the neighboring 
coniiiiies. 

The winter climate of Kokan is known to be severe, but its sum- 
mers are suflicieiitly warm to clothe the fields and gardens with all 
the fruits and flowers of temperate climates. Baber relates that it 
was a standing quarrel between the people of Ush and Kasan, which 
‘ spot was the more healthful and beautiful. He praises the meadows 
and gardens, the tulips, roses, and violets, the melons, grapes, apri- 
cots, and pomegranates, the hills and running waters of his native 
country. In the ^ieaths and highluiids which .surround it, he tells u.s 
that the pliea.sant, stag, w hite deer, and mountain goat, were abun- 
dant. The Usbek invasion has since changed the state of things, but 
as to the face, (or rather the capabilities,) of nature, this is still, m all 
probability, a faithful ptclure. 

The population of Kokan, the modern capital and seat of govcni- 
mont, IS differently lated at 35,000 to 100,000 It is not probable, that 
it exceeds 50,000. We have met with no estimate of the population 
of the whole kingdom. Till within a few years, it included Uratippa. 
within its limits, but the half of ibis district, lying- between Khojend 
and Samarkand, has been lately annexed to Bokhara. The people of 
Kokan are made up of Tadjiks, Turki, &c., under Usbek masters. The 
Ta'jiks (if not aborigines?) are of Persian origin, and their Extensive 
dispersion over T.urkestan probably took place before, or not long ^ 
after, the age of Alexander They form, everywhere, the fixed, indus-,^ 
trious, agricultural, and uiban population. The Turk! and Mongo^ 
races, on the contrary, are distinguished by their love of a nomij^jlo.' 
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lili', and avorsion to civilized confinement. They dislike labor and 
prefer uf all things, oppuiluipty to plunder The iVlobaiimiedHilisin 
li.ib been, lor some ceuturies, the religion olnhe people of Kokan. Of 
course their law and eipiity are both diawn from the Korun. 

The goveniinent lias been in the hands of LTsbek chiefs, since tlieir 
proireiiilorsllrove Ba'bcr from the throne of Ferghu‘'nii. Cfniar, the pre- 
sent kh*dn, IS said to be a bigoted follower of Mohammed. He claims 
descent from Baber, and styles himself, the’coiiflTiarider of the Miis- 
sLilinans.'’ It will he seen from numbers (), 7, and of our fiflh vol- 
ume, that Jehaiigirwas bred at the court of Kokaii, and aided by*" 
the troops of the khan in Ins irruption in IH26 into Chinese Tnrkes- 
tan. 'I'lic khan of Kokan commands the p^usses of Sir, leading to 
Kiibligar. He is said .to have been, on that occasion, at the head uf- 
'.>0,000 horbt*; hut so large a force could hardly have been collected 
for anything mure than a plundering inroad, tor Baber tells us, that in 
his*lime, Its revenues were only sufficient lor lire majiiLiiiianceoi'th.OO 
CO 4000 troops, and the power of Kokan is said to have since declined. 
The result of the invasion of Jehaiigir will be luund in the last of the 
numbers above cited, it appeals from the Chinese account, that atV 
ter the death of that invader, peace was made l>etweeii the Chinese 
olKccrs, and the khan of Kokan. Tratto^vas however interdicted be- 
weeu the two countries, until a second irruption of tfie Kokanosc, or 
Kirghis, or both, admonished the Chinese to relax their restrictions. 
Tile cause of dissatisfaction was thus removed, and an arrangement 
^entered into, but we arc told that all this has not put an end to the 
unfriendly tecling hcfoie existing between tlie rulers of Kokan and 
Kashgar. 

It IS not clear how far the passtis of Sir are now open to mercantile 
communication. The commerce of Kokan is not imjiortant. It ex- 
changes fruits, silk, diLc., with the Russians, Bokharans, and Chinese', ' 
for hardware, manufactures, tea, &.c. The prospects of this country 
are gloomy It is oppressed by Usbek tyranny, and Mohammedan 
bigotry. Some powerful agent must act on this inSblublc compound, 
before the elements of the state can form iiefv and happy combina- 
tions. Perhaps such an agent is prepanng’in the growing power of 
Russia. 

Thj^ kingdom of Bokhara is now the mof^t important of the divi- 
sions ^Usbek Turkestan. '"It is, too, the section which has received 
most attention front late travelers, and of which we have the fullest 
infonnatioii. It bes between 35“ and 45° north latitude, and 61° and 
p7° east longitude. Hratippa and the desert of Kwaresm, bound it oil 
tlie north; on the cast, the Karatag mountains; on the south, the 
Oxus; and on the west, thp* desert of Kwaresm separates it from 
Khiva. The district of Uratftppa, as far as the river Aksi, belongs more 
properly to Bokhara, but has Jpeeii for a long time in possevssioii of the 
khan of Kokan. Within a few years, however, the western half has; 
been reaiincxcd to Bokhara. The Oxus is the iiaUiral boundary of 
^llokhara on the south, but Hke khan at present holds Balkh, Audklio, 
and iRj'iiuuiia, on the south of that river. The distance from Balkh 



to Bokh.ira, is aboul miles, and from Eljlk on the Oxns, to Diz/ik 
(or Juzzak) about ''^40. Ttiese are th(; length and breadth of Bok- 
hara. The subdivisions tire, six districts in the vale of the Kohik, 
the district of KaTshi, (lie district of Balkli, and the district of the 
Okus. 

The plain* between the Oxns and the Kohik, has an elevation 
of near ’JOUd feet; and the vale of Koliik from 1000 to loOO feet. 
Patches of clay, wit*l;i ridges, hillocks, and strips of sand, characte- 
Ti/(i file deceit. The low .stony ridges are of liniestoiie, with oo- 
lite, gravel, <S^,c. Bokhara has nowalualile iiiiiierals, except a deposit 
of rock-salt, near Charjac on the Ovu.s. Nearly all the water of the 
country is brackish. 'I^ic climate is dry, but hc.iltliful. The purity 
- <>f the atmosphere iii ikcM it a dclighlhil region tor the astronomer. 
M'lic &tars shine with uiiwoiited ln.'^tie, in a finiianient spanned by a 
blight milk} w.iy, and lighted up by brilliant meteors. The cloudless, 
serene, .mkI lirilliant .skies of Bukh.ira, charm the traveler, and perhaps 
these made it, in the days of the Arabs, the celebrated sea of astrono- 
mical uh.'ie rv.it ion and discovery. Like all sandy countries, it is subject 
lo extremes of cold qiid heat in summer and winter. The sands of the 
surioumimg dcaerts are often heated to loO'’, the air to 100.^ The 
vales of Bokliara and Kaislii are cooi r, evaporation lowering the 
teniperatnie. in winter, sjjovv lies tlnoe months, soinetinnss a foot 
deep, as far "outh as Meivo hcjoinl the Oxns. 'J'lie climate of Balkh 
IS unhealthy and oppressive. 

The beamy and luxuriance of the vale of Bokhara have been ce-, 
Icbrated cvei since the ^ruhamniedan coiujiiest. 'I'lie Arab and Per- 
sian geographers describe it as the fust oi the lliicc terrestrial para- 
dises. European Iraveleis, however, ascribe a considerable pint of 
tlie>e praises lo the contrast of the surroiiiKliiig deserts Still they 
agiee that all within the limit of iingaliori is a sheet of gardens 
scarcely to be surpassed in be.iuty or productiveness. Tlie crops of 
rice, wheat, liarlej, millet, m.ii/.e, gram, beans, sesamuin, 6 lc . arc 
abundant The v'hgeiablo gardens yield, turnips, carrots, onions, r.i- 
dishes, greens, pumpkins, cucumbers, and the celebited Bokhara me- 
lons Baber, however, lell.s us, that when he was master of Samar- 
kand, he caused the melons of Aksi to be compared, at an entertain- 
ment, with those of Blikhara, and that the former were pronounced 
incompaiably better. The orchards bear peaches, plums, apricots, 
cherries, apples, pears, quinces, walnuts, tigs, pomegranates, delicious 
mulberries, good grapes, &.c. The wines made of these grapes are 
not palatable, but the raisiiia are exceflent. Cotton is extensively cul- 
tivated. FiXcelleiit tobacco is produced at Ka^rshi. Flemp is grown 
for oil and baiigiie, but not manufactured ’Maddei is cultivated, and a 
plant which yields a better dye, the ‘ esbaruk.’ Indigo, sugar-cane, 
and the potatoe, have not been introduced. In some districts, south 
of the Oxns, wheat becomes triennial. In the deserts near Ka^rslii 
and Samarkand, the 'camel thorn’ exudes a kind of manna, or' 
wild honey, called ‘ ti]ruii|ubeeii.’ which is collected and used e.x-/ 
tciisively us a substitute for sugar. 
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The wild animals of the country arc, the deer, antelope, wild hogs, 
and asscb, wolves, jackals, fo^^s, &c. A *niall tiger is soinetnncs seen 
near the Oxus. The enorrinoiis lion which Alexander killed, seems 
to have no modern representatives; vve find them existing, however, 
hs late as l.'tOJi, in the memoirs of Timiir Bears are found in the 
mountains to the eastward. 'I’lie eagle and the hawk site often seen, 
ivnd waterfowls are abundant. Game is scarce, but fish abound in the 
lakes and rivers. ^ 

Besides the cultivation oi' grain and fruil>, the mulberry is planted^ 
and the silk-vvorin reared extensively, by the 'riirkitmaiis, along tlie*^ 
banks of the 0\us 'riie horned cattle ot Bokhara aie uifoiior, and 
there are no butfaloes. The broad-tailed she.ep .itford-^ tliem alvva}.s 
excellent mutton, 'riv' Cossak horse and the Bactrian camel ars;-

Samarkand stands V20 miles eastward,'* and on ,a level 150 fod 
hiirher, once the capital of an empire, but now reduced to a depeii- 
di'ut town of 8,000 to 10,000 inhabitaiifs Its habitations and gar- 
dens, are said to have once covered an arena of 18 miles, but are now 
included within a sixth of that circiinifeience Of all i(.s .splendid 
edifices, there remain only some colleges. Its site is beaiitifol on the 
jevel near Kohik, the hills rising behind it. In its decline it is still 
venerated. 

Katta Kurgan, 50 miles west of Samarkand, ami I)i/,/ik 60 miles 
northeast on the borders of Ur atippa, are villages of ‘2,5(10 inhabitants.

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Fisscher, the Jesuilh, and one or two CliineM* authors About a year 
and a half apo, three Japanese, who liad l)een driven in a gtile across 
tli6 Pacilic to the American coast, and from tlience carried to liOii- 
don, reached Macao Recently four more arrived from Manila, and 
joined their countrymen — all anxious to return to their native land 
'riiesc seven men, so lon^ absent from their homes, embarked in the 
Hhip Morrison, cantain Iiigersoll. early this month On a voyagi*, 
liable to so many contingencies, and yet one of so much interest, we 
Ibrbe'ar to remark, preferring to wait until its results are known. We 
may state here, however, that iihich of tin; informatiou, contained in 
the preceding article, was obtained from tliosi* three Japanese who 
fir.st arrived in Macau.

name, that of Japan, and several other places, as Nmgpo, Kulichovv, 
vVe , on the coa-'t of China, with the names of two stars, — the vvhol(‘ 
being so arranged as to exhibit tbeir re'^pective positions . the 
ni.ip lias no lines of latitiule or loniritude The second is ‘a com-

The second '-hapter gives U" ,i genei.il lustorv of the nation Dur-

try has been ko remote and obscure as 1o,1h; without its rulers 'J’he 
histones of Ibrctyn countries, he sa}.s, are jiiconiplete, owing to dil- 
terences in language, and other .similar causes. Next after Coiea, the 
■^history of Lewchew is the best known to the Chinese, and its jieople 
have long been within the renovating and ennobling iiill^eiice of ‘our 
country.’ No sooner was the first nioiMrch of the great pure dyiias<, 
ty firmly established on liis throne, than Lewcheiff returned to alle- 
giance ; and the king, not daring to ride in hi.s own name, .sokeitod 
an investiture fiom hn iinpeilal iiia/sly 'I'liis, ofcour.se in conde- 
scension, was granted, and tribute lia.s ever since been duly brought 
to the emperor ol Cliiiia Aftei a f«‘w ixeneral remarks, like tho.se we 
have here given, Chow Hwang turns oack to the origin ol tlie iialum, 
^and m order proceeds with its history. 

The original progenitors of Lewchew were two — a man and a 
wemaii. They had five cliildren , the oldest was >11, named Teen- 
sun (ollspiing ol heaven), who was the fiist master 01 ruler ol the na- 
tion , the second sun, a(te<l tin* pait of his imiiisters , and the third, 
constituted the people. The elde.st daughter, h»r the protection of the 
country, took the place of the god** of heaven , and the }()unger, per- 
sonified the gods of tlM* sea '|’he fir.sr^uitheiitic re^’ord dates 111 the 
retgii of yimiihe of the {Sung dviiasty, near the close of the twellth 
century of our era. Teciisuii and Ins descendant^, having iiiaiiitaiiied 
the govcriimeiit for 1780*2 years, were at length suveeeded hy Shiin- 
leiMi, a hrancli of the then ruling family of Japan This occurred 
•about V n L^OO, When the jMiiig dvnasly arose in China, three 
kings ruled in Lewchew, one was styletl king of tlie central hills, 
the .second, king ot the southmn hills, and the third, king of the 
iioithern hills. All were Iribiit.irv , .iiid reigned by penuissinn of the 
son of heaven At length, tin iM-t Ivecanie master ol the whole coniv - 
try, vvliicli h.is ever since reniaiin‘d under ont* king, flv ays sckiiow-

The basin of the Oxus, from the Kara tag to Hindu Kush, and from 
Pamer to Halkli, has not, though it deserves it, any common apella- 
tion It IS chielly umler the government of llic amir of Kumliiz, but 
includes scveial petty states independent of him. A brief sketch o/ 
this region is all that vve can give, with our imperfect information • 
The Oxus IS the distinguishing feature of this geographical division 
of Turkestan The cultivable lands, and tow'ns, and population, must 
he sought along the banks of this nveit and its branches Between 
these vvater-conr.ses, the highlands rise m many places into lofty and 
jirecipitous ridges Tlie deej) dells, and broader valJies which alter- 
nate with the^'C ridges, are pictiire'^que, fertile, and lovely. Badak- 
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sh.in, liir t-.i'.torii poiiioii of thi'. r<‘^ion, ha> been celebrated foi its 
ruiiiuiitic and v.iufd ictMioi} On the eah#Mde, the passes of the Oxub 
conduct to Chincbc 'J'lirkestan Further to the southea'?t, on the nj)- 
per branche*? of the Indus, lie the indepeiulem districts of Chitral, 
(.Mjit, and Iscardo The 'l^iliirhan and (ion, southern branches 
ot the Oxuh, rise in tlu‘ decli\ities of the Hindu Kush, flie country of 
the Siahposh Kalfirs This .singular tribe is snpiysod to be a rem- 
nant of the jxipul.ition, driven from the plains by the Aiabian, or rather 
b\ tlie prior 'I'fijik, invasion ,A (jeynan has sujiposed, that their liylit 
complexions and blue eyes prove that they arc of the same stock as 
Ins on n nation. As well might it be inferred from their using the 
bow and arrow, and scalping their enemies, that they are North Aim- 
rican Indians 'Phey are addicted to wine, and not being Mehani- 
‘ inedans, all tlieir neighbors per‘«ecute and cii'-lave them Tlieir hardy 
valor, when attacked in their fastnesses, has ballled the .iiin'r of 
Knndijz, but those inh.ibiting the low'lands, almost' nj> to tin* pass of 
Bamian, ha\<' submitlcd 

The cliK'f towns of this southern portion, are (ion, Inderab, ITei- 
biik, and Syglian 'Phe rivers on which these towns are built, run in 
deep dells or ravines, with overhangn^precipices, .ind a narrow line 
of iicli and beauliliil cultivatufn \Vesl ol the Si.ihposh, the lliiza- 
ra^* occupy the declivities of the Hindu Kiish, towards the Paropaniivus 
'i’hey are a simple people, not civilized to delight in plunder They 
are of Mongol descent, and spoke that tongue m the lime of Baber 
, Tlie jj.isses of Bamian, leading to (kibul, are IB, 000 feet high, and 
over the pathway, the peaks of Koh i Ihiba tower oOOO feet higher 
Kliulum, seventy imh's west of Knnduz, is the vvi'stern liontier of the 
amir's dominions It is a pfeasanl town of f0,f)00 nihalntants, 
aboinidmg witli orch.irtls of ewt llent fruits, and bi antilnl gardims 

Balkli, ‘the mother of citie-.,’ is but fort\ miles farthei westw-.td 
An area of ‘-20 miles, stiewn with ruins, ,ifte‘»ts its aiicieni extent and 
population But ‘2000 luhahitaiits lemaiii, iiiauv having been earned 
off, within a fe-w years, by a descent of the amir oi^Kniidu/, 'Phis 
ancient city, now a mere iniiie of bricks for the smroiniding ( oiiritry, 
stamN SIX miles fiom the hill-', on a plain IHfM) fVei above llii; si*a, 
and sloping tJnify miles lowuid the f)Mis Its gaidens aie over- 
grvovn, but some luscious fruits are still prodiicecr, |>articnl.irly .ijincots 
Its arjnedncts aie biokcn down, and the wafers of its river niii to 
waste in ihe sandy plain winch lies heivvecn, and prevents its reach- 
ing the ()\ns Balkli, sultry, niiliealtliy. ami in rnnis, is still an ob- 
ject of interest to the traveler It belongs .letuallv to Bokhara, hut 
■'physically to the country of the f)xns 

Knndnz, the former capital of the amir, lies m a low niihealtliv 
marshy valh'y, opening northward, and externling forty miles («, t)i<.

intolerable, though the snow lies three months m vvmlei lls laial 
climate has reduced the jHipidation to loOO, and driven Murad Beg 
and his court, in the hills, fifteen miles eastward 'Pins sucees^iul 
elnef has extended hi,s < onfrol over the whole of Badakslian He 
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dchcnlH'd, ns n trill, and lirirsh-leatured Tslick ofliliy. IIi^- afT.iir-s arc 
nidiiagcd by a Hindu |»rPMii‘r Chitrul, on tlio Indus, is also trihui.i- 
ry to him The chief of Giljit, strong in his mountain fastnesses, 
preserves his mdcpendence Iscardo, still farther east, bordering on 
Ladiik, IS an irregular fortress, the centre of an indejiendent district 
Its chief has'lately carried on a friendly correspondence with a Brit- 
ish jiolitical agent

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The kiian of Khiva rules over ;i00,000 Milijects; 30,000 of whom 
are Usbeks, the lords of thc^soil; 100,000 Ti'ijiks; 100,000 Kara Kal- 
paks, of doubtful origin, iphubitiiigtbe shores of the Aral; the reriiam- 
cler are Kirghis and Turkoinaiis. The denser portion of this popula- 
tion IS found on the left bank of the Oxiw, between 41" and 4-2“ north- 
latitude. llpre stand the two chief towns, Khiva and Urgunje. The 
former, with a population of 0,000 to 10,000, is the residence of the 
khan ; the latter with 12,000, is the commercial capital. Khiva is de-

piles, nervous lassitude, and cerebral alVeclions 'rin ir clnldre'; aie 
the greatest sufferers from liowel complaints. As yet experiment 
proves that Bankok is favorable to the lieallli ol llireigners. 

Ill no country have I ever .«ecii a greater [iroj^rtion of aged peojile 
than in Siam IVrsons aged 80 iTiid 90 are often seen in Bankok It 
!<> not an uncommon thing to meet with those who aie a hniidred 
years old and upwaid.s. 'I’lic lemales hen*, a*-, m other i oniitnes. 
live to tiic most advanced age. 1 would rem.irk, in ooiicliisioii, that

The character of this work i.s very faithfully described iii the auth- 
or’s preface, which we quote we give first, however, a dedicatory 
note, and an advertisement — both ol winch arc necessary to e\plain 
the manner in winch tlie w'ork ha.s been carried through tlie pre^*. 
Our friends in Europe and America c .n have but an imperfect idea 
of the difficulties, which have here hitherto impeded the publication of 
philological and other work.s iii any way eonnected with the Chinese 
The dictionary contains 8t50 quarto pages, exclii.sive of t)4, winch are 
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occupied wiih prefator) and introdiictoi) remarks* anionp ilip latter 
are historical and statistical accounts of tht province of Fulikeen, with 
remarks on the dialect of its inhabitants VVe have no room in our 
present number for any observations on these papers, but will return 
to them at another time The dedicatory note, advertisement, and 
preface, come in the following order •

After the numerous and elaborate work*' on Chines philology 
already before the jniblic, the presentation ol a new one would heem 
almost to need an apology, were it not that the object --Jit he present 
dictionary is not so nnu li to elucid.ite the Climes; hingn.ige gmieral- 
ly, as that ol one of its dialects in p.irticnlar Previous elloris have 
been contincd to the inandariii or eonil dialect, with the exception of 
a ('aiituii voealnilaiy published iii tin* IS^H, and (su-tar as tk* arnitlior’s 
information evleiids) iiotliiiig lias yet been ilone to elncnltite the Ilok- 
ket'n or Kinoey tongue. 

The inandariii longue is partially understood throughout the whole 
empire, by the better informed p.iitoftlie inli.iintaiits, and, in some 
central districts, it is .said to be the eiiirenl language of the people , 
bTt, 111 the sonlliern provinces, the vulgar dialeets dilTbr inorf' or l(‘ss 
from the court language, and m Hok-keeri. w here the diflereiice is mosi 
marked, the cultivation of the iiiaiidann tongue is less gener.d 'rin* 
.lullior, having never visited Cbma, has had little opportnmfv of con- 
versing with the higher ranks of the (ylnneso, but from a ronsfaiit 
intercourse with the middling and lower clas.se.s who vmigratr- to ilie 
eastern islands bis uniform experience for the l.|si fourueii v»iir^ h.i- 
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been, that not rnio man in five hundred know'i am thing of the inoii- 
dann tongue, or run carry <oii a converNatiun of mure than ten words 
in It In llok-kecii, a doctor, a fonuiie-teller, a stage-plaver, or a 
police olficer may soinctiines be met with, who having traveled into 
other proviiicei', or been employed about government ollices, will per- 
haps be abl/i;‘ to converse a little m the court dialect ; but, in most 
cases, the people are totally unacquajiitefl with it, and never think ol 
studying it till, having tucceeded at the literary examination, and got 
a piospcct of preferment or employ iiu'iif, they go to ii regular school 
for tbe study of the mandarin, and acquire it almost as they would a 
new language. Indeed, instances have heen known of literary gra- 
duates of considerable standing, giving nj) the piospect of govern- 
lueiit situations, rather tlian lake the tiouhh; ol studying the court 
dialect. 

Not only docs the mandarin tongue ditfer liom the vulgar idiom^. 
but these provtiicial dialects ditler t oii'‘idcrahly from each other, -o 
that all inhabit int of Ilok-keen will not he aide to understand a native 
of Canton, — and theaiitlioi has frequentiv had occasion to interpret tor 
two Chinese from adjoining provinces, who could not understand e-ich 
other. Even in ihe same province, the difference of dialect is .some- 
times so great, th.it jieople divided hv a moimtaiii, a river, or twenty 
miles of country, .ire hy no menus mlelhgilde to eich other In the 
ton counties of Hok-keen, there are eerl.iiiily as many dilferenl 
dialects, and if the same obtain*' throughout every one of the eighti'en 
provinces of China, the dilferent dialects in the empire will be nearly 
two lumdred 

A per.son who contemplate" learning ilie C'hiriese language, wjtli- 
out much pro"pect ol veihal intercour'-f* with tl)(‘ people, or who will 
he generally conversant with the higher cbis^es and govcriieif-nt olli- 
tliroughoul ail the piovinccs, wouhl certainly <! » wril to •'tiidy 
^’^■''^'itie mam.arni dialect, but lie whose inteicourso will piob.ihh be con- 
fined to one di.‘'tnct, and who will h.ive to do vviih the gie.;t m i".s of 
the people ^’siding in it, would do helter to ^tndy the viili; ir di.dcif 
of that p.irlicular jilace.

Respecting tlie^o tones of ‘the Chinesi' laiigiiage, some (liHerriicf* of 
opinion lias oiitaiiicd . apd while vonic li.ivc considered them of the 
first importance, otliers liave paid them little or no attention The 
author inclines decidedly to the former opinion . having found, from 
uniform experience, that without strict attention to the tones, it iw 
imposMhle for a., person to make himself iimh'rstood in Jlok-kceii. 
Chinese children, as soon as they begin to speak, learn the tones, as 
speedily as they do the sounds ihemsell'es, and the poorest people in- 
varialily observe the minutest ri'ganl to the tones , so that the author 
has never heard a real native of Mok-keen make the slightest mis- 
take in the tones, even in the huiried conversation of comnioii life. 
Indeed, a ClniK'se is more likely to make a nn‘'take ni the orthogra- 
phy than 111 the accent of a word, and when charged with pronounc- 
ing teem instead of A ca/, will defend himsidf, l)v ''ivnig that, at any 
rate, the words are m the same tone, and therelore there cannot be 
inucu difference between them A horse ni llok-kei n is ftay, in the 
upper tone, with an acute accent, but the Chinese, ii sjieakiiig of a 
horse, would as soon think of changing the orthography into hanfi, as 
of altering the accent into /m//, winch is in the Iowct even lone, with 
a circumflex over it. In the native diciioiiary which is made the 
basis of the pre.sent work, the tom's are most particularly defined, and 
the arrangement of each section is more according to the tone tluin 
the orthography; for instance, the fiist section contains all the word.s 
of tlie even tone, under a certain final, as connected witli the dilferent 
initials, and not a single upper tone is brought forward, till all tlie 
even tones of that liiinl are given , the sec.ond .section then contam.s 
all the words under tlie upjier lone of the same final, and so on; so 
.that kwm m the even tone will he fouml under one section, and 

.Ill' iipiier tone under another 'Diis arrangement, in which tlie 
accent is regarded more than the .s|H*lliiig, is peculiar to the Chinese, 
and shows what great stress they lay on a ilitfereiice of tone, even 
more so th.Prfon a ilitferoiice of orthography In the tollovviiig pages, 
this arrangement has been reveiscd, and the words are clas.scd ac- 
cording to llieir alphabetical order, yet the author has endeavored to 
mark, in ever if the peculiar tone to he aflixed to each vvonl, 

and tlvat Aot oiiiy^in the words placed for reference at the head of 
each line, but also in the examples adduced; so that, with the excep- 
tion of Ivpograpliical < irors, each word will he found to have, not only 
the same mode of sjicllmg, hut also a uniform iiitoiiatioii, throughout 
the book 

It >s possible that, in the meaning given to each particul.u vvonl, 
some dissmiilariiy may be observed between the present work and the 
dictionary published by Dr Morrison, if.sucli should he the case, tlic 
author would not he understood as intentionally differing from his 
indefatigable predecessor, whose elaborate w'ork he lias sehloni or 
over consiillrd for tlie meaning of words; hut, having followed an 
entirely mdepemlenf antliorily, and li.ivnig adopted the meanings as- 
signed III native di( lionarirs, .md illustrated in the quof.itions referred 
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to, It I** not unlikely l>nt f'Oine trifling (ll>^c^e})nncy may ariwe. Fewer 
miMUing may l^l^o be found m this, thai# m the Doctor’s work ; but 
It mu-'t be rcMiicmbeicd, that the probcnt im^lertakmg is on a much 
smaller scale than the preceding one, and to have given ail the niean- 
ingH of each vvoid, and proofs of their biung used i:i every several 
sense, from Chinese authors, would have swelled this *lRlionary to 
too great a size, particularly as it is de.-'igned to illustyile, not so much 
the, language, as a single dialect of it IIo»vever, the most common

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"On 'rinirMl.\) tiu* 7th I'Vhru.iry, at half |>aM se\on o’clock 

in tlie niorninir, wind nortkiwchi, dark M|na!l\ weather with lain and 
a heavy sea, on the east jiart orciasjiai l^land, heannjr N VV hy JN.d^ 
miles, observed at some distance from the point, what we sujiposed to 
be rocks aliove water, o:i onr appioacli, they proved to be pieces of 
wreck, ctm-ststiiifr of planks, boxes, bundles of umbrellas, bamboo’', 
and various othe^ species ol floating substance, separated from each 
other at short distances, and most of tho.pieees with oneor two persons 
holding to them, ami few large 4 ueces Cvitli iVom four to six jiersons. 
Immediately hove the ship to, and sent all the boats with the oflicers 
and best seamen of tlie sliij), to do tin ir utmost to save the perishing 
people, but to relr.iin from taking am thing el-e into the boats. Got 
the ship as near as possible into the niuidle of the foats, the boats 
using every exertion in gelling the unfortunate men into them, and 
bringing thvry to the ‘'hi]); in which gieat dilKeiilty was experienced 
from the wind and high sea At quarter jiasl 9 o’clock \.m , a violent 
squall of wind and rain obliired us to take iii all sail, found tlic ship 
and people on tlie floats driftiiiir fa'll to h-eward of the island, and to- 
wards a reef on which wen; lu’.ivy breakers. Aiulioicil in "io fathoins 
w ith the chain cable, Veeied the boats on each ([iiaiter of the slnj) with 
20ft fathoms of line . ollicers and cr*ws in them using ever} possible 
means to pick up the sufleiers as they neared them, and likewise to 
get tlierii to the ship every person on hoard employed heaving ropes to 
the suflerers on the floats as they iicaied the ship many of them from 
the violence of tlie wind and sea force, I from their holds on the floati; 
and sunk to rise no more, vvnhout any possibility of onr being able to 
render tlieni the least assisiance, man , alter getting hold of the ropes 
from tlieir exhausted state, loreed froni their holds and were diovviied. 
and many drifted past (he ship and bouts vviihoiit any human {)os.si- 
Dilily of our rendering them the least aid, and must soon have termi- 
luted their sufferings in ihe breakers At 11, the weather moderated 
so as to enable the caj>tain to send the boats to resciuj a few persons 
that were IwbJing to floats to the eastward and westward of tlie ship, 
each person liolduig- to a sejiaraie piece At noon the boats retiirn- 
c:d, having succeeded with great danger and difliciiliy in reseaimg all 
that were seen, aniounlmg to twelve. Mustered all the unfortunate 
people- saiTx’d , vvllTMi vve Umml amounted to ninety'five riimesi*, and 
from tlieir signs supposed them to be from a junk or vi’ssel wri-cked 
on the weather side of the island Nearly all tlie unfortunate men 
being perlectly naked — having stripped ofl‘ their clothes to sii])port 
themselves in the wafer — siqqibed them all with rJothes and rioth 
tioni the cargo, and adniiiii'>iered every kind of refreshment it vvd.s 
proper for tliem to receive in their weak and exhausted slate 

“ At one 1 *. M. sent the, boats with the ofiicers to pioceed round the 
island, and to endeavor to save all ilje siilferers that could he seen 
At siinsi't the boats retur/ied, after having with much labour rowed 
round the island Many of the iiiifoitiinate Cliinrse vveie discover- 
eil on the rocks*il tlif northwest partoftlie island, but liom (he heavy 
"ca the boat'' could not ajqMoacli to take (hem oil ,M.ule .signs (t* 
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tlierii that llu' bfiats would return, and to others on the sliore lo en- 
deavor to get to the lee side of the island, *1110 olKc-crs tlien landed at 
the lee point of it, and there took into the boats as many as th(‘y 
could with ‘^.ilefy, amounting to forty-live,* many of tlierri perfectly 
naked, cut, and bruised, m a most shocking manner by llie rocks, 
when they were wsislied on shore by the heavy sea. C^ic of tlie im- 
fortiinatc persons named liaba Cb>f, being a native Batavia, return- 
ing to Ins father from China (where lie had been lor his education), 
speaking tlie Malayan larignligc, eiyihled the otliccr.s to convey’ their 
wishes to the rest of the suflerers, who could not then he taken 
into the holts, hy which means their fears weio (piieted, as they felt 
assured they would all he rescued from their awful situation. No 
fresh water having been discovered on the island, all that the boats 
had was distributed to those left on the island. 

“ 'riie wind at dark liaung mcrea.sod to a violent gale«»with a high 
sea from the northwest, hoi'-ted in the boats for the nioTlt; and the cap- 
tain personally, assisted by the olHccrs, administered every possible 
comfort to the unfortunate suflerers, and cleaned and dressed the 
iinnscd and wounded 'The captain was now enabled to ascertain 
from li<tba (Vitf, the person hroa|fitt off from the shore, that the un- 
fortunate Chinese were a part iff the crow and passengiTs on board 
the Tcrl: Srrit/i or Nu un, an Amoy junk of eight or nine hundred 
toils, which had left Amoy, m (’Inna, twenty -three day.s helbre, iiound 
to Batavia, having, besides a valuable cargo, a crow and a miiiiber of 
^pa.ssengers amounting, at the least calculation, to the vast total of 
one thousand si\ hundri'd jiersons, from the ages of seventy to six 
years. 'I'hat the junk, having been steered a wrong course, had at sun- 
set the evening before struck again.sl some rocks to windward of the 
i.sland (known by the name ul the Belvidora shod, lying twelve mile.s 
northwest of (JasjMr island), of which the captain of the junk wr.'.jiot 
la^fprc aware. The junk, after striking, fell over on her beam-ends, 
vvlien all on her decks, m the confusion, wore forced over-board with 
every article not pi ojicrly .secured , every one of the 'Mifferers coii- 
seipiently excited tliemselves to s.ive Ins own lite, by laying hold of 
what chance presented to them The junk, after beating heavily on 
the rocks about an hour, got into deep water, when she righted and 
sunk liom the injury .she had received, leaving oTily ai^iarUof her 
masts above water, to which .iM that could, secured themselves. A 
jiart of the men saved were among the niimhcr >hat were forced over- 
bo.iid when the jimk first -'fmek. and a j>art afier slie had .sunk, all of 
vvlioin, with tlieir bodies under water for many hours, liad been iiiira- 
^iiloiisiy drilled towards us by the wind ami current. 

“ Friday the Htli,at 1 o’clock in the morning, the weather moderat- 
ing, sent the oflicers with the luiats to the island, lo bring olf all the 
suflerers left the evening hetlire At <lay light the men in the Ixiats 
di'jcovered, at .some distance !o the we'.fward, a raft made of two 
yar«ls of the juiik, having on it tweiity-sevmi persons whirli had left the 
mast of the jinik the evtuiing hefiire, having on it ro4t\-‘'ev«'ii ; twenty 
of whom from their e.xhau.steil state lost their hold on the laft, it turn- 
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iiig over iliirlng iho night, and weie drowned. Tlie boala brought them 
iiiimedi.itel) (o tlie ship, all ^.ii a luosi dreadful state of exhaustion and 
wounds, having been in the water upward of tliirty-six hours during 
the tiolenl gale. At 7, sent the boats to the island and brought ofl'all 
that could be found alive, that the Imats could not bring the evening 
before. The, wounds of the sufferers were cleansed and carefully 
dressed by cajitam Pearl and his officers, and every po.ssible coinibrt 
and consolation giVori to all saved. 

“ At 1 1 A. M. captiin Pearl went wnt,i the boats, manned witli the 
most c.\periencod men on boain the ship, to rescue the unfortunate 
Chinese from their dreadful 'situation on the rocks at the nortliwest 
])art of the island : this captain Pearl accoinjiiislied, tiioiigh at the 
iinmineiit risk of life from the high breaking sea; the suff'erers being 
ilrcadfiilly wounded by the rocks and perfectly naked ; one of the 
boats brougjjt^them immediately to the ship, where every projier care 
was given to thtin. Alter rescuing those on the rocks, captain Pearl 
rowed round the island and landed at tliffeient places, reselling ev(*ry 
person that remained on shoic alive, amounting to thirteen, every one 
iieing much cut and bruised by the rocks 'Plio beach of the island 
was .strewed in every direction with the mutilated dead bodi€‘s of the 
iiiirortiinate Chinese. After sending ^all the suff'erers to the ship, cap- 
tain Pearl, with an officer and pail of a boat's criwv, with iniicli 
difficulty climbed to the liighest part of the island, but could not witli 
a spying glass discover the least appearance of the wree.k, nor any 
thing floating on the surlaceofthe water. At sunset c.ijil.un Pe.iil 
returned on board with the boars; and on iriiistcring the jieople s.ivrd 
found they amounted to one luiiidrcd and ninety eight, suppli. d ilieiii 
all with clothing and every other ncce.ss,iry thi'ir sitiiafion required. 
“Among the person.s re.scued from the ) arils of the junk was her 
*febo:‘d. captain, at th.it tune in a speechless state. Jfe was now ena- 
bled to infbrtn cuptam P<;arl, that a smaller jnnk, wliicli In* called a 
CupHla Mrra, or Rid Ifiad, was close to them when ihey stnu k on 
the rocks, bij^, would not remain to render them the leas-i assistance, 
although they were jivvare of the jiink’s deplorable condition; the; 
second captain of the |uiik likewise informed captain Pearl that on 
leaving the mast of the wreck the previous evening every person alive 
was brfiugbt away 'by him, at which tune not more tlian six leet of 
her mast was above water 

“ At t) o’clock e.M. capt Pearl called a consultation of his officeis, 
ami principal Chinese saved, who all agreed with liini that no more 
of the Cliinc.se remaindcd to bo saved , wiili tins conviction, and 
having only ninelecii casks oi water on board for tlu; ship’s crew, con- 
sisting of sixty persons, beside the I9H Chinese, he considered it ab- 
solutely necessary to make for Pontiaiia, the nearest port, ."jln.iled on 
the west side of the l^lrllld of Borneo, for the purpose of soliciting 
the aid of the Dutch audionties at th.it port in behalf of the Chinese 
suff'erers Saturday, Dfli Pe.hriiary, at 1 p. im the wind inoilerating, 
got under weigh, and made all .sail to the eastw.ird, for Pontniiia 
At day light cleared .iway the between deck*- of nery article liu the 
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L*\|)ri‘r>s. j)mj)osf ol iillbnling the Chinese sufferers every necessary com- 
fort and accommodafioii Appropriated ^lio after part from the mam 
liatcluvay to the siern po^ts toi the huiised and di!>al)led ; at 8 o’clock, 
every prop(*r rii raiifremeiit was made, ami^the wounds and bruises 
of I he men wisre carefully examined by the captain, and, with Ins 
asMsiaiice and direction, they were .ill careliilly diessed and cleaned 
amidst the ^rraieliil expressions of the ‘'iilVeror'*; also served an ample 
allowance ol jirovisions and water to all the Ohniesef 

“ IVoin tlie Dth to the 'i'iil |‘Vhruary, experienced a tedious passage 
to IViiitMiia fiom calms, variable winds, and currents. The caji- 
tani .ind oHieeis, twice e.ieh dav, examined and dressed the wounds 
ot the (Miini'se lulli'n rs, .‘tiid all were fully supplii'd with provisions 
and necc'ssanes of eveiy di'soiiptioii, at captain Pearl’s personal ex- 
pense initd they were hiiuled. On the “iid Fehrnary, captain Pearl 
made a pioper repiesonlation to the Dutch (.onnnissjoiior (J. II. 
'Polnas) at Poiiti.iiM, of the ( diiiie''e sufferers’ case, .ml transmitted 
the foiegomg oiiirm.il extracts, which weii' promptly lephed to by 
liim, on the :2dd Fehriiaiv , and ho.ils propf'rly jiropared w-ere 
s(‘iit to ihe ship, .It a distinci* ol thiity miles Irom tin* town (.she not 
hemg able to ( toss the h.ir .it the^tr.inci* oi the iiv(>r), and all ex- 
cejit ten (d tin' Miiloiiim.ilo (’hinese \veie landed under tlie Dutch 
jiroiectioii . all, but loui, bemu lestored to jierli'ct healtli and those 
ilmr in .i f.in way ol b.iviim their w'onnds he.ih d The ten pousons 
not l.inded were allowed to remain on ho.ird, in conseijiienee of their 
I'.irne'it -olii'it ition loi captain Pe.iil s jnotei'iion, until an opportuni- 
ty occur* d to sfud ihem to .l.iva, th* > Ixnng residents of Batavia, 
on then i'‘tiiin fioin \m(A :*s p issengei > m the jiink ” 
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Ol i{ pioxiniitv to Smir.ipiir*'. M.d.icca, and Pen.ing, ami the con.stant

nisiiiulions ol li*’e go\ei nment*^ fir"l be**oming taniili.ir to a few emi- 
grants, then hemg faithfully d*’"Cril)ed in works of useful knowledge 
wrilten in their own language, may at length attract the public notice, 
.pid fnially hoadopti’d .is we|l-f'"l.il)lish*’d n'•age"0^ thrfconntiy /VlinO''t 
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ol small causes At the pi-esciit liiiie, a i>retl> exteiisi\c correspon- 
dence IS carried on between the emigrants and their couniryinen on 
the hills of ^rang and there arc tlionsands of the Chinese, chiefly 
111 the maritime proiinces, who have resided for years iii the Euro- 
]»ean setileiiiciits. E\ery year, while some are returning to their 
couiitiy, others arc emigrating Thus a constant intercourse is main- 
tained, partly by corres|)oiidciice, and partly in person. It is in the 
highest degree desirable that those CUncse who are brought into 
contact With Euiopeaiis, should in them and in their institutions sec 
examples worthy of admiration and imifation. If the people of ('hri.s- 
tondoin are in duty bound (as every one who believes the Sciipturcs 
will admit) to semi out and support Christian missions for tlic benefit 
of the inhahitants of pag.iii nations, how much more arc they obligat- 
ed to do good to such when they come and reside within tlicir own 
borders^ We .peak heie more with reference to individual, than to 
governmental, efforts • yet governments, as such, ma} do much for the 
promotion of kiioivledge and good morals: but individuals can do 
more, spexicdly when associateil, as in the modern benevolent societies. 
In some of the ino-'t favored places in Christendom, all tlie youth, 
male and female, are furntshed with the means of education, and 
the whole population with the ordinances of the gospel All nations 
arc to become like those places; nay cvt-ji more blessed. Such be- 
nefits, however, imist be proflered and receivi'd roluntarifi/. And in a 
s t Icrneiit like Penang, for example, why might not arrangements be 
made, by people on the spot and tlicir friends in otlier ]>arts of the 
world, ‘'O as to place the means of education and the ordinances of 
the gospel within the reach of every clidd and every adult? 

The foregoing remark'- wi'ro suggested hy the perusal of two sliort 
iddresscs recently (hdivered, by the honorable sir William Norris, to 
the grand jury of Siiigapoie the lir-t we quote it entire. 

“The gratid jurors having heoii '.worn, the honoiablu the recorder said, lie 
sincerely vvisr^'-d that on .'.ucli an ocnision iis the pre.sent, liis- linst v isil !t» 
Singapore Hiid Hie fust time he was calleil upon to addri-ss the giand jiny, 
It ha» been in his power to congraUihitc them on the state of the calendai. 
I'liere was so nmcli in the luspeet of tins settlement, but yesterday as it were 
a jungle and a nest oi’pirati .s, now a large, beautiful, and fiounslimg town, fill- 
ed with a tusv pdpiiiation, and it'-- port crowded with shipjjing fiom cwiy 
quarter of the globe, so iniieb to astonish and delight a sirarigcr and to make 
an Englishman speeially mel proud of his conntiy and hei institutions — 
proud oftho.se principles ot freeiloin und justice which were at once the foim- 
datigii of lic*r own greatness and tlio source of prosperity to her numerous and 
thriving colonies — that Ins h -dslnp was loath to look on the dark i-ide ofa 
picture so bright and nnirnatmg. The extent of crime here, Ins lord-ilnp rr 
marked, was indeed nielancboly, but not greater, perlinjis, all circumstances 
considered, than might have been e\pect»*d in a convict set tlemeiit of recent 
formation, open to adventnrei.s fiom all paits of the eastern world, and appa- 
rently unprovided, ns yet, with a police csl.ibl.shinuiit of aufhcient slnuigtli, or 
sufficiently well organized, to meetsm'h a concurrence of unfavorable circiim- 
stancofi. The .state of tin* mtenor of the i.slaiul. in particular, Ins honor was 
.^ofiy to liear, was Am ihmg but what it should be iii point of biibnrdmation to 
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lawful aiifliority ; an almost necpssarv coiii>pqiii>iicc*, porijsijw, of the uine- 
strmiiod freodoiu wjtli winch those hall‘.civili/.(‘(l CMnuese cultivators had been 
permitted to locate themselves iii the jutiffJe. *Biit the tine roads now iii pro- 
^^rcss ill tlic interior would, no doubt, nidtermljx' nshist the operations of the 
ciul power m controllin^f these rude luboierh, v\liose industry, to say the least, 
!i Ilf jid any thing but an untavorabh* prognostic of tlieir future worth ; wdiilsl 
fhnii I’agernoss in settling down upon a fn-e t>»>il wii'^ no nieiyi indication of 
their sn^dcity and forethought, and no trilling illut>tration of the %.ilue of Biit- 
ish protection. Besides, agriciillure was e'isentuilly a peaceful art, and it 
was not likely tliat a iieople willing to woiK would long coiiliiiu(‘ liirhiilent, 
pereoivuig, as they must ilo, that the piiKs^iils of ludusiiy were mcoinpafiWe 
with disoidei and insubordination. It might n nsoiiably he eAj)('clefl,*i:»- n - 
fore, his lordsliip said, that in a cominunitv like tins, s\lu'U‘ the inUiuitage of 
submission to tlie laws must hi* s(‘eti and felt ninie and moie eveiv (la\, siili- 
mis‘?ion would gradually follow as a matter of comsc Meaiiw liile, kiiirlness 
and conciliation ringhl do iiiucli ; but legal proeess onc'' issued should be 
n soliitel^ earned into effect ‘ pAeoiition,’ had been teimed, ‘j^he hi'e of the 
law,’ for the law' could not sidisist willioul it. If the civil ; oVTis, therefore, 
were insidiicient for the jnirposc, the military hIiohIiI he c ailed in to assist ; not 
that his loidsliij) would lecommeiul such a course, bul in evltena* cases, at, for 
instance, the known coiieearineiif of a murderer or oHkt gn at felon. But it 
w ere hotter, ohseiv ed Ins loidslnp, tli.it jiroeess should not be issued at all, than 
that the law.s and the government slioiM he exposed to the peinicioiis fon- 
sequences of an evaniple orsneeesHfyl dehanee of llu' coii-tiiiiti'd aiitlionties 
111 one of the ea.ses to he hionghi lieibn' lliein, Ins honor was sorrv to say, 
they would find that such an example had ocenied; the polii'c had aeliialfy 
hi't 11 rc'pulsed by an armcil mob, and a man ebargi d with iniiidei had, in con- 
sequeiico, off ‘Cted his escape.

“ His loidsliip (hen descubed, in g'-nerai terms, (be nature ol'the bills wliieh 
would bc 3 laid before the gi.md iiirv, amoiiutnig, he regielted to sav, lo not 
less tlian 'JO, and embiacing aliont 70 piiioners With legau.'tlo ilie casf s 
of lan’L’iiy, vvliieli were the iriosl mmii'roiis and many gi vvlneli w ere doulil less 
of a pi’tty de.scnption, he thought it right to alli.de to a cominon ni'stuke 
whieli Hceiiied to jncvail in tlii' Stiaits, that llie ibgiee of cnmipalitv in such

It is certain, that the pi jse.s^n^ns of C\ rus 
extended to the .la\nrt(‘s ; foi (’viojiohs, built b\ Inm, stooil on the 
b.ink of this rner. Bactria,oi BalUh, anpined a new celebrity in the 
time of Darius Ilyslaspes, lioiii its beinu choscm by Zoroastei as the 
seat of Ins w’orship, and the site of a mairinfu eiil temple, to which all 
Ins followers iiicide pili^rnn nres. AVo are not infoimed how far tins 
worship was an eii<£me of stati', but it appi.ns from In^'tory , that it 
was strmiuously sup|)orled by Darius, and tlidl Zoioasier lo.-t his life, 
III an attempt to adiaiice, alon«; with Ins own, the mtero'-ts of hi.'s 
loyal pation and ni.ister A tScythi.ni prince, iiritaled hv the refe- 
rences to the Persian power, with which the priest enfoiced his spi- 
ritual a[»])eals, slew him and burnt up his temple I^irm- a\eu;:i «! Ins 
death ami n'siored the woi.slnp of Zoroaso-r 
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We come iie\t to the time of Alexander BesjsuH, the betrayer of 
Diirius was tlicii governor of B.ictria After tlie overtlirow and death of 
the Persian monarch, Alexander pursued Bessiis, and having taken 
him prisoner, crossed the* desert, reduced Alaracanda (Samarkand), 
find ravaged llie surioundiiig country, llis rapid and successful march- 
es, and \vant(.\n desol. itiuii of this jiopuloiis and happy region, are nar- 
rated by U-iiinUis. Curtius, Arrian, Alexandei would have spared 
Cyropolis for the sake of its founder its inliabit.ints, however, re- 
jected his propositions, and It shared the fate of Alaracand.i Thus 
far Alex. inder did no more than complete the reduction of the pro- 
vinces of Persia. lie now delcrniined to cross, the J.ixarte.s. The 
Scythian tribe, inhabiting its northern banks, sent envoys, who lode 
into his camp, and [lerhaps made the buhl addres.s teconh'd by (•luiii- 
tus Ciirtius. They told him, that their coiinliy extiMided fioni the 
J.i\arle>, to Tlirace, and that he niusi take them 'Miluir tor the best 
guardians oi vv^orst invadeis of his whole froiitiei. ''I'lieir remon- 
staiices and threats were useless, ami after dispuling in vain the pas- 
sage of the, river, they acknow loilgml, on it'^ northern bank, that ‘every 
ii.ition in the world ought to yield to the Al.icedonians ’ Does the 
decl.iraiion of these envoys aiithori/e us to brdieve that the northern 
tidies, from the Belur to Tin ace, wtv«-e one and the same peojile ^ If 
so, we may class these e-t.'-tein Sty tliMiis with ilie liordi's which broke 
into Asia Aliiior and Media, about (Wo n c , and Ibr whose ravages, 
the celebrated expedition of Dariiis, in ol 1, was a ])retended hut iinin- 
flicted lef.diation And il .so, we may goiierali/e those descriptions, 
whicli Strabo, Justm, and others, give of the western Scythians, and 
seek for a reconciliation of their opposin' cliaracterislics, simplicity, 
moderation, justice, fu'rceness, vioience, and cim'lty, in the (‘.xtremes 
between which scmi-b irhaioiis men everywhere .iht'inale 

r! does not ap[)ear that .Mev.mder peiieliated far Ix'vorid the Jaxar- 
les On its banks, ne liiiilt a city am! called it Alex.mdna It was 
built 111 twenty days, w.is si\i\ fuilong?, rouml, and was peopled by his 
disabled solii'ors, captives, (JLc We .11 e not told how long Alexamliia 
with Its imislirooni walls, and exliaiisied veterans, resisti'd the attacks 
of the Scythians. Alter his <lealh, the Selencida' ruled Bactria, until 
it rose to the rank of an independent kingdoin, under Theodolns, 
250 The Setylhians, from beyond the Jaxartes, overwhelmed tins 
dynasty, nmler its sevemh king, .ibouf JOO 11 e., ami Bactiia lost its 
independence Probable one or two centuries of ijnii’t succeeded 
before tins region felt that movement of the northern tiibciH, which 
began on the north of Chin 1 , a little befoie our eia, and extended 
with Its all-desfroyiiig force to the Ixirders of France, and to the death 
of Altila. 

Of the invasion of the IJiins, and of their occupation of 'Fiirkestan, 
there is, we believe, no corri'ct history It i.s sf.ited generally, that 
their mingling with the, T^pk popnialion, lesnlted in something like 
civilization Their attention to th.* arts of peace was not, however, 
an uninterrupted one Persian histoiy inforrn.s u.s, that their mo- 
iiarch.s drove the IIuiis acioss the Oxu^', again and again, m the fifth 
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and sixth coiitiiries AhoiU G.10 a. n , Periui ilfitdl' aaiik iiiulcr the* 
arms of tiio culifs, and bofoie tlif close ttf that century their urimes 
nppruaclied tli(3 Oxu.s. A (jiieeu, vi hose justice is still coniiiioinoratcd 
in popular songs, then ruled in Turkestan.* Her son and successor 
suhmitted to llie usual Moslem alternative, and k(‘pt, for a little while, 
Ins life and ihnjiie, hut altervvaid lost both, by an iJl-^oiisidered re- 
cantation. He IS said to have built a splendid inosqip.' in his capital 
near Bokhara, and to have directed prayers to be said in Persian, 
“ because it was the laiirriMire of the jjieople This i.- another proof 
of the long and intimate connection winch had subsi.sted between 
Persia and Turkestan. 

Tile Mohainmedan faith was soon established in 'Praii.so.xiana, or, 
as it IS called in Arabic — .Mowcialiiehar, ‘the country lieyond the 
river ’ Two centuries passed away, under tins iiile, when the region 
enjoyed comparative quiet; and it became again popnioits, wealthy, 
and beautiful — a Moiiainmedaii paradise. The power of the califd 
declined in the last years of the ninth century. Kwiresin became 
independent, ft i.s supposed that the Persian family of Sirnan ruled 
the greater part of 'Piirkestan in the tenth century. About 1000 A.n. 
It became a p ut of tin* doiiimion^f Mahin'id ofChiziii, 'J'he Scljhks 
.soon followed. Alp Aisl in liegdni, a;id lii.s succcs.sor, Malik Shah, 
completed, the reilnction of Turkestan The posse.<sions of thi.s mo- 
narch extended from China to tlie Mediterranean The Seljnk dy- 
nasty terniinited a d H7.>, and Turkesi in was again divided into 
several iiidcpendunt states or kingdoms, of the.se, Kwaresm is said 
to have been the farthest advanced in the cultivation of the arts and 
Iiteiatnie, and in civiluation. 

We come now to a new epoch, the birth of Genghis. IIis ancestor, 
Tiimena'h khan (who had a clear pedigree from Noah), was chief of 
a Moii'ml horde on the northwest of China, in tiie tenth ceiiUiry; 
Tiimena'li divided hi.s authority, on his death, between hiJ uvin sons, 
giving to the one the khanai, and !ij)|)ointing t!io othfir the com- 
mandant of Ins loic<’s 'Plus distinction ho required to be perpetuated 
in their posterity From ilu? foimer ol the sons, CTunghis was descend- 
ed. At the early age of thirteen, 4.n 1 H)7, he was called to tho 
kharnt, and learned tin* art of war in the dcfen.se of his paternal au- 
thority Successful in this detense, he became, in tn.ii, th^ aggressor; 
and soon after tlie close of this century was master of Mongolia and 
a large portion of northern China The ill treatment of his mer- 
chants and envoys in Kwa resin, diew down on Turkestan the ven- 
geance of Genghis He ^’iiteied this country, a n. 121fc, at the head 
of 700,000 men, and seven successive years passed aw'ay befoie he 
had completed the work of conqiicsf, devastation, and pillage. iMd- 
racanda, Bokhara, and the other cities of Tiirkestaii, were stoimed 
and plundered. GoiilIms once more tiirneil his arms towards China, 
but died .soon after, a t» P2*i7, 'witliout one reverse to break the long 
line of successive victories IIis children succeeded to his domi- 
nions and Ilia good foitniie, and under H'll.igii, nnd^Knhlar, Mongol 
dvii.isties were rstabiishcd over 'Purkest.ui, Persia, iind Clini.i I'ho 
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iliK'w oil liicjr allftrinnce to tluft tainil), l>\ lln* clo'-o of llu* 
lUtli cfiitiii} , and in 1A(>8, tlie x\longols wcro drivei) iVoin CInn.i by 
lliL* lijiind.'r of the Ming dvinisty, onl) two ye.irs altei the last descen- 
dant of Jaghala i, h.id oe.ined to rule o\ei' Ti'irkestan. 

'riie next cjiocli im that of Tiiiinr. Tins wortliy siiccf3ssor of (ieii- 
ghis was desij-ended, iii the eighth degree, from the ‘ less of the twin 
sons' of Tnnu'yii'h A nearer ancestor, Keraclnfr, liad married a 
d.Tiighter of (Ji'iighis, tlie first of the^family connected with Islam 
'rim ir was thereliue of Mongtd .origin, though he seems to have re- 
garded himself as a 'Ihirk, his family having heim long establi.shed 
among tlie Turks at Kesli, and nitenningled vvilli them. 'J'he nieinous 
which he has left ns, ene an ucijiiaint.ince with his lieart and life, 
w'hicli cannot he had in the case of (renghis Hi' t(‘lls ns, th.il wlimi 
first carried to school at the age of seven, his delight was to a^'SHine 
tlie comiiMud ovt'r In', little school-f(‘llows, and make Ihimi fight sbam 
battles. At twelve, he says, that “he perceived in himself all the 
sign- of greatness and wisdom.” ilis natural disposition seems to 
h.ivc heiMi social, for h<‘ adds, “ fiorn iny ninth to my sevtmtv-first 
year, I have never dmn<‘d alon<‘, or walked vvithoni .i lomp.inion”

of royalty ’ When tins envied distimtioii was gamed, ‘ it w.'is one of 
tlie rights of the prince, that his vvonis should he the law of the laud ’

1'lie incursions of the Usbeks, ns well as (himosjic (piarrels, soon

poetry, ni the intervals of .'ui unavailing contest; but badly supported 
by Ins allies ainl dependents, he was, at last, driven to make reprisals 
in other kingdoms for the loss of his own His invasion of Cabill, 
and subsequent conquest of Hindustan, are detailed in Ins meinons. 
Sheiba'ni kl\an, the antagonist of Baber, continued victorious in 
Turkestan, uritil^. having provoked Shah iMiiacl ofPeisia, the founder 
of the Sutr.ivean dynasty, to meet them at Merve, he was defeated 
»nid slain, about a n loIO Pitfsia, for a few years, mauitaiiied her 
asceinleiicv over the west of Turkestan, but the sou of Slieibi'ni, re- 
turning to the contest, and being aided by the suni aversion to the 
Peisians, he established the domination which subsists at the present 
tunc. For 'I'lirkesi.m, this was an unhappy change. Literature, 
science, and genius, took their llight.only the despotism of the house of 
Timur reiiiftiiiiiig How far the influence of Lsbek vicinity has been 
injurious to ICliorasaii and Persia, we are not informed. 'Plic couit 
ofHerf‘1 had previously been ‘far in advance of any contemporary 
European capital, not excepting that of Francis I , in cultivation, 
refinement, ami the arts of life ’ From this tune it rapidly declined. 
It seems to have be in in retaliation for IJsbek incursions, that Tur- 
ke.stau wa.s partly conquered by Slyih Abbas, and again by Nadir 
Shall Tlie lineal de.scendants of Sliciba''ni continued to occupy the 
throne of Bokhara, until the latter years of the last century, when tlio 
last pageant was dcposeil by iMiirad Beg, an IJsbek of the Mungnt 
tribe, Bubadur khan, the present nioiiarcli, who ascended the throne 
A. n 18*35, IS the third of this new line 

To this brief sketch of the annals of Turkestan, we can add few 
remarks, on tlio oiiirin of the tribes by wbicli it has been siicces.sively 
scourged librane.s ol' Central Asia may contain the materials 

tor ii correct history of these races, but it seems to be only adding con- 
jecture to "conjecture, to speculate on thi.s ])Oint, without their aid. 
When Tinnir expres-od his cunosiiy on this head, his fatlier told him 
“the Turks were descended from Yafet Aglan, son of Yafet, son of 
Noah Yafet Aglan was the first monarch of the Turks , he left his 
throne to his fifth .son Alj<’h ; the all gracious God gave to Aljeli twin 
sons, Tartar and Mongol ; their de.srendants ilivided Turkestan and 
fought- nianj' ah.rd battle on its plains” Thi.s distinction between 
Tartar or Tm k, and .’\Iontrol is not rneiely in name Nature h.is 
marked it ^tronirlv in the diflereiit mould of the tall, well-formed, hand- 
some Turk, and the short, ill-formed, Mongol, The ignorance of their 
neighbor-' has, however, confounded ii — tlie Europeans calling them 
all Tartar's, the Arah'^, all Turks; and Do Guiirnea, drawing his in- 
formation from c.astern sources, all Mongols or Huns. 

As to the origin and proper application of the word Tartar, we 
will not attempt to decide It may be as easy and quite a.s jn.st, as the 
father of Tim iir makes it, for aught* we know Oui histones, geo- 
graphies, and maps, .show the popularity of the name On the other 
hand, it appears ,/vide preface to the memoirs of Baber), that it is 
unknown to the tribes to which we apply it, and that, very probably, 
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It hns been derived from the name ut’oiie of the lei«ser Moiigul tribes. 
As a modern appellation, there can be no doubt, that it is better to 
denominate tlie two great races, which have so often met in war, and 
mingled in peace on the plains of Central Asia — Turks and Mon- 
gols — as they called themselves Perhaps some light may be thrown 
on their national dissimilarity, by the fact that a Persian people, occu- 
pied the country south of the Turks, from the earl. C'st tune, and by 
the inference, that both Pcrs.an genius and comeliness have been 
imparted to the 'I’urk, while the flood of the rude Mongol has 
been transmitted comparatively pine Admilimg the coi rectness of 
tins division into Turk and Mongol, it must, however, be added, that 
their nomade habits and their evtensive migrations in jieace and war, 
make it impossible to apply an> test to the composition of some of the 
existing tubes Ah an instance of peaceful migr.ition, we may refer to 
the Tonrgouths, who n.-turned, in 1771, from the banks of the Volga 
to their ancient seat east of the Uelur In that case, 11K>,()00 fami- 
lies traii*rsed this wide extent of conntrv, and regained their ances- 
tial home, though harrassed, as unbelievers, In the Moliaminedan 
tubes Still more extensive and confoundmrf have been the migra- 
tions of these hordes in war 'Phfi^warhke paii ol even deleated tribe, 
appear to have inoor|K)rated tlumselves with tluor compicrors, and 
thoncelbrth to have pluudeiod, in gieat haimony, under the same 
banners. The princes, to whom computed provinces were assigned, 
retained with them detachments of their follou’eis, and this perpetuat- 
ed the confusion 'Pliese consideration.s excuse us from any attempt 
to a*<sign the proportions, in which the earlier races are combined, to

Tlie earl) intercourse ol the inhabitants of 'I'liikpstaii with each

On tins pfissagc, 27 men died, and tliC weak remaimler ol the crew,

out Mallei 'riiamma ra'|a^, (the governor of l^tsanulok) hoard ol 
these movements, and sent word to the king of Pegu, who immediately 
detached a body of soldiers, and cut off the Siamese* escort, apprehend- 
ed the prineess, .iiid conveyed her to Pegu rnlelligeiice of the whole 
affair was conveyed to tlie king of /.aos, who was greatly incensed,

914. Mahachakrapat, the lord of the w'hitc elephants, at the age of 
o9, vacated tin* throne in favor of liis son Mahmtera'tlHra''t, hut the 
f.ither still retained the title ‘ lord of ^he white elcjdiaiits,’ while hi.s son 
was called ‘ lord of the land ’ [lis age was 25 years All the noilii- 
ern provinces were then under the complete control of Malta Thaiimia 
r:i|a, and whatevei snggi*,stion.s ho made, the lord of the land was 
obliged to follow 'I’his vexed hmi greatly, and he complained to Ins 
father, who was also highly offended Mahnilpra''thira''t recalh'if 
Phya' lla'iii from Kanipeiigpet, constituted him governor of Chanli- 
bnn, and made Inm his secret counsellor He then privately sent to 
south Laos, nrgmg the king to make an attack on Pitsaimlbk. 'Phe 
giAcrnor of Pitsannlok not suspecting the origin ol the attack IVom 
Laos, sent word down to tlio lord of the land for assistance against 
the Laos Under pretence of sending the aid re.piired, the king di- 
rected an army to march (or Pitsannlok, hut privately instructed the 
commanders that they should cooperate with the Laos, seize the gov- 
ernor of Pitsannlok, and bring him to Ayiithiyfi Instead of Ibllovving 
these instrnction.s, they divulged to the governor all the jilans of their 
soverjgign and J’hya'' Ua'in lie immediately sent dispatches to Pegn. 
In the moan time, the king of Laos, with elephants, horses, and men, 
to tlie number of ten times a hundred thousand, had surrounded Pit- 
sanulok, whose governor had withdrawn all the population of the jiro- 
vnice into the w'alls of the city, and made preparation for its defenci*. 

9I.>. Ill tlie latter part of the ‘2d month, every thing was in readi- 
ness When the lord of the land snpiiosed that all mighi ho m a «uita- 
hlo condition, he marched with Phya' Ra'm and Phya'chakri till he 
reached the vicinity of Pitsanulok, whence he sent word forward to 
the governoi , that he had arrived for Ins assi, stance. The governor 
miHcrstood the matter, and .sent word hack that he did not want his 
.issistance, noi v^oidd he allow him to advance Rut when the king of 
Laos he.ird ol the Si.imese kmg’> .ipproach, he put every thing m 
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re;i(lnu\ss loi an all.ick, and tor scaling the w.dls of the city The 
inlnihitiints of PitsAniilok assailed the «neiny from the walls, and 
caused dreadful havoc. The king ordered temporary shelter ovei the 
ti>s'-e to he erected, under cover of which hm troops might pas.s, and 
then nnderiniiie the walls. Malnf 'J'hamnia ra'ja'^ collected a body of 
volunteers who rushed forth from the < ity, assailed the enemy so fu- 
iiously, that they were compelled to retreat to thfii»r encampineiit. 
'riie governor then began to cfmsider, how he should destroy the lleet 
of boats 111 which the Siamese ainiy ha^ arrived lie caused foity bam- 
boo rafts, ten cubits broad and tvveiit) long, to be constructed, coyeied 
them with combustible matter, and then had them sprinkled all over 
with [utcli and oil In the lOth of the Ith mouth, just as the moon 
was setting, these rafts weie set alloat, and fin'd 'riie Siamese were 
taken by siu[)ii/.e. and tliiovvn into coiistei nation, and immense dc- 
sliiictioii was occasioned to men and boats • 

When the king of l*egu was apprized ol the state of alFair*^, he sent 
10,000 men and lOtlO horse to the assistance of I’ltsanulok. On 
their arrival they assaih d the L.ios, who had siirromided the city, 
loiited them, and madi' their entrance and salutations to Malta' 'i'hain- 
ma ra'ja', who rewarded them boiinimoiisly lor their assistance The 
intelligi'iicc of these inatteis rcaiheil the king of Siam, who, finding 
they did not go as h<' wished, withdrew the remainder of lus troops, 
and went home 'riie king of Laos also, perceiving that ho could not 
take Pitsanulok, withdrew his army 'I'he Pegnaus vvislied to pursue 
Ijim, Imt iMalia' 'riKimma ra'ja' tried to dissuade thi'in Still they pur- 
sued, and met a complete overthrow. In the Mh month of this ye.ii, 
the lord of the white ele|)lnnts entered the priesthood, in which lie 
was followed by many noblemen. After various political skirmishes 
between Maha' Tliamma laj.i, on one side, and Mabinteni thira'1 and 
Pdja' lla'm on the other, both the latter became salisticil that the/ 
could not govern the country, and they earnestly besought the lord of 
the white elejihants to leave the piiesthood, and again assume the* 
government. After repeated solicitations, he consented, aii^ resumed 
lus throne on the 'iHth da) of the 4th month, lMt>, 

l)H> When tlio king of IVgu heard that the generals he had sent 
to assist Pitsaiinlok had failed of siicce.ss in their ail.ick on the Ij.ios, 
he was ver) angry, and sent a inessimger tbi them <<vJ’itsanulok. 
They hcsoiight the good ollices of the governor of Pilsaiinlbk, to go 
and beg iheir Ibrgivcne.ss of their sovereign lie yielded and succeed- 
ed, being very favorably received by the monarch of Pegu. Dm mg 
Ins ab.scnce in Pegu, the Si.ime.se, at the instigation of .\lahintera''thi- 
ra't, and Phya' lla'm, assailed his country, and took captive his queen,

In the mean whde, Phva' Ka'm was left at Aynthy.i' t^^ erect eiitrench- 
inents, and fortify the city on a huge scale Intelligence of the pro- 
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cciMliiicrs of iMaliiiitcrd tliirat, was comnuinicated to Malui' 'riiaiiima 
rii'j.i , at tuul ho was Much ajannod, and explained the whole 

matter to the king of Pegu, who wa^ much oHended with this hrearli 
of faith in llie Siamese. 'I’o pass it hy in silence would not do. IJe 
recommended the governor of Pit.s.inulok to return and make such 
preparations of men and provisions as In* could, ag mist the return of 
the dry season, alien he would niaich to his as.sislaiice. This sugges- 
tion was sliictly followed.

for two mouths, sunk a mine under the walls While engaged in 
these preparations, the Siame-c made numerous sallies, and succeeded 
in taking aaanv heads as olfermgs to then sovcieigii. Mahmter/iihir.it, 
also caused to he sent to the king of south fiao.s, (here dcsigiiateil 
La'pchha'iiaf) imploring assistance Skirmishes continued — whatever 
losses the Pegnans sustained, they would never yield or retreat.

Itfci', iniinsteis must .ihstain (loni aiiim.d food and wine, ship m their 
outer apartments, and por/bim the alilulioM'', tfeir si'cii't.ii k's mmst 
furnish them with ivory note-sticks, on which to wiile then own 
thoughts and answers, with the conim.-'iids they niav receive', and, 
liav mg put on their robes, they nnisi endeavor to h.ivi* their whole 
peisonal appearance comely, with all their atlne in complete oidci 
then tliey may proceed to the palace.” * 
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SUCTION II. 

According to the Illustrat'oiis of Duties, ** Those who arc employed 
as the envoys of their pripce, and have received hw commands, must 
not tarry in their houses .with the same unexecuted, even for a single 
night. When a dispatch arrives, they must go forth to receive (the 
bearer of) the prince’s condescending message ; and when he re- 
turns, they take leave of him at the outer gate. If they wish to 
send a messenger to court, they must put on the court-dress and give 
him his charge; and on his letirn, they must descend to the steps of 
the hall, there to receive from him the commands ol the prince ” 

Note. All these ceremonies, which in most respects are carefully observed 
at the present day, are designed to honor the prince : thoiigli the minister 
must go (^t to receive the messenger, it is to show respect to the inessugc 
wliich he bears, or rather to its author, and not to the bearer.

111 the Conversations with Confucius, it is said of him, •' When his 
prince sent him to receive a guest, his countenance seemed to change, 
and his steps were short and embarrassed ; when bowing with his 
attendants on the riglit and left, his robes both before and behind 
were unrulHed , rapidly he ndvancQd, with his hands depemhuit like 
tlie wings of a bird; and when the guest departed, he would always 
announce it, thus, ‘ ho looks not behind him.’ ”

“ When entering the door of the palace, he stooped down as if i^ 
would not admit him; he would not stand in the middle of the dooi, 
nor tread on its threshhold.

Descending from the hall a single step, the seventy of his 
countenance was relaxed and became placid ; when ipiite down the 
steps, he l?astened back to his place with his hnnd.s dependent like 
the wings of a bird ; and on resuming his seat, still retained something 
of his dignified demeanor.” 

Note. The style of moving, and almost all the forms of etiquettes preva- 
lent Umong the Chiiir-se, e.spt'cially at court and m the oflieos of government, 
differ so much from tiiose which are common to the people of the wi'st, that 
some explanations of tlic text are indispensable. However, in many instances 
we may omit these explanations, since translations of subsequent jiarts of the 
classics Will afford the necessary information. Our notes, therefore, will be 
usually few and brief. 

SECTION V. 

Accxirding to the Book of Rites, “ When the prince presents his 
minister with a carriage and horses, he must go with the same and 
return thanks; if clothes are given, he must put them on, and then go 
and return thanks for the present ; but if such are not given him by 
Ills prince, he must not presume to procure them for hmisclf.” 
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SECTION VI. 

In the Illustrations of Duties it is sjid, “ When the minisfer re- 
ceives a present of fruit from his prince in person, he must carefully 
preserve the seeds which it may contain.” • 

Note. To throw them away, when received under such circumstances, it 
IS supposed, would be treating the prince with disrespect. J^ery thing which 
comes from the hand of the prince must be regarded With jimox and carefully 
preserved.

SECTION VII. 

“ If the minister, when feasting with his prince, is presented with 
food from his table, he may cat it ftom his dishes, provided they can 
be washed ; otherwise, the food must be changed to other dishes.” 

Note. Only those dishes which arc made of metal, as brass, silver, &c., 
can be washed. 

SECTION VIII. 

In the Conversations with Confucius it is said, “ When food was 
presented to him by liis prince, be would carefully arrange it, first 
tasting of It; if raw flesh was presented him, he would cook it, and 
then offer it (in sacrifice) to his an^stors ; but when living animals 
were given him, he reared them.# 

SECTION IX. 

“ When he was feasting with his prince, he did not refrain from 
eating while Ins prince was engaged in the sacrificial duties.” 

* Note. To have waited until the prince had completed these duties, and 
then commenced eating with him, would have been a violation of the rules 
of decoi-urn, since he could not ha\e done this without apiicariiig to assume 
ail equality with the prince, his ninslcr. 

SECTION X 

*“ When sick and visited In his prince, lie Iwriied Ins face towards 
the east, drew up over Inni Ins robes of state, and put on Ins girdle '* 

Nnlr. lie turned his face oastw'ard, in order to inhale the ‘vito|jiir,’ which 
was supjiosed to come from that (juartcr. 

SECTION XI 

“ When summoned to court by liia prince, lie did not wait to step 
into his carriage, but went on fool.” 

Note. He hfifitened away with the utmost speed, obeying so promptly and 
walking so rapidly, tliat he outstripped his chariot. The same principle of 
conduct is obseived at the pre.scnt day, in matters of importance; for example, 
if a fire breaks out in the suburbs of Canton, the governor and other prin- 
cipal officers, hasten towards the place, usually going on foot until they reach 
trie gates of the city, even though they move much mere slowly than they 
would if earned in tlicir sedans. But in all things of this kind, ‘the appearan- 
ces ’ have groat influence with the Chinese.

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The gentlemen wlio have put this paper in circulation^ are styled 
shinkin, a term denoting tlmt they are allowed to wear the sash of 
honor : they are all litterary men, and arc the most distinguished and 
honorable in the city of (,/antoii ; their number is supposed to be not 
more than three hundred Their first ‘solicitation,’ not having ob- 
tained a very liberal support, they have just sent forth another, urging 
their countrym n to come forward with new contributions Agents 
have been appointed to solicit and receiVc money ; but it is said the 
whole amount now collected d(es not exceed tiHlOOO. The repairs 
which contemplated will require several thousand dollars. 

It IS not easy to understand the motives which have induced those 
literary gentlemen, and their countrymen, to engage in this enter- 
prise, — an enterprise which seems to be regarded as both benevolent 
and religious, one which, when accomplished, will be pleasing to the 
gods and beneficial to men The Chinese pagodas generally, and 
these among the others, are, it is believed, of Budhistic origin. The 
motives, therefore, which led to their erection, and which are now 
inducing such special efforts for repairing them, arc purely supersti- 
tious, ideal, without foundation in reason or fact. It is supposed, by 
the authors of the paper given above, that these buildings have an 
infiuence on all things around them, and that, when in a proper state 
of repair, they will cause the soil to be productive, the people prospe- 
rous, and the elements (such as fire, water, &.c.,) submissive and 
obedient. Here, then, we see not only the common people, but tlioir 
rulers, with the most honorable and distinguished men of the country, 
lending themselves and their influence to support vain superstitions, 
which reason and common sense, when unbiased, will ever condemn. 
These superstitions are based on an ideal system termed furtff^hui/, 
fully to elucidate winch will require much more information than we 
can now coinmaiid. Mr. Davi.s, in his observations on this subject, 
very pi^itly remarks. 

“ The strangest and most unaccountable of the Chinese snpersti- 
tions, IS what they denominate foon^-ihuei/, ‘ wind and water,’ a 
species ot geomancy, or a belief in the good or til luck attached to 
particular local situ itioiis or aspects, which wc had occasion to notice 
before, and winch, among the more rational classes of the people, is 
admitted to be nonsensical. Before a house is built, or a burial-place 
selected, it is necessary to consult certain professors of the occult 
science, who, at the price of adequate fees, proceed with much solem- 
nity to examine the situation. After frequently perambulating and 
examining the ground, and even deferring their decision for months, 
they will fix on some particular place. The lucky position of a grave 
18 supposed to exercise some influence on the fortunes of a whole 
family; and if, afler all the expense and trouble of consulting the 
cheats who profess the art, ill fortune rather than good should attend 
the parties, tins is, of course, attributed to anything except the ineffi- 
ciency of the foonfr-sihucy. 'riiis term may in general be constructed 
by the word luck, and it has been supposed that in a counlry like 
China, where nearly all long journeys are performed by water, ‘ good 
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wind and water,’ or in other words good luck on a journey, has by 
degrees come to signify good luck in evc*-^ circumstance and condi- 
tion of life.” See vol. iiy p. 144. 

Connected with this ‘wind and water-system there are, in and 
near Canton, what are called pa Icings ‘ the eight lions,’ as the phrase 
may be freely translated ; the word king means, literally, a light, a 
prospect, a landscape ; and in the pa king, it seems imply, * a re- 
markable locality.’ In the history of Lewcliew, noticed in our last 
number, we observed that the Cliintse historian has described the 
eight rcinerkablc localities of that country, and endeavored to, illus- 
trate the same by wood-cuts, in the following order. 1st, a landscape, 
including hill and dale, viewed by moon-liglit — it is a iiight-sccnc . 
‘2d, a rocky coast, against which are dashing the billows of l!ie ocean ' 
8d, a beautiful village surrounded with bamboos 4lh, a forest of 
lody pines, olh, a rocky precipice: (itli, a rainbow, as se«n after the 
• autumnal showers - 7th, a fountain of water and Hth, gardens of 
plantain. In Canton, the ‘remarkable localities’ have been diUerent 
under diflercnt dynasties Those now in vogue are the following. 

l.st Yuesrw lenifnng, or the peaks of Yuesew Tins is the name 
of a ridge, or series of peaks, rising pist wilinn the nortiu-rn walls of 
the city . the ridge extends Iroin casMo west aboiijt ihiee /c, or a liitle 
more than one JOnglish mile, and is crowned with a pavilion for the 
goddess of mercy. From these peaks, the spectator has a fine view of 
the city and its suburlis, ami of the surrounding country southward, 
eastward, and westward The place is often a resort for parlies of 
jflcasurc. 

2<1 Pathoiv tfc/foo, the pagoda of Pachow, or, more coriectly, 
Pepachow Tins is one oi tlie structures im-ntioned on a former 
page in this article; it stand about east from the city, perhaps foilv le 
distant; and is know'ii to foreejners as the ‘ Whampoa pagoda.’ The 
plot of ground on which il stands is an i.sl.ind, ‘ which rises,' as the 
Chinese say, ‘ abru])tly from the middle of the Pearl river, about fifty 
feet 111 height, having upon it three knolls, resembling the shape of a 
guitar ; and hence its name, Pepa chow, ‘ the island Guitar 7 Hlid* 
hence, too, the name of the pagoda. It was built by permission 
of the local authorities, and rises nine stones high ; and was originally 
called Fowtii (Budha?); and ai.so ‘ the pagoda of the soa-nioristcrs.’ 
On the north, it has a small court dedicated to the god of the north, 
and a temple consecrated to the monsters of the deep. 

3d. Wouseen heatung, ‘ the pavilion of the five genii.’ The story 
of the five genii has been given in our second volume, page 14H. 
Their pavilion stands in the old city, and was erected by a provincial 
oiicer in the reign of the Ming dynasty. Having completed the 
building he caused images of the five genii to be engraved and placed 
within Its walls. Near its entrance there are to he seen the five 
stone rams, and a huge rocks, forty or fifty feet broad, on which is 
the print of a man’s fwit; the hollow nuule by the foot on this rock is 
(said to be) always filled with water, ‘ as if it were supjilied h> a living 
foimt.im beneath — which is trulv inanelou.s' 
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4th. Kuowuh Yushan, the rocks of Yii^liuii Tliih locality is also 
WUMn the city, and has notking to diotinguisli it except a temple, and 
thAt presents notliing remarkable. 

. s 6th. Chinhac stanglote. This is the famous red building, desenb- 
eo by the gentry of Canton, as being productive of tires iii the city 
and vicinity It stands on the' northern wall of the city, and was 
built by Coo Rwiigtsoo in tlie first year of Huiigvvoo, a d. 13()8. 

6th Fowkew tantsing, the wejis ol* Fowkew. These are situat- 
ed in the western suburbs, the brigiii of the name, Fowkew, is involv- 
ed in.much obscurity, and connected with many legends and tradi- 
tions, which arc unworthy of notice 'Fheir waters, however, aie re- 
puted to contain divine (jualities; and even the flowers, which grow 
in the vicinity of the welN, are sought for with great eagerness, since 
it IS supposed they bring good luck to those who pi ick them 

7th. the cascade ol Setseaou The hills of 

Setseaou are ni the district of Nanliae, about forty miles westward 
from the city. The surroiiiidiiig scenery is described as very roman- 
tic; and the crystal stre'ain, at the head of the cascade, gushes forth 
from the solid rock, “ a^ llie water Ironi the lio:.e of an engine ” 

«^th. Tunghae iftitf-tw, literaiy, ‘east .sea fisli pearl,’ meaning ‘the 
pearl of the eastern rivei this v^fas once a beautiful round stone, 
which rose in the middle of the Clioo keang, a little distance from 
the southern gates of the provincial city - it is now the site of the 
Dutch Folly, called liy tlie Chinese, Am* <hoo >ze, ‘the peail temple of 
the river.’ 

In this enumeration, tlie reader will jiorceive that two of the hmlff- 
ings, which the gentry of (Janton are about to lepair, aie included 
among the ‘ eiglit beautiful pros[)ects’ of the city The other pa- 
goda, at Clieilikarig, is midway between Canton and Wham]>o.i^ ofl“ii 
called the ‘ half-way pagoda ’ While the Chinese are thus solicitous 
siljout, • tin ) know' not what,’ their indifference in ceitaiii cases wli^ire 
'\heir present and iiiiinediale welfare is at stake, is tiiily rernaikable 
'Fhis point IS ver} justly uiiiniadveried on by Mr. D.ivis he .says, — 
In coimnon with a considerable portion of the rest of mankind, they 
are pretty generally fatalist.^, or believers in inevitable destiny and tlie 
practical mischiefs of such a creed cannot bo more strongly displaj'- 
ed, than in the coiiseipieiices lesiiltiiig fiom their apathetic careless- 
ness in regaid to the u'-o of fire. Notwithstanding the repeated con- 
flagrations which every year devastate the town of Canton, the same 
unaccountable negligence is perpetually apparent to the most casual 
observer, who, in peranihulating their streets, or taking notice of their 
domestic IiabUs, cannot fail te he struck by the extreme carelessne.ss 
with which hurrimg pa|»cr and lighted sticks of incen.se are left abc/lit 
their combustible dwellings, or pipes smoked and bunches of crackers 
discharged in temporary edifices constructed entirely of matting. * * 
* Some of these fires are doubtless the work of incendiaries, who 
hope to profit iii the confusion ; but a large number must also be coii- 
.sidercd as the results of that stupid belief in fatalism, which tends to 
paralyze effort and to banish caution.’’ 
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Art. VI. Chium: revenue derived from k by ike British govern- 
ment in India ; amount of sales for thirty-nine seasons ; exports 
from Bengal to China, ^c.; and from Bombay and Damaun. 
The monopoly of opium in Ben^ Hupphcs the governniei^with a revenue 
amouDtinff to sicca rupees 84,1^,42^ or 8terliit|r money j£ 981,293 por an- 
num, ana the duty winch m thus imposcfl amounts to 3UH per cent, on the 
cost of the article, in the present state of the revenue of India it does not 
appear advisable to abandon so important a source of revenue — a duty upon 
opium being a tax which falls principally upon the foreign consumer, and 
which appears upon the whole less liable to objection Uian any other winch 
could be substituted. Besides the present mode of collecting the duty by 
means of a governmental monopoly, four other methods have been suggested ; 
VIZ. 1st, an additional assessment on lands under poppy culmation; 2d, 

* a duty to be levied according to the value of the standing crop wlien ripe ; 
3d, an e.xci8e duty on the juicu when collected ; 4th, a cnsioui duty on the ex- 
portation of the opium. * * * Although the govornuientaJ monopoly of opium 
must in all probability, like all other nionopolu's, be disadvantageous, in con- 
sequence of the want of economy in the production, and the lestiictiuns which 
It imposes on the employment of capitt4#iid industry, ^et in dojs not appear 
to be productive of very extensive or Aggravated injury , and unless it should 
be found practicable to substitute an increased as8es.'!>rnent on puppy lands, it 
does not appear that the present high amount of revenue could be obtained 
in a less objectionable manner. At the same time it must be recollected, that 
tlic revenue thus derived is of tlie most precarious kind, depending as it dovis 
db a species of monopoly under which we possess exclusive control neither ovor 
the production nor the consumption of the article ; it lias already been mate- 
rially affected by the competition of the opium of Malwa ; and from the con- 
tinued increase of supply from that district, as well as from its improved qua- 
lity, which has enabled it to fetch an enliaticed price in the foreign market, it 
would appear that the same cause must in all probability hrreatiei produce a 
still greater reduction iii tho revenue. It would bn highly imprudent to rely 
upon the opium monopoly ns a permanent souice of revenue; and the time may 
probably not be very far distant, when it may be desirable to substitii tg an ex 
port duty, and thus, by the increased production under a system oT^fPI’WWTnT' 
to endeavor to obtain some compensation for the loss oT the monopoly profit. 
Another source of revenue under tins head, is the duties coflected on the 
transit of Mabva opium through Bombay : the goveriimmil liav mg lor the two 
last years abandoned their attempted monopoly of iliat aiticle and Kubstitai4«l 
a permit or transit duty, winch has been attended with satisfactory results 
It IS in evidence, that previous to this regulation, Iwo-tlurds of the opium ol 
Malwa were carried by a circuitous route to the Portuguese settlement of 
Damaun, and only oiie-third brought to Bombay ; but latterly, no more than 
one-tenth liaa been exported fiom Damaun, and tho remaimiig miie-tonllis 
have been shipped from Bombay, yielding to tho governni'*nt a rovenue of 
jC 200,000 for the current year. Rtpart Brit. Commons, 

The opium sold by the E I Company in Bengal, has i:ost tlirm 250 rupees per 
chest — at least, this has been the usual esfin-jlc. The qiinnlily sold this season 
(at four sales. Jan. 4th, Feb. 20lli, March 30tli, June 12th), as stated in the acrom- 
panjing table No I , is 16,916 cbcst.H, for 2,53.9.1.300 rupees Allowing to the E 
I Company for cost, 300 rupees per che«t, which is 50 above the usual rstimale.

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Aiit VII. Tht Chini'if method of preparing opium for smokiog, 
deacrtbed in a scries of experiments ; the requisite apparatus 
specif ed; uiui the severa^ stages of the process dtiaiictl. 

For tiu* Accuracy of the followiii/r experiments we cannot vouch ; a personal 
acquaintance, however, with the ^eiitlcjifan wlio siipcniilendcd tlioiii, affords 
Urt »iHid r> asou to behove, that they are mainly coirect. They W'or^ made 
Aoinc years u/;o in (’aiitun, wiiorc the conv'Miw ncos of a laboratory are not at 
coiiiniviiid ; but b<‘in^ niidei tlu insp(>ction of a ptrson fainiliur with the subject, 
they w ill, no do.ibt., be Piitiblacloiy to the {general reader They were timt pub- 
lished in tlu' ('aiiton ("Oiirier for April 2lst, lH:i2, from which wc quote tin rn. 

Experiment \ St % 

' Half a cake of Patna opium, weighing !2G oz. 10 dwts. having 2 o/. 

3 dw'ts. 0 gra. of the ontennoit part of the akin laid aside, is put into 
n very thin heinisplierical brass vessel, capable of containing twelve 
puli'., with about six pints of spring water, and placed on a brisk fire. 
At first the mixture is seldom stirred, but when rather more than half 
the water has been evaporated, t^e^irri ng (by jiieans of a wooden 
.spatiihi) is without intermission. When in this manner the ma.ss has 
attained about the usual consistency of soft extract, half of it is placed 
in another vessel, exactly like the fir.st, and the evaporation is conti- 
jiued in the two vessels, by placing them alternately on the fire. The 
fire Ls now considerably damped by throwing over the charcoal the 
burnt ashes from below. The ex.^iccatioii is continued by spreadingthe 
mass over the inner surface of the pans, to w'ltinii about an inch and 
a half of the rim, about the thickness of a fifth of an inch. The pans 
continue to be alternately pul on the fire, and the surface is often 
changed by mixing the whole well wnth the spatula, and carefully 
respread. At length, the fire having been diminished to a very low 
Slate, and lieing w’ithout smoke or flame, the pans are inver ted f or two 
or three minutes at a time, the drug pressed with the finger.s,l[nj W'llllll" 
it doe.s not stick,) and allowed a ftwv iiiinutcs ’to cool. Lastly, the 
masses are cut, by means of a knife, into lines similar to the inendi- 
anal lines of a globe. The exsiccation is now finished : the m^s , 
after it has lieeii allow'ed to cool, is broken up, and alwut eight ‘pints 
of spring water are added, and the whole is allowed to remain at rest 
for twenty four hours. Next day the cold infusion is drawn off clear, 
by means of a piece of thick cloth (which is used to keep down the 
sediment), from the edge of which the liquor is poured by inclining 
(lie pans. This infusion appears alHiut the con.sistency of syrup. 
'I'hc mass remaining is quite soft, upon wdiich aliout three pints of 
Vioiling water are poured, and the warm infusion is allowed to remain 
about ten minutes. It is then filtei^d through coarse Chinese paper, 
but no pressure of the mass takes place. By the time this has been . 
accomplished, the «old infusion, w'hich had been pjaced over a brisk 
fire, begins to boil ; and the filtcicd warm infusion i'« now added. The 
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boiling is briskly continued, dnd a little scum is thrown up, which is 
removed b) means of a featlfer. As the extract thickens, it is care- 
fully stirred, and vvheu the quantity of water is much reduced, the 
pan is placed on a sinallcrutiie, and carefully stirred with three round 
sticks ; from tune to time, it is removed from the tire, and a circular 
motion given to it. When it has attained the form of a thin extract, 
It is taken froifi the fire, stirrcil gently, rouled by means of a fan, and 
placed in a jar for use, Its appearance is not unlike treacle, but 
rather of a reddish brown color. The scum was added to a small 
part of the warm infu.sion, which had now dropped from the filter, 
and evaporated to about the same consistency as the first part ; but its 
color is darker, and it is not of itself fit for smoking. The residuum, 
when dried, appears iieaily as dark as charcoal.

Thirty grains of the outermogt part of the cover of the same cake 
of opium and exactly similar to what had been laid aside by the 
Chinese artist, wa.s infused for a week in .six drachms of proof .spirit. 
It wa.s then filtered, the residuum w'ashed with fresh portions of spirit 
and dried, and the spirit evaporated by means of sulphuric acid, in 
Leslie’s ice machine, to the same consistency as the Chinese extract, 
which weighed 9 grains . the residuum weighed 21 grains, equal 'to 
the quantity of skin employed. It may be remarked that the skin 
was perfectly dry, that at least two grains of fluid would be required 

JgjvA dfce extract produced its proper consistency, and the hygro- 
meter showing the air to be somewhat above the medium state of 
moisture, ((>5,) so that under diflerent circumstances, the quantity 
of residuum might have weighed about one grain less. In this way 
I c7^ount for a quantity of extract, which could not be separated from 
the platina dish, in which the evaporation was conducted, and from 
the spatula employed to take it out. I am therefore disposed ^o rate 
the product of the outermost part of the rind at one-third. The mat- 
ter lell on the filter consisted of poppy leaves, very clean, weighing 18 
grains; the remaining succulent matter was a gray powder, weighing 
three grains. 

El ptrimtnt 3<t. 

Forty grains of the inner part of the cover, lining the inner part of 
the portion of skin employed in the last experiment, and carefully 
freed firom the pi^tp> treated' with the same quantity of spirits, and 
the process conducted m the same manner The result was ; — ex- 
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tract 21.60 grs.; residuum, in about equal quantities of leaves and 
powder, 13.75 grs.; total 35 25 grs. — Here four grain.s and three- 
quarters disappear, which may be accounted for by the great hardness 
of the extract, and some part adhering to*a split in the wooden spa- 
tula ; it should therefore, without doubt, be added to the product of 
extract, making 25^ grains in 40. 

E zptirtmeitt 4th ^ 

Having taken 14 grs. of thq pulp of the same cake as was 
employed in the preceding experiments, it was infused in 10 oz. of 
spirits, as before. The extract was made over a lamp in a [llatma 
dish, of the same form as the Chinese brass dish. The extract, of 
the same consistency as the Chinese, weighed 216 grs.; the residuum 
w'as a gray powder, weighing 126.25 grs., total 342.25 grs. Here an 
exce.ss of 34 grs. appears, and ha<l the residuum been equally moi.*«t 
with the opium employed, it must have weighed full 10 grs more; but 
of this dilTercuce, say 4 grs. are necessary to account lor the greater 
fluidity of the extract than the opium 

Expertmrnt T%th 

Eight ounces troy of Bombay opium was infused in 6 lbs. of proof 
spirit, and filtered afler 12 days' digdSKon. The residuuin, dried to 
about the same consistency as the opium, w'cighed 4 oz 4 dwts. 16 
grs., the extract, 6 oz. 19 grs.; total. 10 oz. 5 dwls 1 1 grs. Now two 
ounces and a quarter appear to be gamed, equal, probably, to the 
fluid contained in the extract. 

• E I pen mrnttith 

Taking 1 oz. 11 dwts. 15 gr.«! of the residuum of the Clmie.se artist's 
experiment, it was dige.sted for four days in 16 ounces of spirits 30 
per cent, above proof, and filtered. Tlic residuum on the Alter was 
washed with a fresh portion of spirit, as long as tlic spirit appeared 
loaded, when the remaining part of the proce.ss was completed in the 
same mainier as the former experiments. The result appeared, re- 
fuse, 1 oz. 4 dwts. 14 grs.; extract, 6 dwts , total, 1 oz 1 0 dw ts. 14 
grs.; — loss, 25 grs. ^ “^nnriiiiii».-.j 

Erperimcntlth 

The residuum of e.xpcrimeiit v. wa.s infiKsed in 30 07 of nlcoliol, 
and after remaining tw'o days, was made to boil, and strained i n that 
state. Upon cooling, the filtered liquor deposited, on the .sides oTtiic 
bottle, regular crystals of the salt of opium, w hich, being .soluble in 
100 parts of .spirits of wine, and the liquor being saturated, gave tlic 
following, 30 X 4S0 =14.400-:-100 = 144 grs.^ 

Requie ite apparatus 

* Three hemispherical brass pans of equal .size ; two or throe bam- 
boo baskets for filters; a large reservoir for spring water; tw'o or ihiee 
earthen pots to receive the straining; a large and a small stove (fo- 
gons); a wooden ladle for stirring; .i chisel to scrape the particles that 
adhere to the pans; a square piece of wofillrii cloth fur strainers, 
some pieces of common brown paper; a fan for cooli«g the extract; a 
feather; a knife, a Miiiall buiiibou broom, to sprinkle water with while 
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boiling; aiul three urnall round slicks for stirring. Haring procured 
tliese articles of apparatus, then take, for experiiiient, half a dake ot' 
one year old Bengal ( Patna ) opium, weighing 2] taels 3 mace 7 
caiidareciis. 

Procetg of preparation 

Stage. 1st. 'J'he interior of the cake being extracted, is laid in one 
of the pans alu^set aside; then as iiiuchtof the coat as is found to have 
any opium adhering to it or to be impregnated with it, is collected into 
another pan, which is fir.st boiled slightly three several times — each 
time using a pint of spring watei, at the end of each time it is strained 
through the bamboo basket into the earthen pot ; some cold water is 
poured over the dregs aher the third boiling. The liijuid thus pro- 
duced being about five pints, and the time occupied about an hour. 

Stage 2<A These five pints of thin liquid are poured into the pan 
cotitauiing''the interior of tiic cake. The whole is boiled and stiired 
togctl'er on an active fire, till it has attained the consistency of paste, 
which requires about another hour. 

Stage lid. The paste thus produced is divided, half and half, into 
two pans, and being well spread out with the spatula is laid iiuerted 
on the now rather gentle lire, alternately (of and on) for two or tJiree 
minutes at a time, till it hecomes quite dry (i. e , divested of its water, 
and not the essential oil), to facilitate which, the paste is as often 
broken up during tins stage, respread with the spatula and pressure 
of the fingers, and crossed with a knife, as the experience of the artist 
may suggest 

Stage 4th. When become quite dry, the whole is put into one 
pan, spread out with the spatula, and sufficient water pouri'd over to 
cover the opium, wluch was about six pints, and so allowed to remain 
till 9 o’clock the next morning, for digestion. 

Stage 5th. The next nioriiing the piece of rag is doubled and jip- 
plicd to the edge of the pan, in the posilioii of one trianglr iii, and the 
other out of, the rim ; then by raising the opposite side of the pan, 
t|iBL dige.stioii drips progressively through the rug (the inner 

triangle of which keeps the dregs down), into a basket with coar.se pa- 
per laid within it, and from thence into another pan — both the basket 
and paper being previously well washed with cofil water. The qiian- 
tT^jrof liquid thus drawn by the filtration is nearly as much as of walei 
poured over the opium on the preceding day, viz six pints. Cold 
water is then poured over the dregs and filtered in the .same way, till 
found to be nearly tasteless and without color ; the whole water thus 
poured through them being found to be alioiit six pints of much 
weaker extract.

and La&cOr hamm- ' ■ . ' ) 

At length,' the melancholy story of the Fairy is confirmed 
remainderof her 'crew--— fifteen in numter, who arrived in CaoWd^fl.' 
thr ^ ihstant, from Pahkeen. Twelve months ha^E now clapaid 
since we first heard rumors of the foul deeds of murder. Some said 
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piljiMa had cut off « foreign ship. Others siippohnt fhti^ O^tese 
MjtetoffticB httd either naatte or 'directed aa attack, it 

that there had been a tnutiny. Thn state of ancet^nljr teas 
)|bl|dWed by authentic aicounte of the brig- having saHed ftoin, the 
Oii a given day, for Linthi. It. was soon after reported, that a 
of foreign seamen Were at f^uhchow foo. Tim reault of an 
Atteifnptjfo communicate with them, Igft but little doubt that obtain 
MeKay and his otHcers had ^ti murdered. Soon after this/a liii'* 
ffuut, having been sent for from Canton, was dtspatc'hed to Fuhkcen. 
Nothing was heard of the Fairy until some weeks afterwards, when a 
supposed to be her, was discovered under water off Ct^ St. 
Mtfry, some distance to the northward of Manila. Persona having bars 
gold were suspected, and, having been apprehended^ CotiKssod 
themaelvoi) guilty of the bloody act. As their trial is atdl pending, any 
"expression of opinion here, relative to their conduct, would Im pre> 
Yh^nr^r. A few facts, however, gained froni good authOntiee, may 
not bi« out of place. 

The brig Fairy — a vessel of 160 tons, built, we beJievO, about five 
.^3r6ara ago at Liverpool left Lintin for the eastern coast of China, on 
*the /20th of June last year. Having accomplished tfw object of hen- 
voyage, she Was returning, when, according to a preconcerted plan, the 
ciiptlin, first and second ofticers, with the gunner, were murdered. Six 
• Maniiamen ’ then took command ; and the remainder of her crew, 
in the fongboat, sailed for the shore. The following edict from tlie 
hoppo, issued sometime in Il^cember (we have not tiie date^), shows 
how the men were received, what reasons they gave for cooiiag gn 
ahdre, &c. 


**Wiin, superintendent of maritime Customs in the provimm Kwmig- 
tung, issues this order' to tlie hong merchants, Howqua and hihfotfowe, 
med requires that they fully acquaint themseiv^ Iberowitb. I hive 
received from the governor a commumcatieii,' wlibrein he states, that,, 
on the 3 : 3 d day of the 11 th iiiontb (December 30xh 1836), dispatches 
Chung the governor of Fuhkeen-and ChSkeang, 
n|td Wei the Heutrgovenior of Fuhkeen, informing- him, that, ottthe 
t^th day of the lOth month (November 25t1i), the tmld|oifted 
tation had been laid befoie them by Chm Kwosny, a,ctuig magisirtto 
•4f<the district Chaitgpoo been : 

^ Tti the course of the 7th month (August, 1836), fourteen distress- 
ed foreigners successively arrived in tbU'towrL^ and ajfpeared before 
me, — whom 1 sent on at once, to the capftar of the proaince^ and 
let^ctang whom I duly reported. Afterwards, on the 17th day of 
.jphe $th tnoifCh (36th Oolcfo^), a foreigner a|)peared!tnd'|A’ei«nfi^-'a 
fequestiNg that the*distressed foreigners should t» gifhnT up 
W He was at once driven away,- and the citctiiWMairoe tepor ted, 
as is on record. 1 then immediately entered imo^cOTrnnuniCation whh 
the military officers, and teipiested them to select polioemenh, Well 
«eqiifonted with the villages and hamlets. along the ooaet,^aitd to send 
th^ toNanlf>ig and all the adjoining villngoa, to Seafrqh doqeiylufid 
m every direction. This having been done, tJiey returned kl>4, 
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reported, ' that, at a pla«« naiDod Cbihoo, thoj had A 

«igr»r who was.heggtug, and reapectiiig whom the , nadrea wilf9 
utterly Ignorant Irom whence he came; that with this excepUonf'th^ 
wa» no other foi^igner lingering abon^ ; and this ipan, as in dutj^' 
bound, .they brought Itefore me. ' Upon his arrival, I examined ibn 
foieigbet, and obeerred that lie had received on his right A 

awDid^ut, aa inch and six tiintha in length, in an oblij^ue direptiii^' 
Though the parts had adhered, and formed a cicatrice, yet the C 9 <r 
cumstance seemed suspicious. Amt calling to mind that the for* 
eigners who bclbre had successively arrived came from the neighbor* 
h(^ of the village Naukiiig, I had qiprebensions that the pepplbs 
iiihabking the coast might have taken ^vantage of tbeir djstreso'lb; 
assault and plunder them. 1 tlierefore, a second time, sent picipjd' 
ascertain the truth : but the reports wluch they brought back we^diit 
variance, and every statement diverse from the others ; ahd on close 
examination of ttiem, I found, that ail their reports were but morg 
rumors, wholly devoid of a singie particle of evidence. ^ 

“ ‘ As this affair relates to foreigners, out of the pale of the emplns;' 
involving therefore consequences of great importance, I did not ven- 
ture in the slightest degree to shunjifull investigation of it, neither 
dared I to rush precipitately luid ipeaiitiously upon iliquirics. [laving 
been unable to gain auy trace whereiiy to discover the truth, 1 be- 
thought myself that no step remained but to have the facts explained 
v-erbaliy by the foreigner now brought before me, — that perhaps by 
adopting this mode of investigation, I might have a prospect of gain- 
ing some tangible evidence, on which to act. 1 therefore very care- 
fully and closely .examined him, and, having drawn the figure qf a 
ship, 1 then required him to delineate the circumstances, and to give 
evidence by signs. He represented that Ins name was fVafesze; 
he had hi^erto been in the capacity of a sailor oq board an English 
ve&sel ; that one Manti/df', on board the same vessel wUh him, hav- 
ing conspired with certain of the crew, and killed the captain, and also 
one Mailing, with some otiiers, he (Walcsxe) and the other noo-coi^ 
spirators ivene driven by them into a amall boat, which, \vhil?«fi11fGGil|^~ 
about, was overtaken by a gale and swamped : that the vessel, a 
two-masted one, which, with the eilver and other things bn board, 
iMantilae then seized .upon, sailed away from them — slie was npt Joat^ 
that when he and the other non-conspirators jumped into the s1n^ 
.boat, they took no goods or anything .with them ; but owing to the 
ibree eff the wind and violence of the waves, the boat was upset and 
swamped before they had neared the shore, and all were compelled to 
commit themselves to the-^ater and swin^ for their lives : that he 
ffimained struggling in the water for several days, liefore he succeeded 
an reaching the shore : as to his companions, that they were scat- 
-tered and wholly loot to him : and that he had not been assaulted oy 
plundered by the natives on ahore. 

Several successive imornings apd evenings J anxiously interrogat- 
:ed him, requiring him to go over with his huger, wh^ he had a1r,e«dy 
depicted, to pevaonaie the parties, and by actions to r^resent what had 
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g i/pUco, making him repeat the evidence which he had given by 
y and thus again and again narrowly examining him ; these re- 
d examinations confirmed in every particular the drawing. But 
ig no linguist to interpret the inquiries and answers, it was in 
trnt|i difhcult to gain any full assurance. I finally, therefore, sent to 
. .Arnby, to seek for some native who might be able, in some measure, 
tb mterprct the foreigner’s words \ and tone Pih Pihieaou was brought 
to me ; the explanations obtaipi^ through him were in accordance 
with the results of my previous examinations. 

*“ I am humbly of opinion, that if the foreign vessel had indeed en- 
Oountered a gale at sea, tlien the whole ship must have been upset and 
Swamped ; and it would seem impossible in such a case for them to 
launch a boat, and assemble together in her to save themselves. And 
if the VGs.sel had struck on a shoal, and gone to pieces, and the crew 
had been Attacked and plundered by the people on the coast, it must 
have happened within the inner seas, where are military posts and 
custom-house stations, and where the naval vessels are dispersed every- 
where, ntimerotis as the stars, and regularly arranged as on a chess- 
board, so that there must have been some precise and accurate in- 
formation thereof How could it be, in such case, that after the lapse 
of .so long a time, no iiifornvatioi* had been sent from any quarter ? 
Even when I dispatched a select party of police to seek, in every 
way, for some clue, and to search in all the villages, I could not gam 
the slightest trace, vvhcnjby to discover the real facts. 'Phe deposi- 
tion of this ihan Wale'ize, that certain of the crew conspired togethei^ 
and, hdving murdereil the captain, escaped with the vessel and the 
silver and other things on board of her, when compared with the 
circumstances before us, apftears credible.' And of those foreigners 
who previously were succe.s&ively brought before mo, one, on being 
narrowly examined and required to show by signs what had occurred, 
assumed the manner of a person alarmed, awaking out of sleep, rfiid 
murdered ; which appears also to coincide with the deposition of 
. thirteen of these distressed foreigners, who were first 

ISrought, merely stated that the vessel was trading in nee, when 
she Vvas overtcaken by a gale ; they acknowledged nothing further ; 
and this bears somewhat of a suspicious aspect. 1 would mention, 
that when Walesze was brought before me, 1 endeavored 
to set him at ease and cfmifort him by promising him that he should 
be sent back to his country immediately ; but 1 observed that this, 
Contrary to my expectation, raised on his countenance an expression 
of unOasinewSs; about which, when T questioned him. he said, that from 
>iot‘ having been able to bring aid to their captain in his danger, *** 
they Would find it difficult hereafter to save themselves from beiftg 
itnplicilMhd in the crime. Bearing this in mind, it would appear not 
improvable that the concealment, on the part of those thirteen distree- 
sed foreigners was owing to this cause alone. 

I would humbly remark, that, although in this case something has 
been obtained jn the shape of a deposition, yet, Pih Pihieaou having 
never before been employed in the capacity of an interpreter to for- 
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Kigners, it has bren impossible to attain, through his means, perfect 
assurance 111 the matter Revolving ihi:^ in iny thoughts, 1 see no 
resource, but in earnestly intreatmg that a dispatch may be forwarded 
to Canton, calling for a linguist well aciyiainted with the English 
language to be sent to Fulikeon, to interpret the examinations. Then 
may the hidden rock appear, above the receding waters. 

Suspicion of lalsehood ar^^i deception having attached to the thir- 
teen of the distressed foreigners, who were before sent to the capital, 

I iiin apprehensive that if Wales/e slfoiild be now hastily sent on to 
that place, and be brought in contact with them, he will join to^make 
a like deposition with the others, and thus prevarication will be occa- 
sioned. Were they nieiely in this way to withhold and conceal the 
truth, representing simply that they had suflered from a tempest and 
escaped only with then lives, nothing objectionable could ensue from 
this. But should they, in the end, make a jireteiice of having heen 
attacked and plundered hy pnates on the Chinese seas, to save them- 
selves from the fault of not liavmg rescued their cajitain, such a state- 
ment would involve the high iligiiity of the nation, and would call for 
no small c\|)enditijre of tronhiesonie iinpiiry ; it is, therefore, necessa- 
ry, to he in an increased degree, both careful and particular. Now the 
ImgiiiH; in his way from (/anton ty^be cajntal of Fuhkecn, must pass 
through this city. If I may he allowed to detain the Ibreigner Walesze 
111 my district until the linguist shall arrive here, and then diiect the 
linguist to inlerjiret his depositions first, and afterwards send hotli 
the capital, that ho, with the several foreigners before sent on, 
may then he separately subjected to a closc examination, wo may thus, 
by preventing combination and prevarication, secure faithfulness and 
truth, and may display a high degree of carefulness. 

“‘Be my tbeble views correct or incorrect in their aim, it is my 
duty to present them il>r consideration, w’hilo at the same time, I traii- 
Mrtit the minute details of the deposition, taken from the above-named 
foreigner in distress, to which I subjoin also a summary And I 
iuimbly await the condescending confeiment of an order to be obeyed 
by me, to llie great advancement of justice and ef|iiity. ^ 

‘“The governor and liecrt.-govcrnor of Fulikceii, on receipt of the 
above, forward it with the subjotned remarks: ‘With regard to these 
distressed foreigners, cast on .shore by the severity of a gale, w'lthiii 
the jurisdiction of the district Changjxio, we find it on oui reeWa* 
that the inagistiate of that district did present a rejiort respecting 
them, and did send them to the capital also, that the financial and 
judicial commissioners reported the .successive arrival of the foreign- 
ers, to the number of fourteen ; that we directed the prefect of the 
(fepartment of Fuhciiow, together with the commander of the city 
guard, to examine them, and have the results of their e.xammation 
interpreted ; and, that afterwards the commissioners, above named, 
■jointly with the circuit commissioiipr, did rejiort to us iii person, 
that those distressed foreigners had been examined ; but that, what 
they had said was not very clear and intelligible The written state- 
ment of their depositions, which were interpreted, ^ic not, however, 
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found to coincide with the statements now sent to us by the magis- 
trate of Chatigpoo hoeii. •And since there is not in all Fuhkeeo, a 
person thoroughly acquainted with the language of tlie foreigners, it 
is certainly our duty to sQiid to Canton to call for a linguist to come 
hither, that ho may fully and truly interpret the examinations, that thus 
we may .show t>ecomiiig diligence and assiduity. We, therefore, are 
compelled to send an express, requcstir^ you to consider this matter, 
and hoping that you will immediately give orders for a linguist, well 
acquainted with the foreign language, to lx? selected and speedily sent 
to I'lihheen, to interpret the examinations, in order that this matter 
may be arranged. We send also copies of the two statements laid 
before us.^ 

** The governor, in transmitting to me, the hoppn, this communication 
from the governor of Fiilikeon, adds, have directed the hnancial 
and judicial commissioners of Kwaiigtung, to cooperate, and instantly 
to command the hong merchants, that they select a linguist well ac* 
qiiainted with the foreign language ; that, having so done, they apply 
to me for him to be seiU, with an official communication, to Fuhkeen, 
to interpret the examinations and transactions in this affair ; and that 
they suffer not the least portion of time to be lost in delay. It is 
Tight that I should also cornniuiiicate with you on the subject, in the 
hope that you will examine it, and issue orders to be obeyed and put 
in force ; and I also forward copies of the two statements conjoined ui 
one.’ -On receipt of his excellency’s communication, J, the hoppo, 
forthwith issue this edict, commanding the said merchants immediate- 
ly to act in obedience hereto; and also to report their having so acteif. 
fjet them not procrastinate. A special order.’ ” 

As those men are now in Canton, and have been before the British 
superintendent, another reference will be made to their testunony; we 
must first, however, state some facts obtained from Manila. It ^ould 
be remarked here, that the ‘ foreigner who appeared and presented a 
petition to the magistrate of Changpoo been,’ was probably one of the 
interpreters, on the British commission, who visited the coast in Oc- 
'Wftei^o'tiiquire after the officers and crew of the Fairy. Some evi- 
dence was also obtained from a Chinese at Kumsing Moon, about the 
same time. See Canton Register for October 1836 

The first advices from Manila were dated 17th January, 1837. 
'Certain sailors, lurking about the place with bars of gold in their pos- 
session, had attracted notice, and arrangements were being made to 
arrest them. This was done. Two were taken at Yloylo, one at 
Yloco, and Iwonght before the police. In a note from the chief al- 
calde, dated at Yloco 37th Feb., 1837, he states that he-was then en- 
gaged in investigations. In another communication, of the same datb, 
it was added, that one of the seamen had cemfessed that he belonged 
ito the brig, and that he endeavored to throw all the blame on othera. 
•Under lafer dates, more aimile details were given ; from avhich h ap- 
pears, that pretty full conlessions had been made ; in some of their 
evidence, they endeavor to implieate others with themselves. Accord- 
ing to their aocbiRits, the attack coromenced, between three and four 
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o'clock in the morningt on the first mate, who, with the captain, 
•econditiate, and gunner, — all resisting bravely, were sopn dispatched 
and thrown over &>ard ; every man then took what booty he pleased ; 
the crew, oiler remaining together a day and a half, separated ; a part 
then left in the lauhch, while the others, *the six Maiiilainen, sailed 
ibr Luranio; ^ter a boisterous passage of twelve days, they made tl^ 
land ; then they stood along the coast southward, until they anchored 
off the village Gaoayan. Thdre diey took their gold and silver on 
shore, and scuttled the brig. The fate of these men remains to be 
determined. 

We go back now, again, to the other part of the crew, consisting 
of Lascars, with two or three Portugue.se, and five Chinese : of these 
last, nothing has been heard since the day they left the brig. What 
was elicited through 4he linguist, who was sent from Canton to Full- 
keen, does not appear. The substance of the account ol^tained from 
the men who have just arrived, and who were immediately delivered 
* over to the British superintendent, is this : on the passage down from 
the east coast to Lintiii, the chief officer, Guthrie, found fault with 
the Maiiilamcn, and repeatedly struck tliein ; about four o’clock lu 
tlie morning of the second day after leaving the bay of Chiiichew, 
(one man thinks it was the 2 1st o^ugust,) the weather being dark 
and rainy, the captain and setfeiid officer with most of the crew 
asleep, the rencounter took place ; blood covered the deck ; the six 
Manilanien, armed with swords and pistols, gained the mastery , the 
others were in conster nation, some having been wounded in their 
Sleep; and all were in confusion. No dead bodies were seen; but five 
persons — the captain, first and second inatc.s, and two others — were 
now missing. The Lascars and Portuguese were told that if they 
did not go away, they too should tie killed ; the boat was hoisted out, 
and they embarked. They left the brig about 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon, and steered towards the land, which was not in sight 
About 5 o’clock v. m., the same day, they reached the shore; the boat 
bilged in a heavy surf on the beach; and some of the people were 
drowned. One man was absent from the party, after landiu^jgjt^y^o 
months. They were first conducted to the magistrate of Changpoo 
been ; he gave them each a suit of clothes, and fed them witii congee 
\ and sweet potatoes ibr nineteen days; allowing them a mace and 
a half per day, he then sent them to ' Chmehew and afier al 2 a.':>«i 
month and a half, to Fuhehow foo, the capital of f'uhkeen, where 
they received a mace daily, and remained till the bcginiimg of Iasi 
month, when they started for Canton, — each man on Ins departure, 
receiving rime dollars from the officers in whose custody they, had 
•been retained. 

Here we must conclude — at least for the present, the narratii'c ol 
this sad catastrophe. Additional facts may, perbu|:)S, be yet elicited, 
and the guilt of Uie guilty he made more certain The conduct of 
the Chinese authorities, ui this case, has been honorable 'I’lirough- 
out, they seem to have treated the nieu with caie and even with some 
quality of kindness The motives which have jiul»i-.cd this, and alMi 
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the long detention of the men, are not, to uy, apparent; — whether 
they were feelings of com miser ation; or ‘ tender solicitude lor the high 
dignity of the nation;’ or ^vhat is more prolKibJe) a due regard to 
their own safety ; the reader must determine. The untimely end 
of captain McKay is affeiSiing. He had gamed a competency, and 
w<as about to retire to pass the remainder of his days among a family 
ol atfectionate relatives. His prospects, in the full spring-tide of life, 
were bright : but in an hour — an unexpected hour, and by cruel 
hands, ‘ the vital spark’ was extinguished, and Ins remains plunged 
into tlie depths of the ocean.

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Art. I. Narrative of a vnyet^e of the ship Morrison ^ rtipiaia 0 . 
fnffcrsotl, to Lewcheui and Japan ^ in the months of July and 
Aitgnst, 1837. By S. Well** fflLUAMS 

The object of this voyage was to carry back to their country seven 
shipwrecked Japanese, who had been residing at Macao for several 
months, and whose return, it was reasonably supposed, would form n 
^xmI excuse for appearing in the harbors of that empire. Three of 
the men are natives of the principality of Owari, lying about 1.^ 
miles W.S.W. of Yedo, the capital, and formed part of the crew of A 
coasting junk of nearly 300 tons burden, which led the port of Toba, 
in the principality of Sima, near Owiri, in November, 1831, bound 
for* Yedo, laden with a cargo consisting partly of rice, and partly of 
tribute for the emperor. A few days after their departure, they en- 
countered a heavy gale, which carried away the mast, and drove them 
out of sight of land into the Pacific ocean ; the uufortunaVi$*‘iW€Wv- . 
entirely ignorant of their course, let tlie vessel drift wherever winds 
and currents would carry her, and after being tossed about for foui^ 
teen months, were cast a.shore near the Columbia river. During this 
long time, they subsisted chiefly upon the rice on board, and on wbaf* 
fish they could catch ; eleven of their number died of scurvy, and the 
remaining three were nearly helpless when they landed. The In- 
dians in those regions plundered them of everything, and kept them 
captives for several months, when their situation and history became 
known to a benevolent factor of the Hudson’s Bay Fur Company, 
wh<\ released them, and took measures to send them to England. ' 
After experiencing much kindness from this gentleman, whom they 
delight to rememter, they left the Oregon territory for the Sandwich 
Islands, from whehci 4hcy went to London, where much interest was 
taken in their welfare ; from thence they were sent to China, and 
here taken under the care of the Superintendents o^ British Trade, 
voi. VI. NO. V. 37 
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with the hope that they might iiittmarely reach their homes. They 
arrived at Mac.io in Dec^ber, and took up their reBidence 

with Mr. Gut/lafT, who regarded it a good opportunity to acquire some 
knowledge of their language. The names of these wanderers are 
Twakitchi or ‘ Lucky Rock,' aged 3H years, viho left a wife and family 
in Mia, a town of Owari , Kiukitchi or ‘Lasting Happiness,’ aged 
20j and Otokitchi or ‘ Happy Sound,’ .aged 19 ; these two are from 
St^gori in Ow^ri. 

The remaining four men left Amfikoiioa, a port belonging to an 
island of the same imine, lying 40 miles S S.E from Nikgasaki, in 
December, 1834, in a small junk ; they were driven off to the .southward 
in a gale which carried away the mast, and, after 3t> days, they were 
cast ashore on the north coast of Luijonia. Here they fell into the 
hands of the natives, who plundered them of every article, and, after 
keeping tkem a short time, transferred them to another village ; from 
which, after a variety of hardships and adventures, being passed from 
one village to another, they reached Manila They embarked on 
boHid a Spanish vessel, and landed at Macao m March, 1837, destitute 
and frieiidlo.ss ; and, Japaiic.se like, were on the point of committing 
suicide, but happily were directed to Mr. Gutzkff’s house, where they 
met their countrymen, and with whom they resided about live months, 
supported and clothed by Mcssis. 'Olyphant &. Co Their names 
are Siauzau, or ‘Heart,’ aged 28, the captain of the junk, who has 
left a wife ami family m Kawashiri, a town 50 miles east of N^ig^l- 
saki in the principality of Figo ; Kiim.itarii or ‘ Bear,’ aged 28, and 
Rlkimatz, or ‘ Strong Fir,’ aged H), both from Simabaia, a large town 
in Fisen not far fiom Nagasaki; and Giusabaru, or ‘ Fortunate,' aged 
25, who IS from T.ik.i.shi in Figo 

It was considereil, that .so good an opportunity of producing upon 
the Japanese government a favorable impression of the character of 
foreigners, and perhaps of inducing them to relax their anti-soCial 
policy, as was now presented, ought not to be neglected ; and this, 
added to the fact, that the United States of America were almo.st 
-tfnkrwfpvn to the Japanese, determined Mes.^^r.s. Olyphant dt Co., to 
attempt the experiliient at the time the men were returned. It 
was hoped the exclusive policy of the nation had become somewhat 
weakened during the long period that had elap.«ed since a foreign vc.s- 
■^Fhad visited any i)ort besides Nagasaki ; and that the influence of 
curiosity, and the nntiirc of the errand, would at least secure a cour- 
teous reception. In oider to take advantage of any opening, a small 
assortment of cloths was put on board, and a great variety of patterns 
of different cotton and woolen fabrics, which from their adaptation 
to a tem^ieratc climate, were calculated to attract the attention of tlie 
Japanese, and induce them to trade A list of presents w'as added, 
consisting of a pair of globes, a telescope, a barometer, a coHection of 
American coins, some hooks, and a few painting.s, among which 
was a portrait of Washington Documents explanatory of our object 
were drawn up in tJliinese, one of winch .<5tHted the names and resi- 
dences of the Seven men, and a few notices of thoir udvenfures: 
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anotlier gnve a short account of America, its commercial policy, that 
it possessed no colonies, and that the rn^n were returned in a vessel 
of the country where they were wrecked ; and a third gave h list of 
the presents, together with the proposition, that, if it met the approba** 
tiori of the court, one of the party would* remain in the country to 
teach the moaning of the hooks. Dr Parker accompanied the ex- 
pedition, provided with a stock of medicines and instruments, and a 
number of anatomical plates and paintings, which he thought would 
attract the notice of a pcoplu, who hold (he healing art in high esti- 
mation. 11c w'as also furiiiMhed with a paper stating his profession, 
and his willingness to practice gratuitously on all who had diseases. 

1 was attached to the expedition as naturalist. 

From all that could be learned of the reception of former visitors, 
as well as of the regular Dutch traders at Nagiisaki, the guns and 
ammunition were always taken outofa vessel as a previous step to all 
negotiation. If any caiiiioti were carried, it was the fixed resolve not 
'to use them as defensive weapons, whatever might he tlu; provocation, 
but rather to retreat ; and, lest this resolution might he too severely 
tried, the ship’s nrnianioni was left at Liiitin But al)ove all, it was 
desirable to try tlie cxperuneiit of a mission to the Japanese without 
arms, and ascertain what reccptioji^l hose who went in pt‘ace and 
good faith woiihl meet 'Plio dencvolent nature of the errand, 
the offer to cure the sic.k, tlie commercinl character of the vessel, and 
the presence of Mis King, .ill combined lo favor the trial, and prove 
to the Japanese the sincerity of our declarations of friendship. It 
\foul(l, moreover, tend lo settle a rjiiestion which has often been de- 
bated among some Christians, who liaie affiimed that the attacks 
which foreiLriiers have received from the natives of countries little 
visited, were owiriL' chiefly l() their fears being excited, and to Ihcir 
being induced by an array of force to stand on the defensive 

'Phe party eniharknd on hoard the Morrison, captain D Ingersoll, 
on the evening of the 3d of July, and the next morning left Ma- 
cao Roads When p.issing through the Bashee channel, we encoun- 
tered a gale, winch was afterwards ascertained to have becTf'mudr 
more severe in the Formosan channel, and the seas lo the noitheast. 
A short time before our departure, the ship had discharged a cargo 
of rice, some of which had escaped from the bags into the limbers of 
the hold, whore it underw'eiit a partial fermentalioii and dccoinpo'si-*** 
tion, sending off an effluvia which was exceedingly offensive This 
being partly composed of nitric acid and ammonia, united with the 
lead in the paint, and the plate and other silver, and changed thern in a 
few hours to a dull black color; the green paint was scarcely discolor- 
ed. The salt in the sea-water appeared also to be partially decompo.sed, 
and to give off muriatic acid, — judging from the effect the air had on 
the gold of our watches. - We were told that when the ship was laden 
with rice, it was dangerous to breathe the hot air which came out of 
the hold, more than a few moments, as a few inhalations caused faint- 
ness and coughing. The water which was pumped from the ship 
threw off an insufferable odor of ainninniureted hjrf^gen, and was 
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quite black at first ; but by means of a Btop>cock in the stern, and 
^ntinued pumpings for a few days, the ship became sweet. 

, July 11th. About 6 o’clock a. m., tJie islands known by the Japa- 
nese name of Madjicosinia (Hajicosima) or Eight islands, were in 
fight. This group lies between latitude and 25° north, and lon- 
gitude 123° and 125° east, distant from Lewchew S.S.W. about 180 
miles, and is but little known. Captain Broughton, in H. B M. 
schooner Providence, was wrecked onTypinsan, the largest of them, 
in 1797, and the natives treated him kindly and assisted him to get 
to Macao. We passed about four miles to the southward of Typin- 
san (or Taeping shan), which presented a moderate elevation, with a 
flattish outline, and abrupt shores of a whitish color, surrounded with 
coral reefs. No boats were visible, nor could we discern any cul- 
tivation, though trees were seen on the eminences. The Japanese on 
board knew the group, and said, it is inhabited by people who speak 
their language, are few in numbers, and have little intercourse with 
Japan. We had intended to land on one of these islands, but during the 
niflit a current carried the ship too far to leeward to make this prac- 
ticable ; and with a fresh breeze we bore away for Lewchew, This 
group deserves more attention than it has yet received ; for a thorough 
examination of the inhabitants, their language, and policy, would pro- 
bably tend to throw much light upon one of the most interesting 
questions in this part of the world, the character and extent of Japa- 
nese influence. 

July 12th. In the morning, about 6 o’clock, the southwest point 
of Great Lewchew was in sight, bearing E.N.E. A strong north- 
easterly current had been experienced since coming through the 
Bashee channel, and we were happy to find the ship well to windward 
on making the land. We passed along the southwestern shore at 
the distance of five miles, busily engaged m examining the picturesque 
scenery. The land gradually a.sc(Mided from the beach in gentle 
uiiduhatioiis to a moderate elevation, presenting a pleasing alterna- 
tion of wiKidland and fields, rendered still more charming at this time 
by a-bright sun. The extreme southerly point of the island is known 
by a singularly cleft rock, separated from the mainland about 100 
feet. Along the whole line of coast the surf was breaking on the 
coral reefs, winch in some places extended out for miles, showing 
"a Crest of foam as beautiful as the reefs were dangerous. Within 
the reefs, a few fishermen were seen, some of whom had nets sus- 
pended from poles, which they elevated and depressed as in China. 
Their small canoes were hollow'ed out of logs ; each contained two 
or three persons, and as we passed near them, the men suspended their 
occupation to gaze at the ship ; but we met none, as captain Beechey 
did, who would come on board, or fasten their fish to our hooks. 

About half-way between South Cape and Abbey Point, we noticed a 
remarkable rock, resembling in its circular form an arc of an amphi- 
theatre, an illusion that was heightened by the resemblance the loose 
stones and stunted trees on the top bore to seats and persons. The 
extent of this “tragment of a Coliseum,” was about three fourths of a 
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Qiile, and was upwards of 100 feet in height. Other grotesque forms 
were elsewiicre seen ; and Abbey Point was so named from the re< 
semblance of its square rocks to ruined towers. On most of the rocky 
einiuences near tlie beach, u prolific growth of pandanus was^ observ- 
ed, and some small trees ; and, farther iitlaiid, pines and tall trees 
were seen skirting the lulls. Two or three .small villages, almost of 
the same color as the rocks about them, were also observed m the 
ravines close to the beach. 

At 11 o’clock A. M., we dropped alichor in Napa keaiig, distant 
about one mile from the shore. Capstan Rock bearing S.E. by S. 
Here wc remained several hours before a boat approached the ship, 
a circumstance we could not avoid contrasting with Beechey’s ac- 
count of the many boats that clustered around the Blossom before 
she came to anchor. With our glasses, we could discern the people 
gathered in groups on the tops of the houses, and along the shore, 
watching the ship with great atientioii ; and now and then parties were 
’ seen hastening in vaiioiis directions, bearing among them, as we 
supposed, the insignia of some official personages. 

The appearance of the landscape lying before us was truly beauti- 
ful, and one which would engage the attention of the lovers of quiet 
scenery. The monotonous aspect of^ntinued cultivation was broken 
by the clumps of trees which adbrned the hilliT, and oiershuduwed 
the houses ; and the neatly e.xecutcd cemeterie.s, the junks bedecked 
with gay dags, and the towns of Napa and Pootsung, showing their 
red tiled roots, combined to diversify the foreground The curve of 
Ae bay was well defined at its extremities by the rocks at Abbey 
Point, and the heights near Bariipool ; and a range of hills, rising in 
peaks, began at our right, and with partial interruptions, continued 
around the horizon, nearly to our left, where it stretched oft' to the 
northward, 'i’hc country on the right rose gradually from the beach, 
apfiareiitly devoted to agriculture , and was separated from Napa by 
an inlet, which was defended at its entrance by two square stone 
buildings with loop-holes, and contained several junks lying at anchor. 
On one side of tins inlet, a long low stone causey extended ilfoni the 
fort across the marshes, having in it several bridges, through which 
the water may flow ofT into the stream at high tides, and connecting 
the landmg-pldce and foils with the city of Napa. North of the cause y 
and near the shore, between the remarkable eminences of Capstan 
Rock and Sepulchre Point, lay the public cemetery, the hor.se-shoc 
tombs rising in galleries, the glare from their white siirfacc.s a little 
broken by,|he tree.s .scattered among them. Farther to the northward 
was the village of Pootsung, with its cnu.sey and boats ; and, in its 
rear an extensive grove of tall trees, forming a contrast to the scenery 
near the beach. Still farther inland, was the high range of Onnodakc; 
between which and the grove we could discern an undulating cham- 
paign, highly cultivated. Few or no boats were moving in the bay, 
but the view was enlivened by the groups of natives, and we long 
gazed at it with increasing pleasure. ^

At three o’clock, we were visited by two boats from the shore, 
the largest of which was about twenty five feet long, and narrow, 
shaped like a scow with botfi ends opiMi, and paddled by a dozen half 
naked iiatnes it contained several persons, whom we immediately 
knew to be olficers, from* the respect paid to them, and who with 
much difficulty contrived to ascend the sides of the ship They were 
dressed in hiose (lowing robes of graas-cloth, somewhat stiff, marked 
with a blue and white plaid, having very large sleeves, and hound at 
the waist with a girdle, to whicn were suspended a pipe and tobacco* 
fxmch , the wholt^ forming an agreeable costume, and very appro- 
pri.ite 111 a cliiuato naturally warm. 'L'lieir long black hair waa 
oiled, neatly done up in a tuft on the top of the head, and fastened 
with two pins, kame^hasthe and oomet^hnshe, usually made of brass or 
tutcnagiic , tlie former was a square pm, having a kind of screw for 
holding the* hair, with a head resenihliiig asix-petaled flower attached 
to It , the other was a pin about eight inches long, in its shape much 
like a marrow-spoon. 

\s soon as tliey reached the deck, each made a very low bow d la 
Chinaisc, and the principal man immediately inquired, if “we could 
speak Chinc.so !” To this we replied in the affirmative, and re- 
quested them '0 be seated This ceremony, however, was a matter 
of some difficulty, but was .settled after a while by all sitting down 
simultaneously at a table, on which paper and pencils were plac- 
ed. 'file sumo individual, who was a fine looking man, rather 
tailor than his companions, then asked, “ what is your business in 
Lewchew^” To this we briefly answered, “that we had come into 
the hiirbor to stay a few days, \isil the people, and procure some re- 
froblimeiits.’’ 'fiiey then asked from what country wo were, how 
many men there were on hoard, and other similar inquiries; and wrote 
down all the answers. 

One of the paity now pulled a book out of his bosom, (which was 
their pocket, formed by the folds of the dress overlapping,) and after 
looking at it a moment, said in broken English, “ Di.s what ship ? 
•Dim Aiirclekuii sliip'^” “ Yes,” we told him. “ How many maii.s?’’ 
“Twenty-eight men” “Plenty mans! Have got guns^” “No; 
this IS a merchant ship ” “ Plenty mans I Plenty guns! [ talkec 

mandarin and then he sat down, and entered into conversation 
with his associates. We then asked the party if it was not Any ah 
wIk) spoke, to which they assented ; and by their countenances seem- 
ed to wish to know where we had leiarned his name. Anyah, finding 
that we understood Chinese, seldom had recourse to his vocabulary 
after this expcrimeiil , but the similarity of this speech to the one 
spoken by him as reported by captain Beechey, amused us all. He 
had evidently forgotten the greater part of his English . but on one oc- 
casion, subsequently, when one of the chiefs was sea-sick from the 
motion of the vessel, Anyah shly remarked that he was a “ litty 
drunk ” 

I’hc chief then made several further inquiries about the size of the 
if-'Nel, the longtv< of our pa‘'sagc, whether we had come direct from 
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America, the names of the captain and pa's.sengers, die , orderin|r all 
the answers to be written down Corcern*ng Mr-s King, who happen- 
ed to be seated on the deck during this coniereiice, the Lewchewans 
asked several questions, the replies to which were also written down , 
and It was worthy of remark Avith what deference they regarded her, 
and how carefully they avoided the least uideness Whatever may be 
the cause, the inhabitants of this group, so iur as legards true polite- 
ness and a desire not to otfeiid, present an ndvanfageoiis contrast to 
their neighbors, the Chinese; though, if vve survey their whole social 
system, they cannot be called so polished a people They informed us 
that there had been a typhoon five da)s betore we came in, which had 
destroyed all the fruit trees, and done much other damage this infor- 
mation explained the cause of the heavy northerly swell vve had ex- 
perienced. These tempests, they said, happened during all the nionth.s 
from April to September, and were generally very mischievous when 
^they occurred We asked where the Chinese junk was bound which 
had just left the harbo*- . and were told that she was a jimk belonging 
to Levvehevv, bound to Taetaou, laden with sugar 'J’hi.s ves.sel, about 
‘200 tons burden, left the harbor shortly before the chiefs came on 
board, and was in her form and rigging, like a (>hmese junk ; she 
had on her stern in large characte|H|^i?/w srptig i^ung, “may fa- 
vorable winds attend us ” 

Sweet wine and cake were now handed around, and whenever ono 
of the company took anything from the plates, ho woiihi express 
thanks by carrying it to his forehead, at the same time making a 
sTiglit inclination of the head While partaking of the refreshments, 
one of the chiefs, seeing Ins attendants wandering over the decks, 
said, “ Many of the low maTiiiers of Lewclicw are thieves ; it wull be 
advisable for you to prohibit them;” but ive told him that we had no 
fears on the score of Iheir honesty. Stmie of them .soon made the 
ac<\uaintancc of our Japanese, and a number gathered around them, 
carrying on an animated conversation, in which we could not (lerceivo 
that there was the least dilficulty in their understanding one anothe. 
Wc ascertained that there weie seven Japanese jiinks in port, and 
that the number which visited Lewchew during a year w'as consi- 
derable 

Any ah, hearing ns exm verse together m Knglish, again asked if tliWt« 
vessel was not an I'iiiglisliman We told him that America was ori- 
ginally peopled from England, but was now independent, separated 
from that country thoii.saiids of miles across a wide ocean; that the 
Americans had many merchant vessels, and were friends of the Levv- 
chew’ans. We endeavored to show them the relative position of the 
tvVo countries on a map, but Anyah still looked dissatisfied , nor was 
It wonderful, if the anomaly of two different states at such a rhstance 
from each other, speaking the same language, should cause a doubt 
in the mind of one whose knowledge of other countries vva.s probably 
limited to Japan, China, and Corea. Some one then wi.slied to kiiovv' 
how many days’ sad it was from America to Englandi^md from Ame- 
rica to China, and how maiiv inhabitants our country contained 
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Anyah now ch:ingo<l tlio subject b) observing tliat there was some 
water for the ship in anotliQ'- boat; and proposed to his companions 
to depart, promising to return on the morrow 

None of our visitors wore the huts of oflice called hatchco-matchec 
by cap. Hall, nor did we see any during our stay. They had s,traw san*' 
dais like those used among the Japanese, which have one band pass- 
ing over the instep, and another attached to it coming from between 
the two inner toes; but no stockings or trowsers. The common 
people were merely provided with a cloth about the middle, and were 
generally decent and cleanly. Some of them went aloft, but did not 
venture far ; others examined the anchors and cables ; and others 
walked into the cabin, looking at the books, seating thenLselves in the 
chairs, and appearing quite delighted with the strange objects around 
them. And although there was unlimited freedom granted them in 
going whe^ever they pleased, not the .smallest article was mis.sed. 
The chief also amused himself with looking about the ship, and in- 
specting some painting.s, which Dr. Parker hiad, of remarkable surgi- 
cal opcration.s. After attentively looking at them, he asked “ If the 
patients recovered f ” and seemed gratified at hearing that they did ; 
and we added, that the doctor was ready to perform .similar operations 
in Lewchew, or prescribe for any gjek persons who should be brought 
to him. The whole party then took their leave, but we listened 
in vain for the boatmen’s song of ya-ha-ma-shawdy, spoken of by Bee- 
chey. 

Towards evening we went ashore at Abbey Point, and, landing op 
the coral reef which there stretches out from the land, made our way 
over a beach composed of comminuted coral and fine sand. For se- 
veral rods, we passed through patches of millet and sweet potatoes 
planted in this dry soil, and both apparently of luxuriant growth. Tii 
the lagoons on the reef we met a small fish of a beautiful bine color, 
and several black polypi, both of them difficult of capture ; together 
with a few small plants which Had encroached upon the rocks. As 
®fiC»h as we landed, the natives began to run together in crowds, and 
^mong them were fqur or five officers, who requested us to go back to 
the ship. We walked quietly on towards the rocks on the Point, 
meantime sending one of the sailors to a house standing at a distance, 
-«4n prdcr to procure a cup of water, and were soon under their friend- 
ly shade. The crowd, constantly increasing by fresh recruits, now 
stood gazing at us, especially regarding Mrs. King, who in this and 
all our subsequent walks attracted much notice, yet who never expe- 
rienced any incivility from the multidudes around her. The mes- 
senger returned, bringing some water, and followed by a female from 
the house, who approached with timid steps. To encourage hdr, 
Mrs. King went forward and took her by the hand, at which the na- 
tive exhibited the back of her hand, marked with blue lines on the 
fingers,! and a square on the wrist, a sign of the married state. Her 
hair was loosely tied up in a tuft on the side of the head, secured by 
a single pin; bq^othcrwisc her dress was like that of the men. This 
scene was observed by the by-standers with great attention, and evi- 
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dent pleasure; and the whole ncconipanied us towards her house. 
The ground was strewed with loose blociis of coial of all sizes, ino&t 
of them overgrown with ivy , tl>e paiul.iiius and dwarf palm grew 
whercier there w.is soil, and grasshopper^ and other insects flew' 
about us in great abundance. 

On reaching the hut of the native female, we found a low bamboo 
cabin, w'lth no opening besides the dour, and in its general appear- 
ance resembling those in which the, lowest classes of Chinese live. 
The Moor of earth w.is covereil with a inutinig of barnlioo, and a slight 
liurdle of the same nnlorial sni rounded tlu' liouse Within lay •some 
watei-ineloiis, ainl a pile of millet partly iliraslietl wms before the door, 
and sever.il cooking utensils wrue scatteied over the premises. The 
good woman of the house olfered us a cup ofte.i, Imt it was too bad 
to drink. Most of the huts wdiich w'c saw' in tins walk woic surround- 
ed with small wattled inclosures, in .some ol which weie'a few' poor 
.flowers, or a chu ken, or .1 pig ; till indicative of a peaceful people, 
who had few w.mt.s to ‘'iipply 

Among the crowd, some of whom left then work in the field to run 
after us, wen* a few' with agrn iiltiiral iinph ments ol a very .simple 
construct lori, as a bill-liook, a w'oodmi Ixx', or a rake Bmdens were 
cairied across the shoulders as iii ClWfta , ami the, bamboo hats of the 
laboieis wcie bioad-bnimiu'd lik(‘ those oftlu' (himese. A pipe and 
tub leco-poiioli w'cie ap|)i‘ii(lages ol tin* die^s of the poore.-'t. We 
retuiiied along a well defined ridge of coial .md sand, thrown up by 
t|ie waves, to the boat, w'here we f(*uud another crowd as^emlded ; and 
It wa.s n.stomshmg to see witli what in)[)umly the children scampered 
over the sharp KM'f w ith their haie teei All weie in good huli'uir, 
ami some, who knew' a litlje ( hinc'e, eiidoavoied to open a coiivci.sa- 
tioii, l)v telling us how rough tlx, p.illi wa-', iind ni leavnur, they all 
b.ide UN fir('W('ll lletnim'U' to the ship, we lowed round the bay 
towaids the inlet, and went up to the landing-jilace, where were our 
visiiorN (if ilic morning UN-s(Mnbled with a crowd, after jiassing a few 
compliments, wt* lelt them, and went on boartl 

July 13th Early m tlie moriTing, we landed at the causey near 
PootNiing, bifoie many ol the u-itives were abroad in the streets. In 
the eieek winch we ascended wer«* many old boats, apparently the only 
rt“'id(Mires oi then inni:'t<*s, hut tlu ab.seiico of females iiiclmed us ta^ 
think tliey u'ere coa-tmg craft Landing at a rude flight of steps, we 
proceeded into the village without mteiniptiou, and, passing through 
It, began to ascend the wooded hill we h.ul .scon from the ship. As 
u.sual, a crowd soon colleclcd about us, some of wlioui could talk Chi- 
nese, and wo began to ask all iiianner of rjiiestions On arriving at 
tile top of the ridge, a beautifid and c\tensive prospect offered itself 
to our view, whose ( li.n ms at this inoment weie hciglitencd by the 
coiitra.st of light and .shade ciused by the sun ju.st rising over the hills, 
while the fields refreshed us by the sweet oiiiell from the vegetation. 
On the right hand, froih this oomuKiiiding situation, are seen the dis- 
tant islands of Kirrama, rising from a wjde expanse o^cean, while the 
clearness of the water enables the eye to trace the coral reef which

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protects the ancliorage immediately below ; to the soath is Napa, the 
vessels lying at anchor in tke htirbor, with their streamers flying; and 
in the iniermcdiate space appear numerous hamlets scattered about, 
-with the white and glistening tombs near Capstan Hock. Tuining 
to the east, the houses ofSlioody the capital city, built in their peculi- 
ar style, arc observed, opening from among tlie lofty trees which sur- 
round and shade them, using one above another in a gentle ascent, to 
the summit of a hill, which is crowned by the palace — the interesting 
ground, between Napa and Shoody, a distance of some miles, being 
ornamented by a continuation of hoii.-^es. At our fool lay the humbler 
village of Pootsuiig, at this time overshadoued by the declivity of the 
hill To the north, as f.ir 'as the eye could reach, the country was 
diversified, in .some places fl.it and cultivated, and at others rising 
into a range of higli wooded hdls, winch were lost in the distance. 
But alas ! tlie inliabitant^ of this fair isle know not the Hand who 
has thus adorned it, nor do they render tlniiks to the Giver of all 
their blessiiigs May the light of the Sun of Hightcousness soon be 
shed abroad over these hinds, so ignoiant and so benighted • 

While wo were admiring the sceneiy, the natives were gazing at 
us. One lad among them carried a writing apparatus and two books, 
in one of which was the ('liiiieKc* cliur.icter alone, and in the other 
the same interlined with I lie Japanese hirakana, the latter apparently 
intended as explanatory ot the former; he said lie w’as a scholar, but 
he could speak only a few words of (/hine.se. Among them were 
many well dressed men, a few ol whom wore very elutiuent in the;/r 
ftllbrts to induce us to return, hut whose speeches were utterly lost on 
us for want of a reporter However, a more powerful argument, the 
heat of the sun, compi'lled u-- to yield to their vvislies a retreat, 
which they, no doubt, cou.-<idv,red to bo wholly owing to their cogent 
reasoning. The soil here was conijKised of a stift' marly clay, which 
the dew rerideied exceedingly slijipery, and much caution was neces- 
sary in walking PasMiig along, w'e came to some tombs, excavat- 
ed in the side of ihe hill, apparently woiks. of great lalior, tor the face 
of the rock wa-s full, thirty feet high, and the masonry extended over 
ihe greater part; the tombs were closed, and bore no inscriptions. 
The rocks overgrown with ivy and creepers, the venerable trees 
.standing around, and the retired stillness of the spot, combined with 
its mournful use, rendered this a solemn place. Continuing our des- 
cent into the village, we were struck with the regularity W the streets, 
bounded on both sides by walls of coral, forming enclosures for the 
dw^fiihgs Some, apparently not able to afford a stone wall, bad plant- 
ed bamboo hedges, which were kept trimmed exactly the size^of (he 
other; and the alternation of the dark coral and green bamboo, pal^t- 
cutarly in the vista, was very pretty. 

Many females, some of them venerable gray-haired flames, were 
collected at the entrances of the dwelliiig-y.ards and on the tope oftbe 
walls, ill order to catch a passing glimpse of us: and there were a 
nnrnber followi^ in the crowd. Most of the dwellings weae substow- 
tial Structures of ivoral, with now and then one of brick, of onw Storys 
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and with tiiod roofs; sonie were bamI>oo IiiiIh, and all stood back from 
the street wiihin the iiiclosures Bui in extent of the dwellings, 
the furimme of the houses, and the menus which cd'tuluce to the plea- 
sure and security of the iniuiites, tin* hiibpatioiis in Lcwchew are 
far behind the Clnuer-e , yet the leirulai ity of the streets, with trees 
overliangjiijf the walh, gave this village an .ispect of comfort which 
vanished on closer inspection. In many ol the jards we saw garden 
vegetables cultivated; ami oraiioes, pyinelos, bananas, and pomegra- 
nates, wcic observed. 'Pvvo thing.s surprised us, the more so from our 
having just coimj from (>hnia ; one was, that we saw no persons sell- 
ing provisions, or hawking ai tides about the streets with loud cries, 
or statiom'd at the eoniei.s with a disj)lay ofgoods , and another, there 
w'ere no dogs harking and yelping in onr ears (Jood humor pervaded 
all cl.iflscs, even tin* vill.ige olliccrs talked wuh vivacity, and unbent 
their dignily, Some of them, as well .is M'vmal ol I he coftimoii peo- 
,ple, W'ere dignified obi men, vvbosi* silveiy b.iir and beards, together 
with iboir loose llowini? g.irinents, g.ive ns .i fivoi.ible nle.i of the bet- 
ter cliisscs. On .i|)j)roaching the bo.il, an nmlerlmg made himself 
coiispiciKMis in dealing ilie‘ way, by appl\mg his h.nnhoo rod ofollice 
to the h.dl-d,i<l n.itives, who appi'.ired to receive his castigalions 
very siilimissivelv , and having op^itfiKl a passage^ for ns, we lelt the 
beach, ihe ciowd g.i/mg <if(«*r ns ,is long a- w'(‘ could see them. 

At II o’cJoik, Aiiy.ih and Ins assocnles came on lioaid, bunging 
only ;i sin ill pnl ol ilie supplies leipie-led. As soon as the party wms 
s^iated, lie ojiened the convt'i‘'.ition by saving, “tli.it two days before 
wo armed, .i loreign v(*sMd had lieen observed standing in toward.s 
N.iji.i ke iiig, vvhicli .ilterwaids saileil avv.iy to the northwest;” and 
wished 10 know if that ship w.a- ours. We told him that she was not, 
but w'.is probably one we wen e\pec(mg. loi, from their description 
ol lnT, she vv.i- umlonbledly il B iM Sloop of wai li.ih igb, winch we 
we^e lo meet in Iicwthew 'Tins r»‘j)ly vv.is only the signal for Inrther 
cpiest lolling, .nid one vvioto down, “ lor wh.it pm pose do yon o\pect 
iier 'riioy vveie fold, tbai she was an langlish man-of vv ar, which 
carried a fi leml w ho w.is to accomp.iny us to .Japan As was anti- 
cifi.ited, tills .iiisvver w is a source ol consnloi .ible uiicasiiiess to the 
chiefs, and a long and anxious consultation was the coiiseijuence It 
was our previous inteiilioii not lo tell the Lewdiewaiis of the coming^ 
ol Ihe ilaleigh, or of our dentin, ilioij, until she should arrive, in order 
that no inteUigi'iK'.e of our coinse should reach .lap.ni. They vvi.shed 
to know her size, iniinber of guns, how long she was to stop in port, 
&:^c , upon wincli j>oints wo s.Ui.'>lie<l them. But the lad tliitN.ipa 
ke.iiig should he made tlm leiidezvous of two ships of two foreign 
iifltion.s, and one of them a rnan-of-vvar, was me.xplicahlo, and tended 
lo throw discredit upon our pievious a.ssertioiis that we were Ame- 
ricans. 

To change the topic, Dr. I’aiker now produced the tre.iti.sc of Dr. 
Pearson on vaccination.^ .md proposeil to inoculate some of those on 
bo.ird Aiiyah read the book, explaining the object ^lic went along, 
and at last, one of tlic chiefs, named T^kalah, consented to receive 
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tlj« virus. He sat down and throe u)cision.s v/erc made in hiss arm, 
which ho bore verj' well; hut when it w.is altoinptod to introduce 
some of tlio virus just taken out of .1 fresh subject, his cour.igo gave 
way, and he rotn^ed. kSonie oiicoma;^od liiiii to go on, hut Anynli, 
who had niijch infhienco ovoi liini, throw out .su*.j)i(’ious of the hamdul 
effects whicli luight result from ‘'O uiiUMial .i jjroceeding , and T.ika- 
Jah, with sever'd others, r<’questod to be .diowod to take tin* brjok on 
shore, that tlio\ iiiight nioie fiilli underst.ind the .-.ubiect. Aiiyah, wlio 
was of a suspnuous spirit, and who nioienvei wislu-d to iiioiiopoli/.e all 
tlic doalinjTs with us, (‘iide‘i\ored to cut the matter shoit b^ sa\ iiig, 
that “ furtiu'i elforts were iieedle-s, ns eveiy one m la wcliew bad the 
small-po\ bi'fore In* was three \o.irs old ” '1 'Iih .■i.‘-''(Mtnui there weio 
grounds foi ilisbeliOMiig ; but Aiivali seierni times did not sniii>le as 
to what be smd, il lie could restKMii oni interr'oiii.se \vil!i the peojde 
We a.ske'd him if lie could pioeiir«‘ iis soiiu' liO).-j(>s foi iid'iig, staling 
that captain Ih'ecli'n, whom Im well reniembensj, had bi'en thus ai,- 
cominorialed lie roplieil, “The magistrates hine issiii'd orih'rs 
that none ol }oii gentlemen bo allowed to go on shore, r,ij)l:iiii Mee- 
cliey <lid not nnderst iiid the onlers, whieli v^as wioiig. voii all under- 
stand proprietv, and consequentiv do not wish to go asliore ■' He was 
told that It w.is e,ontrary to the niU'x of pioprii'tv not to i('tiiin a \isit, 
blithe reiterated that it was again-'t the laws of the l.iiid, and we 
ought not to go ashore Wc' replied, that wo wishi'd to walk .ihoiit 
for health’s saki', .iiid to sec the people and country, and that no harm 
could possibly ar*se fiom 'n\ nig tins perim.ssion Cbaiigmg the sub- 
ject, be w'lslied to know why w<' were going to Japan ^ and why we 
waited for our Iriend to go with le. ^ Oil these points wp weie pretty 
well assureil that the chiefs were not ignorant, lor as soon as the paity 
came on hoard, four or li\o persons went foi ward and (mfert fl into 
close conference with the Jap.iiiesc, and now and tln*ii soiiu' of tlieiii 
walked aft, ami ^poke witli those at the table Oni visitors were tliere- 
fore simply tohl, that we were retinnnig tn tl'eir homes s(,iiio sliij)- 
wrecked sailors Another list of the piousioiis we wished was given 
them , and they soon after took thru leave, manifesting imieh less 
friendliness than the day before Sweet wine recalled tlieir good 
hiirnoi 111 a measure; but the knowledge that two foreign ships were 
ijnakmg N.ipa ke.mg a place of meeting, wdien ruMtlier had any busi- 
ness to stop there, w'lis a source of imicli solicitude 

III the afternoon, ono of the Jap in esc junks left the harbor, laden 
with upwards of ‘iOO peciils of sugar, lioiind llu Sat'/iirnn, a pf»rt in 
Japan, Ivirig about 40(f miles N N H from lieivcbew In coming 
out, she sirmk on a reef, but was hiou got off without apparent d.i-

As soon 
as we stepjved ashore, srtiiic officers K’quested ns to he seated on the 
vvet stones, which tliey were tohl was not aecordinir to projinety 
PiessiniT onwaids we took the road to Napa, alonir the cainev, hut onr 
olficioiis friends jmt tlienisflves before us in the narrow way, deter- 
mined to pievenl onr [toio-p'-s hv layniff hold of our arms .and dress, 
and requesting ns to jro into a tem))le near by This we did, not 
w'l'ihin!^ to press the matter, and walked about its pj^r'cants for fiome 
time, looking at the various huildings and garden plats withm the 
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eiicJosiirc, wlucli wp after warils asrei tamed were collectively called 
the hall <»!’ lliu (Jlimese enibjjssadors, 'sjuikeii of by prre Gaubil, and no- 
tic(3d in the .Inly iiumboi of the /{opoMtoiy as the tocMisze kwau. The 
whole ^^ere in rather a dil,ipidated comlition, most of them unoccupi- 
ed, and surrounded by a wall of coral 'This structure was a work of 
some uia^iiitude for Lewclu*w, being defended by a wall with battle- 
ments on the seaward side, in some places built up twenty-five feet 
from the marsh. If an inferonco might be drawn from its present 
pliglii, I should say that embassadors had not lodged there very 
recently. 

Jiesumiug our seats in the boat, we pulled up towards Napa, which 
some of the ollicers sooiiig, luiniedialely paddled after us. Pa.ssiiig 
several junks lying .seemed to the causey, we arriveil at a kind of 
bay, around which the city is built, ami contnmod on until tlie inlet 
termiuated'in a litth' btook, and tlie boat stuck last in the mud At 
this hour It was elib tide, and peojile n ere seen wading about like 
leech catchois in the marshy l>ank.‘«. and hehmd them hills arose on 
winch weie tombs Intel spoised with cultivation On the north side, 
buildings woio .seen along the road leading from Napa to S hood y, 
giving one a favorable idea of the ipiietndo of the country ; on the op- 
posite side, tlieie were few dwolliiyi.s, and tlie land was hilly, and hut 
pailially ‘died When we came hack, the suit's of the hay were lined 
with iiulive", no doubt the grtMtei pait of the population, among whom 
some tall pet-onages of the belter son heekoned tis with their open 
fans to go (lilt of tlie l)a> : but we bowed to them and lay on onr oars, 
viewing tlie objects before ns Seveial large trees were seen high 
above the houses, ami m.iny of the buildings near the banks weie 
old and in rmns A few coolie'< were lading a jnnk with .straw 
coveied boxe^, but ov ft \ body bt'sule.s was looking at the Ibreigiiers. 
When we readied (he jner, we .stopjied foi the ollicers to overtake 
us, and then told them the object of om rowing up I he inlet was to 
get a sight of then city 

Pa^^nig out into the hav, we ndanded at the foot of (Jiipstan Rock, 
and went <i]) the hill into the iempli wlu'ie onr ])rodeees.sors had been 
cntcitained 'J'hc road tluther vva.s a wide l.iwn, paved witli coral, 
and overgiown witli gra.ss; it led into tlie yard belore the tenijih?, 
through a gateway , at iJa; rigbt band ol the yard, a path led through 
a flow'd gaideii into the cenlic of a gioup of hoiiM's, and on the left, 
turned up the hill 'J'he hnildiiigs on the lop of the lock were siir- 
roiimled with a wall, ami appealed eninely deserted and falling to 
rmns, ih-' inclosnre bring OkOiijiown with grass. 'Phe tdiijilc' itself 
was iiiliabited In a few di'-’-'ples ol Hiidha vvlio kept it in goo I repair; 
and lieiiig surrounded with large trees, among which vva.s a very sin- 
gular banian with contoiied branches it affords a cool refloat. 

Leaving the temple, 1 strolled over the cemetery, endeavoiing to 
find the grave of a mulsh ipmaii who was buried hereabouts by the 
crew of the Alcoste , hut none of the ollicers would tell me wliere it 
was, and 1 sear^j^icd in vain The sepulchres are very similar to the 
Chinese, but vvitliout any inscription ; and although some were old, 
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the cKunam was liot overgrown with moss : f>erhHps care is taken to * 
keep them clean, as is the custom in ClmJa. Many appeared ^to ^be,- 
the resting places of families, judging from their size and compart- 
ments; and all were so carefully constructed, that we said the Lew- 
chewans bestowed more pains and expense upon these retreats from 
all pain, than \\ould suHtcc to accoiumod.ite many of the living. As 
if for contrast, several niiseiablc huts, contaniiiig inhabitants more 
squalid and wretched than I had hefont* seen, >vere scattered among 
the graves. Ascending a lull near by, J enjoved another prospect qf-" 
the grounds between Napa and roolsiing , thongli annoyed by, 
yelping of the only dog we saw during onr visit 

On returning to tlie temple, two ancient gigantic idol.s of red sand<« 
stone, so murli w'eatlier-worn that the sculpture was barely disceriu- 
ble, w'ere seen occupying two niches; and several other bjocksof the 
same rock lay scattered in the vicinity. We remained m the temple 
«ome time, e.vamining its stiiictine, in.specting simie Hudhistic books 
of prayers in Chinese, and iruUles>iy endeavoring to piirrhasc a few, 
sipping tea from a japanned f<‘a-potot Chinese iii.mulactiire, and look- 
ing at the \arious idols, one of winch was made of jiorcelain, enshrin- 
ed in their gloomy reco.-ses 'I'lie IIimu.s were thickly matted, and the 
rooms opened into each otlu^r by »lifflTig jianrls, h mode in general 
use, even with the external doors Aji'irt from the crowd was a 
grouj) of females, apparently afraid to minple with the men, — a fear 
well founded, from the rude usage wo in sovj.r.d instances saw them 
receive As we took our leiio, we could detect u smile of gratulatiort 
on the couiitenarices of the olliciTs; and I am afraid that the exhibi- 
tion of restless curiosity maiitfc.sted by u*;, a disjio.sition natural in ft 
strange country, did not raise our characters in the estimulion of the 
quiet Lewi licvvans. 

After breakfast, Dr. l*arkcr again returned to the village m order 
to recover the treatise on vaecinatinn Ho was kindly received and 
conducted into the hall of tlie Chinese embassadors, where was an old.*, 
mail wearing a huge jiair oi sjiectacles, who had copied the entire 
treatise, and wished to know .^nicthmg more ubmit the manipulation. 
This was fully shown him and those around, by jierformmg the opera-.*, 
tion upon his own arm; ho wa^ then sujiplied with more of the virus, 
and with several lancets, winch, in connecnon woth the book, may • 
enable the old doctor to become a great benefactor to Ins countrymen. 
The interest that was manifested, and the ample explanations con- 
tained in the tract, led us to hope that vaccination w'ould become 
general ih the island. 

•Soon afler the gig returned, Anyah and Ins companions arrived, 
bringing with them three line liog.s, a couple of goats which were 
odd-kx>king animals, and two or three tubs of WMter. 'I’he old doctor 
and a few persons seeking medical advice came today, to w'hom such 
medicines were administered as were deemed safe in their inexperi- 
enced hands ; though, before receiving them, they exhibited landa- 
bie caution and desire 'fiillv to understand the conte«|h of the papers^ 
At last, With the aid of Otokitchi, wc removed all their doubtft, and 
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the tnediciiic!3 were caietuliy packed away in iheir' tohacco-poiiclies 
Dr. Parker now showed a wjt of anaUnnical plates, and paintiiiirs of 
mirgie^l dpeiations, to lii^ old irieud, who e\ainined thorn with iruich 
interest, asking u vanetv ot intelii^ont ({iicstions concerning the modes 
of operating in singery 'I'his old man intere.sted us much, and we 
regretted that he liad not appivired sooner ; but we could not ascer- 
' tain whethei he was the same person whom Jieechey mentions as 
having visited his sick men IJ^'iore he loft, he roijuested us to give 
;ilim a map of Kngland, but unloitunately there were none on board 
' to present him. 

A low rnoio (luoslions were askeil concerning the Raleigh ; but to- 
day, the chiefs appealed to prefer coiiveising with the .lapane^e, 
maki.ig .seieral iiuiiiiiies of tliem concernmo our o\pedition, w'hore 
they had been losiding, , yet they did not .show a very deep acipiain- 
tanco W'lth'the googr.iphy of China, loi when \ wrote the cImi actors 
for Macao, none of them knew the jil.ico. A paper was now handed 
to 'rik'ilah and Anyah, iii which 1 had wiitten a few paiticiil.iis 
about our iiitciitioiis in coming to Napa ke.ing, and ilesire to piomofe 
a friendly intercourse with the pi'ojile, and a.^Miied them that they had 
not favored those intentions They assented to the tinlh of the state- 
ment, but said lioihiiig Inrtlior 

Our guests weio now niMlod into the cabin to ji’irtako of a few ri*- 
freshinents. Some Cologne water was poiiri'd into the band of one, 
and while several of tliem w'ere ta-'ting and smi lling, and iiKjuiiing its 
uses, it evaporated, to the gieat wonder of the hohh'i, who cimld not 
miagine why Ins li.iiid was so cold Some w.is then ponied on In.s 
head, and the odor and cooln''''s (piite delighted him, and he acii'pted 
the bottle The engraving of l)r (’olh'dge, operating on the hliiid, 
was exhibited and expl. lined to oni Is'-ciihipiiis, vv bo, aflei lookintr,it 
it .some miniite.s, begged it as a gift, and it was presented to him 
AVhile the chieC weie he!ovv,the common jieojile were eagorlv leceiv- 
ung specimens of printed calico, with whose gaudy colois ihi'y were 
much pleased 

When the party below came on deck, we re(]iie.>-le(i to know' the 
value of the piovisions they liad hioiight us, at the same time proller- 
ing a liaiidlull of dollars Anyah said, we h.ive neither gold, nor 
silver, nor coper mone\ in licvvchevv, and we cannot leceive thoe ; 
wo give yon a lew vvorth'e^s aitn h*", hut vve cannot hny or sell ’ At 
this inst.int, the Raleigh iiove in sight, and the evcitenient amon;^ the 
Japanese and others ama/ed the poor l.(>vvchevvans, who ran to the 
sides of the .ship t«) "ee what vv as coming Anv.ih, not at all disconcei»-

calmly as if nothing iiad happened , he ccrtainlv m inariv ways and 
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sof calico One reason which i\e assigned for this contirtiS' 
did refitsal was, that all our guests were chiefn, and anything received 
by one would bMillown to all, and become a source of trouble |o the 
owner, and ito sfffitgeness would also prevent him Irom exhibiting or 
^tising It with any degree of safety In one of their visits we ga\c 
them Uie flag of the United States, which they said they had never 
before seen. 

Out observations, when we compared them with those of other visi- 
tors to Lewchew, led us to infer tha^^b^ elty of foreign ships has 
worn off, and that the present polfey ol the government is, to depute 
their reception officers, appointed for the business, who aie to supe 
ply them with refre^monts, and induce them to depart as soon as 
possible,* by prohibiting unlimited access to the pPOftle, and restrain* 
flig their visits on shore By this meins, experieivee would be gam- 
ed, the officers would acquire a knowledge of the best ways of dealing 
with their guests, and thus those excesses which unfortunately hive 
characteri?!^ the intercourse of foreigners with too miny of the isles 
of the Pacific would be preiented In this resptcl the Lew- 
chei alls have cause to congratulate themselves on their sitiiicion, 
out of the common tracks of the Picihc, thiir proximity to (he 
unsocial empires of Chini and Japan united to thfir own system of 
re&tncUOQi has been the meins of spiring them the visits ot some 
whom they are ill prepared to resist The snii'c officers, with some 
exceptions, came off to the ship, each dav, and they also waited^ 
on the Raleigh , while it was remarked, that, on sliore, we hardly 
ewer saw our visitors. In neither place, did wo see anv mdiea- ' 
Uona of official rank on their person|j| and their baton authori- 
ty was usually a fan, or a small bainboa or rattan in the haiuN ofaii 
attendant The internal government and institutions of the inlands 
are modeled after those of China, if we miy believe Chow Hwanjr 
but at present, it I’^^fVery eyident that Japanese customs, and influ- 
ence obtain the supr^adji The four Japanese from the western 
port of Kiusiu, wrecl^ on LuQouia, said Lewchew was jpgarded 
as a dependency of the prince of Satzuina, and that he raoi^jiolized 
all the trade • 

The Gommon people around Napa appeared to have a nearly equal 
share of comfort; and by their general devotion to o^culture, provide 
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6^ licmcsSaries, 'and escape those eJctreines oJ^cdth and woe 
contrasted in China. Few or no lieggars were seen ; anil 
'^nBpdcing at a large crowd, the eye detected few diseased persons, 
‘^jfflP^ver rested on any distorted oi;cripped objects. Their s^ure 
^J|TOorn exceeded five feet, or five feet three inches ^ their limbsimere 
^ dinctll, and their whole framdl indicated a people little us^d to hard 
work. They havef not been tempted to exertion hy the pff^sentation 
^^f'loreigr^ixuries; the country affords them food and clothing enough 
their wants, with the addition of a few exchanges from Japan and 
' Chiina; and, while such is the case, where is the call for enterprise? 
'^^nlarge their kiiowledge^Tid their wants will be increased, and suc- 
cessively their activity, and influence, and importance. Along with 
their simplicity, and, as some would say, happy ignorance, they arc 
debased by idolatry, and besotted by sin ; and u^l this incubus is 
removed, whatever stimuli to enterprise arepreseMn, they will never 
rise in the scale of civilization. Let the vivnying influences of 
our holy religion be felt, their comforts, their pleasures, their rank 
among their fellow-men, and their condition in this life, will be en- 
hanced a thousand fold; and in the tiain of these will follow Joy and 
peace beyond the grave. 

Agriculture is condnctoil on th'' same principles ns in Chino, and 
.{most of the labor is done liy hand. The fields are very small, sepa- 
>-rfiled from each other by footpaths; and the seed isf^linted in rows. 
Indeed, the Lilliputian minuteness with which the country is subdi- 
vided IS singuljft*^ Great Levvehew contains about 900 square miles, 
being 60 long by 15 broad, and comprises thirty-fi\o clep.iriments, and 
upwards of three hundred and fifty smaller disliicts, which nukes iho 
average size of a (lc?trict about two square miles and six-tenths. 
Two kinds of millet, sweet potatoes, and rice were the usual crops; 
besides which, the country affords all the common garden vegetables, 
melons, and many sorts of fruit. Sugar forms the chief export ; and 
.^grass-cloth i.s the common stuff for garments, though cotton fabrics 
are abundant: tea and silk we were told did not grow in the island, 
but this^ information- was probably incorrect. Seaweed is collected for 
f manure, and piles of compost were observed in vaiioiis places ; irriga- 
tion is conducted in a ruder manner, and to a much less extent, than 
> in China. The agricultural implements aie few and simple, a hoe 
sharpened with iron, a bdl-liook, and a rake, constitute the majority ; 
and the same simplicity, as % as we saw, runs through their mecha- 
nical arts. Arms avc saw none, neither swords, matchlocks, nor 


knives ; and we concluded, that their masters, the Japanese, like the 
Philutuies when ruling over the Hehrew^s, had taken away their arms, 
‘and forbade them the use of weapons. The use of metals in any 
mann^is limited, and for hair-pins, pipes, tea pots, kitchen utensils, 
&c., tSliy are probably indebted to Japan and China. 

The pauchy of domestic animals seemed to us, a remarkable feature 
of Lewchew, although rnost of the kinds ff^,nd in the neighboring coun- 
tries are knowe'a small white dog, and a few hogs, bul- 

locks, ami goats, and knew from others that the islKad poss^ssm 
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horses^ ^sscs, and baCs ; ponitrjr was scarce, and the absence of alt 
these associations with domestic life imparted an air of emptiness evbn 
to crowded streets.' ' In natural histoiy, we added nothing Jo the 
obser?ations made by the gentlemen of tlie Blossom. The ve^able 
kin^tfem olTered a limited variety of’dawet-s and trees ; and as for 
shells, insects, or hsh, we saw few^ specimens worth preserva- 

tioji, aaa||||m were brought to, us by the natives. The islands vi^ry 
likely afPRIra considerable diversity iii all departments of natui^I 
productions, especially in insects and hsh, but a residence in the 
country is required to investigate them 

American liaH-dinieb were eagerly received by flic people, and one 
man exchanged a handful of copjier cash, bearing the superscription 
Kwdiiyung; but nioiffty was not plentiful in Lewchew. Most of 
their dealings aic probably can led on by barter; and, judging fiom the 
list of exports given by Chow Jlwang, tlit^ie i%HU exlonsiw trade car- 
ried on between this and the surrouiuling countries. Little faith, 
however, is to be put in these old statcnicnls of the Chinese embassa- 
dor at the^esent day, most likely, when he wrt^o, the niriountof the 
majority m the commodities was h.uely enoiigli to imtitlc them to a place 
in the list. A few Lewchew junks vihii China, one, dftven from her 
course, arrivdlB at Macao, several ye|^ since; and Mr. GiitzlalTsaid, 
that he went on board one of their Vessels at Kuhehow too, during his 
late vi.sit there in the Raleigh. The pattefii for huilfimg junks given 
them by Recnlung has been faithfully adhered to, and the superiority 
of those to the J4ipaiie.so model is very obvioii'' 'Phe pj^xirnity of Levv- 
cTiew to China and .lapan, and tire liicl lli.it both oftiu'.se nations can 
meet in irs harbors, points it oiit .||[^ po^sesslug peculiar ad\ aiitages for 
increasing our niu*rcourse wtth those poweis Make Napa ke.tiig . 
a free port, and juiiks fiom the luteri^eiit coasts of Mantchou and Lu- 
^oiiid wonid Hock to it, thtne lo «>ee* market for then produce, and 
procure tTie fabrics of other lands. It is, 1 believe, the only foreign 
port where, at present, the \cssels of China and Jajuiii can meet. Here 
they could become mutually acqu.iinted, witlioul standing in mutual , 
fear, and their antipathies and piejndiccs 'would giadnally wear off by 
iiuimacy and trade. Foreigners, also, could make this an entrepot 
for their commodities, exchangni^hcrri for the tea and silks of China, 
and the metals and ware.s of Japan: and thus develop the reisourccs, 
and direct the energies, of two empire.**, too long shut oBt from the com- 
munity of nations. Suspicion and prejudice, learned by dear-l)ought 
experience, are the great barriers which separate these two countries 
from then fellow-men ; and, since it was the misconduct of foreigners 
which closed their ports, it m fairness l)eloug.s to the same source to 
disabuse them of their mi^ithropy. Free trade begets a free inter- 
change of thought; and ii^9|rthe goods, the civilization and Christia- 
nity, of fofeigti n.itioiis vvd! extend; and these lands, for so many years 
shut out from the geqiu.s of universal cniaucipa/ion, the gospel, will 
become accessible, by mea^ of this port, and bibles and tracts can 
from here be distributed t(!l||^G remotest parts of China and Japan. 
Are these plans visionary ? Is not Singapose l||^un?(Aeiit witness to 
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, the contrary ? And why not have another Singapore in this great 
Arcliipelago of the Eastewi Pacific? We hope those islands will 
receifo more attention from those who wish to do good to the benight- 
ed nations around them. « 

The Lewchew group is situated between the S6th and 27th d^rees 
of north latitude, and bctw/ieii 50" and 128° 20" eaay|^gitude ; 
, comprising an area of alxiut 5000 square miles; and nu||||pflg per- 
haps twenty islands, of which Qreat Lewchew is much lar^Hian any 
of the others. Napa keang lies due cast of Fuhehow fivo in Fuh- 
keeii about 400 miles, and is nearly that distance S.S.W. ofNfig^- 
saki in Japan. Mount Onnodakc, rising 1088 feet, is the highest peak 
of the range of hills which runs through the isl^d lengthwise; Mount 
Siiinar, on which the capital is built, is 540 f^t high. The bluffir 
along tlie beach range from 00 to 100 feet high. Igusicii, or Sugar 
loaf Island^ is nearly tiSI elevation of Mount Onnodake. We have no 
data of any value from which to estimate the population of these islands, 
J^ut, from those we do possess, we should set it down between 00,000 
and 80,000. Their language is a dialect of the Japanese, eillily under- 
btowl bv the latter peoph‘, yet containing more words derive^from the 
Cliiiicse than that tongue. Chinese is studied for a narticular ob- 
ject, and apparently by only a small proportion of the higher classes; 
lor in our walks we met ntiiny well dres.sed persons who knew nothing 
of It, while all spoke the Japanese. It may be the case that teachers 
come now from ('h in a, or perhaps the language is preserved !>y the 
peofile theniscMlbs 

There is much confusion among^thors who have written on these 
islands with regard to the inodes *f spelling the names of places 
For instance, the name of the group. has been written Lewkevv, l.a'w- 
chew', Ijoochoo, Liqueo, Lico|||Kicoii, Lequeyo, Liquijo, Hio Kio, 
Riuku, and Doo Choo, which last is tlie native pronunciation We 
have also, for the name ofthe capital, Sliowle, Tseuli, Tchoole, Shoo- 
dy (native) Cheudi, Shooiui or Sheni Kin-tching or Kin chiiig, the 
^ ‘‘Golden city,” is the appellation given to the palace within the walls 
of ShowJe, and not miotlier name for the capital. Napa has been iii- 
creased to Napa foo, which is the jy^istrict of Napa;* Napa ching, or 
‘ city of Napa;’ and more frequently Napa koang, the ‘inlet of Napa,’ 

. on whic|i It IS sjtuatcd Among all these authorities it is diflicult to 
decide which is preferable ; perhaps, as a general rule, Chinese pro- 
nunciation should he the guide T^kalah gave us*Po tsuii, or 
‘ village of Pd,’ for Pootsung ; and Ilwantcen for Ooiiting in Port 
Melville ; Abbey Point he called Yalasah. Concerning many of the 
person.s mentioned by captains Hall and Becchey, he knew nothing, 
Ching Oonchoo, the officer who visiteji|||he Blossom, he said was 
dead; Shtafacoo was up in the couutry^ 'Madera was dead; and 
whoever else was mentioned, was either gone away, or forgotten, or 
dead. Tikalah wrotte his own name, and Anyah’s, (who is more 
properly called Anking, the yah being|jP title of respect, like yay, 
in Chinese,) but theater, requested hii^ro give no more, thinking, 
perhaps, there was twinuch notoriety already for their good The 
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pictureH in Beecjiey’s narrative annoyed th^ ehiefft-'a gocxTddiil; 
were too faithfully drawn, especially the »ian and womaiK * 

July 15th. This morning, we weiglied anchor, it bein^ our 
intention to lay off and on just outside of Blossom Hock, until Mr. 
GutzlaflT should come on board ; but when we had passed the chaitbel, 
a stroiiff tide to the southward carried us far out of our course. Mr. 


Gutzlaf^H^ on board about 3 p. m. from the Raleigh, whose desti- 
nation bimcc was for the Bonin islands ; and we immediately bore 


away, around the south point of Lewrhew, for the bay of Y^do. Tl^ 
account of our reception there will be given in a subsequent number. 


Art. if. First annual report of the Morrison Education Society, 
read, before the general meeting opuvined in Canton, Septcni- 
ler 1837. 

Tiik first annual Meeting of the So<^y was held at No. 2, American 
Hong, this day, Wednesday, the ^tlTof September, 1837. Present: 
Messrs. Dent, Jurdiiie, Green, Reeves, King, Turner, Lt. Boileau, 
Rev. Dr. Parker, Rev. Mr Bridgman, TTon. Mr. Drummond, Messrs. 
Williams, Mollerj^Gilinin, Schwabe, Cox, Slade, aiid^ Morrison. 

* 'Phe Meeting was opened by the President of the* Society, Mr. 
Dent, who said, he considered it unnecessary to enter into any details, 
as ail the proceedings of the lru.«>tees connected with the manage- 
ment of the Society were embodied in the report about to be read by 
the Correspotuling Secretary. The other trustees felt a warm inter- 
est in all that could tend to promote the objects of the Society ; but 
the chief work had hitherto nece.ssail^ devolved on the Corre.spfuidiiig 
Secretary ; and he felt happy in having this opportunity publicly to 
express, how willing, amidst his other multifarious duties, that geii- 
tliMiian ever was to bestow talent, and labor, whbiicver they could' be 
made useful. This first year had been one of preparation, rather 
than of operation ; but, looking to the groat object they had in view, 
he trusted they would not Iwi discouraged, that they would imitate 
that worthy man, whose name the Society bears, and as a tribute to 
whose memory it was established — who devoted his whole life n# ef- 
forts to benefit others, and to thankless endeavors for improving the 
condition of the Chinese. 

The president concluded his remarks by inviting the attention of 
the geiitlenieii of the mectitig to the report^ which was then read by 
Mr. Bridgman. 

RRPORT 

The selection of scholars, the procuring of teachers with means re- 
quisite for giving instruction, and the employipentrfiXthe same, form 
t^ree distinct departments m the great business of education, each

iHin.,. O.iljr partial succOsSnCan be expected, ifscnOlars are not well 
jclitC^en, or »f good teachers,* with ample meaea and opportoxiity tiljwjr- 
pld/,thein, arc J4pt provided. The coiiibiifatiori of ail these pferequi- 
sHe^ ill tiic best i>ossibie inantier, is a desideratutn, which, evetr i%. 
the 'most favorable circumstances of the most enlightened .p^S of the 
world, remains to be attained. To ascertain what is the'iMKj^ethod 
of education — especially as it regards the age at whie^phildren 
-j^onld begin to study, the time, the books, &.Q., to be employed,-^ is a 
jiroblvun yet to be solved. Often has it been necessary for meij, when 
eiitering on the business of life, ‘ to unlearn the errors of early educa- 
tion.’ There is, th^ghout all China, a great J^k of education, as . 
well ns great defects in that which e.\ists friends, therefore, 

have a tvvQ-lbId object — they must correct that vvlncb already is, and 
must supply what is wanting. Here, as in India, “ it is just as neces- 
sary to know tlie extent of the ignorance that prevails where edivpation 
is wholly or almost wholly neglected, as to know the extoUl of the 
acquirenients made w’licrc;3ome attention is paid to it.” 

In accordance with these ^ews, and following the plan which was 
laid down in the proceedings of the Society at its formation,* the 
trustees haye noiv to leport what ^they have done — not so much in 
elforts to obtain scholars, and teaclicrs, and means for giving instruc- 
tion, as in endeavoring to ascertain the .magnitude of the work to be 
accomplished in cftectiiig that improvement and extension of Educa- 
tion, so much needed among those who .speak tlie Oliincse language. 

At their first meeting, held January 18th 1837, two letters, whicn 
had been previously piepared, were reatl and approved, and soon after 
forwarded — one to literary gentlenioii long connected with one of the 
oldest colleges in the United Slates of America, and the other to the 
Secretary of the British and Foreign School Society in En|^lnnd. 

Tlic object of the former to obtain a teacher imrn^diateiy. 
The trustees expresriod their wis'Pfor a young man, one who will come - 
'directly to China, and who will enter heartily and unreservedly on the 
work of education. Provision for his passage out has been obtmned 
gratuitously ; and the a.s.<suraiice given him, that, on his arrival here, 
ne .“httll be provided with a rcsiannce and everything necessary to 
make the same convenient fi)r prosecuting the business of the Society. 
On his arrival, his attention will be immediately directed to the study 
qf the Chinese language, which inu‘<t, we suppose, form a principal 
object of Ins attention for four or five ypars, and will occupy a consi- 
derable portion of his time for almost another equal period. A few 
boys may perhaps at once be taken under his care. 

The acquisition of teachers, properly qualified to give oral instruc- 
tion in the native language, and to prepare elementary txioke iq the 
same, since no such books have yet been written, is exceedingly 
desjraffie. In order to accomplish its^esign, the Society will need to 
train up a.corps of iiative teachers. This taslc is as difticujt as it is 
iinportant, and^v/^ need the best foreign th asters 'qf the; art to accom- 
plish it « Without saSh auxiliaries, very little progresa can be mude,

On this point the l.icts hithciio tolheted aie ‘•o ft vv, tli.it M would 
be premature and uns,ile to di.iw horn them anv ij[<‘neral ■-t'Heinents 
If 1 ? said, that, in liiis part of iho einpne, nmet\-live of the men in a 
huiidrod tilt: mtirried , and it i'- well known, that ajHnr.ditv ol wives* 
Fs not uncommon .nid vet, so far .ii onr mqiiine'' h.n'P evtemded. the 
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number of mnles exceeds tlivit of the females. In pursuing the.sc in- 
quiries in future, it ought to borne in mind, that no females emigrate 
from China. This fact will, in soitic measure, account for the excess 
bf females in those places from which many of the men emigiate. In 
Order to obtain accurate ^statistics tor elucidatmg this subject, the 
following simple mode of imjuiry has been suggested to some of our 
native 1 ‘riends “ take the name of an iiidividunl ( where the case 
is well known), and mark his r,psidcncc, age, number of wives, sons, 
and daughters, with such additional facts as seem worthy of notice.” 

’ 4 !hff(inU hiutU of uhools. 

Schools among the Chinese have ashunied a great vaiicly of forms 
We suspect that tlie ancient divisions, given in the classics, e\ist only 
in books; and that modern institutions, both high and low, public and 
private, lii^vx' been greatly modified accoidiiig to the circuinstuiices 
and wants of individuals and comimiiiities The mlliieiice of goverii- 
iiieut on primary schools, as well as on those of a higher lank, has 
been felt, bit the extent and eiVecls of such iiiiiiicnce lemaiii to be 
ascertained 

5. Tfie number of mnlts able to nail. 

In Nanhae the people are remarkable for their literaiy spirit, and, 
e.xceplmg agricultmisis, gardeiiefts, hslieimeii, vvitli those who are 
engaged 111 piovidiug lisci, and the classes befoie specially excluded, 
nearly all the men aio able to read, and two oi tliiee teiitln devote 
their lives entirely to litei ary pursuits lii otliei djstucts not iiioie 
than four or five tenths can lead, and only one oi two in a Jmndicd 
are devoted to literary pui^uits foi lile.

In anvjient tiroes, hoys commenced their primary studies at the age 
of eight years, and at iifterm entered on the study of the higher clas- 
sics. ■ Girls, ullei tlicy reached the age of ten, were not allowed to 
leave their apartments C’liddreii now usually enter .school at the age 
of seven or eight ye.irs But tliere is no fixed age. .ind they may 
commence at anv nine of ilm ye»r There is no (!:vi.‘<ion into teims 
and quarters, succer'ded by long vacations, with the exception of nevv- 
year, when there is a recess of two or tliiee months. Anspn-ious 
days must alway.s be sclecU d foi tJiC childieii to make their i'lrst en- 
trance at school 

H Prtmarif Boobs • 

The books j^i^pd for pi unary education are the Tnmetnral and 
Thousand Character Classics, a book of odes for childien, with parts 
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of tlie Four ncK)ks, iincl Five Clnssics, An npproprinte s 6 t of lessons 
hfivc l)e<'M selected tor girls. These books^ontain a large collection of 
iiioriil in.iMinh, ainl some remarkable hayings of the sages, with which 
are blended a vaiiet} of mystical dogmas, and a few historical facts. 
None of the branches of science, piopeily sc/ called, enter into any part 
of these prnn.iry books They are tioin beginning to end unlilted for 
the minds of clnldren, being, for the most part, hard to understand, 
and wholly dcvonl of topics calculated tl> awaken interest in the minds 
of children or to enldrgo their understanding 

i) Method of tearhnig * 

The melliod of teaching has, no doubt, been modified liy the cha- 
racter and style ol the Inxiks used. WIkmi the pupil enleis school he 
commences loaining liom the diction of the master, the latter reading, 
ainl ihij former tiillownig, mideavoring to imitate his tcacljer as per- 
fectly as possible As soon as ho is able to read a few' lines or sen- 
Tenci's, the child is sealed hv l.miself and contiiiinv thi' lepetition, until 
the lesson beconieti so l.imiliar that he is able to ‘ httt ’ it, i e, lepeat 
It with Ins hook helniid Ins Inndv Hook alter book is ^ haded’ in 
tills manner. In the mc<iii lime, lessons are begun in wilting. The 
(’liniese pa|)ei , used tor thi'' j)urpose,^j^ so thin, that, perfect copies 
Iieiiig placed beneath it, the pupil t^in trace the leltlua with his pencil, 
and so take oil* a lacsimile ot the cop\. Alter having pursued this 
course foi a \e.ii or two, and hecomi' taniibar with the limns of a few 
ImndK'd", or pet haps ihonsands, of characters, the teacher commences 
;? course of cNplanafor} le^'S! ms,, pi oceedniir over the ground alieady 
liod, and expl.iininir, woid toi woid, and plirase alter phrase, wliat has 
alieady been connmiled to inenioiy.

In iliis ji.ii licular iheie i> .1 great diversitv Those who are des- 
tined to a bii i.iiy conise, cinering at the ordinary jioriod, continue 
their studies, with few nitei rnptions, until they have gained the highest 
literary honois lo which they can attain — if successful, passing 
regularly tliroiigh the degrees of i^etrfsne, coriespouding to that of ba- 
chelor of arts; I'cujiti, master of aits, funszr, a still highei advance; 
and finally to the hanhn, corresponding to, or perhaps a degree high- 
er tlian, our docloiales 'J'Jie better rouiso of common education 
occupies the slmlent live, six, or seven years; others an; continued at 
their books for tin ee or four yeais; wliile some remain only a few 
months, or at most one or two years. The rich generally give their 
.sons the advantage of a full course in the study of the classics, with 
the opporfiinify, if they wisli it, lo compete for literary honors, ^’hc 
middling classes, of llie better sort, usually give their children every 
aid in tlieir power The poor, for the most part, are restricted by 
their poverty from giving their children any education, or from con- 
tinuing them 111 school beyond two or three years. 

* II. Hours of study. 

The hours of study also vary considerably, being regulated by the ' 
seasons of the year, and other accidental causes. Tlie most common 
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hours observed arc, from suiiribe till ten, when an hour is allotted for 
breakfast, after this, the gudies arc resumed and continued until 
ibur or hve o’clock, when the pupils disperse for dinner. Sometimes, 
in the hot months of summer, they do not reassemble; but more gene- 
rally, and always in the inter, they have a lesson in the evening, 
commencing at early lamp-lighting, and continuing until nine o’clock 
During all these hours there is very little change or variety m the 
studies, — the same book, and often one and»thc same lesson being 
continued from morning until evening. A little relief is occasionally 
obtained by leviewing former Ic-ssoiis, and by exercising the pencil 
in writing 

Jti Sdivol-rootns 

At Peking there are several public buildings, and in the metropolis 
of each province there are colleges, with a hall for literary examina- 
tions, all belonging to government. But vve are not aware that any 
houses or school-rooms are provided by government for primary edu- 
cation In the country, each village, or subdivision of a village, has 
its own school-room. Some of the apartments ol temples, especially 
those dedicated to ancestors, are frequently employed for school-rooms 
One of this description, which stands near the icsidence of ilie Siam- 
ese tribute-bearers, is about twenty-two feet by eighteen , and during 
the year has contained thiily-two boys, between the ages of seven and 
seventeen The scholars are not arranged into classes, hut are seated 
promiscuously, the old and the young together Kacli has his own 
table, which is about tliri'c feet long aiid one and a half broad, fii.- 
riKshed with a drawer and writing apparatus. The bo}s are seated 
on bamboo stools, most of them with llicir faces tow'ards the master, 
who occupies an elevated seat at one of the corners of the room. 
Close by him, on his right , is a tablet with an altar, ccnsecr.iied to 
Confucius and the god of loiters On the w'liole, the room is a very 
poor one, being narrow, close, dark, and hiw' The boys are tolerably 
well clad, and appear tieat and cleanly 'Pbey all study aloud, raising 
their voices to a high key ; and each recites separately in his own 
place, or comes forwaid to the master’s table I’lieir master is a 
respectable looking man, aged thirty-four years 

13 . NunAer and character of pupils in the schools 

In common schools the number varies from ten to forty In pri- 
vate eslahlishments the number is smaller, often not being more than 
two, three, or four, under the charge of a single master. In the high- 
er schools, or colleges, the number .sometimes rises to hundreds As 
to the character of the scholars it is not easy to form any correct opi- 
nion, without much more extended observation than we have yet 
enjoyed. On two points, however, we feel confident that we are safe 
in drawing conclusions; Ist, that the natural capacities of Chinese 
children are every w'ay equal to those of Europeans; and 2d, that the 
mental discipline, arising partly from the nature of the books used, and 
partly from the njethod adopted in teaching, is very inferior to that 
enjoyed bj European children 
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14 Character 0 / teachers 

The business of teaching is rendered honorable, more from its own 
nature, than from the character of iJie teachers, or the things taught. 
Not a lew seem to have rccouise to this ocaupatioii because they can 
find no Ollier A great majority of teachcA, in common schools, are 
unsuccessful candidates fbi literary honors. Having failed at many 
successive examinations, and having ariived at an age that unfits 
them to enter on a inercaiitilo life or a*iy course of manual labor, they 
turn pedagogues, in which occu|)fitioii little is expected beyond a good 
stock of patience and some tact at governing Clu.ililications requi- 
site for giving instruction seem to be of little consideration in the 
selection of teachers, Besides prompting the children in the first 
reading of their lessons, and afterwards hearing them repeal the same, 
the master has only to act the paitof a sentinel, and keep|[ood watch 
over his charge. 

1 .') tf'ttffcs of teachrt s 

The remuneration of teachers depends very much on the number 
and the wealth of their pupils. In a school of twenty boys, the ave- 
rage of a dollar per month from each is regarded as a high rate; 
ordinarily they do not obtain more th^i one half, or two tliiidh, of that 
sum. In some vilbigi-schools, pl^fuTs obtain Inition foi two or three 
dollais per annum, while, in private schools, they sometimes pay one, 
two, thiee, or moie, liuiidieds It is enstomnry, aNo, for the pupils, 
on entering school, and at other stated periods 111 the year, to make 
Aeir master small presents, which consist usually of eatables 
I (i Exainimtiom, 

The exnrnination.s of prim uy schools seem to be both informal and 
unfrequent The only examinations which obtain are made by the 
masters theniselve.s, and for tic; sole puipo'^e of ascertaining how much 
th^ ])upil has retained in his memoiy We are not aware that pa- 
rents 01 friends ever visit the schools in which their children are being 
educated All trial of the boy’s abilities is reserved for the cxamiii^ 
tions which take place under the direction of the government. 

17 liricards 

Rewards are frequently given, but seem not to be of much value or 
to have much inllueuce They usually consist of some tiilling arti- 
cles of writing apparatu.s, such as pencils, paper, ink, inkstones, &lc. 
Sometimes money is given. 

18 . Punishments. 

Punishments are often and severely inflicted. Neglect in arriving 
punctually at .school, or in acquiring his lesion in a given time, to- 
gether with any kind of misbehavior, renders the pupil liable to 
punishment, by reproof, chastisement, or expiil.sion. Whether the 
frequency and .seventy of the punishments depend most on the cha- 
racter and disposition "of the master or pupil we cannot tell. Great 
seventy is highly esteemed by parents, who seem lo fear only that 
their boys will not receive their full dues. Among thS instruments of

.The fact stnled above, that no females ennorale from China, should 
bo here kept in mind. But how far the interinarriaires witk the natives 
of the Archipelago haic aiiecled the Chnic.se cliaraetei, we have not 
the means of dctei mining. The numbers of Ciiiiicse in tiic rc.sidency 
of Batavia for the last four vear.s, stand thus

Whether the merchants who go annually to Batavia, are included 
in this statement, we do not know ; probably they are not. 
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The iiiforniatioD contained in the Chinese document seems to have 
been collected with iniicli care. We giw a free translation of the 
whole paper. . * ' , 

“ Having received your commands to make inquiries respecting the 
Chinese in Batavia, we immediately and ca^ehilly' sought for the par- 
ticulars, and have ascertained that the niMiiher ol'hieii is I2,0))0 ;-of 
women 9,000; of bop 0,000 and of girls 5.000; giving a total 
of 3‘4,000. But this estimate is coiiliited to the city of Batavia, and 
does not include those who dvvell on the hills in the country, ilxe 
number of whom w’e cannot ascertain 'J'hough the Chinese in Batavia 
are numerous, very few are able to read, piobably not one in ten. 
And if you wish to obtain teachers, we suppose you would be able to 
find only a few tens among the whole popiil.ition. 

“ This neglect of learning among the Cliiiie.se may he attributed, in 
part, to tJicir love of idlenesis and aversion to study, wliiMi renders 
them foolish and blind , and, in pait, to their poveri} , winch requires 
the children, at an eaily ag(‘, to assist then parents in gaming a liveli- 
hood, so that they find no time fiir stmly. The state of tilings being 
thus, It IS evident that girls can never be taught to read 

“ 'To your other iii((Uirios, lo.spcctmg the edncation of the Chinese 
in Batavia, we have picpared a fe^^answer.^, which are subjoined, 
and wo beg you to he-itow thereon a glance 

“ What IS the annual cvpeiise ol educating (Miincsc hoys in JJata- 
via^ It IS various VV'ealtliy families, who wish then sons well edu- 
cjjtod undei good niastcis, pay fiorii 39 to 109 dollais per annum, 
bill the pooiosl fdimlies pav no more linn 4*4 dollars They aie paid 
sometimes half yeaily, and .sonielimcs oileiici , there is no iimlorni 
rule. 

“ Wliat Is the d iilv loiitiin- of stud\ ? At five o'clock the pupils 
enter the school-iooiii to * attack their hr>f,k^.’ and icciie their Icasims 
to the teacher, this done t'.iey take a new le‘'SOii, and continue their 
studies till half past seven o’cloc’k, when they it tiro to hie.ikfist. At 
eight, llicy lelurn to then hooks, at ten they again leciie and ictpi-e 
new lesson'^ Writing now engages tlu'ir iittenrioii until noon, when 
they go for then dmner.s They cntei the sdiool-ioom again at one 
o’clock, and eitlicr resume wiitmg oi attend to an e,\pl inalory lesson 
from the teacher At h.ilf |ui?t two, they .ill resume tlicir hooks, and 
continue at them till halt past four, when tliov lecite and leccive 
another Ic.sson for the evening. At h.iH’past five the business ol the 
day closes. 

“ What compensation do the ina.stcrs receive ’ Sometimes a tlion- 
sand dollars , or perhaps six, eight, or nine hiiiidied The very lewTM 
wages are four bundled annually {') 

“ Are tiny rowaids given to the scholars, or pnnishnienls mflrted > 
No rewards of money are ever given , but sometimes, wlioii ihn cliil- 
dreri tire very intcJligent and skillful m compo'^ition, the teachers, 
pleased with their atlaniments, reward them with presents of paper 
and pencils When the pupils err, thev are heattm ^n their hand-^ 
with the bamboo, to make them rcloim 
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Do the scholars undergo any examinations They are soiiie- 
times examined by their telphers in writing poetry , but there are no 
public literary examinations like those in China 

What IS the usual number of scholars in a single school, and how 
’ are they arranged ? Tfte number varies from ten to thirty ; and 
sometimes they are seated* in two rows, according to seniority ; but 
usually they take their seats promiscuously. 

What aie the cerctnonies'^bserved, and the books used, in the 
schools? When the scholar enters the school-room he must first bow 
te Confucius, then to his master ; and afterwards go directly to his 
studies. The Four Books and the Five Classics, with the com- 
mentators, and a few other ancient writings, are used as school books 
in Batavia.” 

We turn next to Pinang, which is comparatively a new settlement. 
According' to a census completed in June, IKiO, the Chinese popula- 
tion was H, 993, tlie same census gave 2,295 to Province Wellesley. 
These numbers arc supposed to be too low Most of the people are 
from Fuhkecn Considerable numbers of mechanics, however, are 
from Canton and its vicinity Our correspondent, gives a dark pic- 
ture of the state of education among the Chinc'-e in Pinang Many 
of the men, he says, wlio can rea^ a few cliaracters, are often unable 
to coinproliend their meaning. No females can read, except a few 
gills, who have been taught in schools roctmtly established. “The 
present fernalo-scliool sv‘'tem — I mean that at Pinang, — doe.s not 
admit of efiiciency, at Ica^it, such is my ino'^t iniilurcd opinion ” So 
says our correspondent The details which he proceeds to give are, 
for the mo.st part, in good keeping with those from Batavia. We add 
a few particulars. C'liildren enter school between the ages of .six and 
twelve years, and follow the cour.se usual lu their mother country 
Some of the most wealthy send their sons to China to complete tlioir 
education The wages of teachers, are much lower than in Batavia, 
being 20 sicca riipee.s (about 'iitlO) per annum 

Two documents have been sent to us from Malacca; one has faded 
toieachiKs; from the other, which was intended only to supply the 
deficiencies of the first, we gather the following particulars ; which 
seem to refer exclusively to the piimary schools recently established 
by foreigners 

There arc of Chines*; m Malacca, about four males to one female. 
The major part of the males are able to read and write. They gene- 
rally enter school at tlic age of five or six years, and are taught on 
the interrogative system, and at an annual expense of eight dollars 
per annum. Children are continued in school seven or eight years. 
The teachers are usually paid according to the number of children 
thus for twenty pupils $8 are given, and a dollar for every addition of 
ten scholars ; they are paid monthly Books, apparel, money, &,c , 
are given as rewards, and their effects are good.. Public rebuke in 
the presence of the whole school, confinement, chastisement, and ex- 
pulsion, are the punishments for bad conduct At the end of each 
week the scholars are examined in what they have learned during 
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that period ; they are examined, in like manner, at the close of eaelt 
term. From thirty to seventy are assembled in a single school, and 
arc arranged in classes. Christian books, composed of short and 
easy sentences, together with the Chinese Classics, are used. 

From Singapore, Baiikok, and Manila, /o information respecting 
thS Chinese schools has yet been received/ Full accounts, however, 
may be expected to reach us soon. / 

We have now presented to the Sociel^ all the information, worthy 
of notice, which we have liecn able to collect. A great many more 
particulars, however, must be collected before wc can gain anywery 
sati'^liictury results. It will be desirable, therefore, to cuiitinuc and 
extend our in(|uines, until each and every topic is thoroughly canvas* 
sed, and well understood. 

We close tins part of our report, with a short extract from a private 
letter, written by Dr. Morrison not m.iny months before his^dcath. 

. “ in China no poor women can le.id, and but few of the rich. Clas- 

sical stiulics are not (or them; and Chinese novels arc ofien very bad; 
inability to read, therefore, is no great loss. Yet to l)c able to 
read and write a doiiK'-^tic letter is of course useful, and even Chi- 
nese books would somewh.it enlarge the mind ; but not many of the 
millions of celestial females are educatcHj. However, Poin& 

learn, and others are scliool-mistresses, who teach chiefly needle work 
and domestic duties 'Po these general remarks there are some ex- 
ceptions And l.idies aie occ I'^ion.dly to he found, who arc learned 
in^anciiMi lore, sueli .is it is There are ladies also, who make verses,

Ail the books of the library, now amonniiiig to 2310 volumes have 
hern presonterl to the Siicu'iy iiii«olicite<l Mi ( 'oI ledge set the ex- 
ample, and w.is followed by Mi Reeves, both of the gentlemen bring- 
ing in large collections of the hooks, formerly belonging to the mem- 
bers of the Hon Hast india Company’s Factory. 'Phe other donors 
are Messrs Dent, Fox, Blenkni, Morri.son, Moller, Iniics, Keating 
and Rev Messrs Medlmrst, Stevens, and Bridgman. 

What the books are that now compo.^e this collection may be seen 
by inspecticw, either of the library, or catalogue Since such ge- 
nerous contributions ^ave been made to the library, we trust it will 
jj continue to receive additions, e.speciallv ol those books whioJi reflate 
this country, and such other sl.imlard works a*! may serve for 
JB^rence *

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With so groat and good an object before them, as that contempla- 
ted III the constitutioH of tAiis- ^cicty, the trustees kSel conhdenl in 
the hope, that both its ineiubers and its friends abroad will ever, as 
occasion may deniund, ajford all re<]iiisitc assistance. Our expendi- 
ture, though small at pres^it, will neees.sarily increase as our operations 
are OA tended. Care will b? taiten to state fnllv, from time to time, 
both what is accomplished apd what is needed, and on the considera- 
tions thus presented the claim? of this Society must rest. 

After the Report had been read, the President explained to the 
meeting, that, in coiiscqnoiice ol the absence of both the auditors a|)- 
pointed at the last mooting, the trustees had requested Messrs. Green 
and Cox to act piovi«>ionally in tlicir place: it was then moved by 
Mr. Reeves, seconded by Mr. Moller, and unanimously resolved : 

“ Tiiat tho provisio.ial appointment (tf auditors, which lias been made by 
the trustees, be confiriiiod by tin*. tnj«;ting.” 

Some discussion no\t ensued on one or two of the subjects alluded 
to in the report; and Boileau made some remarks on the mode 
of conducting schools in India, and obligingly promised, on Ins return 
,t.o Bengal, to com ' cum cate to the secretary full details of tlie general 
urr iiigeinents of the schools, vvhidh he had not then with him. 

■, It was then moved by the Rev. Dr. Parker, seconded by Mr. 
Reeves, and unanimously resolved : 

« That the Report which has been now read, be approved and accepted ” 

Some further convers.ition having ari‘-ni, on the subject of .schools, 
and it haiiiig been asked, whether schools might nut be e.stablislied at 
Canton and Macao, under the care of native tutors, objection was 
made to such a measiiiC, on the ground of the utter ineHiciency of 
Jbucli native tutors as are at present procurable. In enforcing tins 
" oiyectioji, — 

Dr. Pdikcr, who was just recovering from illness, rose, and ad- 
dressejl the meeting in tho following terms: 

'* 1 want strength, Mr. President, rather than inclination, to ex- 
press a lew of the sentiments which Jthe occasion and report iriesis- 
tibly av^aken. There are several facts, sir,' wliieh require to be 
strongly imprc.ssed upon oUf minds. The Society is exposed to ani- 
madversion, because it cahiiot immediately di^lay the fruits of its 
labors. ikRut the pe^iilianly of its circumstances should b^.kept in 
^ \ie\\^ No similar lustiiutioii in the world is like it, in the obstacles 
to be encoU||iJler(‘(rHt Us fsommencemhnt. An immon.se work of pre- 
paration mn.si precede iLs ^.successful operation. You i^st half cir- 
cuiniiav igate the globe to iwtaSn the men who are to Income your 
Igcnts in instrucliu'n ; and then, in the w^rds of tBe report, * four or five 
years ofclose apfilication to the languagawill be necessary,’ before they 
will be prcpired for efficient This may seem disheartening^; 

But it^v> iLuiiiversal law, that cause dftust equal effect. The objecl^m 
the Socie^ is iost. The foundation m^t be deep and btoad to sup- , 
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port the superatructiire jou hope to erect;. and much foretlioaghtp ^oil, 
4iiid patience, are iudispoiisable. By ja|ing a broad basis, you aHJl 
create confidence among, and secure cooperatioii from, the wiset atul 
benevolent abroad. They will perceive that it. is not an ephemertt 
thing, but a concern t)iat readies forward Jkr into the future, and ia 
worthy of their patronage. / 

** The niiiid is overwhelmed in the contemplation of the results 
which this Society is capable of efiecti^. Take, if you please, the 
case of the little beggar mentioned in the rei>ort : contra^t his pre* 
sent prospects with his former condition. Think of tlie liulc su/Terer 
dwindling away for a few weeks or months, and perishing in the 
streets ; then look forward and behold the man he is capable of be- ' 
coming under the auspices of your Society. This is a single case. 
Multiply this unit by tlie inilliuns of children, uithni and without tho 
empire, whose education you contemplate, — and how great is tho 
aggregate of good to he accomplished! In the moments of calm re- 
Aectioii, when the mind rciolvcs the various objects of virtue and 
philcinthropy, some may equal, but few will .surpass, in desirabltnea 
or moral grandeur, the Morrison Education Society. 

“ Happy allusion has been in-wlo to Mm whose name the Society 
bears. We lo^e to dwell upon his memory; and upon uhiit he, an 
individual, under God, accoinplishedf^y system, diligence, and pa- 
tient perseverance. The allusion involuntarily carried my mind hark 
to an early period in his history. 1 seemed to see him piirsunig his 
stjidies in a ‘ godowii ’ — with the large volumes of a commentary on the 
Bihle screening his lamp from the wind and thus porinji over the 
language which he afterwards .so successfully acquired, and. the ktiOW'- 
ledge of wiiicli has rendered him a blessing to so v.ist a portion of his 
fellowmeii.

" How conuncrci.d and political changes may affect this ami kin- 
dred institutions in China, none c.iii foretell. Everything, however, . 
at present, encourages us onward. Death, has it is true been among > 
us; at this, our first aiiiiiveisary, wc are reminded, that one of the 
original memliers of the Society, one whose valued counsel and varied 
cooperation would ever have been cheerfully given, had his life been 
spared. Will meet us no more. 1 allude to the Rev. Mr. Stevens. 

“ Notwithstanding the obstacles met with (to which a bare allusion 
is sufficient — for they arc familiar to, and appreciated bv, the Socie- 
ty), iSadsfactory progress has marked this first year of the Morrison 
Edubatidn Society's existence. The men on whom the labor haS 
devblvetl — the trustees — hold no sinecure. They have otherwise *' 
fiill occupation for their time and talents ; and yet resolutions formed, 
by them have been executed, correspondence has been atleinled to^)’ 
And statistics hare been collected, as is fully sho^yi^hy the report ' 
(iiiA bas this morning been read. 
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, “ No particular sect or nation is here brought together for a sulior- 
diiiatc end ; hut we heholci, a converging of accordant minds to tho 
great object of educating, ‘according to tlie best systems of Chiisten- 
doin,’ the myriads of the present, and millions of future, generaliona 
of the youtii of tins eiiipitt' ”

Ok all the foieign nations holding intercourse with China, England 
has long occupied the first place, whether wo regard her in a commer- 
cial or in a political point of view. Holland and France each send 
forth to China three or four ships annually ; to which Java adds a few 
more, under the Dutch flag Hamburg and Denmark have each ge- 
nerally one ship in the seas of (fliina. Prussia sends a vessel alxiut 
once ill two years The direct trade between Portugal and Macao 
is scarcely greater than that of France , the trade between the Por- 
tuguese and Spanish colonies and Macao is conducted by Jess than 
tw’enty Portuguese vesseh, mostly of light draft, w’lth a trifling addi- 
tion of still smaller Spanish vessels from Manila The trade of the 
United States is carried on in about fifty vessels, averaging not above 
500 or 000 tons each ; and even of these many reach China direct 
from England. But the English trade, even in the time of the Com- 
pany’s e.xclusivc commerce, employed every year no less than twenty 
large ships of IJ300 or 1400 tons, from England, with more than an 
equal number of ships in the Indian trade, averaging 700 and 800 
tons, besides occnsiona! visitants from the Indian ports, and from 
Pinang and Singapore. Since the opening of the trade, although the 
number of very large ships has been much reduced, yet the whole 
number of vessels has increased in a much greater r.atio. In the year 
ending June 30th IH37, no less than 150 English vessels visited Chi- 
na. liooking at the value of the English trade, as compared with 
that of any othaef country, the disproportion is still greater For the

If we view the Fiiiglish relations with (j^iiia in a political light, her 
only rival for superiority mer all olhej/natiniis is Russia.

On the north-cast ol Sadiya, a lew wild tribes (whose miifiiai conten- 
tions arc from tunc to time compelling some of them to place them- 
selves under British protection) alone separ.iic; us from the province 
of Szechuen, distant fiom 120 to 150 rnil^s. Bntan on the northwest 
of A'sain, i.s in part possessed by the Chinese. Nip, II, a friendly 
stale, at whose court the English have a political rr.sideiit, and whose 
monarch is iii groat measure awake to the value and importance of 
European science, has for many years been reckoned among the tri- 
butaries of Cliina. And to the north-wo.st of this country, a morning's 
ride out of the British territories brings one into immediate contact 
with the Chinese milifary po.sts on the Tibetan frontier These are 
very modern and still progressive approaches to lhe«lrmitier of (^hina; 
they are approaches made at many distinct points , ana are hence the 
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mnre calciiiitU>(l u> arouse the suspicions of a haughty and repulsive, 
hut tuble goverimioiit. surely it is imperative on the British 

goveniiiKMit to put itself in a position, by means of trustworthy and re* 
sponsible ol/iccrs, acqu/nnted with the people and their language^ to 
smooth of}' .-til sucii jealohsics, and at the same time to gain every 
possible iidv.iutiige in regaN* to mutual intercourse. Surely it beho\es 
lu^r, in her Straits’ colonies, \<o have officers actpiainted with the lan- 
guage and habi(.s, the custoinV and the prejudices, of a people, who 
promise erelong to exceed all other natiies in numbers, as much as 
they now do in enterprizc and nidiiNtry. Nor, holding such a position 
as Kiigland now holds in the view of the Chinese, does it less behove 
her to apjiear, through her functionaries m this country, in her true 
and proper ciraracter (would that that character were never even in 
these days tarnislied), as a great, an intelligent, a pr>wcrful, and at the 
same time a generous, and furheariiig nation. 

But while ICiigland .stands thus preeminent among the nations, in 
her coiiiiiiercial and political relations towards China, how greatly 
has sue •illowcd other nations to excel her in endeavors to attain a 
knowledge rif tiie people, and of the language of the people, with whom 
she may so soon be brought into close, or it may be hostile, contact! 
Russia has her school at Peking, which has as yet, however, produc- 
ed little that the world has been permitted to see France has her 
Chinese library, and has long had a professor of the Chinese and 
Tartar languages. Prussia, that sends a single ship to China once in 
two )«f.irs, has her Chinese library and professor. Yea, even Bavaria 
supports a Chinese professor, at the university of Munich. But the 
English goveinmeiu has neitlier of its own accord done anything 
for Chinese literature, nor has it afforded, even when earnestly aj)- 
plicd to, ihc least countenance to the strenuous efibrts made by pri- 
Vdlo individu.-ils, to give facilities for acquiring a knowledge of Chinese 
without the necessity of a distant voyage. The East [lulia Company, 
ivhicli has until very lately stood in the place of the British govern- 
ment here, and which still does so in India, has done a little for 
Chinese literature. With the single and striking exception, however, 
of Its munificent support of Dr. Morrison’s lexicographic and other 
literary labors, it has acted at all times with anything but liberality 
towards efforts for the extension of a knowledge of China, and has 
shown Itself wholly wanting in any due appreciation of the value of 
such knowledge to its own political interests We do not risk these 
assertions in regard either to the British government, or to the East 
India Company, without having it in our {wwer to bring forward 
abundant facts in proof of them These, however, are mostly well 
known, and one only need here be more particularly alluded to. In 
1824, Dr. Morrison conveyed to England a large and vnItiabiR Chi- 
nese library, collected by him when commencing his lexicogrnpliie 
lai>ors ; and this library it was his purpose to present to any literary 
institution that would establish a Chinese school or professorship. 
His efforts to effect such an object were, however, fruitlf?S8 : the 
needful inteieiit in Chinese literature did not exist j and the govern*

ment, when applied to, declined making any atteni| t to create it ; 
and even a remission of duties on the Ikmi^s was refused ' 

We have now, lioweier, the pleasure to record, ilatthe attempt 
in which Dr. Morrison failed, and in w^iich the Ihiiish /ro\(<rn- 
ment declined its aid, is about to he aohin made by afewprnnte 
individuals, friends to the ineiuorv of l^ deceased (’hiiiese sobolar 
and philantliropist. Belbre jiroceedinj^riefly to point out what steps 
may at once be taken by the ihitish gm eminent, whotbc'r at home or 
in India, for extending a knowledge of China, we will here subjoin 
the prospectus that has been issued by tlie individuals who have inter- 
ested themselves with regard to this library.

IJis design, 111 bunging tl)i<> libiary to Kngland, was to oifrr it ns a frer gift to 
his couiilry, provided it could be lendercd the nicniis ui irilmdiiciiig into it the 
study, and of c.stublishing, in one of its seats of litenilnre, a school for the ciilliva- 
tion ot the Chinese language. 

Not meeting with encouragement in thf^ )ii|iHinry design, he projected n society 
under the title of ‘l^inguagc institution,’ to whose aparlniehts in Rnrtlett’s build- 
ings the library was transferred The object of llic inslidUion \va.s lo give insline- 
tioii to all peisons desirous of obtaining a knowledge of the ('hiiiese and other 
oricnlal languages : and gratuitously to surh ns intended to devote llieir iiIIhiii- 
10*^1113 to the propagation of Cliiislianity Dr. Aluiiison himself ultended at slated 
hours, and gave instnu'tioiia in rMiiiiese to seveial pupils 

After his i*cturn to China the iiistitulion liingiiished, and at length was closed 
The library, at cording to the dnetoi’s direction, was placed, under the van: of 
trustees, In the house of the London Alissioriary Society, wlieie it still leiTiniiis

In coiisei|iiciice of the death of Dr Moiiison, and the inadequate piovision

During the .time of service they play 
appropriate airs on th€*ir ‘eight kinds of iiistruiiifiits,’ one or more of 
them, in the mean time, performing a recitative This riinsic, — very 
unlike any thing European, — requires careful attention At Peking 
the cultivation of it i.s entrusted to a Board of musicians, atta<;|ied to 
the Poo 111 Canton, except on occasioBS like the present, music 
receives no patronage from governiiieni , and the yoshti^ are left to 
seek tiKSlriictiori wherever they c<in obtain it. 

The mtosang, by word of mouth, by a wand, or liy walking to and 
fro, l6ad the services of the official worshipers. While the music is 
plA]ying, every advance and retreat, every turning, kneeling, or bqw- 
ing, IS done at the word of one of the wroosAt.g, who is appropriately 
the nianter of cpr<, 'monies, and whose stentorian voice is not unliki^ th^t 
ofcomtiiand if* :i militiU'y drill.

Tiiii 'S'lftj return of one ship from i1ii»4lcet of Mapellan, her valuable 
cargo, and the acc(»unts submitted by her conimiiiidor, Cano, gave a 
new impulse to the zimI au<l enterprise of Ch.irles V , .iiid he imme- 
diately commanded a second expedition tf> the Moluccas Among the 
Btfeiiuous adviseis of these renewed attempts, we are surprised to find 
Talero, the eaily tnend and alter rival ol Magellan This unexpect- 
ed resuscitation is, however, authorised by our anlhorilies, wlio coi- 
rect themselves as to hi'' leported de.illi, and rejuesi'ni him as ajiplj- 
ing for royal le.ive t«> send out two shlp^ at his own e<)''t .ini| promis- 
ing to paj, for such license, one thud of the profits ol the evpeiiition.

Reserving for a future page, a notice of the controversy which 
arose between the Spanish and Portuguese monaichs, as to iheir re- 
spective rights to the Moluccas, we proceed to nace the course ol the 
fleet of Loaisa, tlie second attempt to reap the fruits ol’tlie di''eovene« 
of Magellan This fleet consisted of six shijis and a lendi'r and in 
litl.ng It out, the pretonsions of Seville were set asnle m lavoi ol 
Oirniia It w'aa well supplied with arms, and the more peaceliil 
aminiinition rerpiisite for commercial rxcliangi s, ,iufrj)l4crd under the 
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command of Garcia Joire de Loaisa, as captain-general, seconded by 
Sebastian do Cano Ampl^ instiiictions as to dealing with the native 
tribes and with the Portuguese, wore prepared, the oath of homage 
taken, the royal pennon blessed ; and thus tlioroiighly furnished, Lo- 
aisa sailed from Cornua in^July and on the ^Sd August, anchor- 

ed in Goinera. Pmsuing Vjjie voyage hence, the coast of Brasil was 
made in safety, but one of tlr^ six ships was lost, in a harbor in 37” 
south latitude during the night of the J4th of January. 

The romauimg vos&ols pursued their course, encountering fretpient 
gales and often seeking shelter in the Patagonian harbors One of 
these, like the (piiot haven winch received the sliipj. of /Eneas, was so 
secure, that the resting bark needed not the anchor

Clearing the Straits of Magellan, tlie ‘Joih May, a storm Miparated 
the squadron, and the little tender, almost without piovisions, bore 
away for New Spam, then just known as the splendid prize of the ad- 
ventunjiis Cortez Tin; riag-shi|» pursued her way across the Pae-ific, 
but before half the long and painful passage w'as accomplished, Loai- 
sa expire<l, and 1 is successor Cano, the suivivor of .ill tlie dKastors of 
Magellan’s expedition, was consi^^ned, f(»ur days after, to a i.ist lesting 
place bene.ath the w.iters of the Pacific. 'Plie cotninaiul of the lleet 
now devolved on 'Poribio Alonzo do Salazar, and on the I3tli Septem- 
ber, the first of the Ladrone idaiids vvasdeseiied m IT north Jifitnde, 
and calhnl S.in ifartolome.. On approacliing a sin.oiid island, ot liie 
same group, the ship wms liaded m Spanish, by a deserter iioni the 
fleet of M.igellan IJis native conipaiiious bionglit supplies of cocos, 
plantam.s, nee, fish, &.c., but were ill rerjiiiled lor llieu confiding 
attentions, eleven of them being enlra]iped and carried .iway to woik 
the pumps of the leaking ve.sse) The tle.ith of S.il.izar again depriv- 
ed the e\[)edition of a liead,andan eleeiion follow eil, winch conferied 
the conim.in<i on M.irtiii Inigiiez de C.ir4|ui/..mo. 

On the iid October, Mindanao was desciied, but it was wiili dilli- 
culty that rcfreshmcnls could be obtained fiom tlie shore, the natives 
mistaking the .‘'tranger.s for a new rletacliment of hated Portuguese. 
A better reception was met with at I’alao, half way between Mjnd»i- 
nao and Ternate, hni when the n.itive chief bcMuight, in return, that 
the strangers would light ins battles for hun, liiiguoz refused and sail- 
ed for Gilolo Early m November, a friendly port in this island was 
entered, and here the party first learned the fate of ‘la Tiiiiidad,’ and 
the companions of Espinosa. It was also told them, that the Portn- 
guc^e had revenged on die r.lj/i Alniansor, his kind r('ce(>tion of the 
Spanish fl'^et, and that for the same reason, they had recently burned 
the pnncqinl town of Tidore, and driven the chief to the mountains. 
The Spani.sh writers say, that the recollection of this earlier visit and 
the hiatred of the Portuguese, made the fleet Iniguez most welcome 
.at (iilolo, and that their arrival was celebrated by the natives, all 
around, with t Inrriiuations and dances 
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A different reception was giien to the new comers by the Portu- 
guese colonists ot'Ternate. then coniniaiyicd by F. de Castro, a name 
of much note, in the colonial history ut that nation, at this period 
De Castro domed the right of the Spaniaril^s to interfere in the com- 
merce of the Moluccas, and required them to be gone, but the rough 
and loyal Imgue/ refused submission, add declared that he would 
answer all such demands, ‘ without ini^ or paper.’ Repelling some 
slight attacks of the Portuguese, he Anchored before the destroyed 
capital of Tidore, where the young chief of the island came to wait 
on him, supported by the r.ija of (.iiloln an old man of eighty years. 
'J'his alliance brought on an open war with the Portuguese, in the 
course of which, one of their vessels, witli quintals of cloves, was 
capturotl 

Several battles, negotiations, and ill-kept armistices, fill up the inter- 
val, to the iloatli of Imgiiez, who fell aviciim, not long alter, to poison 
administered by a Portuguese On his death Hernando de la 'Porre 
•was chosen as the foiirlli successor of Loaisa, aiul the now comiiian- 
der, aided by the pr.'iluis of 'Tidore and (iilolo, everted himself in mak- 
ing head against the INirtngnese and llieir ally the chief of 'Ternate 

We leave De la 'Torre* for a while, in tlus niibappy position, to fol- 
low the lender of Lo.nsa’s squadron^ winch, it will he rememliered, 
sought a icl’nge from fciinino, in sou#*port of New ,S))ain, sevf*ii years 
before an iiKlepeudeiit empire, hut now reduced to a Spams.h colony. 
Before her arrival, it is said that ilie gen, us of Cortez, or perhaps the 
pj;omj)tmgs of Ins ‘•nperior, iii Spam, Imd suggested to him that the 
western ports of Ills new conquests were the most favorable points, 
from which to carry on the spice trade On the arrival of the tender 
lie immi'diately gave ordeis for an expedition iii aid of Louisa, and 
the little vessel being no longer sr*awortli\, tfiree new ships were 
eqnipyied, well armed and manned, and furnished witli an assortment 
of’mercliaiidise and some Mi .vican silver 'Tins fleet sailed tiom 
<Jevatl:ine)o on all-sainls' day, a i> 15*2S, under the command of Al- 
varo de S.i.ivedra Passing m sight of several of the Ladonio or Ma- 
rianne islands, Saavedra made the coast of Mindanao, and at a port 
in the vicinity lie e.eniPnted Ins friendly intercourse with a petty r.ij.i, 
by performing the usn.il Da\ ik ceremony Jfi're he was informed that 
eight of Ins coimtrvmen, refngee.s from the fleet of Magellan, had been 
sold as slaves to tin* Chmese , and two otliers, presenting tiienisclvea 
with a similar story of llieir manner of ai rival m the island, ho ran- 
iiomed for sixty dollars Standing on toward the Moluccas, Saa- 
vedra repulsed a Portuguese squadron w'liicli atlcmpted to oppose 
his progre-is, and reichod 'Tidore in safety, whore he found a cordial 
welcome from IX' la Torre After a siav of two montlis, ho sailed 
again on his return to New Spain, with sixty quintals of cloves, then 
quite a valuable cargo, but now worth about 

A discoverv wa*- rheii made winch threw an imhapp\ light on the 
fate, of the Santa Malta d ’el Parral, one of the missing ships of Lo- 
aisn’s sqnadion 'The Spaniard'^ rinsomed l)\ Spat^rdr.i proved to be 
two of the mniinecis ol her crew, which after putting 4icii ofliccri# to 
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death, had carried the vessel to the island of Sangin, where the great- 
er part of them lell by the l^ands of the natives, and the survivors were 
sold into slavery. The wretches who made this disclosure were drauti 
and quartered. 

While this retribution was indicted at Tidore, Saavedra pursued 
his course and touched at^a large island which he named ‘ Isla de 
Oro,’ peopled by a black race, with ciirlv hair, naked and armed with 
swords, &.C. This discovery rs said to have been in 7° north latitude, 
and cannot therefore be identified with the ‘Gold Idand’ which figur- 
ed on the charts of the Pacific to the southeast of Japan, dowm even 
to the time of Krusenstern Aftin carrying his vessel seven degrees 
farther to the noith, and finding the northeast winds too strong to be 
resisted, Saavedra put back to the Molnccns After a short respite, 
he again attempted this, till then unacconiplishod passage, and reach- 
ed the 20th degree of north latitude; but falling sick, he was compel- 
led to resign the command of the tleetand expired .soon after Ills suc- 
cessor, 111 compliance with his dneclion.^, pressed on, intending to reach 
the 30tli parallel, and, if the easterly winds should be found to prevail 
far north, to jint back to the Moluccas Eiiflit d.iys afiei the death of 
Saavedra, his siiccessor Pedro Laso followed him , and the remaining 
crew, 18 in number, b.iflled in all their elfoits to get to the nortbca.st, 
returned to Tidoie, where a part^entered the seivice of De la 'Porre, 
and the rest, seeking a [lass.igc home by wav of India, w-ere appre- 
hended, and kept two veais in prison, by the Portuguese governor of 
Malacca. 

Thus ended the expedition planned by Gortez and e.xecuted by 
Saavedra Our antbontu's leave us in the dark as to the fate of the 
remaining vessels of S.iavedra’s tlee.t, but wo infer that they weie re- 
tained b) De la 'Poir^, and no iloiibt were soon ruined by the worm.s 
so deslrMcti\e to shij).- m these latilinles No clue la given as to the 
fate of the tliioe missing ve^sids of Loaisa’s fleet, wbothor they w'ero 
lost 111 the passage aoros.s the Pacific or rejoined the admiral at 
Tidore. 

The return of S.iavedra’s ship to the Moluccas deprived De la Torre 
of the hope of o.irly succors from iNevv Sp.iin, but he still maintain- 
ed the contest with the Portuguese, and a senes of petty conflicts en- 
sued The brunt of the war seeui.s, however, to have fallen on the na- 
tive allies of both parties; and in its piogre.ss, their towns were burned, 
their cultivation wasted, and themselves plundered, miirdeicd, or re- 
duced to slavery. At length an occasion presented, which was eager- 
ly seized by the Portuguese, and De la Toire was surrounded in the 
fort of Tidore, when the greater part of his force was absent, and 
compelled to a capitulation. The absent partisan.s refii.xed to accede 
to the slipiilations, and De la Torre himself, tlistrusting the good faith

and selling Hiem. 'riien lineals comiirir lo the Unov\ledge][of iho 
Portuguese commander, he seized several of the iidliieMlial i hiefs and 
put them to death. A iieiieral rising is said to have followed this 
cruel act, and l)c la 'Poire, regarding the animosity of the nativ.e.'* as 
directed indiscnmafelv trovardsboth nniimis, |oiiied tlie I*ortiiguese iii 
provisions Ibr llie eominon ileloiice ami safety It w.is now the begin- 
ning of and the SpniiHli party ueie still witlioul advices or 

succor from anv quarter Menezes. the Poitngiiese governor was then 
succeeded by (lorisalo Pereiia, an ohl man, Imt who exposing him- 
self unguardedly to the native**, soon fell a saciilire to tlieir fury. 
'With his successor Fonseca JX' la 'Pont', diseomaged by his long 
disappointments, treated for the letiiin of his jiartv, m the Portuguese 
ships to liishon A tedious refeieiuM* of I Ins treat} to the governor- 
gcijenl of India, was then made, and hi-' .nii'-woi being favorahle, the 
remnant of (he Spuii'*li force left fiic-e lamK in 15d5; and arriving 
in Spam while Charles V was .rlft^til on his r-xpedilion again.st 
Turns, tliey found a kind reception fiom the conned of ilie Indies. 

We must heir advert hriefly to the negoliiitions whicli had been in 
train dm mg the first five vears of their long ami dienry absence, and 
which had torminaK'd long liefore tlieir n'lmii, in the pr.iclical renun- 
ciation of tiie Spanish right to the tradi* id’ the Molucras It has 
been already inmitioned that tlio first oiulit of Lo:ii'!a’s fleet called 
forth a rcmon'>lraiice from kmg .lobn r>t Poitug.il 'Plie Sjv.inish sov- 
eieigii r<‘])Iird, tliai he should ' ertamlv adlmre to the demarcation 
esf.ihlished between tlie di-ij-ov, -nos of iIh' two crowns, l)y papal au- 
llioritv, and tint he pioposed to send two ve-'-'els, one east jind the 
other west, to ascertain its tine position King John rejoined by 
sending an ambassador, and this iiie.isure f'nectiiig iiolliing, the dn- 
pnted point was referred to the roval ronncih, (‘arh of which, very 
naturally, sided with its mn''ter Arhitiators were then ajipomted 
who met on the frontiers of Spam and Poiliigal, and here the question 
was taken np and mootid, cosmographicallv , poliiicallv , and ail ways 
save disinterestedly 'Phe Spanish writers s.iy th.ii the claims of their 
king were substantiated by the demarcation and bv the voluntary 
submission of the native chu fs so that no ground was left to the Poi- 
tiiguese, but that of prior, hut unlawful, possession But bofiire a 
compromise could be arrived at, the rommi^sions of the negotiatois 
expired, and it was agreed that the question at issue should he remit- 
ted to the royal principals, between w^hom there e\i.>sied tie«< of blood 
and friendship, whose force might facilitate its amicable decision 
Unhappily for the Spairi«h cause, the treasury of Charles V w.as sadly 
exhausted, and the monarch was much pressed this moment to 
meet the charges of his coronation day, in Italv '^he wily Portu- 
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giiese saw Ins necessities and persuaded him to supply them by sell- 
ing his claims to llie trade ^iWith the Moluccas. A bargain was struck 
for 350,000 crowns, or iiuire correctly this sum was paid by Portugal 
for the exclusive trade in. spices, until the Siiamsh right by the de- 
marcation should be establi-^hed, and the money relunded. The 
Spani.sh council saw tliat tVus uas a silly contract, and the procurado- 
res of the cortes even offered the same sum for a six years grant of 
the spice trade; but it was no\v uk> late, and the emperor, ashamed of 
hi.s bargain, commiindctl that nothing more should be said to him on 
the subject This anaiiiTeinent was completed in I5‘29 and Us 
.stipulations placed the Portuguese iii exclusive possession of the 
Moluccas. 

But, (MiarlcN V by no means intended to cede to the king of Por- 
tugal under this contract, any thing more than the Molucca trade for 
the time h.-iiig lie roiitnimMl to claim a pci feet right to push his 
discoveries m the Pacili.; and convinced that the navigation tiy the 
J||^aits of Migrlhin was extremely hazardous, he r.ommitU"d the bnsi- 
nesf. of exploiation and coinpioM to the viceroys of New Spain, as his 
.ablest representatives rnclei hi** direction the vicmoy Antonio dc 
'i(|Ieiidozn, examined the coasts of ('alifornia as far as 4fP north hit. 
^Mfid proceeded io (3\tend discoveries in and hevomi the Pacific For 
this purpose, a Hoot of foui vessels was equipped, which sailed nmler 
command of liny laipes de Vdl.dohos, on ull-s'imts’ day, a n 154^2 
It passed through the !M in anno islands, naming many mid taking 
pos.sessiou of them for the crown of Spain Arriving in the vicinity 
of Mindanao, iii February 1513, and touching at S irragan, it wiis 
deternnued to form a sctihMueui , but the old Spanish .soldiois could 
hardly bo persuaded that it comportcrl with their honor to heeome 
tillers of ihn '•oil, more laborers In fact they siicccediMl so ill in this 
line, that sc.ircity began to pro-^s on the settlors, nor did th.;ir native 
'fillies prove a suflicimit depeinlence for necessary piovisions, Buy 
Lopes now .sought an alliance with the chief rfiii of IMmdanno, hut 
previou- quarrels with the Portuguesr* had awakened the fe.irs of the 
native chief, and the Sji.iuish envoy meeting hostilities instead of ii 
welcome, returned uusuccesiluh NVcossi'.y still pressing on tlie co- 
lonists at Sarragaii, a vessel was sent to obtain siqqilies from thn 
neighboring island'., and it was on one of these expeditions, that the 
group to the noithv ird was first viaited and called ‘ Fdipiiias,’ m 
hpnor of the prince of Asturias, afterward Phillip II. 

'The arrival of a wSpanish fleet had by this time become known at 
Tci'iiate, and the Portuguese governor lost no time m remonstrating 
'fi^amst the iiilVaclion of the treaty of 15*2f) Villalobo.s replied, that 
his master had at the same time f.»rhidden him to appro irh the Moluc- 
cas, and co.nmissioued anrl reqirrod him to form establish in^'ots in the 
islands without the cession line Dissatisfied with this answer, the 
Portuguese, coasted the islaii'K, persuading the natives to refuse alt 
supplies to'the Spaniards, till Vill.tlohrjs, unable to niaintam himself, 
resolved to .seek pew locations for his starving followers, at .some mens 
northern jioints Leaving Sarrngan, with lhi.s de.sign, the winds aiud 
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currents carried his fleet still farther souMi, and couipelleii liim to make 
a harbor in Gik>lo, where the native chief liad before entertaiiied 
Louisa's squadron, and by this hospitality, ^lad drawn on himself the 
enmity ot the Portuguese Villalobos wa^ induced to land and form 
HU alliance with this fruMidiy raja, hut scarcity, resulting from the 
hostilities of the Portuguese and the iinpovciisherl ro.jditicnk of the 
island, followed him even here. lie now dispatched a vessel to con- 
duct the two ships, leit ut Sarragaii, to Cidulo; but the messenger found 
that the vessels, and a great part ol the men left willi tliem, were ui- 
ready cut oft’. 'Phe surviving colonists were collected, and conveyed 
to G’dolo, atoppiiiji on the way to assi‘»t the raj 'i of Pangiiisari in a 
petty wai, on loiulition tli.it he would piuiiiit the pieiiclmig of the 
Catholic fiUlh iind ow'ii liiiiiself a va-ssal of Sp.nu ' IMeaiiiuno the 
‘ San Juan’ had been di.^patched, the viih August, for New Spain; 
but after passing thioiigh siweial groups of islands, one ot which wati 
a vohaiio. and reaching tin' ^lOtli par.ilJel of iiorih l.ihtude, slie was 
gompelled, like all her pi edeec^soi s, to put hack agiiin. 

Tlie governorship of Teiiiate now Idl into otluT liaiids, and the 
new ollicei iiiado a treaty with Vill.dohos, that there should he 
no coniinunic.iiioii hcMwceu tluui lolhoveis, th.it the Spaiii.irds "lioiild 
purchase no cloves evccjit Irom the Poringin “<e and that this conipact 
should continue in lorcc, until rcscT*d<Ml hv their su[)tnoi> the vice- 
roys of linlia and New Spain 'Phe San Juan was again di*?* 
patched loi New Spain, iho 7lh March, lolo, with a cargo oi' tiOO 
quintals ol clov(‘s, fir which the other large Spanish v|jij, l,.id L>f.e|| 
solcl to the Portuguese Aftej lour and a hall luonlhs’ ahsiuice, she 
again made her appeal aiice at ''[’nlore Her eouiinaiuh'r, peisu.ided 
that so nianv f.idures proved the iinpraclicahihty of ilic norihern pas- 
sage, had atteanpled to riMcli New Spam hy a soul hern course He 
hid coa.stod the shori's of iHiw (»Min*a with tills ilesigij, hut iiieeling 
with the novoi lading eastmlv w mds and pies^i'd hy a niiitmous crew, 
he was compelled to abandon ins pnrjjoso ainl leinrn to 'Pidore 

Huiing the absence ol the San Juan, Villalobos had been called on 
by the Portuguese coimnaiider to join him in an attack on the riij^. 
ofGilolo, winch he jnonjptly refused 'Phe conferenres held hy the 
governor on this subject, and the appearaine of sevi'ral Spanish dc- 
sertois in the Portuguese service, awakened the suspicion- ol llio na- 
tive princes wlu> had -o long espoused the snh* of the ariiiaineiits Irom 
Spam While Villalobos was weakened hy tin- partial di-fectioii, the 
Portuguese party was strengthened hy the arrival (»fii new fleet, and 
the Spani-sh olticer'*, fo.irmg that circimistances would (orce llifm mto 
iiugraleful suh> 5 erviency to their old rivals, ofl’ered to treat for their 
reluni to New Spain. 'Plieir stipul.itious on tins last point, as well 
as for tlie future security of their 'Pidorean allies, were rejected hy 
the Portuguese, and Villalobos, yielding to the pros.sure of the firnes, 
consented to abandon the native duels and take passage via India to 
Spam. Hih high-iTiind«d followers indignantly disavowed these en- 
gagements, and many of them passed mto the -erv^e.e of their ally, 
the raj^ ot Tidore VilUlobu'* however «'a)iitimird faithful to Ins 
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iHMly, and LMiibarki'fi with tho ^riMti*r [i.irt of his men for F^uiope, 
atler haiing lent them to the roiin^iiese, as auxiliaries in an 
unsuccessful descent on 'I idure Thc^e weak concessions to trying! 
circuiustaiiccs, did nut avail their author, he died in the early part 
t»l the pas-^aire home Ills lellovv-voyagers, iiicludii^ four Catholic 
priests, reached lushon via (ioa, in An^fiist, I.V49. Thus ended this 
uiilortunate cvpe<lifioti , its oidv triiits — the examination of some of 
the islands north ot the Moluccas and the bestowal on them of their 
pre^'Cnt name 

A new and happier epoch now' opens, m the history we are tracing, 
with the deaih of Charles V , on the 'ilst .September, 155H, and the 
accession ol Phillip 11 to the throne ol Spam 'Phe new monarch 
reiiKiinbered the distant inlands whu li had so long home his name, 
and ciijoiiK'd their imther exammalion on liUis dc Velasco, his able 
represen t at; *e m New Spam. Velasco entered into these views with 
ardoi, and four vr ssds wore immediately prepared and placed by a 
h.ippy choice imdei the command of MigucI Lopez de Legaspi, a 
ii.itivi* of (luipusi oa, and iii all respects an accomplished leader and 
able man. Six Augustine liiars accompanied the expedition, headed 
b_v P. rtdaiK’la, who h.id figured as a good soldier under Vdlalobos, 
and tliiis furnished, (he (leet put to sea November 21st, On the 

I8lh Felmi irv I ind was made in about 12“ north latitude, which must 
have been the eastern coasts of the now valuable island of Samar 
Follou’ing the shoies of thi.s and tho neighboring island of Leyte, 
liOgaspi sought a liieiidly intercourse with the natives, which their 
suspicious, 'iroiinded on the recollection of previous injuries from 
foreigiieift, olieii made it UTi|)Ossd»le to obtain. To those chiefs who 
had Iv'foie brlriended tho Spani.sh expedition.s he sent mc.ssagefe of 
thanks, .ind gave tlie strictest orders that, iii every inteiview' with the 
islanders, the mildest lieariiig should be shown At Cal)alian,on the 
soutlnvest point ot Levte, tlie Dayak ceremony oftasiing blood \t’as 
performed, but unable oven after this, to ijiiiet suspicion and obtain 
provisions, Legaspi was compelled to seize all the edibles witliin hi.s 
reach, and then make payment for what their ow uers could not be 
persuaded to part with in a more peaceful way 

Remembering the kind reception given to Magellan’s llect at Li- 
nia«ava, a small island .south of T-cyte, he .stemeil toward it, hut 
the stranger had been there before him, and its principal port was de- 
serted and desolate. Legaspi proceeded to Bohol, and having cajitured, 
on the way, a Bornean prAlnt which shewed hostile demon'-tralioiis, he 
liberated the prisoiier.s, witli regrets that they had rornpellcd him to 
tieat tlicm .is enemies. From hi.s captives Leg.ispi le.irned that Ins 
inability to obtain provision.s was the result of the general hatred pro- 
duced by the long continued opjiressioiis of the Poitugnese At tlie 
town of Dapitan he, was more fortunate, the ancient chief impressed 
by the superiority of his new giics(.s, sent away his Bornean visitors, 
declaring that he would have no friends hut the Spaniards Here 
T^egaspi learned »,be importance of Zebu and determining to proceed 
thitVier, he arfived before the town, now one of the most important in 
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the Phillipincs, the ‘27th April, 1505 3’he ^loss tiefeclioii of l)i« 
Zehuans from the Catholic faith, their treachery to the coiiipauions 
of Magell.ii), and the hostilitieb with which they met his first appruacli, 
drew Legaspi from his accustomed iiiildiieiA, and, liuiding a jbree, he 
sacked the town and diovc the inhabitants to the jungles. An image 
of the Savior, found in one of the native huts, Wiis regarded by the 
superstitious Spaniards as a miractilou.s testimony in their favor, and 
they resolved to fulfil, on the spot, their vow to found a convent and 
church in the name of Jesus. A general council was also held and it 
was agreed, that a vessel should be dispatched to New Sjiaiii for suc- 
cor, while possession was kept of the new acquisitions. Urdaneu was 
chosen to he the messenger of the expe.lition^aiid to urge the desired 
assistance Meanwhile the Z(‘buans resorti'd in wiin to blockade 
and poison, to dislodge the invaders Legaspi found inc^ans to pro- 
cure supplies, by visiting the neighboring islands and forming friendly 
connections with them. Under these auspices, the Catholic faith was 
preached in various places, and its minisiors were encouraged by many 
marvellous conversions A feeble attempt was made by the Portu- 
guese to siip(K)rt their claim to the po.ssession of Zebu ; but to lln^.se 
pretensions no concession was made by the Spanish colonists, and 
they cca'sc'd for a lime to be pressed*^ 

The ship which it had been determined to dispatch to New Spain, 
sailed the first of June, and after a favorable passage reached the port 
of La Navidad, October 3d, 15(i5. Two monllus before, the liUlc tender, 
which hail run away from Legaspi’s ficol, h.id also regained <i poit on 
the same coast VVe are not inrormed what courses were taken by iliesc 
twovo-'sels — the first that succeeded in crossing ilie Pacific from west 
to eist, but no doubt, their happier forlum; was due to the choice of 
a more northern track The n.i\igati>r who performs this passage so 
easjly, at the present day, in ships she.itlied in cojiper and with a per- 
fect understanding of the wiiuL ot the Pacific, will not the less rc'piA-t 
the sagacity which first lead the way to h:.s own success 

'Pile representations of Urd.uieta and Ins associates proem ed the 
iiumediate dispatch of the ‘San (ieroniino,’ the Isi May !.'>(>(), to Le- 
gaspi's aid. Unhappily her passage was protracted by mutiny and de- 
viation to five and a half inoiitbs, and her commander bad been cut oif 
by the mutineers, and tw'(Mity-si\ of them wu re ali.indoned on a deso- 
late island, before the loyal part of her company brought her safely to 
Zebu. In the mean time Legaspi had been extending his commerce 
with the adjacent island.^, on one of which coii.sidei able quantities of 
cinnamon were found. Three more years were passed in these limit- 
ed efforts, but when a further reinforcement of two sbip.s and 200 men 
came, under Felipe de Salcedo, in loOi), Legaspi enlarged his plan 
of operations, subdued the island of Paiiav, and prepared an arma- 
ment for the conquest of Luzon. This expedition moved norihw.ird 
in May 1570, and alliir some successful descents on Miiuloro and 
Batangas, it approached the spot where Manila now stands 

The territory around this noble bay was then ^oqfriied hy two 
rajas, an uncle and a nephew, named xMatanda, and j^ohman Fiuui

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the latter coiriioincn, as well as from their joint posses'^ion of horne 
pieces of artillery, we niust^nfer a coiineclioii with Arabian visitors, 
if not a Mohamiiiod.in descent, or perlnp*' an uiicrcoiirse with China 
and a tr.iflic with the Portntriiose The elder chief seems to h.i\e been 
a sincere and steady friend of his Spanish j^iiests, but Solirnaii, not- 
withstanding his celebration of the DayaU ceieinony with Do (joyti, 
nttenipted soon alter to cut linn ot)‘ 'J'iie Sp.inisli eajitani defended 
himself, and, iii turn becoming the a'«'*:iilanl, he captured the Ibrt of 
Solimaii with Its twelve cannon, and burnt lii'' vill.igt'

the Catholic, faith. He immediately coinineneed a regiil.ir fortiess at 
Zebu, erected the settlement into a city , and determining to he pre- 
sent at the fulfilnierit of his purp<ises, he sailed the Joth April, I5H, 
for the bay of Alaiiila, the admirable position of which for his colonial 
capital, he already foresaw.

Is said to have lii.ld eijiially sagacious and liberal opinion.s on 
matters of foieign police, and lo have sought to obtain for them all 
the heiiefits ol a tree and exh^nsivo inlerconr.se. ’The wreck of .‘'oine 
Chinese junks on the coast of Mindoro soon after aftbrdeil him an 
ojiport'inity to disjil.iy 4hese sentiments to great advantage The 
Minoorans, with the Siime lax views on this point wlych long prevail- 
ed elsewhere, appropriated the property of the iinfortmlafe Chinese ; 
but Legaspi compelled them to give up their spoil, and on dmii.ssing 
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the grateful strin<Ters, assured them of a wclcoiiic, at Jtll time.s, to the 
free port of Mainla. This^iiberality is said to have made a deep im- 
pression oii them and as to the accompanying ofler to give thorn the 
silver of Mexico in exchange for the merchandise of China, it seems 
quite probable, for aught vve know of the Chinese character, that it 
was very interesting to them — “les era miiy interesante, as our 
books say Relying on these overtures, jiinka came the following 
year with (Jhine.«c cargoes, which were promptly exchanged for silver, 
and Legaspi availed of their return, to send letters and presents to the 
governor of Fuhkeen, whicti it is probable, were duly delivered. 
A ship which was dispatched soon after for New Spain, carried a 
portion of these Chinese proiluctions, as evidence that a commerce 
was really opened with that country 

But the time was now come when the individual, io who^e pru- 
dence, cntt'rprise, and courage, Spain was mainly indebted for her 
possession of the Phillipines, was to be called away from the some 
of his arduous hut successful laliors. On the 30th of August 1573, 
Legaspi died, after a very short illness, and was buried in the Au- 
gustine church, amid all the cxprefsions of public vencratiop an*! 
public sorrow. Very probably those who shavr<l his successes 
and lamented his death, have d’-awn his character in too glowing 
colorsi The spirit of a military age and a proud nation pievented 
therri from seeing, as we do now, the odioiisness of armed colonisa- 
tion, both ill a public and private point of view But palliating this 
common obliquity of Ins day and generation, the sagacity, patience, 
activity, and liberality, which marked the enterprises (frf Legaspi and 
ensured their success, entitle him, beyond a que-stion, to the highest 
rank among the celebrated leadeisof his age, fuot to the very first 
name on the list ol’the founders of the colonies of Spain.

These systems 
are, I. 1’he Altaic, which is tnriiiinated to the west by the niountains 
of the Kirgliis, 2 the Teeiishan, .T the Kwanlun, and, 4. the Hi- 
ni.'il.iya chains Between the Atlaic range and the Teenslian are So..n- 
garia and the basin of the I'Me; between the Teenshan and the Kwan- 
luii, are Little or lJp|)er Bokh;ir.i (Kastern 'I'nrkestan) or Kashgar, 
Yhikaiid, and Khoten, the great desert of Sharno, Tnil.iii, Khamil, 
and Tangout, w'hich last must not bo coiifouiuled with 'J'lhet Lastly, 
bulweeii the Kwanlun and the lliin.'ilaya are ca.stern and western 'Pi- 
bet, in which are Lassa and Ladak. Were the three elevated plains 
between ^lic Atlaic, the Teenshan, the Kwanlun, and the Hima'laya 
ranges to be indicated liy tlie jiositioii of three alpine hikes, w'e might 
sel( 3 cl for this jmrposc those of Btilkashi, I^oj), and I’engri or 'reiigkiri, 
which corrcspoinl to the plains of Soungaru, Tangout, and Tibet.

January, and have invariably hccn them willing to go anywhere with 
those who paid their debt to the junk they came in ; they leave their 
country so very poor, that a fair pro^J»ec^ of plenty to cat, will induce 
Ihciii to go anywhere. From what 1 have seen on board llie junks, I 
should say that 20 per cent of the ini'ii brought here will be mecha- 
nic.s, periiaps iiiorc, hut J cannot bind injself on that head. It will, 
of course, be my duty to bring the number of each trade required, as 
near as 1 can, and in the event of a deliciency in any jiarticular trade, 
1 would recommend the drawing of lots for a priority of choice As 
to the distribiitiou of the laboiers, I must let them go in parties; 
were I to allow' drawing of lots foi them, a son might be separated 
from a father, a brother from a brother, and so on, which would tend 
very rrincli to render the men discontented. Supposing 20 per cent, 
of the in'Mi jirove to bo mechanics, a sulisciiber lor ten will have a 
claim for two tradesmen, Ibr live men one tradesman, and so on, any 
number under live w'lii not <;ivc a ci.iim to a tradesman, iiiile.ss more 
than twenty m the hundred should jirove such In case of loss by 
bhipwreck, 1 projiose taking out a policy of insur.ince, to cover the 
sum advanced by tlie .siibscii hers, jvrev lou.s to my dispatches leaving 
this. Any subscriber lading to make the necessary advance will, of 
course, forfeit his men. 

Kice being the iinncijial article of a Chinaman’s food, 1 would 
recoinmend the importation of lifteeii liundred or two thousand l)ag.s 
in- the ship, the men came in; it might ho landed line at three half- 
pence per pound, aitd ’vould go as far as Hour m rationing the inei^. 

It seems to ho a prevailing opinion that the Chinese will not re- 
main with their masteis alter their arrival here, of this I have very 
little fear. Alter the expiration of two or three years, inmihers of 
them will, no doubt, wish Ij letnrii to China, which I consider will 
lend to induce many more to come here the following year, particu- 
larly if those who go c.iiry accounts of good treatment, ^c , with 
tliem. Clnnese emigranis never bring thc'ir wives and families from 
the-ir native country; hni this doe.s not prevent their remaining many 
years in those countries where they find constant and profitable em- 
ployment If they get a year and rations, it will he double what 
they earn in and ahont Singapore, and, in my opinion, will be suffi- 
cient to keep up a constant supply of Chinese laborers in this market. 
On the snh|ect of ill-tiealment, T w'oiild caution the settlers of New 
South Wales: a Chinese will not put up with it, and will spread 
such rc|>orts about it, as will lend to prevent future supplies reaching 
this part of the vvoild-

A lull, 
authorr/mg tlie establisliinent of a courier courts, unli criminal and 
admiralty and civil pirisdiction, was brought before parliament in 
June, by loid Palmerston On this subject, and respecting the ap- 
poiiitnient of consuls and an embassy, his lordship h.id pievioiisly 
(on the i2*id June, ISdO) heen addre.ssed by the coinmitteo of the Mast 
India and China As.sociatioii The following is a part of the address* 

“For till* purjinsi* of obtaining these obji^s the usMiciarion .submit to your 
loj(lshij) 1 he expediency of Ins majesty’s government sending a eommereiul 
ag.-nt or consul to Canton, with inuinci|>al and judicial fmu turns to proti'ct 
the rights and projiorties of British subjects, and by tim'*Iv notice or otherwise 
to prevent, as tar as may be piacticable, the infiaetion of (he (Jhincsp laws by 
Bi^tish subjects, such consul not to have any |)olitici^ aiifhonty. .At the same 
time they would recommend that all the former servant.^ of the Fast India 
rompaiiy should he withdr.iwn fioin China, as their presence only lends to 
distiact the Chinese autJiorili«)s ni their iinderstainlmg of the true relations in 
which the inteicourse with that coneiry is now governed, and any duties 
which the Comjiany’s seivants might be called upon to perform should bo 
dong by the consul. Upon the best consideration the association have been 
able to’ give to the subject, they would not r(*commend an emhas.*-y to be sent 
to (Canton ; Imt as a further measure, they thmk that an ombtu;sV might be 
tried to Peking, lauding at tlic nearest convenient port; but, as the sMccc.sa 
of the emba.ssy would very materially depend upon the secrecy with which 
preparations are made m tins country, d is recoinmeiided that the* airangement 
of such mis.sion may not be known by ihe Canton aiitborilies previously to its 
arrival in China It would be important also that the negotiator should not 
be precluded from performing the ceremonies required at the court of 1‘ekjng, 
and that he .should be attended by such a force, and with such a retinue, as 
would give dignity and strength to the mission, and he ncconijianied by an 
interpreter, capabli* of speaking and writing the language fluently, that by 
possi'ssmgthe means of commumeatnig readily vvnth Ihe sii|)rem(; government 
at Peking, without a ehaiice of being misunderstood in conveying to the eomt, 
hat the objects sought for arc altogether pacific and of a commercial nature. 
Upon the embassy being received by tlie Peking government, and when 
called upon to state its objects, the following demands it is thought shunid 
be mafic. * * *

Borfieo Projier , and tli.il, in my judgment, the outline of the expedi- 
tion did as mnch lionor to the undersiamling as to tlic heart of the 
individual by w hom it was fi anted 'I’he idiject of tho voyage was to 
atteiiijit some! lung tow'.irils spre.uliiig the; religion of Jesus; and if 
commerce and natur.il scieiu e were to have a share in it, it was that 
tliese, III their Inr/i, might be made nistriiiiieiital in promoting the .same 
good cause. I t.ike a lively niteie^.l in wh.'itever timd.s to enlarge th*? 
boiimlariesof hiinian knowledge, lull my delight is not a litllo enhanc- 
ed by rcllectiiig. lh.it, among olhei sfcond cause.s, wisdom derived 
from stndymg the laws of nature can he made to serve as the hand- 
maid of tho go‘'jiel While ttnuefore my first object i.s to dhstribiito 
the Holy Scruitiires. and to ascertain by what means tlicy may have 
r. wider circulation, 1 endeavor to note and describe what is curious in 
tlie works of natiiie, HO far as health, leisure, and mental ease, can 
enable me After I have made a few observations on the .success, or 
rather tlio intimations of future success, [ met with in seeking to ad- 
vance till* views of the Pfnlish and Foreign Bible Society, I will men- 
tion a few subjects which seem to stand before olhe|0 as engaging or 
instructive. 
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At Macassar our books, which we gave freely to all who would read 
them, were accepted with great thankfulness by the natives as well 
as by the Chine.se. Our first distributiun took place in the custom- 
house, in and about which place is always a great multitude of those 
who, having but little to do, are ready to gaze at whatever may be 
new or surprising. A motley packet of book.s, in the Chinese, Malay, 
and Bugis, languages, formed an exhibition of no ordinary kind, espe- 
cially when tiic vigilance of »hc iii.spectors had spread them in great 
confusion ujion the floor. Rut though a great many pressed forward 
to look on, when they saw that some were made hapjiy by our 
liberality, they neither plied us with imjMiitunities, nor gave olfen.se to 
the olficcrs of tlio estahlisliinent by their mi.sconduct. Tlic latter found 
some Malay Tt*st;unoiils in Roman character, which, as it happened, 
were the very thing they had been wishing for, for tliey were familiar 
witli the oial sounds of that language, but not with tlic Arabic letters 
in which it is usually wrilten 1 shall long retain a lively recollection 
of this scene, as onr good intentions were appreciated by the people 
that Wii were seeking to benefit, and all sjirike in the highest terms of 
such iinexamjiled liberality. We found that many could read, hut 
often vvilli dillicnl^y and liesitalioii, for the want of those heljis to 
improvement wliicii we were hestowiiig upon them In giving away 
books, you ])roniotc the education of the jieople (apart Ironi ail the spi- 
ritual benefit th(*y may derive bom them), by jilaeing means in their 
hands wdneh they cannot olitain from other ipifirters. I*nnt(‘d hooks 
are not to he had, amhthe copying of maiuiM.npts is a rare and eon- 
scquently an expensive work Some Rugis Irscls prepared at Singa- 
pore met witli a reception that was truly dcdiglilfnl, and gave u." en- 
conrageinent to think, tliat it would not be diilienlt for (uie, versed m 
their language to do great good among them My mfeience not 
drawn from vvliat 1 .saw in a eroad, where a geiu'r.ii exciteinont 
may be supposed to create a gieat inlhieiice, hut liom m.iiiy experi- 
inonls made in small groups and iieiuhhorhooils. where ever)lhing 
around ns was soft and Iraiujiul, ami the pi'opic h.id Insure to under- 
stand their own wishes. It was my praelice to put a lew of these little 
books in my pocket and walk CMit every evening in quest of infoima- 
tion, fori was desirous not merely to give ihnn away, but to learn 
how far they were acctptahle, and what soeiniug likelihood there was 
that they would he rond with attention ami profit Habit has long 
accustomed me to look n little below the surl.ice oftlung.'., I am not 
content therefoio with dispen''mgso many jiages of pimled jiaper, hut 
strive to come at the mind of 1 fie natives, and learn, as far as f am 
able, the current and bent of llieir feelings 

At Macassar many little eircum.slances constrained me to think that 
success of a missionary kind would he immediate as well as perma- 
nent among the people, wlnle a contribution to their little .stock of 
literature, by translating the Scriptures, would give a man a real a.s- 
cendency over them, and lead all, whether believers or unbelievers, to 
look up to Inm ai^thcir friend and benefactor The Bugis and Macassar 
alphabets were taken from the Sanscrit, and are identical, except that 
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the former has twenty-three, while tlic latter has only nineteen eharac- 
tcrs it IS a very neat kind of writing, and so much admired by the 
inhabitants of the Celebes that even lliose who cannot read, regarded 
our books as pictures, and many tunes ^llered to purchase, pro- 
mised to get a teacher, and used iiureaties to obtain them. Complaints « 
were made respecting the deliciency of the alphabet, as many words, 
ditfcring widtily in sense and sound, were represented in writing 
by the same characters. This the zealous inissioiiiiry would rectify, 
while he wonhl furnish them with the instruments of natural logic, by 
.1 set of .ib-'tracts, 'borrowed from some h.ifmonious dialect. Thus he 
would lay the liiiindaiion for everything that is refined in knowledge 
or lovely in practice, while sowing tiie seeds of holiness by which a 
soul IS inoctoned for heaven. Oiir attempts to do go»)d were ajiproved 
hy the resident, and most thankfully received hy the natives; and 
could an individual obtain periiiii'‘'ion of tlie Dutch gov^Tiirnerit to 
reside tliere, 1 see no re ison to thmk that his labors would not be 
attended with the happiest elTects. 

At 'r«;rnatc we diii hut lillle, as the (jliiiiosc have hut an imperfect 
acqiiauitanco willi their own charactiT'', the natives are <o reduced that 
they evince no curiOMty, and onr sl.i^being slmrl and transient did 
not allow us to eiiltualo iiiueh iniini^lcy with th(‘ pisiple A Duteh 
niissionaiy. who had l.ilmred five years among the inlialularits of .Moova 
w'llh small success, pertoriiied the* diilie-i of pastor to the si'lllenicnt. 
Ihit it .seems, (h.il li(‘ is so limited in th(‘ iialiiie and extent of hi.s 
ojtpratioiis, that he cannot stir a hair’s hri'adtli^o the rightor to the loft, 
without infringing upon some ri'ifiilalioii, ainl thus inciin mg a w.iining 
from the lesidmit, vvlio.so ollicial duty it is trisee that the good man doc*s 
not do too iiiiH li among the nativi- 'IMie idi.ipel on llie laud’.s day 
presents <i most plc.i.siiig appearan e, and is attended hy a conirregafum 
til, if einhr.ici's several \ arietie^ ijf the liuiiiaM family, blended in many 
intermeiliate sh.ules of featuie and eoiuplexioii, all .dike in neatness 
of attire and ilecency of behavioi 'IMie chajiel is a small well-hnilt 
edifice, ainl has hem ])nt m repair and InMiitilif'd hy the resident, 
whf) has shown hmi''eli' no enemy to the ohsorvance ol the Sabbath, 
nor to the public worship of the y\linigiity 

At Zamhoanga, in the island t>f .Mmd.mao, upon the Straits of 
Basil.iii, we fonmi about tiirty Chme*.e, vc'ry [loor, and much neglected 
The Catholics will not allow them to hive any .schools, so that their 
Ignorance of their own lileratiiie, w Inch is very griMt now, will he still 
greater in the next generation Mr Dickinson, who kindly took the 
trouble to look after llieni, puani'.od some hooks if they would conir 
on hoard, hut so little value was set upon the ofl’er that none made 
their appearance The Spanish langn.ige is sjioken hy the natives m 
tolerable purity, and many learn to read, bnl among tlie Komaii Catho- 
lics we know the Bible is a proscribed hook ; or at lea.st, it cannot he 
stmlied without the license and permisMon of the jiriest , hence it 
could not be expected tliat we should succeed to a very great extent, 
where Rnmanisin is in free vigor 'rhn evil, hoi^ever, was that J 
had no Scriptures m the Spanish language with me, which I regret 
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exceedingly, for ecverul opportunities occurred when they might have 
been bestowed with ;id\aiuagc. In fact, we were exceedingly de- 
Iighti'd with tins peojile, as we wandered from house to house to make 
ourselves f.imili.ir willi tlieir liabits and moral condition. The priest 
was .1 man of good l.imdy, and of a liberal way of thinking, so far as 
liberality can br ciillivated under the dominance of a religion made 
up of einbargos and disabilities The books would iheroforc have 
been read iii seeiel, without much danger from an iiiquisitoridl search, 
and X tlimk we met wntli some so independent in their way of think- 
ing, that the books would have lu^eii read at any rate 

At Z.iinboanga, as well as at Macassar, there scorned to be no 
reason to iiiler Ih.it the people w'onld not at once rocenu a im.ssionary 
with kindness, and listen to Ins instructions with gratitude and altcii- 
tion 'I'lie jiow'er ol the riiler has thrust itself belueeii the iippulse 
of the go'-fa/l and the e.ir of the poor heallnm As light and the seii- 
timcMits oi libel tv s|ir»‘ad, tins obstruction will be les'^ened f’olitical 
philoMjpli) leail'. us losneli a conclusion, but we havi* a inueli higher 
assur nice in the promiM* of the Almighty, that in the seed of Abraham 
bhall all the hninlies of the eai th he hle^'sed. At 'rernati', the peo- 
ple niMst be lilted out of the <liist, .nid receix' tlu* nature bestowed 
U[»oM little elnidn ii, lor they niff sunk so hjw tliroiigh o[)pressioii, that 
though the Diiii li have iiermittisl them to ciiltiv ite the spiee^, th(‘y 
seem to b<' wholly inn oiiseioiis of the .idvan1ag(‘s, mid jii*'! till the 
soil enough to ruriiisli them with the means of a jioor iiiid slender diet

When f impnred if lie le.’id it, lie s.iid, very olten, 
and .showed me that he did not tell a falsehood by reailing .some pas- 
sages with great e.iM* riiis they eannol do without a good deal of 
practice, for the biblical style is ddrereiit fioin the colloquial and epis- 
tolary, and the stiff shari> pointed character is .so unlike the grace- 
ful and llowiiig li.ind ol the copyist, lii.it I have olieii seen a man 
obliged to spell the words like a child before he could make them out, 
though he would instantly write tiic same vvord.s in a smooth and 
easy character. Finding that he gave me so good an ansvver to my 
first question, I asked if he believed the Bible, he replied by saying, 
how should 1 not believe it? it i.s all very true In one of our walks', 
an old counselor ,^^nd favorite of the sultan showed me a part of the 
New TeBtaincnt, as a gift from some person, whom he was proud to 
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call hifs friend. He was a zealous Mohammed aii, if one may judge 
from the. cageruosa he manifested to hold an argunicrit with me about 
the unity of the Godhead, but a chief interposed and would not let 
him repeat his challenge 

We lived in the midst of the people nearly a month, and were ever 
and anon reminded of our promise, that when we returned to the 
fillip we would send them some Uibles Among the applicants was 
the Milt.in liimsidf, who, while the higli.priest and 1 were silling be- 
fore him, told me that I must he as good as my word Upon this the 
p^lo^t, instead orcaiiMoiimg the sultan .ig.iinst reading any book be- 
side the Koran, evinced Ins aiiMety to show that the Bihlc wan no 
straiiL^T to him, h) telling ii>; that the Jews divided the Old Testament 
into three parts, the jis.iliiis, the law, and the prophets, which, with the 
gospel, made the sacred volume cou.m*'! ot four piiiici|)al divisions. Thi.s 
man ''enl his respecl‘< to Mr 'Fracy, with thanks for ihe'hooks that 
he li.ul given to his eoiintr} nmn And, aiter much investigation, 1 
am w.irranled in .iliirmiiig, that no m.in there caer thought it wrong 
to read an\ hook, vvluther he vv.is hound to helu'vc it or not. Most 
uftliein, and |>erlia]i.s .dl, arc ah.mdoned lovers of pleasnri', tind are

this kind at Borneo, at a time when we were in great want of pleas** 
ing considerations. A Chinaman had comp as interpreter and mer- 
cantile agent in a trading le.^sel, during oiir stay, and was in all points 
a Chinaman, that is, a man of tr.ide One evening as he was sitting 
in a large circle, and an^weiiiig a variety of qncslioiis resjiecting 
Singapore, wc went and sat down slioit distance from thdm. 
Among other qiieslions lie was askc'd, what kind of per'-ons the mis- 
sionaries were, when he gave them such a neat and iaithlnl account 
of their conduct and t hariicter, that we conJd net have di'siic’d, that a 
single addition should have been made to it 'I'lieie was no ri'bgion

nes.s and inelanclndy, which is rightly esteemed to be ihn last touch 
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and finishing stroke of personal beauty. These promises of future 
loveliness vanish before maturity, for the want, I suppose, of educa- 
tion, which, while it bestows unfading charms upon the mind, tends 
to model and perpetuate; all the perfections of the body. I do not 
pretend to have a profound acquaintance with those branches of 
knowledge that teach us to judge of the jewel by the shape of the 
casket ; yet I cannot help thinking that the indications which I read 
up6n the head and counteiiaiico of a Macassar, so often at variance 
with his present condition in the scale of morals and intellect, will 
hereafter unfold and explain themselves in a very delightful manner, 
when liberty .ind religion shall have ca‘«t their smiles upon h>m. That 
he IS not deficient in head-piece, is evinced by some productions of 
skill ill the niainifaeture of gloves and baskets, where the workman- 
ship for delicacy and fineness cannot be surpassed We found them 
much in hwe with tlieir own written character, which is the same as 
the Biigis, if we except the small deficiency of throe or four letters. 
Many can read, and all would learn, if they liiid hooks to afford them 
the iiieans of doing it We obsened, thoiigb many seemed to value 
themselves a^ being (*f a more ancient <ind nobh* stock than the Biigis, 
they esteem it cii-d liable to iiiideist md tb.il langnage, so that a trans- 
lation of the Sori|itiiies in tins ;ulnin(‘d and far-fami'd dialect would 
serve for almost die whole of tlie liiiuiaiiised [lortioii of Celebes It is 
said that Dr liCvden translated a gospel into (be Bngis; if the ma- 
nuscript could be obt.iiiK'd, an edition would be acceptable to many 
in that bcantifnl lint inflected isl„nd 'riieir peisons aie exempt from 
those unsightly scabs an<l Idcmi.shes that vve s-ee in many other places, 
and this I impute, to their cleanly habits. Widls are [denliful, scarce- 
ly .1 yard without one Inllicr, nuilos ami females come to w’ash 
their clothes and bathe llimr skin, jionring many a bucket lull upon 
their beads It foims a jiart ol the daily iliity and amusement of old 
and young, and seems to be one of the priiicip.il c.ires of a niotlicr. 
The person of a ('hiii.ini.'in at M.ic.ass.ir is exactly lli“ reverse, it is 
every W'tiy unw'liolesome, for, instead of an anxious rubbing and a 
copious aifusion, the application of a lillliy dishcloiit drawn over the 
neck .and face once or twice conijilete-. the whole biismess of washing. 
The Chinese at the places visited by iis were generally poor and often 
despised, since a native juiik seldom or never cornc.s to replenish their 
Stores, to render them respectable, or to find them employment. 

At Bcmth.iin we stavi‘«l only two ilays, and, as it rained during one 
of them, we bail but little time for rc.se.irch. The town is seated near 
the nook of a f.u-witlidrawn indentation in the coast, where the land 
from each ])oint climbs bv an e.isy but varied ascent into a magnifi- 
cent ampliilliealrc of mounlaiiis The cascade a few miles from the 
residency is an object of much curiosity, a stream of water about three 
fathoms m breadth falls over an escarpment, winch we guessed to be 
about 150 feet in height. To the eye it seems perpendicular, and the 
vertical plane is only interrupted here and there by a ledge that makes 
only a small divergence in certain parts of the stream. The cold 
within reach of the spray was v^ry great, but what the real depression 
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of tpmpor.itiirp was T ranr>ot tell, a** I was s;n unfortunate ri,«. to forirri 
iny thermometer Water when in the ^fate of mist or steam ■>e('ms to

At Zamboanga, wo buried the missionary S<inm»l Wolf*, who had 
been gradually approaching the borders of the grave for many months 
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prior lo li s death. 'Die ofliceib ul the settleineiil put on their blatvk 
coatii and attonded the luiieral. lie ua.s buried by the perinibbioii ut 
till' p.uirv in an old Cainpo Santo, on the west side ol' the town. An 
niia^inary line, drawn fcoin the sun, as it rises on the ‘J8th ol' Aprd, 
and piissing through tlie mango trees, and produced 12 feet Iroin their 
toot, w'dl po lit out the place of his interinent, should any of his friends 
ever visit that region. Wulle, in nieinory and discriiuination, seemed 
to tiave teen fitted in a peculiar iiiauiier loi the acquisition of eastern 
languagt s.

wiule to earn it A life ol ease and trampnlity i.s the supreme good

however, and i nior.ikiy that is poor indeed, being devoid ol all those 
p«nn ipk*'- that give a right cli.ii actor to one, or foiiu the basis of the 
other. iiiK they are to he pitied, ioi their spiritual guides will not 
allow il .siiijii^rer to go and utve ihein an opportunity ol i boosing bet- 
ter things li is a 111 .

limits of the Astana. Soltishness, pride, and cowardice, which are 
apt to mix themselves w'lth everything that is human, stand forth in 
iho highest relief m the whole composition of the character of the 
inhabitants ot tins country In all the details of daily intercourse 
thiiso qualities meet you at every turn, and seem to pervade every 
action and every thought. 

At Brum every chieftain exhibits at liis house, especially if he be 
a man of entei prise, the niiiiiature of a general manufactory Canoes, 
praluis, with their armaments, unpleineiits of husbandry, *and house- 
hold utensils, arc constructed upon the premises, under his ow'n super- 
intendence. For tht' mechanical and industrial resources of a nian 
bear some constant ratio to liis work, as do also the skill of the work- 
men tliat lie employs Near the residence of the prime minister is 
a dock, where a hue little vessol^vas in process of building, while the 
ditreiont |)arts of the plutlurni, whereitfi the edifice is reared, are filled 
with artisans and laborers ol various kinds The hall, or long room 
in which he receives lii.s guests, conics iii for a full share ot the bustle, 
and ill a sort of poiticu iii front, if one may designate any parts of ar- 
c)»itecturo so humble with such a high .soiintlmg name, the unfortu- 
nate culprits were busily employed in meshing jars with rattan to aii- 
sw'er the purpose of water casks at sea In the large apartment, just 
releired to, was a strewmeiil ol carved works w'hicli a chief was pre- 
parin*; for the vessel 'riies every thing lias an air of business and 
actjviiy, and il you go into a dwelling where no such stir meets you at 
the entrance, it i.s ^)e('au^c tlie owner is not a man of high rank, or 
i.s very deh< u nt m talent, 'i’he carver i mentioned had a gift for dtli- 
neation, and must havestudievi the works of nature, so that there was 
neither a straight line nor a hard edge, nor any attempt at unnatu- 
ral unitormily. There wu'^ a freedom and a taste m whatever he set 
his hand to 1 have some lia.siy .skelehes which he made with black 
chalk upon rough Chinese paper, that indicate the man of thought 
and tancy. In all Malay countries, nay in all the islands and many 
ol the .‘•bores of eastern AvSia, tiie prince and the groat men have the 
sole momqwily of trade, but even in this .spliere a commercial spirit 
make.s no small dilfcreju.e The .sultan adjusts the price to be given 
for the gooils. but m the quantity of busines.s transacted be came far 
belinid many of the chiefs. lie i.s not w ithout iiutiiral endowments, 
and he has withal a remarkable memory, for whenever the re''i were 
in doubt about the name of a plant, tlie sultan's answer settled the 
matter; but self-conceit and the love of flattery leal liini to choose a 
dream instead of reality, so that be would be listenmu lt> tlie adula- 
tion of his courtiers, when It W.IS his interest to be lookiiii; .dter 1 >h 
agents, and to be laying plans lor i oimneicial advantage Tliewellaie 
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of the stihjects, of cour'^c, can never expect to find a place in a heart 
so mncli in hive with itM'Jf. 

Tlic chief IS not only supeiintenileni of all the works, but he is head- 
sloie-kei'per also, aiul llie lvc‘)s aie cirriod by some faithful atleiidant 
'or stew aid, wli(» <loes not ojifii without a specific order from Ins inas- 
tei The fem.ll('^ that tlnon<r (he h.iieins are all le<l in this way , not

or altendiiig to render otlu'r siTVKM's Still the niissionanes 'count 
not their lives dear unto them,’ and are pnrjiosed to remain till lor'-e

whpie Bible rs translated and printed, rna[ciiig four octavo volume^ 
and is given liberally both vvhole and in parts. There are tweAt^^ 
two-.tracts printed, of wKich thirteen consist wholly of Scri^urO 
tracts. Several of them arc large, such as the Life of Christ, DigeSVpf^' 
Doctrines, dz.c., and form in the whole 050 octavo pages of reading, 
matter. The remaining nine tracts contain about '200 piige.s of reatlijaig^',' 
matter. There is also a .spelling liook of 22 p.iges. All these have bee^. 
many times revised, and are luuiid to be as mtclhgiblc to the native^ 
as their own hooks, saving the dilliculty of the subjeet.s, and the neww 
ne.ss of many \vord.s. The di.stribulion of tiarts and Scriptures has 
been inimen.sc, ns may lie inferred from the amount of paper annually 
consumed. At Amheist, is Mr ILiswell, who labors among the 
Peguans. Yea has only liad native ministers, and has few inhabi- 
tants. 

At Ta\oy, Messrs Wade and Mn.soii have completely acipiiird tlih 
Karen language, and aie (U-voled to that pi'ople, lesiding in the city 
of Tavoy only during tile raiiiv . |yason. when tJi(‘ jungle is itiiinlia- 
bitahle to foreigiieis. Miugui has no yiihsioiiary at pre.sent. 

The misnton to the Kaieiis has perhaps ht'en more blessed than any 
other of modern times The nii.ssionai jos are Mt'ssrs. Wade, Mason, 
Vinton, and Abbott, with their wives, and Miss Macornber. These 
Ksyrens are hcattcred through the whole of Burimili, on ail the hilly 
country, and amount, perhaps, to 40 or 50 thousand .snuLs, or perhaps 
more. There arc churches founded at Meta, Toiiiig, Byouk, Pyee-kya, 
Kapa, Tsarnwa, Tainia, Newville, Bootah, and Clietthing. The 
number of Kiiren.s who liav*- been converted to (iod, ami baptized, 
amounts to about 8!H). Not an imlividual has been baptized baton 
satisfactory e\ idence of conversion to (Jotl. 

'I’liere are iii the im>sion ahoul thirty valuable native preachers, 
foi wliom, and others appareiitiy called to this work, a seminary 
has lately been instituted, whore they may acquire Bibheal know- 
ledge, and, if young enough, the Lnglish language.

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^ngpet to Pitsaniilok Their refusal involved them in a quarrel wUt| 
iSTii'ret, in coriscqucnce of which they attempted to flee and deliver 
themselves up to the Pu^uaiis. Niret, aware of their iiilentions, dis- 
patched a military force in pursuit of thrm They encountered at a 
place called Merakri. N'intasu and •Songkhrain escaped, but the 
Thaiyai wen; taken, to the nnnibci of more than 20,000, with horses 
and eleph lilts in abundance, and conducted to PitMiniilbk. While 
this expcdiiion was carryini'. forward, news reached Niiret that the 
governor ol Phicliai and of Hawankhalok weie leagued in rebellion 
against liiin at Sawankb ihik He immediately collected his forces 
and marched against ilieiii. On his approach, he sent them a mes- 
sage, that, if llu-y would come forth and pay llieii respects, he would 
pass by tlu’ii ollcii'so Instead of tins, tlu'y foi tilled tlicinsolves to 
their utmost, hut N.iret sissriilod them with so much vigor, that they 
were forcefl to fliglil, hut soon overtaken, bound, carrieil round the 
victor’s camp a sjiectacle, and then executed The inhabitants of 
ari'aiikliahtk were then svvejit up, and conveyed to Pit«.muh k. At 
this ueriod it would appear that N :rel was m a gieat me.isure inde- 
pendent 111 the goverimieiit of all the northern jiarts of the kingdom, 
for a deputation arrived at Aynfhiya from Kamboja, bearing a com- 
nuiuicatioii fioir -the sov<>roigiH>f (bat country, addressed toN.irel and 
his father as joint kiMg>., and this di'piilatioii was sent forward to Pil- 
s'lnulok to obtain an expr<'Sh«oii of tlie pleasure of Na'^ ret. ’J'lio j>nr- 
port of tins letter w^as, that, though the Kambojaii prince had formerly 
been alienaled, be imv begged lorgivem ^s, and promi'scd lOibe 
on (lie ino-'t Iriondly term^ in fuliire. Narol on hi>i part, returned a 
fneridly and complimoutai v answer, wishing perpetual prosperity to 
Kfinihoja 

N.iret sent all the Thaiyai who had soiiglit refuge with liim, 
ilown to Ayuihiya, where lus f.itlier, after showing ilinii much kind- 
ness, bad them located iii a iieighboi mg si'iihniieiit In tin.' Htb 
murith, N.iret dispatv IhmI an aimy to (’hi.iiigniai, to aseert.iiii the slate 
of alf.iirs in Pegu In the ‘)th monlh, orders from Ins f.ither reached 
Nfirct to gather all the irihahitants of the norliiein piovince.s and con- 
duct them to the capital Hence the people of Phichai, Sawaiikha- 
lok, Sukliotai, Kamjvfmgpet, and Pliieliit, were embarked in boats and 
rafts, with a bo<ly of soldiers on each bank of the river, to protect 
them, and prevent them from running aw'ay. In liie 1 1th month, Na- 
rct reached Ayiillny.i, and the king oidered evi'ry ellort to he made to 
put the country in a stale of defense, the city vvalis, forts, and fortress- 
es to be rep.iired, and the Ireucli about the city widened and dtepen- 
cd, so that the city became an islaml, having water of eipial depth on 
all sides. The King ol Pegu, from the Iniie tli.it he heard of N.iret’s 
escape from lus country, and e.specially when h<‘ heard the fate of 
Nantasu and raja, Songkhr.iin, was very wratliful, imd determined 
he would conquer S^am at all liaznrils. 

The king of Pegu g.ive oiders to tin* governor oi ('hiangiiiai to levy 
troops, horses, and ''IcplMiits, to the amount ol and proceed 

to Kampengpet it'* aho ilneiicd lii*^ nin-le llie govenioi of Ra.ssem 
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to proceed witli 30,000 luoii to KaiichauLiburi. When iiuelliji;eiice ot 
llie&e matters teHched the king of Siam, Naret and his Inotljer w'ere 
dispatched lu inret the enemy. On llunr march, a wonder happened ; 
a mare liad a Ibul with one head, two bodio.'*, and eight feet! Naret 
and his brother proceeded, attacked and routed the governor of Bas- ^ 
.sein, and took many of the Burmese and Pegiians prisoners, with 
many horses iind elephants. The governor of Chiangniiii, ignuiant 
ol the discomiitnie of his ally, the governor of Bassein, proceeded into 
the Siame.se territoiies, and advancer] as f.ir as Chain.')!. Part of his 
forces was dispersed ni foraging parties. A body of Siamese was 
(lisjioM'd 111 the suriouiidiiig jungles, and whenever the foraging 
])ariies proceedeil on (heir e^pt'diiions, tliu Siamese rushed forth from 
linur coverts, asMailcd tlieni w'lth vigor, ami pursued them even to their 
camp In this w.iy, many hoises and elephants were taken, and many 
livens lost oil the part of the enemy, and a considerable iiuyibcr were 
taken prisoners At lengtli, tlui governor of fMii.ingniai, li.iving learn- 
ed the fate of the go\ ei nor of B issiuii, and pei c.en irig that tiie Sia- 
mese had entered the coiii»*-l with vigor, eonclnded it u.is host to 
withdraw, and wait fnlher ordei-' from the monareh ol Pegu This 
jear aiiotiier cnihis-,y was received, from Kamhoja, llu* only ohjcci of 
wlucli was, by some snpersUtious ceremonies, to establish moii' firmly 
the evisUiig .allianc.e belwoeii tlie iwo ?‘onntr)es. When the Pegiian 
king lieard tlie fate of Ins e\pediti<)M, he w is griMlly dr pliMsed, and

Damage, dj’c , on tea. Report of tfie snb-conimittee appointed to 
take inio consideration the most expedient and equitable mode of set- 
tling with tlie Clme'<e for cl;)iins from abroad, for country damage 
and plunder of teas, and lor inferiority toiniiMer exidentiv fraudulent 
It appears from the information of iVIr Lindsav, a niemb(*r of the sub- 
committee and formerly of the Kast India Company’s factoiy, that 
this body wa.s in the Iwbit of adopting three dilferent modes of settle- 
ment, varying according to the nature of the loss for vvhicli compensa- 
tion was to be recoveied In case of tea being entirely false packed, 
it was formerly the usage, as well in the Ea-t India Company’s as in 
the American trade, to require, as compensation fiom the C’hmese, two 
che.sts of tea for each one so fonml IJnt of late, it has been th< niorc 
general practice among the Ameiicansin all cases of damage or fraud, 
to regulate the amount of compensation by the los.s actually sustain- 
ed ; estimating the claim at what the ti-a would have sold for if good, 
with the addition of interest at the rate of one per cent yjer rrumth to 
the date of recovery , or, calculating the exchange without interest at 
the current rate of hills drawn on Canton at the place of settlejiient. 
This course, it appeaivS to the sul)-committee, is the best for general 
ado(>tion , and they recommend that, when practicable, in order to 
obviate the difficulty presented by a difference m the denomination of 
the currency in the two countries, the sum to be received be fixed 
by drawing a bill at the current rate of exchange, rather than by a 
charge of interest 

Report of the sub-coniiuiiteo appointed to consider and report iqioii 
the qui •-tions respecting insolvency. The inquiry on the subject 
having been read, it was agreed, that insolvency* in Canton is consti- 
tuted, as elsewhere, by the dishonor of an acceptance, &c ; that, in 
case of insolvencv, and the bankrupt refusing to deliver his property 
for the benefit ofjiis ci editors, it is recommended, that publicity be 
resorted to, that his conduct may be exjtosed to deserved reprobation, 
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and the public put on its guard against granting him further credit. 
As no compulsory measures can be adopted in C'liiton, it is recom- 
mended, that merchants be mutually accomodating, and in all cases 
voluntarily and promptly pursue that course, to which they could be 
compelled in countries where law pre\ails. 

Ar/jitration rcgulatwm,. 1. Each arbitration committee shall, in 
its award, fix such fee as it shall deem proper for the particular 
case, but sixteen dollars shall be considered the muiimum, and one 
hundred dollars the maximum, of such charge.

As a branch or member of a public body, the arbitration cornrnit- 
t(HMS to be considered a public coiiiinittce, biM, m practice, when so 
required by either party submitting a question to its decision (with 
the knowledge of the other), it is in the strictest sense a private com- 
mittee, in winch case the members are pledged to honorable secrecy, 
and the safe-keeping of the papers.

In the department of classical wiitnigs,lhe works are ranged under 
lime bficlioiis. One section is devoted to each of the Five Classics, 
and to vvork> illustrating and eomnienting u|)oii the same 'J'Jie sub- 
jects of these five are, — gmieial jihd. »pliy, as sujiposed to have been 
taught by Fuhe, the reputed loiiinler A the (diiiie.se empiio; polilicvd 
philo.sophy, as tangh* hy the sage monartdi.s Yaoii and fclliiiij polincal 
morals, ;!>< taught hy the popular voice iii iiatioiial song" and ballads; 
the proprieties of coinlul t, de])ortipent, ami inaumM, iii the varied in- 
turcoiirse of social life, ami the .iiiird.. compiled liv^ C’oiilueius, of In.s 
own native btate A sixth section ol ilas.sjeai liteiatiirc, i*. devoted to 
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works illustrating an ancient treatise on filial piety. A seventh com- 
prises all works illustrating the five classics, as a whole. The re- 
maining sections comprise — works bearing on the Four Books in 
which the instructions of .Confucius and Mencius are recorded; works 
on the subject of music and its harmonizing influences; and works 
on early education. Several of the classical works which, form the 
foundation of this first department of Chinese literature, have already, 
by means of translations, been placed within the reach of the Euro- 
pean public. From these we are enabled to perceive to how low an 
elevation in philosophy the most esteemed sages of China have at- 
tained. Some of the writers classed as professional give also their 
systems of philosophy , but the.se are not in the present age very 
extcMisively read. 

Under the second department, that of historical works, wo have, — 
the national histones, those compiled from the public records of the 
ruling and paramount state; annals and histones drawn from these 
by private individuals; accounts of distinct events and proceedings, 
disconnected from the general course of history ; histones of subject 
states, as distinct fioiii the recoids of the ruling dynasty ; mixed his- 
tones; collections of oflicial documents; memoirs of individuals; 
histones, extracted from the national records, but inouldeil into a 
different form : histones of states not dependencies of the ruling 
(’hniesc dynasty ( not extending beyond Cochmcliina and Corea); 
treatises in reference to times and seasons; gcogiapliic.il and topo- 
graphical work.s, ineirAnrs of various portions of the administration, 
with lists of .sncce.ssive olRce-boarers, treatises on the constitulioii and 
machinery of government ; hooks of reference, comprising works 
explanatory of particular customs and ob.servances, anticjiiitios, inscrip- 
tions, &c ; and, lastly, critical inve.stigal ions of liislory. The wliole 
number of these sections i.s fifteen. Among these, if wo except a 
very few liistorical work.s relating to states really tributary, such as 
Corea and Cochinchina, the only works bearing on foreign countries 
are to be found under the section of geographical and topographical 
writings 

Occasionally, foreign countries arc made the .subject of a few con- 
cluding .sections in a large topograjihical compilation, a.s in the 
General Tojiograpliy of the empire of the Mantchous, the General To- 
pograpliy of the piovim-e Kwaiigtuiiir, and some similar works In 
this manner, information regarding bordering trilx's is given in the 
topographical publicatmn'' of frontier provinces, or, where those pro- 
vinces are iiiruitime, as Kwarigtung and Fnhkeen, a few facts are to 
be met with m n'gard to nations frcqueiituig the commercial inatts. 
The host general account of foreign countries, limited however by the 
boundaries of Asia, i.s that contained m the concluding clmplers of 
Ma Twanlin’s Universal Investigations. The information given is, 
howevei, so scanty, that even by the help of the descriptions, many of 
the names applied to the smaller Asiatic slates, cannot be at all recog- 
nised A few v'orks have been written by the Chinese referring 
solely to other countries than their own. "I'liese are — an Account of 
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the nation of Budlia, by a traveled Budiiisl ; nn Account of the weak* 
ern regions under the Tang dynasty ; Plates and narrative, by an' 
envoy to Corea; Account of foreigners, published, under the Ming dy- 
nasty. by a person residing in one of the commercial cities of Fuhkeen ; 
Laughable stories of the Wooko savages ; Memoir on the custoiqjt' 
and the country of Kamboja, )>uhlished by an envoy to that country^ 
about the time of Maico Polo; brief Account of the barbarous island 
regions, by a traveler under the Mongol dynasty; an Klogy of Corea; 
Sayings of the seas, a compilation of hearsay accounts derived from 
merchants who had traveled over the Indian Archipelago; llrscarches 
in the eastern and western oceans, an onlargcinent of the ‘Accounts 
of foreigners ;’ Memoirs of countries beyond tlio imperial rule, by a 
European; Uiigarnisbcd beauties , Account of Corea ; Maps and ex- 
planatory accounts of the whole world, by a Eiiropciin, characterized 
by the Cliiiiesc as not free from enil)eilii*linieiit, \f‘t not wholly false; 
Records of Ibreitrii region'^, by an envoy to the 'Pourgoiitb Tartars in 
wUie early part ot the last ceiituiy, giving an irilerestiiig account of the 
Russian territories tlnough viliicli the einoy traveled ; Record of 
things heard and hecii in the nations of the seas, hy a naval oflicer, 
who, when a hoy, had been abroad — Of the works winch we have 
thus enumerated, two have been translated, the ‘ Memoir respecting 
KaiTilMijfi’ by the late M Remusat,<Jlhd the ‘ Rec^^)rds of foreign re- 
gions’ by sir George Staunton, these two are among the best of the 
works on foreign countries On a review of the pretensions of the 
iipijor part of the above named works, it is pHin, that the (Jhmose arc 
wholly dependent on hearsay accounts for iiifbrmalion regarding 
foreign lands, with the sole exception of those in their own immediate 
neighborhood. The two works by Europeans arc antupiated, nor are 
they roaddy to he met with Three only of the works above enume- 
rated comprise more than two (‘r three of the very thin volumes into 
winch Clnnchc hooks are divided 

The profoshional writings, which form the third department of Chi- 
nese litc'ralure, are arranged in fourteen sections The first corn- 
piisc.s the writings of the literati, or philosophers of the Confucian 
sect, with all their minor varieties of doctrine Tlie subjects, as in 
the department of clasMcal literature, are, philosophy in general, but 
chiefly moral philosophy as applied to political and social relations — 
and education. Some of the philosophical speculations of the fol- 
lowers of Confucius arc prohalily suc.li ns to be preferred hy foreign- 
ers to those of the groat master hiinscif, hut to show fully the degree 
of value to he attached to tlu’se writings would require extensive re- 
search, and no very brief treati’^es ’The ])hilosophical principles, or 
the iheogony and cosmogony, of the BudhistH, and of the followers of 
Laoukeun, arc placed in the two last sccticMis of this depailinent of 
literature, and seveval other works on general plnlosopliy are ranged 
undexAhe tenth section, among miscellaneous professional writings. 
The iiitermevliate scclions, helweoii the Confucianist wiitings and 
those l-ast, are occupied by works on military, Jeg.il, .igriculturaJ, 
medictU, nstronomical and mathematical, an<l astiological subjects, on 
toh. VI. NO. vir. 43 
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the fine arts, and on * collections ' or ‘ classifications.’ In the sec< 
tion of agricultural works are included treatises on the culture of the 
mulberry, the rearing of the silk-worm, and the manufacture of silk 
and other fabrics. The section of collections is subdivided into two 
parts, collections of inaiiufactured things, and of natural productions; 
the former comprising, cinefly, coins, inks, and a few other objects of 
antiquarian research ; the laller comprehending several divisions of 
natural history, inuierals, metals, ornaments of stone, and drawings of 
flowers, blended with some information respecting the preparation of 
teas, wines, &c. On natural history, however, the best work is found 
HI the section of medical writings, being compiled ratlicr as a mate- 
ria medica than as a work on natural history. The tenth section, 
as already mentioned, comj)ri.ses miscellaneous professional, chiefly 
philosophical, writings The eleventh section comprehends various 
encyclojianhacnl works The twelfth includes the drama, novel, and 
romance. 'J’he thirtoonth and fouiteenth are devoted to JJudhistic 
writings, and writings ol the followeis of Laoukeun, or disciples of the 
a. ct ol Taou. 

'J'he last department of Chinese works is chiefly confined to ele- 
gant literature. IS divided into five sections. 1 'J’he poetry of 
Tsoo, the classic p leiry of (lie Chinese, 2 Individual colleelimis of 
essays, epistles, inscriptions, poetiy, &c., among which are nichided 
many very vahiahle e^sav*? and nanativis relating to ii gr(‘;it variety 
of siih|ectrt ; J}. (jenerjil collections of the literary writings of various 
individiirilh; 4 Writing*! on the artofpoelic.il composition; and;). 
Poetical writings, odes, songs, 

From this cursory review which W'c have taken of (.'hiiicse litera- 
ture, we are enabled to perceive what is the lange of oMsIiiig know- 
ledge in this country A philosophy, which, leaving alom- all specu- 
lations concerning the origin and future state ol man, coniines it^'clf 
almost vvliolly to tlio rel.itious hetwceii mail and man in this life, 
occupies one fourth poriiou A history and a geography almost ex- 
clusively national occupy another fourth |M>rtion , while the e.xi.stence 
of other nations, and the practical lessons to lx; harned from the rest 
of nianknid, arc ulnio.st wholly forgotten With the exception of :igri- 
culture and weaving, the useful arts of life Imd haidly any pl.ace in 
(Jhmese literature. Mechanic and chemical sciences are scarcely 
thought of. Medicine we know to conM‘'t, for the most part, of iiieie 
quackery Astronomic .1 and mathermitical sciences are chiefly de- 
rived from Enropfsaiis, and the knowledge of them is confined to a 
very few persons, while the vagaries of astrology and divination find 
a place not only in their literature, hut also in the arrangements of 
governnieril Natural hi''i >ry is regariled only as an adjunct to medi- 
cal science, if the practice of medicine among the Chinese can be 
dignified with the name of science Seeing that so many are tbn 
defects of Chinese literature, it hecoines our imperative duty to eJtert 
our utmost energies to supply their lack of knowledge 

In then la'.l lepoit, )oiir committee jireseiited apian of operations, 
sketching the outlines of what w.is rcg.ardcd as most demanding 
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attention in the performance of this duty. Progress has been madis 
towards filling up this outline. The view of universal history is still^ 
in tlie press; but will, it is hoped, be very shortly published. The 
history of the Uiiitod States of America is ui part completed, and will 
probably he sent to press in the course of January or February neitJU 
A hi.story of England, tlie wooden blocks for printing which arc 
alieady cngra\ed, has been presented by the president, and, after 
careful revision, will be published. A history of the Jews, similar in 
some rcs])ect.s to Milinan’s, is in preparation. In the preparation of 
works on other subjects, but little jirogress has yet been made. Each' 
dep.irtment of knowledge has hecn in some degree noticed in the 
monthly iiriga/me ; hut no complete work has yet been undertaken, 
with the evception of ib(‘ inlrodiictioii to universal geography. A 
small work on geneial geography, in the form of a traveler’s nar- 
rative of what ho h.id seen, — as ;«No a short treatise on riie being of 
a God, aclo|>ting the principal aigiimeiils used by Paley, — both by the 
late Kev Dr Morrison, have been presented liy the English secretary. 
These works mil, aflei thorough re\isioii, be sent to jiress 

A small work iii .lajiaiu'sc lias been pii'^euled by Mr. Gut'^laff, 
ilrawii up i»y buiiseif, iii concert with some Japanese Jiiiiig under Ins 
c.ire 'Pile sub|<>ct ol'tbe v\oik is inUynatioiial intorcoursi' ; and the 
arraiigtmient i" into tliiee cbapteis,— ^le fust sbovi,'ing the jiriiiciples 
of miereoiirse between men and nations, us being all the work of the 
same God, and descended fioin one common ancestor, — tlic second 
eljapter giniig a general view ol llio s()\eL#iirntU‘s into wlncli the 
world is dnided, — and the tliiid tiealiiig of intenialional commerce. 
While the plan ol’llie work w.is ajipiovial by \oui committee, it was 
tliouglit doubt till whether, not being wiitten in ll.o (Chinese language, 
it could conn; W'lllini thi' scop, oi the Society labors The subject 
IS tljcreflue luiw broiigJit forw.int to afj’oid to the Society an opportu- 
nity of declanug Its viec'.s as to i\oi k‘- dc'-ignod for counlnes, the lan- 
guages of w'bicb are cognate to, though not the w.iine as, that of China. 

'Pile hiib|ect of nictallic moveable Ivpes bason two former occasions 
been bioughl bidoie tlie Society, with leli'iemi' to tlie l.iborsofMr 
Dyer at Alalacca, and ol M Paiithier at P.iiis ''i'liose gentlemen 
contiiiiio suece.ssfully to pro‘'eeule tlieir l.ibors in tb.it departinenr. 
Your eoininittoe have also had under coiisKler.ition, the iiiopl'Tety of 
iriakmg an application for the moveable Ivpes juepared by the East 
India Company lor printing Di. Morrison’s Climese diciioiiaiy, which 
types remain still in this conntiy Your committee have lately re- 
solved to make an application to the honoialde the Court of Directors 
to grant these types to the Society, upon the Society engaging, on its 
part, to undertake the priiitiiig of any w'orks, rombimng the English 
and Chinese languages, vvhicli the Court of Diiectois may liereafier 
desire to have puhhshed, piinting the same free of all other ilian the 
necessary charges for labor and niatciiais. 

Only one sulijcct remains to be brought by your commitloe to the 
notice of the present meeting 'Phis is, an inquiry <as to the measures 
that should be adopted regarding the ciiculation of the Society’s pub- 
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Ucations in this country. Liable, as they are, on account of the marks 
which they iniiht bear of foreign hands, to be discountenanced by this 
government, natives will seldom bo found willing to sell them on behalf 
of the Society. Your committee would, therefore, request this meeting 

give to the subject its most careful consideration, that their succes- 
sors for the ensuing year may be furnished with instructions how 
to act 111 reference to this important subject 

The treasurer’s account for the past year shows but a small expen- 
diture; there have been however some bills drawn against him which 
have not yet become payable; there aie also several works in part 
completed, the costs of which have not yet been charged to theSociety. 
The funds now in the hands of the treasuier amount to 23. 

Ill conclusion, your committee may he permitted to allude to the 
encouragement it has denved, from the fact of a professorship of the 
Chinese lungnago having lately been established in London. 'J’he 
first appoint mont has been given, it is believed, to the Society’s cor- 
responding member, the liev Samuel Kidd. As a taste for tlie study 
of the ancient and unique language of this conntiy ir spread among 
the people of western nations, we may be encouraged to look forward 
to the formation of a larger b<ind of coadjutors in the woik of ‘supply- 
ing the deficiencn s of Cliinest literatuie.

Tlie dr.st is the enbstuncc of a representation fioin Uie govern- 
inent of Fuliket-n to tiiiit ot {canton , the second and third tire from the 
naval coinrnandev-in-cluef iii Fuhki'eu to the conunanders ot foreign vessels 
there; the fourth and tifih aie from the governniciit of Canton, calling on 
the British supcnnteiidcnl, captain Elliot, to expel the receiving ships.]

Communication from Chung, the governor of Fiihkoen and Chc- 
kc.mg, and VVei, the lieut -governor of Fuhkeen, iiddre&sed to the 
governor of Kvvaiigtiiiig and Kwangse 
•We formerly discovered, that certain depraved nulividnals, people 
of tile district Tsnike.iiig, by name SIic IIovv, &li\ , had formed com- 
binations with foreigners engaged in the sale of the filthy opium, sup- 
plying thoiii with rice and other provisions, and, as there was great 
lou'^on to fear, joining also in other unlawful acts We felt that we 
could not neglect to adopt measures 1^1^ apprehending and punishing 
such parlies We in consc(|uonco caused She How and other de- 
jiraved people to he appreliendcd, and brought to the capital for trial ; 
aiiil vve appiMided to our nicmorMl to the tlAric n report respecting 
them All this is on record. 

'rhe several otfeiiders have now been successively apprehended, 
and, on exainuiation of them, it appears, that She IIovv and other 
dejiraved natives of the province of Fuhkccn, in concert with Wang 
Maijicih and other depraved natives of the province of Kvvanglung, 
were associated with foreigners, lor the jniipose of acipiiring gam by 
the sale of the drug The scoundrels of the province Kwangtiing 
get on hoard the foreign vessels to conceal themselves, 'i'hcsc vessels, 
while for years [i.ist inililary operations have, been going on .igainst 
the sale ol the drug, have been constantly cruising through the seas 
of Fuhkeeii, disposing of the drug on llie wide and open sea On 
shore, there are mat houses erected, as secret places for storing up 
the opium. Tlu.> combination existing, they have continued to go 
and come, and have never been entirely cut off 

The acting prefect of 'rsoueiicliovv foo (Chinchovv), Chin Joohaii, 
with hiH colleagues, ha^ now ilestroyed all the mat slmds, forinerlv erect- 
ed by these criminal parlies, and has successively apprehended those 
jMJrsoiis who, in this province, have been guilty of combining to effect 
the sale of the drug, to the inimher of forty-two, by iiainc She Shae- 
kvvang, &:.c., all of v^honi have been tried and investigated with the 
utmost severity. There have also been seized vcsscl^^, vvifJi money, 
in taels and in foreign dollars, and w^oapons. Thus the villiige-dwell- 
irig people, all over the country, have learned to take warning and to 
stand 111 fear. 
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But the scoundrels of Kwangtuncr, being with the foreign scound- 
rels on board the ships, arc no sooner seen than they again disappear. 
On the accompanying chart of the seas, all beyond the red line is the 
wide and open sea, unmarked by particular localities, where, conse- 
c^5]uenlly, it is diiricuil to follow in pursuit ; and whither it is inexpe- 
dient, on every slight occasion, to put the naval forces at the trouble of 
pursuing. But these depraved loreigncrs, having now carried on tlic 
side of the drug Ibr a long period, inuht have obtained very considera- 
ble profits, which it will be iniposMble that they should in one day 
abandon. The} will take every occasion of cruising about; and, 
waiting to observe the progress of circmnstances, they will linger out 
their stay. It is nnpiiratively necessary then to watch carefully, ami 
diligently to search and ajipieheml, in oider that the coast-guard may 
impress men with fear, and that, by tliL^ means, other calamities may 
be averted 

The admiral of Fuliki'cn, Chin, has autliority in all these .seas, and 
his head-ijiiarters, too, are not far from ihe cruising grounds of the 
opiui'i slops. I, the governor, have therefore reijiiested him to make 
it the jiarticuhir duly ot the vice-admirals and commanders of squa- 
drons iindet him, Irom lime to time to mslitiiti' special investigations, 
in order to condi.^t this aifaii to a happy coiicluMon, and uKo himself 
to set them tlu* example of so doing, — with th(‘ coiifidmit hope, that 
thus the depraved n.itjves may be iqiprehemled, and the foreign ships 
be deprived of all resting jilace VVe feai, however, that the foreign- 
ers — a crafty and iinj '.i< ticahle r.ice — if they l)(‘ not made pievioiis- 
ly to have a full knowledge thereof, will, wlien the military come to 
search and apjiridiend, veutuio to oiler resistance, and when vvonnd- 
ed, will not be wilhoul some pretext foi complaint This coinbmation 
for the sale of opium, being in opposition to the laws and prohibitions 
of the celestial (.‘inpire, must al.so he sych an lu t as the foreign na- 
tions can with dilliciilty sullei Now Macao, in tie' piovincc of 
Kvvaiigtiing, Is a place wheje die many ollici'rs and chu;f supercar- 
goes of the various countries, conducting commercial opeiations , and 
It IS right iiimiediately to enioiii commands on them in re.feieiice 
hereto. It is therefore mcumbeiit on ns to address you [the gov- 
ernor of Kvvaiigtuiig, &-(• ], that you may give commands to all such 
chief supercargoes, lequiimg that they trace out every existing com- 
biiiatiou for the sale ol the drug, and that they immediately command 
the foreigners so combining spi'cdily to sail ,iw ay, so that they may 
be dealt with according to the laws of their own nation, by which 
means any undistiiiguiehmg apprehension and punishment of deprav- 
ed foreigners may bo avoided. And heijcelorth, on the arrival of 
foreign vessels at Macao, .is well as at their dejiartiire, it is of the first 
importance th.at the aforesaid s ii per cai goes should in.ike very rigoious 
examination, and should not permit any one cl.iKdestincly to puss over 
the bounds, or, by combining with natives for the .sale of the drug, lo 
givfe rise to tioiihlesomc affairs 

The deprcTved natives of the province KwangUing, whose names 
have been ascertained, Wang Macheih and othcr.s, are ever and anon 
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coining .'incl going. We have drawn out a list of their names and ;. 
suTiiameis, and their places of residence, requesting that your excel- , 
leiicy will strictly direct the naval and civil officers of your province, 
diligently and with secrecy to search for and apprehend them. Our 
hope is, that tliey will assuredly be npproheuded and committed 
trial and punishment. The civil and naval officers of the province 
of Fnhkecn, though they have already apprehended many offenders, 
shall yet again be strictly commanded to continue tho search with the 
utmost energy and vigor ; and shall not be permitted in the least 
degree to relax their exertions. We further trust that you will favor 
us with information of the orders issued by you, and of the resulting 
apprehensions and trials, that thc^ll measure of public advantage 
may be supplied For this we staim impatiently waiting and looking

By the statutes of the celestial ompiro, )Ou of the foreign ships are 
permitted only to trade in Kwangtunjj, ami arc not allowed to pass 
over into other provinces.

goverriois and lient -governors of tfie piovinces f.ntliliilly to inakG 
examination and to act in this matter

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‘ Today, again, the suh-cciisor Le Pankow his laid befijre a 
rnoniori.tl, lu this cff'uct, that there are above ten I'higlish warehousing 
vossoN, whieh, lirnt in the 3 ear J8:^J, entered the anchorage ofKap- 
s) uy Aloofj, and tlnjiiee, in IrfJW, rcMtioved their anchorage to Kuril' 
^y^Mooij ; that the iinporlatioii ol'o|)iuni, and the exportation ol' 
silver, depend wholly on tliese warehousing vessels, which Ibrrn also a 
general refuge for absconders; that a s(‘t of worthless lellows, 111 
boats called ‘ fast-cr«ihs,’ going and coining from morn to night, find 
means to make their wa} stealthily into every creek and inlet ; that 
there arc depraved dealms who prepare the diug lor use, buying and 
selling by wliolesilc; ami also tlial the native retail dealers in loreign 
coinniodities, under the open pietext of selling articles of coniniert^e, 
ma.ke secret smuggling their business, and in no wise diller from the 
larger preparers ol llie diug. 

* Tliere 'surely must be a lived place of anchorage for the vessels 
of the foreigners liow then is it, that, while, previous to the ^e.ir 
18 ^ 21 , the clandestine ostablishnieiit of wurehonsiiig vessels was never 
hoard of, these vessels have ol late been suttered to remain foi wliule 
years at anchor on tin; high seas, thus leading to unl.iwliii comhination 
hciween tliem and natives, and to unrcstrainiMl smuggling*? Let it 
be the rcsjxmsil ’e duty of the gove* nor of Kw.ingtiing .ind his col- 
leagues, to give strict orders to the hong merchants, to he tiijoined on 
the resident foieignrrs of llie said nation, roqniiing Ihi'm to (.ompel 
the warehousing vessels now' anchored tlieie, one .ind all, to return 
liome, and not to periiv> them under an) pieiext to lin^ita .ibont Jaa 
them also ascertain where are the (h*ns and hidiier-places of the 
opium-dealers, and inllict punishment on ouch individual, without llie 
slightest indLilgeiice. Tlm.s the sources of the evil may be closed up, 
and the spirit of coiitumncy la* •npprcr.sed Ja‘t a copv of 'lit' memo- 
nal, together with the^e comniainis, be trinsMiitlpd to 'Tang >ind Ke, 
and by them let the commands be <Mi|oined on Wan Pespecl this.’ 

Tins having been, with respectful oiiedience, traiisiniitiMl to ns 
the goveriicr and lieut -governor, and we liaving leeened the s,uiiCj 
our commands vver** forthwith is'-ued to the hong merchants, requiring 
them earnestly and zealon''ly to enjoin iJie s.inie on iJie said laiglish 
superintendent, Klhol, .ind diiectnig, that he sJionld pay immediate 
ohedienco to the declared imperial jileasme, th.it lie should '>(‘iid 
away home every one of the receiving vessels now anchored 111 the 
various otlings, and that he shunhl no longer sutler them to ling(*r 
a}>out as lieretofore; ai >0, lliat, hiTi'aftor, merchanlmen should not he 
allowed to bring over the wide ocean any e.onirab.ind goods, such as 
the filthy opium, hut should he reipiiied to confine themselves to a 
lawful iiadc 111 dutyabh i.tiiiimodities. I'hus we hoped to be enabh'd

After thus doing, we successively received reports from the

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Anyah, reineinbcred his visil in the Lord Ainlv^ in 18iU ; but the 
stay, both in the previous and present, visits, too transient to 
allow of reiicwiufr or naaking many acquaintancps. 

July 3Hth For the lust ten or twelve days we iiave slowly ap- 
^roached the coast of Japan, aided most of the way l);Mb»f)owcrfijl 
LuVrmit After leaving the Lewcliew group, on the I7th, we passed, 
in longitude 128" 49' east, a '.^’tiall but high island, supposed to be 
AViikido, .ilthough by our chronometers its po^lllon, as laid down on 
tlu' charts, was twcnty-aix miles i«m) far east. The next day. another 
small conical island was seen, not marked in the charts, whicli may 
prove a discovery, hut is more piohahly a new position fof' Bungalow 
island, one of the ch iin that stretrlies from Km^^m to Lewchew. The 
passage, after leaving tliirt island, was leni.irkahle for the oppressive 
heflft — a lioat whose sultiiness was not ineasuied hy the thermometer, 
hut whicludeprived one of all energy both mental and jihysical. This 
state ot weather was m direct opjiosiiion to the muted testimony of 
all our aiitliors, from Mender Piiito to Kruseiistern mclusivc ; and 
had we had an aiigiirer on hoard, wo ‘^lionld no doubt have drawn a 
prc'i.ige of a favor. ilile, if not warm, reception from the imperial court, 
wliitlier we weie lioiind'. 

^ July 29th. 'Plus moriimg ^the early light revealed to us llio south- 
ern point of the pnm’ipililv 'fo'»tomi, called Ch.ma-saki, a hlulfliead- 
laiid, made still more coiis()icuou-> hy the low line of coiiUguous coast 
winch diveiges to the noilliuanl It was iirnnediately and joylully 
recogiii/('d lu. Jw akitehi, who, as vvidi as In^ companions, had been 
oil the lookout lor otic or two days to catch a glim[>so of their native 
land. The current, aid<‘d by a liglii breeze, carried us rapidly 
past tins headland, and b) 9 o’ehx k we laiM'd the Ingli |>i)iiit of Iro- 
saki, the soul hern extremity ol the pniicijiality of J/u Soon after, 
the chain of islands that extend off* from tlie sonthea'-t corner of Nipon^ 
appeared in .sight, who h, with Iro-saki, form the vvaymarks of our 
passage uj) the bay of \ Cdo. 

Some of tins chain are large islands, supjiovting a sparse popula- 
tion ; others of them are small nniiiiiabitod islets, between winch are 
immy insulated rocks. (3nc of the southerly and best known of the 
group IS Facliisio or Fatsisio, the Botany B-iy of the Japanese, wlierc 
the seoguii bam.shes all the obnoxious nobility and iiioii of trouldesome 
talent, and where tliey are employed iii various trades and eleg.mt arts, 
chielly, It is said, iii furnishing the imperial family with silken gar- 
ments. Kempfer tells ns, that the banks of tlie i.slaiid are so steep, 
that whenever any provision or per«oii is to be landed, the boat and 
all Its cargo must be lio’sted up by powerful cranes, kst the boat be 
dasliird in pieces by the surf It lies about 160 miles directly south 
■ 3 pf*Y?do, and 110 south-southeast from Iro-saki, in latitude 33’ north, 
and longitude 140' east, and is encompassed by several small islands, 
all of which, from their (le.scnplion, aie of volcanic origin The 
largest of the islands, between ♦ Fachi‘<io and the mainland, are ()o- 
siina (or 1. Vries,) and I on Volcaii, on both of which there arc 
volcanoes, some of whose eruptions have boon very destructive of life 
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an4?fKroperty : in consequence of one tha^kii^||ene(1 many years sii!^ 
in O^ima, the inhabitants fled from to the principality of 

Izu, and sinisn' catastrophe there has been no fixed population. 
1'lie Witters around these islands teem with fisl))^, and an extensne 
fishery is oarfied on by small craft from the coiiti^xiious coasts. From,^ 
our po<t^ition the Iow'erino«t islands wore not discernihlo, but Oo-Tinii-; 
and others which couU be seen were p.irtially w<XMled, and showed 
traces of cultivation. 

The coast of Nipoo oppo.site to us presented a mHfrnfficent gallery 
of wiountaius, rising from the abrupt aiul nuleuted shore ui an irre* 
goiar gradation into lofty and biili lohier peaks, until the summit of 
Mount Fihi, at the estini.ited height of I feel, ended the sern;.s(9^‘ 
This mountain is \ory famous in Japane-.o story, beinir, as Kaunpfor 
Bays, so ropowiied, that “ |KM*tH cannot find words, noi painters .skill 
and colors, snflicienl lo M‘pr(‘seut it ii'' they lluiik it deserves ” It 
was about Ibity miles Iroin le., tiud Itie top resembled the roof of a 
iiou^e, (wlieiice its name h'nsi,) with llie gabit' end ])omiing towards ‘ 
•tlu: sca,*ymd tin; .smooth, barren skI,-.,. liir nianv liundu>d je(’i, gradually 
sloping (luwnwjirds 'riio peak i.s represeiileil iis being almost iiinc- 
eessiblt; by re.i^iiii of a bro.el barrier of fine .sand on its ;n (.Iniiy . ami 
is, moreover, tlie repntml resnlem e qj^adus, and ibe enliante to tin; 
Inides of 13u<lhH(ic inyiliology inasiinndi, aa the Mimmit is raiely 
clear of mist or clonils, and there are the Irates ot an inm ease rr.iter 
near the top. The priests of Yamabus often refer to this Mioimtain 
in th(‘ir iiicanlntious, and use the jiann' l''jysi>)aiii(i, iis a kind of , 
walchwoid In the ravines near the luji, large riiasse's nf .snow still 
rested, and wo were told that it remained ni gieitet or less (jnanlitir’.s 
during llic whole year 'i’hc r loiids that envelojied the peak would 
now and then roll off Ui the noiihward, giving ua a glimpse of it m 
all Its solitary lotiiin'ss and gran liMir , and sonictimes the sublimity 
ol the view was increas('d, when the .suininit peered above the belt of 
<^loud& wliicli encircled the sides, while its own outliiie rested in hold 
relicf.iipon the clear sky 

The southern exlK’iiiity of the jirmcipalitv of Izu, which, in its 
ohloiig, penin.sidar form, greatly resembles .Yncatan m Gautimahi, i.s 
a bold promontory, whoso shoies are sKirtrxl with sh.irp conical jioaks 
or aiffUiUrs of nak*;d granite Nnnier<ms coves ui the coast afford 
the fishing craft seeiire retreats from the lemjiest, and the hay of 
Simoda was pointed out to O', as a JaiLo* and ciminiodioiis harbor. 
'J’he couuliy, <i short distiince from the shore, was exceedingly un- 
even, and apparnitlv hut little cultivated, the ravines and those hills 
si^ose contour was rounded were iii some places thickly wooded, hut 
the' general aspect of the scenery was tluit of remerlih'ss sterility 
'J’his o]>mion, dr'awu as it was fioin oiir position, would no doubt be 
gie.illy rnorlified on ^a closer examination, for there were extensive 
tracts of intermediate levels cntirJy hid from view : yet our Japanesjo 
said the country was poor and thinly setiled, and tiiat maiiv ]>'iits m 
the. nutmiiteinoiis districts were infested with wolves, hears, and other 
wild animals. The southern c.qie is roinarkahle for a white blufi, 
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rilTwhich lies a large About two miles from this cape, in a 

Sfjutherly direction, is aitifrhll naked rock not laid down in the chart, 
forming a serious danger in the navigation up the bay of Yedo. 

As the ship approached the land, tlie niiniber of junks and boats 
in si ght increasf‘d ; at one time we c/)unted between forty and fifty, 
^ most of them bound westward, right liefore the wind. Iwakitchi, who 
w.is pretty good authority in such inatteis, h.iving been at Yedo iip- 
waids ol twenty times, according to his own account, said that the 
fleet had probably been w indbouiid and prevented corning out of the 
h.iy — not an unusual oeeurrenee There were boats and junks of 
many si/os, from a fishing smar.k up to a junk of 2tH> or IJ(K) tons, 
ml in their general I’oriii and rigging resembling those .qt Napa kcraiig. 
The single mast was snpiioi ted by a large hire^tay, ami by .several 
backslajs, passing to the ' i(h‘s of the le.ssel Ofl'tlie wind, they sailed 

W'llh a rolling motion, and when close hauled, mad(3 mneh lee w'ay, 
being like the Chinese \essels without keels, 'riiey neither avoided 
nor sought ns, tbougli llimr proximity to the shore preventeil onr 
speaking or approaching any of them Tow.irds evening thfir num- 
ber decreased, ami by nightfall, wli.itever rnaj liave been the reason, 
ilu'ro wa.s not one to he ‘■eeu, except a lew' at arielior in an inlet, 
(iiusaharu, who appears to he well iniormed in naval alfiir.s, says 
tliat the names of vessels are usually three Chinese rliaracteis, the 
last one ol winch is always /rw (all), applied in tins case to ineatt a 

vesM‘1 

During the day, tlioiyrh oppo.si‘d by a iiortheasteily wind, we gra- 
dually advanced into the hay of Yedo, still aided by the powerful cur- 
rent tli.it had hitherto befriemh'd us. The feelings of the Japanese 
weio highly excited at the sight of their native lulls, and the prospect 
of again nieelmg llieir familie.-* j ml fiiemK, and as we passiMl along, 
the three Owiiri men pointed oiit hearll.iiid.s and objects famiiiar to 
theiri f)o-sima is a conspicuous object at the entranco of the liay. 
Its conical sumiiiu being almost constaiitlv covered with clouds, which 
were at tunes so dense ami peculiar that we llionghl the volcano on 
the island was in action 'riie sni.ill hay of Sag.imi, which lies e.ist of 
the peninsula of Izu, o|)ened iijMm u.s as we patosed in between Jro- 
saki :iml On-suna, and night cJos(mI ni W'hmi we were opposite its 
entrance. The feelings of the jiarty during the d:iy were of a mixed, 
imJesenh.ible nature — a compound of hojie, tear, and exiiectalion, 
wliicli comes o\er one when on the eve of some event that he suppo*!- 
e.s will form an era in his life. During the uiglil, as we heat pp tlm 
bay, tires were observed hurnnig on several eminences, from which 
we inferred (hat our appro.ich was known, and tJie intelligence 
this im* I1J9 conveyed to the capital We were told tliat on the ropst 
’jiroimneut headlands alopg llie southern coast, there are fires lighted 
every night for the guidance of ve-seN, which are sustained by the 
goverriirtent Tlie fires in this instance, however, differed from any 
which oiir men had before seen, ami were in difrerent situations, 

July oOth The morriing light found ns not far .south of Mi-saki 
or cape Sagaiin, llie soutliern point of flic principality of the same 
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namL\ ttuf vtKSl^ also forms the western point of the entrance to 
lht‘ bay ofYMo, njort' properly sp<‘al£ia|s: 'I’Ijo buy of Yedo, as it is 
failed. 1 $ a larfje e.stu.iry. bot\vcM*n thirty aiid-^orty niUgs wide <*it 4 te 
entrance^ and evleiidiiitr ilnriy iiulcs north at nearly a ^^iRinn wu^ll^ 
up to Mi^wU. Thi>^ M, the <:outhei!y point of a hinall ponHii-sula, 
iiijT part of lhe,pruicip^lllty of S.ifj.imi, which plt^'ct's iniOithti^'!H||f|gJ^ 
and OB ^the Wf^teni '•tit^ of it, towards th(‘ shnrea^of Izii, 
of F5,isrtini‘ oiitr.iMce boiii^ .dioiit twenty ihHps wido* 
and ISii-saki, (or capr* Kn,) both \('iv proniineut hoadlaiKb, lying ff®Sh 
eacii oilier nearly uorthe.i'.t and ‘'Oiithwi'^t, twelve or lifteen miles 
apirt, tlirin the entrance to the bay of Vedo, at the north ej^d 
which the capital- stands, forty miles from Su-'.ilu IMic clear ahiaos- 
phere, \\hn-h we had yesteiday, was this rnoinmg succeeded hy a 
driz'/ling rain, rendered .still more miploasant hy tin* head wind, an<^ 
which entirely obscured the oontiguons shore.s. 'I'liis sudden an# 
disagreeable change, whde the iiaromeler was at its usual elevation, M 
^Npiainud hy the high rnnimtanis m the vicinity ronden.sing the 
vapoi, ^hich, as the clouds beionie Mirch.iigi'd, I'.ills upon the sur- 
rounding country, keeping it in a continual shout>r-l)ath. '' 

The banks of the hay are alirnjit, hnt not high ; and as we ap- 
pioaihod either side in our zig/ag -^niMg the shores oflered an 
agreeable variety ol hill and dale, covered with vegetation. Trees of 
many si/cs and kinds skirted the tops of the lulls, and a low growth 
of hushes their sides, holli of a lividy green, giiiiig the scetM'ry a 
cheerful aspect, vorjr dilLTuiil from the ruggei^ncss of tlic iiiouritfiins 
id Izu. 

About twelve o’clock, we first heard the distant report of giiiw^ 
though It was s(,iiictiine belbie tlie fact could !»> distinctly asci-rtani- 
ed, on .iccoimt of the Im/.iik's- , and the iioi'-e atn-ndant on' woikiiig 
the shij) TJie reports were IkmmI .U considerahle intervals, and we 
assigned (IiffcreiU reason " foi .so unexpected a proceeding; nor lould 
tile Japanese' give us a hatl^factory clue to operations so opposed to 
all their experience, and they suggested hoisting the ensign Some 
thought that the guns were to report to the court onr progress, others 
Burmiscd that the ollicers near the liarhor ofliraga'va did not feel al , 
liberty to allow a Ibreign vcssi l to pass into the anciiorage without 
orders from their superiors, and some sugge.'ied they were saluting the 
slop hut all onr doubts coiiceriimg then designs were removed, 48 
soon as the vi'eatlier cleared up, and we saw the balls failing tmurorcls 
the ship half a mile ahead, The guns were stationed on the point at 
till; entrance of the harbor ; and in order to guard the pa.ssage com* 
pletely, gnus were fiied from Iho opposite side of the hay; — hetweeii 
tlioni was a distance of five or six niilc.««. Theie wa.s but little dangev ' 
to be apfirehended from the metal of the guns, for the channel watf"'' 
sufficiently wide for beating out of their rt'ach ; yet the evident deter-^ 
rotnation of the officer*' on shore to prevent onr farther progre.^s into 
the “ inner wat('r.s,” induced us to come to aiiclior where we then 
were, about two miles below the point JJreakers, a ''lion distance 
ahead, also indicated other dangers that were to be avoided ; but the

hitherto reported a dejith of ^enty fithoiris iii the mid channel, gra- 
^lly shoaling towal^' either side, and wc brought up in seven fa- 
ns. The nring from both sides ceased soon after we anchdred. 
lie harbor of Uragawa, which it had been our intenfion to gain 
(c anchoring, is pn the western side of Ihe bay, above the point 
li^rThe guns were 'placed, and is the stopping-place of all vessels 
&rd ^iig to Y 6 do. Here reside officers whose duty is to examine 
rmaiiife'^ts and crews of the inward hound vessels, ascertain that 
tlte two exactly correspond, that there arc no women on board, and 
give a passport of entrance to the |>ort of Slnnagawa furtlicr up. We 
weiiKold that decapitation is the punishuicnt inflicted upon all the crew 
of any junk in which a female is (hitected ; and that, when the inani- 
Jest does not tally with the crew, detention and difficulty ensue. The 
'^ores of the harbor are lined with habitations, and the adjacent coun- 
ty IS rcprc'sented as densely peopled, and highly cultivate. Sixteen 
n (ahoutf^S:! iiiilos) above Uragawa is Shin.ig.iwa, where all vessels 
proci'ed after they have lieeii examined and pas'^ed, and wlffre they 
otilado and receive cargo, it being only one ri trom Yf'do, and 
rather a suburb of the capital than a separate place. 'J'be hay abCve 
Uragaw'a spreads o<it into an extensive sheet of water, in some parts 
twenty-five miles acro''*', in whieli jnnks and fishing craft are constant- 
ly sailing. Otokitchi sa\s that he has .seen between seventy and 
eighty sad of ve.sseLs arrive and depart from Slnnagawa in one day, 
and that the numhor us|jally anchored tlu>re is upw.ai(ls of a thousand 
Tlie comparatively narrow entrance to the bay below Ur.igawa ena- 
bles the Japanese to guard the approach to the cajiital in a Very ef- 
fectual m.uiuer, and the extreme caution they manifest in searching 
all coasting craft, apparently imlicate.s some apprehension of danger 
from that quarter 

The anchorage we had taken was ju.-^t off the outer point of a small 
curve 111 the shore, on the upper end of which llio guns were placed. 
The nearest land was about three fourths of a mile, and fVom that 


spot the shore took a deep circular sweep, and then rounded gr.Mliial- 
ly up to the higher point, at the bottom of the curve, on the baiik.s of 
a small stream, were a few' poor huts of fisiicrnieii. jiartiy hid under 
the trees, the only dwellings m sight A sandy beach extended the 
wlkole length of the bay, heliind which the country rose in irregular 
gradations, diversified by cultivated field and bleak or wooded hills for 
a long distance inland. The southern and nearest point was a bluff 
bill -covered with low pme.s, and from it the shore stretched to the 
^uth for several miles in a continuous, unbroken cliff, that rose 
aliSH^st pcrpendiciit'irly from the beach. The numerous hilks hefere 
JtfB'Were for the mo‘*t part rouiuled in their contour, and usinlly bore 
'groves of trees either on iheir summits or sides. . Many of them were 
terraced in a manner that showed the industry of the inhabitanlis ; 
some were thus improved whose acclivities were so steep that the 
hill-sides resomhlod a flight of stairs, apparently without any flat sur- 
face which jilaiits could grow Others were on gentler elevations, 
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where the irrani could ^'So.uc'^ the fudds were of a 

hrii^lit {/reeii, iihe •'^'^d adjoining them were others of a 

d.irk green or l»l u ki-'h line, like grass or tunivd up loam , and this 
contrast, still mo!i». v;«trtS!^»ted by the clumps of tree.s scattered about, 
reinlered the »c©tu*»y picture<que in the highosl dogfee No towns 
or solitary iiiiiiMoiis we.e seen, but la ine lovi wooded ramies, orhld 
hehind the lulls, we su-pecti'd thPrt- were setllorneiits, from the rows 
oflrees whieli led over the face of the country, and winch, Ka-mpfer 
say'rt, are usmdly planted on hiuli sides ol the public higlivv.iys. The 
ab-5(Mice ofhoJitarv mansions scattered here and there in a J.iiidscape, 
wliose presence lor ms a |)rominent feature m ranopean scenery, is. 
I helieve, with few or no evceptionr>, a *li''tmt live charaeteristic dr 
view-, in heathen countries cither from hU'.pieion, or insecurity, or 
predilection to gregarious habits, the people usually elustei together 
111 villages or towns The landseapo helon' ii** did not ex^,cnd many 
miles, being bounded by an irregular range of lulls iii (he horizon, 
Hint the heanty ofth.it which we could see, rai''(*d a s( long desire to 
make fiTrther explor.ilioiis 'Plie ‘chores heyond the upper point of 
the cuiv.iture in ide .inoiher gentle swi'cp, wIiom! up|)*'r termination 
formed the hegmning of the liarboi o! lir.ig.iw-a. The eastern shore, 
belonging to the princip.ility of Ka^s.i, wa> too lar distant to sou 
much more th.m its niieven outline a/ld lolly hills, hut it was as 
grei‘11 and well wooded .is that near us. On an eminence, near the 
spot where tiie guns were placed, weobH*r\ed a smoke, jirobably thq 
remains ol the signal-fncs ol the previous iiig^t, which w’as kept up 
until evening 

W'e aiichoied about p m , ami soon afu-r boat.*' began to approach 
tlieship, hm the l«;w first eo.ild not he nidne.ed to come alongside, 
and returned to the shore, •,ale-!ied with gazing at the ship .imi masts. 
All old m.in tir>t venturi d up the ‘•ides, who a*^ he crossed the gang- 
vv.iy look a suney ol the deck, and then stepped down. When (airly 
aho'iid, he saluted us liy slowly bending his body and suspending Ins 
arms, until his lingers nearly touched the deck, lie then proceeded 
to examine the oli|ec(s .ihoiit him, slowly |>issing from one to another, 
hut was speedily mterrupfed and recalled by his e.ompariions ; hiit on 
Ills favor, ible report, all irmmdialely cl.imhered on hoard. Other 
ho, Its now arrived, and the docks were soon covered with .I.npanese, 
wilt) went over the ship, making rheir rem. irk" on what they saw to 
each other, without p, tying much lieed to the foreigners. The jugs 
and geese weie .‘>criitmize(l with great atteiilioii hv them ; and iii e\- 
|)l Illation, Otokilchi said that hiUh tliuj'-e animals, .illiiough known, w'ere 
hut little used m this jiart of the i.sland The height of the imi.sts and 
riffging were also sources of unceasing wonder, and the boats often 
stoj)|)ed a little distance from (he shij», while the mni.ue.s, to whom a 
foreign vessel would /i.'ilur.illy he m oliject of interest, gazed upward.^. 
Our visitors ap|>carpd friendly, at first coming np to us with questions; 
hut soon, ascertaining Vhe inability ol most of ns to speak tJieir lan- 
*Miage, they made their remarks among themselves, oi carried their 
doubts to Mr Gulzlafl' Nothing except a small fish was brought for 
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sale; nor would thoy part with theii little articles of dress, although 
none ninde any ohjoction to receiving whatever was ollbrod 

^'hc majority were •thinly clad, notwithstanding the cold ram : a 
piece of cloth around the loins, or a loose gown thrown over the 
shoulders, secured at the waste hy a girdle, wa^ their usual covering 
A^vv wore (piilted cotton laciwis, who^e t.itleri'd condition and re- 
peated mendings indicated the poverty ol the wear<?r; and now and 
then, when an mdividn.il had become chilly and wet from exposure to 
the rain, he would borrow his iieighhor’s garment for a short time, 
certainly a coiiveiiieiit accommodation I'heir s.imlais were made 
of grass, modeled lihe tliose of the Ijinvehewans , few, however, won;

Several boats were ob.served around the poltit, 
and soinc of those which visited the ship returned thither, 'flie ' 
moat reasonable cause wo could a.^s^-igii for the crowd was, that the 
iiihabjtiUits of a village, hid heyoiii! the point, hud come down there to 
see the strange vessel 

The boats in which the nativcscairtl*bffwcro rudely though strongly 
built of pine, and most of them c.uned a sail of coarse cotton cnn> 
vass, siis|K*ii(lcd from a single moveable mast. Their progies.s was ac* 
celernted by three or four large sculls attached to each side near the 
stein on pivots, and fontiod of two pieces kslied logethei like the 
Chinese; with this dilfereiice, that the loom was very broad . 
lower end, in it.s general shape resembling a paddle; the upper sttcfiicO 
was convex^ and the rounded edges made the under somewluU OOp* ' 
cave; this' form appeared to be for convenience in sculling, 
of thi> largest of the boats were thirty feet long and six wide, haviil«J ■ 
the two ends open like a scow, and carrying between twentji, a^V 
thirty men. tn two or three were a few women of whom vve did jnOV. 
see luudi; for tliey were fully occupied in protecting themselves front 
the rain, piling bamboo cloaks and Jiats upon iheir persons, in a ve^y 
singular manner, while they lay in the bottom of the boat.*" ; but, un> 
like what la described by former visitors to Japan, all was jicaceful, 
as if the natives neither feared us, nor suspected us ol any covert de- 
sign. All manifested friendly feelings, partaking of the r«‘fri-slinierit8 
officred them, inquiring our busine.ss, bcrutiinzing the ."hip .ind all uti 
board, and inviting us to go on shore and ramble, i^oiiio of them

Aug. Olh. We left the bay ol Vedo on the JJIst of .Inly with a 
fresli bree/e, which c.iriied us p,i.-t 'I’tdi.i the next d.iy ; and, finding 
It impossible to make d witlumt be.itiiiif, we .stood on for Stono- 
mis.iki (or I’oinl Sml de Nipon) in the pi incipalily of Kmokuni. But 
hero also the wind lie.whMl iis olf, and we concluded to make the bay 
of Kagosim.i, m the pi mcip.ilitv of Sat /nm.i, where the Portuguese 
first landed, and wlieie Fi.iiicis X.iviei began Ins l.ibors Aftei pass- 
ing Siono-rms.iki, tlie wnml died aw.iy with occasional breezes, and 
the strong op])osing cm rent carried us back, .‘•ometnrios at the rate of 
seventy miles a day, and it w.is not till the Htli mst., tb.at we made capo 
Cochrane, ill the island of Kiusiii While p.issmg along the co.ist, 
several .species of sea-fowl caim* aromid the ship, though in lirnitcil 
numb(*is; many slioals of fish woie s<*eii, and pmnice and seaweed 
drifted past , some spe< imens of the latter were remarkable lor the 
delicacy and ('h-gance ol their forms In sailing near the shore.s of

As soon as we eiilcred llic bayr, Siaii'/.aii and (iuisabaru were put 
ashore, where a few fishinjr i»oats weio «?oen, in ono of winch they 
pulled lip to the villagi' of Sataura On ariiving llieie, they Ibnnd 
the people in groat commotion at onr niiexpected ajipearance, and the 
officers making preparations for a delcnsi*, which were Hiispr*iided on 
tin* approach of our scouts, whose foreign rlress had attracicil atten- 
tion before they landed* They w'crc surrounded with eager iiifjuirers, 
seeking to know the cause of our coming, and, aflei paitially s.atis- 
fyiiig the curiosity of their countrymen, they jirocaired an offic<‘r, 
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and returned to the ship, accompanied by two or three crowded 
boats. 'J’his oihi'or w:i> a ploabaiit lookinir man, dressed in a long 
cotton rol)C of blue and white plaid, bfcurcd at the waist with 
a large girdle, in whicli were stuck two .swords, and from which

'Die sword.s, hy which their rank is di.stiriguislied, were a great 
incumbrance to these olHi ers. One of them wa.s full three feet in 
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length, rather coarsely ma<le; the other w as a shorter weapon, resem- 
bling ra iMJjger ,* but^ in both in&taiices, the blade is thicker and 
narrower than is usual among the weapons worn by Europeans. There 
was only a small button between the blade and the handle, which, in 
a co:.l!ict would afl'ord very little protection to the hand ; the handle 
was bound with narrow stnps of cloth or leather, and the scabbard, 
HI some instances, was defcMided Irom riioi-ture in a similar manner. 
They were worn without a belt, being simply thrust through the large 
girdle, and, <is in walking, the nioiion of the body causes tliein to 
slip down, they are a .source of const, iiit annoyrince to tlie wearer 
The small one is stuck into the belt hoi i/ontiilJy , the long one hangs 
down, and wheinwi'r the owner mn, it is taken out and carefully laid 
by his side. In our igiioiaiice ol their etiqiielte, we took one up 
to examine it, the blade was rusty and destitute of till oriiament, but 
very sharp, ,is if kept in re.-uliness for any emergency As soon as 
the olticei saw us ex.imining liis weapon, he st.irted and look it from 
ns , and our men said tliat it vv.is an oifense almost amounting to an 
insult to touch the sword of another When he returned to the boat, 
w'e observed tliat be gave the Jong sw'ord to an attendant, who care- 
fully laid It aside, and in sevei.il instances we noticed their sensi- 
tiveness couceriiing the uivic’ability of their weapons TJie society 
where anus aie constantly worn lias been by some represented, \is one 
where evoiy inemher is cautious iii his actions, and careful not to 
incroach upon the rights of another; but this doubtful advantage 
must be greatly over-b.il.mced by the suspicion, and mutual distrust 
among diUermit classes, by tlic aggressions of the stiong on the 
weak, and by nnlnberle-^s wrongs that always exist, and to all ol 
W'hich the len)pt,i lion of h.iviiiL^ arms already at hand must, lu the 
nature of iri.iii, powerfully coiiirihute The Jap,iiiesi*, no (loui)f, owe 
much of their reputed w'.M like spirit to their familiarity with -inns, 
yet in them, this iloes not apjiear to be a iiulile, gcneioiis, seiilimoiit, 
that exercises itself in redressing wiongs, but Irom what we can le.irii 
is rather a brut.il, punctilious, disposition, that deadens all the liner 
feelings of the heart, and steeps all the Jaws in cruelt) and blood JJui, 
whatever may be the eflect of the code of honor upon the social sys- 
tem of tlie J.ipaiie.-e, one would recommend placing the ■•'e.it of so 
sensitive a faculty in a less exposed position than at the end of an 
unmanageable sword three feet long. 

After giving a few diiections to the pilot, the olficers left us, and 
we stood over to the western side of the bay. 'I'his poor man, thus 
suddeidy brought into contact woth foreigners, w,i.s in a mo^t unplea- 
sant situation , for he could not command the vos^d, and the .mehor- 
age to which he was iii a manner comptdied to bring her w as an open 
roadstead, exposed to the wind and swell from the sea, and alfordiiig 
little or no protection 11(3 ende.ivored to excite our 'fe.irs by telling 
of rocks and shoals scattered here and therOj^ although no indications 
of such dangers were visible, and the lead reported a deptli of tifteeii to 
twenty fathoms; and when he saw us going in the direction of the 
danger, he would change its position. At last, when he had nearly 
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reached the proposed anchorage, he declared that there were no 
dangers before reaching Miahama, but the poor man was so bewilder- 
ed, that apparently he did not know whcreaboi/ls he was, nor what he 
said. All oHicer of the ship was sent to Lvainine the soundings, who 
reported a safe berth, and we anclioied in six fathoms, about three 
fourths of a mile from the shore. As soon as the anclior was oown, 
the pilot hurl led away ; and, shortly after, a small boat came along- 
side, forming part of the gnaid appointod to watch us. It contained 
a single ofiicer, who came aboard; and, without vouchsafing a single 
reply to Mr. (iut/.lalf’a interrogatories, paraded round the deck, as 
if to inspect his charge, amusing us all with an evhibition of the ini- 
ni'.tablc self-hutlicieiicy of an otIi^*er of the .lapaneso empire appointed 
to guard a foreign vessel; ho them took his lo.ne, being the last native 
of Ja|)<in wlio hoardi'd ilie ship, As the evoiiing okisod in, the village 
of Chugarnitsu opposite us was lighted up, and numerous fi.'rhing boats 
ji^st outside of the hay abo di^jilavod larLU* liios 

Oil i]jiostionmg the men who w'orc semt ashore in the morning con- 
cerning Hie reception ihi'y met fiom tlu* magistrates, Iwakitchi said, 
they were received with gie.it kindness, hoifi h) the ollicers and 
poo|ile At his first visit, Si.m/.ati cai i led llie m.inifest of his juiik, 
which he had kntunately pi (’served, (flfl wlueh he vaid corroborated 
his story 'I'liey g.'ive their deposition helore the magistrate at S.i- 
t.iura, in pn'seiice ot the .isM’mlih;d vill.igeis, and the parliniiars were 
all taken down in willing, .is the inim’s, ages, and resuhmees of the 
seven men, llie time when ea<*h pink left .I.ipiin, a few items of their 
adv(Mitnr(js, and tlie tn-atiiK'nl they had e\|)orieMC(’(l among fort’igners. 
'I’lieir statements of the pe,ie<‘il)(e ehai.icter of the ship were corro- 
borated by the M/liccrs who lir-.i i ame on ho.ird ; and, when the depo- 
sition was sealed u)i I'oi the puipos. f,f hemg forwarded to Kagosnna.the 
cliicf niagistrale cvehniin’d, tiui\ these heiievolent foreigners must he 
someilnng more than hiniiaii Alth(»ngli he deelmed forw .iidmg onr 
ji.ipers, vet ho expressed no doubt of the favorable reception ot the 
mission, and tliattln^ nn ii would soon lie on their way home Kemark- 
jiig upon the dtstre.s.s that exisU’d for w'ant of food, ho aslo'd them 
vvliy tiiey li.id retiinu'd to Japan, if they got rice enongJi in C'liina; 
and when the officer who came on Ixiaid inc'iitroned the deirlh, he 
was told that foreigners would linnu them all the nee they wislu'd, if 
the government would onlv jiermit it The surrounding vill.igeis lis- 
tened vvitli breathless attention to their narrative, and united with the 
olfiecrs in talking ‘ sweet words’ to them. Iwakitchi was so sum of 
their acceptance, lliat, on lefurnmg to the shtp, he unshed to engage 
one ol the boats about the sliip to take him to the capital llis view 
•'Iso extended farther, and he |>roposcd going to Y^do, after he had 
seen his friends, and endeavoring to bring ‘those brutal officers' at 
IJragawa to jiisticcj, fir their atrocious attack Siauzaii vv.is ab(* fiighly 
el.ifed at the prospect of refuriiing home to hi.s wife ami fMcuds ; but 
none were so sanguine as Iwakitchi, he could hardly coutaiii himself. 

Aug. 1 1th At >min‘'e the ensign was hoisted, and mie of the guard- 
boats came to see what was the occasion of hoisting I he tl.ig We told 
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the officer, who was the same man that strutted ever tlie deck the pre- 
vious evening, that it was customary in a foreign port to hoist the 
national colors. He replied, that having never before seen a foreign 
vessel, he was igiioiant of onr practices We reminded him and his 
com[\anions of their promise to send us water and otlier refreshments, 
and al.so boats to tow the ship into a safer anchorage, which we desir- 
ed might be done speedily, as the weatlier was unjiromising, and the 
ship might be driven ashore should a storm arise. They said some 
water should be iinniediiitely sent, but added, that for the lioats we 
must wait the arrival of tlie high officer from Kagosima. This was 
rather a dilfereiit stoiy from what was told us yestenlay, though, when 
we considcied the guide of tins officer it was doubtful if he could do 
otherwise than refer the matter to the pleasure of his superior Soon 
after he left, a b(»at came with a tub of water, but none of its crew 
came on oo.ird, liaving probably been interdicted by the magistrates 
from all intercourse. 

After hearing that no boats were likely to come and tow the ship, 
captain Ingcrsoll prepared two more anchors in readiness to let go 
should the wind increase, and look all proper precautions against 
dragging. Tlier*^' being no intercourse with the people, we bad 
leisure to examine the adia’amt country The landscape is very 
green, being like that around the bay of Yedo, in the neighborhood 
of high rnounlams, winch condeii'«e the vajxir The form of the shore 
IS similar to the other anchora<re, forniing a gentle sweep, terminated 
at eai’li extremity liy a ;ock) hill, cove. id with jiines Near the one 
at the southern point our guard is stationed, perfectly defended from 
the wind and swell by the bank. Hnt, o\C(‘pt in tlie curvature of the 
shore, there is no resemblance between lln» and the anchorage at 
Uragnwa. Ib're the ba.ik is so steep that, from one lull to the other, 
a distance of two or three miles, there is only one |>lacc where a 
horse can ascend , in some places it is npw.irds of fifty feel high, 
formed of stiff cl.iy with leilges of rock cropping out at intcivals. 
From the oaiik, the land, gimerally speaking, rises gradually to a mo- 
derate elevation, dnersilh'd with many hills and trees, and apparently 
is exceedingly W(‘ll cultivated. The system of terracing is carried 
out oven more than at Uragawa, and much higher than any of ns had 
seen it in China, exteiniing to the tops of hills, whoso acclivities resem- 
bled a flight of stairs, 'fhe most conspicuous object hero, as every- 
w'here in the hay, is Kaimou-daki, w’lioso sides are covered with a thick 
growth of pines, and whose top i.s .seldom destitute of a cap of clouds. 
No rival cmmeiices are near, and its solitariness appears to add to its 
beauty; in reguhirity of form K.iiinou-d.iki might almost be cited as 
a type of the gemis Mans. A range of mountains is visible to the 
northward, which forms part of the chain that runs through the is- 
land. One of it.s mo.st remarkable peaks is Mount Udviu, famous for 
its burning .siilplmrcoiis spring.s, and the tortures inflicted there on 
the .adheroMts of Catholicism in times of peiseriition Kiirnatarii, 
whose native place, Simahara, is only three miles from it, says, the re- 
gion around is thinly inhalnled, and that many of the ‘springs are hot 
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and, poisonous, while otiicrs are tepid, and useful in cutaneous diseases; 
and he corroborates Kjcrnpfer, who describes the baths as erected 
for the accommodation of invalids. He says that snow remains on Us 
suniinit during the whole year. 

The country beyond the hill, at the iipjicr end of the curve, as far 
as we can discern, is well cultivated. Just olf this hill, that's?) pro- 
vokingly bounds our jirospect, lies a sharp conical rock, about forty 
feet high, with an arched hole in its base, siiliicieiitly large to admit 
the gig The hill at the opposite extieniity is Hanked seaward by a 
leilgoofred roek.s, in uliicli, and in tin* ha^e ol the hill, the waves 
have worn many lioles JNeai the onl) place for a.sceinling the bank,

hind the many w lute duellings Ihiow them into ndiel JMosI (d the 
hiiildings are white, and the villag(‘ has a ikmI and eomp.ict .ippear- 
ance, and the iiihahitafils havt* made .siweial gh.inls down to the 
IxMcli, for com (’UK nee in ascending and descending 'i’be rows of 
trees which cross the countrv in various dnection-, piolceting and 
(leogiiating the roads, is a singular leatuie in the sceiunv , but view- 
ing the l.indseape as a whole, alilioiigh beautiful in ni.in} parts, the 
•slioies around llie b.iy ol Kagosim.’ are infeiior in grandeur and subli- 
mity to tlio.se near "N edo 

As* no one c.ime ne.ir us after llu w.iteriiig boat left, about one 
o’clock a blue ll.ig vv.is hoisted, but it proved uii.ivaibng to indiiee an\ 
one to visit Ut After dinner an ollieer vva'^ smn in the gig, Kinkitcbi 
accoiiip<iiiyiiig him, to .sound iK'ar the slion* 'J'liis inoveinenl nninedi- 
ately caused a stirring among onr overseers, and I bey disp.uched a boat 
to ord('r the gig to return, vvliile a .see.ond came to the shij) 'flie bitter 
contained three ollicers, w ho, as the ho.il ranged ilong.side, standing uj), 
in a pleasant manner, a.^ked why the gig h.id left the .ship We tohl 
them, that, as the weather looked thieatening, it was very desirable 
to know' bow mnch water there was around the ship, and we had sent 
the boat to sound, Keinarking that they stood up in the boat w'lth 
great iiicoriveiiionce, we inviltil them on deck, hut they deedined, 
saying they were piohibited r.oming on ho.ird, much again.'^t their iii- 
clniation. On being a.-iked when tlie ollicer from Kagosima would 
arrive, and the prov wsions and boats be sent as bad been promi''e(l, 
they replied, that he had not yrt come, but would piobably ‘-oon make 
his appearance; adding, however that it was not likely tli.it the men 
would he received. rt'inark sur jii i-.ed us all, and llie J.ipanese 

iinincdiately spoke out, inquiring the leasoii for this opiinuii . but the 
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officers became suddenly rather dogged, and e*aded a reply, by ob- 
serving that they knew nothing of the le ihons of their superiors, being 
only persons appointed to watch ns We told them, our puri)ose in 
coming into the bay was simply to restore a few sliipw recked men, 
and that, if the priiwie of Satzunia did not wish to receive them, the 
officer 'deputed Iroin liiin need only come on board, explain his mes- 
sage, and we would foithwith dcpait. 

The officers, in this their last visit, were not as friendly as on pre- 
vious occasions, though they endeavored to put on a good face. The 
trouble of watching us day and night, and the ii ksoineness of lemaining 
hour after hour in an opi'n boat, exposed to friUjiKMit squalls, may have 
soured their tempers, though, like Japanese ollicors, who consider all 
such ciiciinislaiices as merely incidental, they never alluded to it. 
Tlieir regards personally toward ns were favoiahic, hut, however 
much they might wish us .<<ucces.s, ihev considered themselves as mere 
subalterns, who cijiild only execute the orders of those above them. 
Their attemlanls weie much more decently clad than in former visits; 
many of them weio large muscular men, hut the cast and exjiression 
oflheir countenances generally were not prcposs(‘ssing, perhaps on ac- 
count of the smallness and ohliqnify of the c\os, depnving the face of 
all animation Among the |\;i,ities vvlio fiom time to time came, there 
were several huN, who appeared to take groat jilcasnie in looking at 
the novellies aiouiid them. 'The officers were imwajs distingiii.shablc 
from their attendants by siqicrior carnage or more iMU*lh*clnal conn- 
toriances, ami, if depiivgd of their swords, would not have been re- 
marked. Soon aftei they left ns, the gig returned, anil the officer 
reported lb.it the bay was nearly of an nrnlorm depth, having five 
fathoms wulliin a few lods of the shore, ami the beach formed of fine 
.sand, the dehn.s of ihe cJilfs 'I'l-e evening soon after closed in with 
a threatening aspect, ami s(|ualLs oi wind and i am were frequent dur- 
ing the nighl 

August I'Jlh The weather this nionimg was law and rainy, but 
fvvakitchi was on the look-out to see il there were any mdicatiori.s of 
the arrival of an ollicei (humg the night At six o’clock, a small 
bo.at, containing three pi^r-oiis, appioacheil the ship, until they placed 
it between Iheinselves ami the guaid.when they hailed ns They said 
they were going a fislimg, a mi came along-.ide to see the ship, as all 
intercourse was prohihred h^ thi' magistr.iles Iwakitchi, on a.skii]g 
them whether the officer had come from Kagosima, was answered that 
none had come, .so far at. they knew, hut that they had heard a rumor 
of the expulsion of the ship, and the refusal of the government to 
receive tlie men 'I'lie g guilds of this rumor Ihev would not give, or 
perhaii” did not know, vet romaiked that it w'as well authenticated, 
and one added, ' it is my opinion that, perhaps, you had bettor weigh 
ancho.' and make sail ’ 'I’lie} remained half ao hour talking with 
the men, making many ohseiv.itioris which gave ns a bottler idea of 
the .state of alia. is than we Ind yet ret eivod, and of the feelings on- 
tertaiiieil towards ns by the jieople, all of whom were much alarmed 
at the approach of the shq), hut, as soon as her errand was known, 
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every one wished us well. They repeated, that the rumor of our 
expulsion was a credible one, and s.iid, as they were leaving, that they 
were going out of tlic bay to lish, and when tliej returned would bring 
us a lew. But, instead of going out, they went around the bows of the 
ship, and paddled in shore, all the while bobbing a fi.sh line^j^i the 
bow.s of the boat, as if to make the iinpiessuni that they had just 
come in from seaward VV'h.iU'ver may have been the design of 
these people, in thus covertly coming oil to the shij), they took much 
trouble, as the woalhi;r was veiy iinpl(*a.‘-ant, ami tlic .sea v(>ry rough 
for their little shallop ; v't tben deelaiatjons, although probable 
enough, weie given in such a hesitiiun2, uncertain, manner, that we 
were douhthil wliat to do 

Soon titter their departure, a hioad stripe o( blue and while cloth 
was seen stri'tohed several lod.*', .icio-.s the tieei, near CJmgamitsu, 
looking like a fence, *nid lajanng in it the blazonry of the* prince of 
Sjjilznma. 'Fhe inhalMtanls weie seen niinnng h.ickwards and for- 
wards between I ho clolh and the nil. on', ami along the beach, as 
if some terrible event was about lo h.ip[)('n We wcri' wondering 
wliat this iniglit betoken wIumi luakitcln came willi a rueful visnge, 
saying llial the stn[)es ot clolh indicated w'.n like operations, and that 
in all proh.ihility a nie'>sen2er hail aiiit^ Itom l\.ig«>ima with orders 
to expel n> by lorce He s.iid, the stiijM-^ of cloth were for defending 
liie soldier.s, heing (oinpo'.ed ol lour or fnt' oi niori* jiiecf** of heavy 
canvass, stretclmil one helimd atiolhei, at shoil inlerv.ils The vibra- 
tory inolum of these im-ees of loo-e clolh, wi>^l(I no doubt w eaken the 
force of a cauuou ^hot, and almost Mop a swivel hall, however ludi- 
crou.'sly the ide.'i of a chub h.itt' iy nnghi at first strike any one. After 
the villagi’is li.ul been .•'Oiiietime <i-sf>itii)led aromnl this evtciriporaneous 
fortification, w'( saw them le.ue it umultaneouslv , as if an order had 
been pioimilged , ami ilu' m.i|oi i^art, being on Uiot, ran by dilierent 
paths along the beach ami liill-side, tow aids the grave-yard on the other 
side of the village It vv^* had not been loo deeply interested in their 
movements to m»tire the coiineal, the appearance ol'so largo a crowd 
riinnmg along a beach, vvh<’re the wlntc hank, fifty or .^ixty feet high 
threw tlie vvliole into a bold relief, and the distanci! diinmished them 
two thirds, would have been me spio'-ihly ludicrous the flying mul- 
titude brought to niiml the pigmie*^ f»f Heiodotiis going out to battle 
xiganisl the cranes fin arriving at the gr.'ive-y tird, .‘mother clolh fort 
vv.ib soon stretrlied, hearing tlie same coat of arms, behind which we 
s.ivv many small h.inners lluttering, and people assembled, among 
whom .several persons dressed in while lohes, and others galloping 
about on horseback, were distmguisbable. 

Not know'ing what might be the end of all these doings, we con- 
cluded It the safest way to make preparations to leave ; and began 
to heave in the cablcf of which there were soventy-five fathoms out, and 
hoist the yards without mifinlmg the sails; the colors were also shown; 
but no one answered life signal 'Pbese precautions were necessary, 
for the last po'.ition chosen by the parly perfectly commanded the 
ship, and if it was their intention to expel u&, and guns as large as 
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ihoso emj>loyn(l rit Ur;i;rawri should he I>rou^li‘ to bear upon us, our 
situation would he dangerous Soon aflor tlio ludors were siiowii, a 
boat left the slioro, wliicli was liailed, hut it stood iicio.s.s the hay 
towards S.itaura, with'uit giving the least heed to our signals. Ini- 
iiicdnitely following its di'ii.irture, the jiarl} hcliiiul the canvas opened 
a fire upon us, with niuMpietiy and eaiinon, the shot Iroin the latter 
fiilhng about hall-wa} to the ^Inp 'Phe ptople on shoie wore so long 
making prc'paratiMiis, that we had nhnost concluded the coniinotion 
had SOUK' other oiiject than our expnfaon , hut llie hist discharge, de- 
cided the reieolion of our pro|K»‘'.»l, mdu aled the continued hostilit} of 
the J.ip.iin'si* go\einnient ag.inist loieign inlercourst*, .ind drove their 
poor shipvMecked (■ountr^men into a second hani-'hiiieiit. We coii- 
setpuMilly in.id<‘ sail a-^ last a^ possible, although there vv as no wind, and, 
by leason oi the llooil tele, v\e would he in danger of drifting against 
tlic perforated rock .it the upper end of the curve, as soon as tlie 
anchor was tiippeil It w.is veiy <‘vi<l<‘iif lii.it the brave troops on 
shore, who niiisteiril seieral liiindred mini, knew' onr defenceless 
slate, for not only were they much ovpo.-ed, hut the people'were col- 
lectcil in groups on the contiguous knolK, allowing them pist enough 
room for using their giui'' ; a (list li.irge ol gr.ipe from ilie ship would 
probably liavc killed many ^tens, and the splintins from the grave- 
stones have wounded m.iny inure. 

By cariyiiig out .1 kedg(' U'-teiii to we.ir the slii)), .ind stniding two 
boats to pull at tin' hows, we wen* h)rti'’i.it(*l\ enahled to ele.ir the rock, 
which at one time tliryptened to do ns inoie d.im.ige than the guns, 
and, 111 p.issing, a meed of praise ought to he given to c.i]>tam liiginsoll, 
for the in.iniior in winch he evtric.ited the Moirison out of tins un- 
pleasant jiredicameiit 'I'he calm continuing lor a coujih* of hours, 
we slowly drifted up the hay seven or eight Hides, not ]>iirsucd hy any 
gun bo.ils as at Yedo, .iiid enjo)iiig a vnwv of the town of Miah.ima, 
with its neat white lioiises, and of the widl eidtivab'd country around 
it. Intuasm.ill inlet, which lies below the town, a river emj)ti(\s that 
comes from .imong the hills, <ind on wlu^se hanks is the large town of 
Yamagaw'a. The slimes of the hay hen' (llsclo•^ed new IkmuIm's on 
the eastern side, the lulls ajiproached close to the w.iter in bold wood- 
ed clifis, partially cultivated, hut most of them untouched hy the hand 
of the luisb.iiidman , on the otluir side, a gentle ascent from the beach 
presented an cxlen.sive land.scupe diversifmd hy cuhivated ravines, 
woods, and ble.ik hills Miabanid is sit 11. ited at the foot of a steep 
hill, and, judging from its size, is a town of medium importance. 
From what we could see, while m the upper part of the bay, the 
country is too inviting ind too piclurescjiie to leave without a sigli of 
regret, that a land so adorned by the hand of nature should he mliahit- 
ed by such rnisaiilhiopisl.s. Occasional scpialls from seaward ( iiahlod 
us to stand out of the bay, and bv three o’clock,, we reached Sataiiia, 
where we were saluted hy two or tliree large guns, whose shot fell far 
short. Coming down still farther, wo approached our late anchorage, 
and sow the brave giiriiiers still firing, whenever the frequent squalls 
permitted ; and also discovered, that four cannon on carnages had 
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been transported around the hdl, and stationed on the level base 
towards the '^ea, from whence the soldiers Fired as wc diew near. Thus 
the loyal subjects of the prince of Sntzuma IcH no means untried to 
execute his orders, and do to us all the injury in their power. And, 
having escaped the malice of the government, both in this p^t;^ and 
at Uragawa, it would be placing constraint on our own feelings, and 
would mark the utmost ingratitude, if we were to omit to express our 
unfeigned thanks to the merciful Being, who shielded us from their 
malicious attacks, and preserved us from the dangers of the unknown 
waters on their coast. 

Otir next cour.se was now an important .subject of consideration. 
Although much more had been done than at Y« do, yet that full coni' 
niuiiicatiori with the government which had been projiosed at the 
outset of the expedition was not yet attained. But how' should it be 
attainctl If w'e sailed ea.sfward, and appeared in the harlfors on the 
ROiiithcrn coast, wc could not expect a f.ivorable reception from offi- 
cers, wjio bad probably beard of our reiterated expulsion ; and to the 
westward, Nagasaki alone remained If wc wTiit to that port, wc 
should probably so far alf.iin our object as to bo boarded by an officer, 
who would m(|iiire our errand, and receive our papers; and thus the 
government would bo inlbrnuMl of our il^^i'ct m visiti-ig their harbors. 
To give them this iiiforniatioii, and to justify ourselves somewhat m 
tlieir eyes, (if. such an n|)ology was necessary,) were the jirincipal rea- 
sons for appearing again in tlioir ports; foi all hope of returning the 
men, or of opening iiiiei course with tbrnn, wV abandoned. The treat- 
ment of those men whom Kniseiistern brouglil back wa.s not very 
encouraging to the hope.sof our jioor men; for those were kept clo.sely 
coiiffiied during the .six inoutli-. the liu''Siau embassy remained m 
Nagasaki, and received by the .l.ipaiieso jii-.t at their departure. These 
reasops in favor of our making a Hurd ess.iy to overcome the hostility 
of government w'erc, how'cver, soincwvhat null died by several con- 
siderations. Trom what couhl lie gatliered from the men who went 
ashore, a very lidl acrouiitof the object, the nation, and the character, 
of the ship had been given to the magistrate' ami, although fwakitclii 
and bis companions were only ji.irtrdly ncijinmted with our jilan.s, yet 
their .story embraced the Jeailmt; featmi's of the e\|)(‘ditiou. 'I’lie of- 
ficers of course would rejiort tbi« <lej»u‘-itii>u to their superiors, and 
the riinioi of tlu' ship coimng into tliC bav would give it a wide no- 
toriety. By this means, a greater juiblicily among the people would 
be obtained, than by delivering a jMcket of papeis at many ports. 
But when the men, who.se hopes of again si'emg llieir friends were so 
cruelly blasted, considered tlieir exarm nation m its .sever. d bearings, 
the little likelihood of being received at another port, or of being able 
to steal into the country on the coisi, wr-re apparent. 'Dieir f.mu- 
lies would no doubt hoar of ibern in various w'.iys, and tbi.‘« informa- 
tion would intimate their .safety to those w bo donl)fle5..s looked ujion 
their long lost friends .'is swallowed up m ibe oi eari Siairzan had 
bantled a letter for Ins father to a person at Sat.inr.'i, wlneb be wa.s 
promised sliouhl be forvvaided But the full account they luwl given 
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of themselves was fatal to their hope of being able to appear among 
their friends without subjecting themselves to immediate recognition, 
and examination, an'd perhaps ultimate punishment. If the gov- 
ernment did not receive them, no one else could with Safety. The 
same. objection lay against endeavoring to reach the shore by means 
of a junk, or by landing on an island, and being taken off by passing 
vessels, or by trusting themselves to a raft, and gaining an uninhabited 
part of the coast ; in their fulness of confidence they appeared to 
have compretely shut the door of leturn against themselves. This 
was their own vu'W of the case; and, from what we already knew of 
the conduct of the Chinese goveriimcnt, in similar cases, was not an 
impiobrible view, 'fliey ‘'aid, moreover, that they would not trust them- 
selves into the IninLs of the governoi at N.igasaki, whatever promises 
ofsaietyhe mii>li( make lo them, hut then opinion was, that he would 
not dare, after healing of the pie''Cnt expulsion, to receive them. 
Moreover, wo did not wish by going lo Nagasaki to excite the fears 
of the Dutch, who have ah\ ay. s shown a great de.sire to exclude all 
other foreiirnerb from shaiiiig the tiade they emyoy All these reasons 
decided us to retiini to Macao, and lo commit the results of what had 
been done to opc.i the door of Japanese .seclusion into the hand.sof 
the allwiso (iovernor of natiwMs. 

Jii summing up the circmnstaiice*? attendant upon both onr at- 
tempt's, and comparing them with what wc could learn of previous 
trials, It was iru-tnu tivc to observe, how gradually the Japanese gov- 
ernment has gone on perfecting its .system of .srjclusion, and how 
the mere lap.se of time has indurated, instead of disintegrating, the 
wall of jirejiidico and mi^antlnojiv which surrounds their policy. 
These circumsiant es also indicated their present feelings, for wc 
could refer the greater part of what had liappeiied alone lo the gov- 
ernment When we ap|)ioached the buy of Vedo, immediate inlnna- 
tion was given lo the ollirers, and wc were fired upon when tlie report 
of the gnn.s was iii‘'t audible, and the thick mist entirely hid ns trom 
view This tie.itment any vessel in a starving condition would pio- 
b'lbly receive, and it is iiiijiortant to inquire what causes have been 
operating to produce it, and how far foreigners themselves may have 
increa'^cd it It would not be ainns to make investigations, at the 
proper source*;-, into llie conduct of the whaler.s that fieqiicnt the east- 
ern coa.sfs of Xipoii .iiid Yr>so, to learn w hclher in their dealings 
with the people and the i c-.'-els which they have met, there lias not 
recently been < onduct, unworthy ot Christians, which will not bear 
bpni" brought to light, (’'aptain Gordon of Calcutta, in 1817, was 
boarded by an oibcer wbui he anchored, and his request to trade was 
sent up to Yedo, and allhongh it was rejected, yet he received kind 
treatment compaied ailli ns lieing loaded with provisions before his 
dismissal A people, who .show the decision of character of the Japa- 
nese, silently erecting their batteries to drive away their enomic.s by 
force of arms, and bringing their cannon several miles to plant in a 
fiivorable position, .ire not lo be lightly despised, or insulted with im- 
punity if the immediate aggre'^sor escapes, vengeance usually lights 
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upon some uiiwiiry and innocent straggler, and the mutual hatred is 
thus increased. At Satzuma, a pilot is sent to bring the ship into 
an anchorage, and the otliccrs are made ucijudinted with our object, 
which they appaiently approve it would .«eein, that here, too. great 
distrust of' foreigners existed, from the report that the people tggk us 
for a pirate; and a rumor of such marauders in these regions must 
have reached their ears. The men repeatedly told the officers, 
that they need only tell us to depart, and we would go ; but that before 
dismi'^smg us we rerpiested to be supplied with fresh pi'o\i.sions Yet 
a hundred or moie men are commissioned to drive out a deferiPe- 
iess vessel with caiiiion and muscpietiy, and commence their attack 
too, at a tine when we should be in gieat jeopardy as soon as the 
anchor wa.s off the ground What course oi' conduct would have been 
pursued by the Japanese, if ours had been an armed vessel, it is irn- 
jiossible to say ; but I am more than ever rejoiced, now the experi- 
ment has been mado, that no cannon wore carrieil However, 
towards a people w'lio tlius manifest decision of counsels and reliance 
upon their own losources, although exerted in a b.irbaious and savage 
manner, and on an occasion when kindness was meant, a degree of 
respect and deferenci! i" jiaid 'I'lie believer in the promises of God’s 
word looks forward to the tunc, when tn same (uiergetic (jiiahtics of 
mind, ch'inged and (uihghteiicd hy education, sli.dl he directed to bet- 
ter and nobler obji'cts Although cruel and jnejiidiced, the) manifest 
a chdracter, which can he mouhh'd, by God’s grace, into sornetliiug 
moie eflicieut, than that ofllicir vacillating aiiV-'l'ct-makiug neighbors, 
the Chinese ami Coieaiis Whatever purposes ol mercy or of judg- 
ment may he towards ihi" people iii the counsel.^ of tluur high Govern- 
or, It IS not lor us to imjiiire, hut v\e liope that the ihiy ol their adinit- 
taiice into the lainily of nations i'^ not far dist.int ; when the preacher 
ofpeajoe ami truth shall he allowed access to their hamlets and towns, 
when the arts of western lands shall he known, and commerce, ktiow- 
Jtalge, and tMiristianity, with their iimiliphed hlossiiigs, shall have full 
scope 'riieii will that ancient saying, /.,«/ cr onnife, have its ac- 
cornplislmierit ; and the land of the Kismg Smi will he the one to 
begin to shed the heanis of civih/atioii ovc>r the e.irtli But belbre 
this can be done, those who now' enjoy these inestimable jnivilcges 
have a great work to <lo , and who shall hegm ^ 

Let us look at this people a little longer l'’or more than two hun- 
dred years have they been sejiarated from their fellowmen, ami when 
the tie was severed, at the exjuilsion of C’atholicism am! tlie Porliiguese, 
It was done umler great excitement, and m the Hush of victoiy over 
those w'liom they sujiposed wen undermining their hlierlies VV'h.it 
v'ere the ground'* liir the .'i I legations against the Je-'iiits, we will not 
stop to imjuirc : but the ti'clmg manifested by flie J.ijiauese, when 
they cliaileriged even the God of the Chri'-tians to touch tluur .shores 
at his peril, shows how confident they theti were of their own jiovv 'r 
and resources, and hovv'dcteriiiiiied to exclude fiueigiiers And Aey 
have excluded them; and, since that time, the only represematives of 
all Christendom whom they have seen, have 1 ecu a few indn idiials at

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thisima, whose own historians give ample evidence that gain has ali 
ways been their chief object. The Jajianese, from what they know 
and have heard of Euioj>ean nations — ot their wars, their deadly bat- 
tles, their opposing interests, and then gieat power, must congratu- 
late themselves on their seclusion fniin such contests. Nut that they 
have enjoyed peace within their own borders, since they have built 
their wall of separation, but that, by repairing the breiiclies which in- 
terest and ignorance have irorn lime to time made in it, tlicy have not 
subjected themselves to the visits of fleets and armies. And if such 
arc their feelings and ideas regarding us, can it be wondered at, that 
they look upon all foreign intercourse as a thing to be deprecated, and 
opposed 111 all possible ways'f What might at lirst have been conjec* 
lure or slander regaidnig other coiinlnes, has prohahly now become, 
by repetition and tiie autliority of Ixioks, received truth, nl least, it 
IS always tlie course of error to strengthen by time. One of our men 
says, he was taught, that in some western cuuntrie.s the men were 
covered with hair and lived upon trees. And m a Japanese work, 
we have seen representations of people, with arms so long, that the 
owner of one pair is engaged in fishing with them, and lias merciless- 
ly clutched a cerp in Ins liands : and of others, whose legs ena- 
ble the man elevated on them to pluck the fruit from palm trees, and 
in another place are two tribes of men drawn, one of winch is so 
small, and the other so large, that the latter is figured as carehilly 
holding one of tlie little men in tlie palm of liis hand, (lulliver’s 
heroes in Jnlliput and „ ‘irobdingutig were proportionate compaied to 
them. And what are all these climierns but painful illustrations of 
their ignorance and pride ? But before they will lose them, juster 
and more correct notions must he unbilled They now regard for- 
eigners as ready to|puu nee upon tluur countiy tlie inomeiit it .‘'hoiild he 
opened ; at least one would draw such a conclusion from Golowimi’a 
narrative; and, before they will coiusent to receive them, they musi 
be assured that these who seek ihoir ports aic peaceable friends. The^ 
can derive no just ideas of other nations, nor of Ihcir enterprise, com- 
merce, and philantliropliy, Iroiri w'hat they see of ibreign trade, cabin- 
ed and reduced as it is by their laws; and vvJio exjiects them to come 
with open arms, and re<piest free intercourse, before they are ac- 
(piaintcd with the benefits they would derive from it'' Tlioir ideas of 
Christianity are, every one knows, of the most erroneous .sort, consi- 
dering it as another name for intrigue and lust ol‘ power, and a thing 
to be kept out of the empire at all ri.-»k.s, as one wmuld drive a viper 
from a nursery of children. Now there is no innate power in the 
Japanese, more llian in otlier people, to teach and relbrni themselves; 
and do we expect that a miracle is to be worked, and that tliey 
are suddenly to become enlightened and iiupiiring ? Let us not 
bo weary in well-doing, but let us do all we can to give to the Japa- 
nese the knowledge of true Christianity, wliicli seeketh not its own ; 
letcjis present before them the Bible in their own tongue; and, with ting 
pure river of life we know that civih/alioii, commerce, and knowleilge, 
will flow through ihoir land Because one atleiit[it lias failed, shall all 
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future eiidciitors ceai>e * We (earn \vt'3t]om from experience The 
rejei tion of the men, although painful to tiieni and ua, majr be the 
very best thing that could hive happened for* if they had been re- 
ceived, and we quietly di^n)i*4scd, our means tor doing them and tbeir

The principality 
of Bungo, which lies on tiic eastern side of Kiusiu, is famous in the 
history of the Catliolrcs, as the slronghold of their faitli, and whose 
prince remained then firm friend during his life, in times of great tii.d 

August 14th. After leaving the still waters between Yakuno and 
Tan6ga-3ima, we passed by Seriphos Island, a low sand bank just 
above the surface of the water; Julie I , and Apollos I., both small; 
and Iwo-sima or Volcano Island. The latter is situated in latitude 
Jit)'' 4Jr north, and longitude Hi" cast, and in its size and lorin 

resembles Jjintiii , it is destitute of vegetation, except a few trees on 
the southern extremity. The volcano emits smoke in lapid pulTs, 
which collects on and hides the summit; on the accluity, where wo 
saw the smoke issuing, is a lissu re, whose sides air* n|)pareiitly covered 
with suljdiur ; and the men said, that the prince ol S iiziima, to whom 
these islarwls belong, derivixs a large revenue froin the sulphur collect- 
ed theie. It was in very gentle, though constant, action; and if cir- 
cumstances had been favorahh*, a visit to this e|ntonie of n volcano 
would have been very gr.itifviiig The c'xtrtMiiities ol (ne' island 
are flanked by reefs of rocks , and also to the eastward of St Clair 
I. a small cluster of locks was pa^'sed, not marked in the chart, to 
which wo conditionally gave, the name of Moirison Rocks They lie 
in latitude JIO"^ north, and longitude 04' east Many of the 
islands, as well tis those just cited, arc sknted with tlm same pointed, 
conical rocks, so riumcious along the mainland, which corroborates 
tlie well known volcanist t^liaiactei of Japan. 

In passing through tlie Yellow sea, a northerly current was expe- 
rienced, but it was much milder than that on the southern coast of 
Nipon. For one oi two days the sea was covered with the partico- 
lored stripe.s, befoie inc.ntioiieil as occuiiiig east ol’ Kiusiu ; and from 
the shoals offish, especially B.ili^te-, seen ni it, its use as their proba- 
ble food wuis better ascertained 'I'lie watm in tins sea was surcharg- 
ed with fine particles of --lit, brought down from the gieat livers ol 
China, and whicli the variou.s currents agitating the water retain in 
solution. The lead for three or four dajs gave a depth of from thirty 
to twenty fathoms as we drew near the coast, tiiid, in the act of sound- 
ing, the lead apparently plunged into fine mini several inches above 
the leather which joined it to the lino. On the coast of Fiilikeeii two 
or three fishing boU.s were hoaided, wdiose stock consi'^ted of but lir- 
tle else than immen.se tpiantities of Sepia or riitilo fish, opened and 
spread out for drying on the deck.s. A favorable hrce/.c in the For- 
mosan channel carried ns down to Amoy, where calms and ojiposiiig 
currents retarded our pngress for a few days, and on the evening ol 
ihe ‘20rh of August, we aindioied in Macao Roads

and familiar proofs. 

'roe‘'tahli‘>h a comnmmcalion with ea^rn (^Ihma, .Lip.an, Lewchew, 
.ind Ollier is-lands and shoies ol this sea, on teims of equality and 
mutual respect, is an event which, at the hrst glance, appears so full 
ol interest and utility, tint no di^jilay of eloipience or depth of argu- 
ment IS necessary to enforce it To fnn^onrselves .shut out and 
hindered from extending to iniiltifiides oi'the human rare the benefits 
ol the go-'ped and the niiprovemeiits of sciein’e, or even from gratifying 
a rea.soiiahle curiosity, i.s hiimili iiinir. <*.spcci.illy when vve learn, by ex- 
perience, that neiilicr knowledge, iMiidncss, nor any othoi recommen- 
dation can [iiocure tor us a inoii'^ iitaiy st.iy in (/.niton, except at the 
pleasure of delegated authority, hut aie liable to he thrust away forth- 
with, as if we h.id the filague or the leprosy, without protection from 
"ttre laws of hospitality , or time to expl.im the reason of our coming. 

It will he said that some have visited the coast .iml met with friend- 
ly treatment, and that we are allowed to live at Mac.io with our fami- 
lies if we ploa.se ; but here at Macao, on a |ulting point of land, like 
prisoner.s, we are hemmed m, paitly with rlie sea and partly with a 
harrier, tlial is guarded, not by soIdi<*r.s, 1101 by any thing in uniform, 
nor even in decent appaiel, hut. a.s d on purpose to insult ns, by some 
of the most degraded beings in the empire The mandarinH teach 
the common people to despise us by every means in their power , 
these are not slow to profit by their instructions, and at certain pe- 
1 'ods, by threats, they frighten ail the timorous natives from our service, 
alleging that an intercourse with us infects the purity of the Cliiiie.se 
morals A few dayts ago it was declared to he presumption in for- 
eigners ti> ndc III chairs borne by (^hincso, withoiil any exception in 
favor of invalids or ddlicale fem.iies, and it was thought heilei*'f<vr 
men employed in tins way to starve than .submit to such a degrading 
employment As to the visit" which have been made to diflerent 
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parts of the coast, their desultory and flying character shows how 
much reliance could he placed iijion the transient smile of a friendly 
reception. Nay, in .oftine instances, highly emblazoned with attrac- 
tive description, if the truth were told, it would appear that even this 
traiisipjit smile owed more to the lure of opium than to the feelings of 
humanity. However that may he, we know that a frown from a man 
in authorily soon dissipates the semblance of a cordial welcome, and 
the stranger finds himself alone, w'hile his benefactors are hurried 
away to do some act of penance for shewing him any favor It is 
.Hometniies coiitiMided that the Chinese have a right to lay what res- 
trictions they think proper upon their trade with tbreigricrs, and to 
drive them from their shores as often as they choose, who, if they do 
not like these tiMins, niav go elsewhere in quest ol better. But tlie 
question tliat di'm.inds <iu answer does not seem to be, what right 
they have No perplex coininercial dealings, wfiich they themselves 
have encouraged, or to treat us on all public occasions as destitute, 
unprincipled men; — but, whether it be not advisable to take such 
steps as may, sooner or later, convince them that their opiiiTon* of us 
is erroneous, however Haltering it may be to their piide and vanity to 
cherish it f I'lie justice of declaring war against them would be 
questioned by many, ami an embassy, unless it were conducted with 
a degree of rirnmoss and resolution far ditterent from any of its pre- 
decessors, would prove, like them, a melancholy failure. A (Jhniese 
has only two leading passions, fear and avarice, all the other feelings 
incidental to our nature merged in the.se tw'o dominant motives to 
action. If Chri.stianity forbids us to use threatening, there i.s no rule 
of morals or religion that I am acquainted with, that hinders us from 
attempting to pnr^ue. a lawful objett of lommeriial dealing upon equi- 
table teriH'^y whererrr an independent »put is opened This may work 
upon his principles of .self-interest, while his apj^rehensions would be 
excited, without drawing a sword or bending a bow. This, I tliink, 
would be done with iiicreaHing etfect and prosperity by a settlement 
at the Bonin Islands, which, while, it would draw adventurers allureo 
by the hopes of a gainful trade from the iioighhoring shores, would 
give the hmglish nation such a respectahdity in the eyes of all around, 
that contiimeliou.s usage and scoriifiii language would soon cease to 
be applied to ii.s. 

The Bonin Islands are about eight ilay.s’ sad from China, five from 
Lewchevv, and three from Japan; and belong to the English, not only 
in virtue of a formal posse.ssioii, but from the circumstance, that Eng- 
lishmen have resided uiKin one of them tor more than ten years; which 
gives us a title to them, arising from jirior occupation, a title that is 
esteemed a gfKxl one by the law of nations. When f visited one of 
them, ill the f'xjieditiou of cajitain Beechey, I found a hilly spot cov- 
ered from the shore to the ridge of the mouiUain with vegetation, 
which abounded in curious and beautiful plants and trees I never 
spent four days that aiforded more interest or fnore instruction. I Ho 
iiol wish It to be umiersUMHl, that I think them fitted to answer all 
the hopes of .i liiishamlnidn who had come from the other side of the 
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globe to better his condition , for, the settlement I propose is not to 
be an agricultural, but a coinmercial colony ; one that would be worth 
the nursing, not so much for its intrinsic value,* as lor the place and 
name that we should thus obtain in the midst of these interesting 
countries. It is enough, that there is room .sullicieut for lavi n g out 
gardens to raise vegetables for the table, and some variety of nm and 
dale for such walLs and pleasure grounds as health and recreation 
might require. 'I’liose who have lived there in lonely seclusion, 
found the necessaiies of life of ‘'Uch easy acquisition, that, when in- 
duced to leave from present circuriistauces, they have afterwards ex- 
pressed many longings to get hack again lo their seijiiehtcred but easy 
homo. Here, under the maiiagement of a spirited and enlightened 
governor, Fiiiglishinen, Americans, and the native's of Fiiropeaii na- 
tions, miglit enjoy all the security, and many of the cinntorts of home, 
ill the very centre of fliose nations who have hitherto sluit flieir doors 
, against them. 

Some of the principal advantages may be summed up, a little more 
111 deliui, Tinder liie following heads, winch will loiin the substance of 
tins repre.sentatioii. 

First. 'Die first class of .id\ ant ages would resiill from the vicinity 
of the Bonin Islands to TiOwchew, ^ap%n, Chinfi, and Formosa, by 
winch a point ot easy access would be afforded lo native vesseKs from 
all those coiiutnes, a circuinsUince that would tmid to promote an 
uiitettcred communication among them with foreigners, anti of conse- 
quence, with each other. This would certa\ly he the case in a little 
time, whatever eniharrassinents they might at first be subjccied to, 
from the authorities of their re.sjiectiie countries, where with few ex- 
ceptions, every clForl to introdiico foreign articles is checked and 
Hampered bj the abceiidancv f>f IticaJ .stalules. 'riiere would be found 
among them men of entei prise , such, for example, as ihe natives of 
the Fulikocii province, who, urged forw^aid by the liopti of advantage, 
would di-dain unreasonable and petty restrictions, and repair to a 
•Tinrrket near at hand, wlieie the greatest choice of foreign articles 
niiglil be luid at the lowc.st puces. And it is not Inird to conceive, 
that those who come to trade, would in lime bring goods instead of 
money, which would assist the aianufactiirers at lioiiie, and conse- 
quently .spread the heiiefits of such Irnlfic to many liniidreds heaide.s 
themselves; w'iiich might induce the magistrates to allow the utmo.st 
extent of libeity m their jKiwer, or, what is far better, lead the legis- 
lature to repeal irksome and idiortive laws. For governor.s, in this 
part of the world, though thc\ often treat individuals with little cere- 
iiioriy or compassion, are rather learful of exasperating a whole com- 
munity, especially when they find tlioin dis|vised to set np the rights 
of the subject against the eiicroacliment.s of a magistrate. Ji will he 
said, pcrh{f;;*s, tlial o»porimont does not w'arrant us in expecting much 
advantage trorn this trade; for notning liiids a ready market ‘<ave 
opium But perliaps it'w'oiild not require much ingenuity to pr«v’o, 
that the sale of «;)num staiida in the way of lawful kinds of traflic, 
wliilc it .ibstiacts those niornos which might otherwise have been 
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applied to useful purposes in frenoral commerce Nay, 1 apprehend 
that it would not re(|iMie much aid fioiii the imagination to think, 
that as opium, when taken .is a luxury, desirojh every sinew of the 
body, and eneriates the mmd, and renders the person using it a fit 
compitviiori onl} for the lost of the hum.in race; so, as merchandise, 
it blasts and withers every kind ot dealing that is mixed up with it 
I hope it may not have this ettect upon the religious books that 
have sometimes been circulated umler its au^'piccs. But we had for- 
gotten our settlement, the fame of which, when once diffused abroad, 
would allure not only those who looked for gain, but entice others, 
from motives of curiO'.ity, to come and visit it, who would not fail, 
on their return, to report .nmong their countrymen whfil the)' had seen, 
and what kiiul of treatment they h.id (“xperieiiced among the sons of 
fiecdom, religion, and science At this place of rendezvous, ('hmcse, 
Japanese, Formosans, and JiCwcliew.ins would meet and exchange 
their sentiments, if not hy speech at least by writing, which would 
tend to establish them upon a footing of a better understanding with 
each othei, and diffuse a knowledge of the colloquial dialects, peculiar 
to each nation, among all the re>.t , while the prospect of advantage, 
and the comlorts of home, would peisuade Kuropiuins to come hiiher 
to learn the Asi.itic. l.ingnagJs, th.it they might act as intci]>reters, 
which would enable us to ilisjieijse wutli tb.it mutilatiid jargon m 
wbicli all our inercaiifile transactions are now conducterl 

Secondly One of these islands would be an eligible spot for esta- 
blishments of a religiou'/aml scientific nature, when* str ingers might 
obtain every kind of instruction, and from whence books might bo 
issued for the impiovement of surroimdmg nations. As facilities tiir 
learning the eastern langimges would be greatly luiiltipbed by this 
means, so com enieiices for printing warn Id be much ini reused At 
Macao we print by sufferance, and, of course, with all the disabilities 
which sucli a kind of toleration is likely to entail upon O'.. 'I'lie 
expense of typogi apliy w'onid also be greatly dnTiini*.hed , so tli.it, ,it 
no great cost, books of instruction migiit be scattered w illi an un-iiar- 
iiig band in every directum Artists w'oiihl aFo come and settle 
amongst us, wdio would furnish drawings and illustrations lor our books 
of science: — now we fire obliged to put up with the rude <ind inac- 
curate performance of a Cliincse, or dispense allngctber with helps so 
important towards an adeqn.ite conception of tlimgs not seen There 
IS another advantage that we may mention here, le^t il should be Ibr- 
gotten, wdiich is, the rest of one day in .seven, maintained with the 
decencies and solemnities that belong to the J.ord’s-d.iy . wdiile the 
ordinances of religion, and tb preaching of the gospel, might bo wait- 
ed upon with tlic ze.il, assiduity, and interest, which make them 
refreshing to our hearts, and render them loiely in the eyes of mnii- 
kmd ’ 

Thirdly Merchants now resident in China, would find this .'ll! 
easy retreat, whither they might retire to piosecnte their commercial 
schemes, whenevi'r the governor ol Canton should think fit to mterinpt 
the progress of trade U is pretty evidtiit that the sellers of tea and 
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silk, if the merchants were stationed onl} a few days’ sail from the 
coast, witli a fair wind both ways, would send the goods after them, 
if a message with conditions of peace, and *ii return of tjie mer- 
chants u|X)ii their own terms, did not render such a step unneces- 
sary. But I am much mistaken, if, alter a settlement had been eifect- 
ed so near China, any attempt to stop or perplex the trader wotftff ever 
be once thought of; for a son of llaii is too discreet a man, especially 
with all his learned records about him, to try ail experirrient that must 
then inevitably terminate in his own confiisioYi. On the contrary, 
the news of such an event as the colonisation ctf islands at so short a 
di.Mtance from the celestial empire, would produce such a sensation at 
the court of Peking, and throughout the coiliitry, that we should be 
received in a way very different from that tone of arrog.ince with 
which we are now entertained. The dotetrines of submission, which, 
like the venerated relics of antiquity, have been handed down from 
one generation of merchants to another, have emboldened a Cliinose 
to treaties with insult, and to make sport at oiir vi-xation ; but when 
lie saw fiTrls, batteries, and nici'l-of-war so near Ins own thresliliold, 
he would at once think that wc had lately emlitaced a new set of 
teneth, and shape his conduct accordingly 

Foiirlhly. But while we should ^irs t^iow ourselves able to main- 
tain our own cause, our jiriiiciplcs and our practices would have no- 
thing warlike about them. ()ii the contrary, this s[»ot might, under 
the blessing of the Alimghly, he the focus from whence the inflmmces 
of loligioi), science, and the sentiiiionts oH^iolitic.il ireedoin, would 
emanate in an over-flowing tide Millions would .soon hear, and many 
thousniids sec, how men f.iie when they live under the benign aspect 
of impartial laws, and re!i,^ious liberty; compare maflers at home 
with what the} w'ere found to Iks abroad, and thence be led to ask the 
reason ot tlu' difference 'Phose who labor aimnig the heathen in 
word and doctrine know the value of such inquiries ; artd it is pleas- 
iiig to le.iiii, from observation, that strangers cannot long converse 
"Vv itii Clin.sliaiis, on aniicahle terms, wilhoilt gaining some r6lish for 
freedom, or some impression in favor of religion Thus the great 
object, in behalf of which so many piaycis aie now offered up to the 
Throne of Mercy, would be advanced, namely, the evaiigehzation of 
this mighty portion of the human family. 

Fifthly A depository would be providcif for s\icli stores as aie 
necessary for the rejiair and lefit of sliqis couTing either from the east 
or the west, and a jilace wdieie they rniglrt lay up the indispo.sable 
part of their cargo till the arrival of fairer opportunities, and thus be 
enabled to prosecute the rest of their voyage vVith as little delay as 
possible No argiiinents wdl be required to convince shipowners that 
It is highly desirable to have a [A>rt near at hand, where ^^pars, 
rope, sa^ and other necessaries, can be had in good order, and at a 
small advance on the market price in England or America. A ready 
communication might be established by nican^ of steamers wil lathis 
place Or any other upon the coast, which would carry the superfluities 
of cargo to the islands, and bring from thence the stores or whatever 
voi,. VI NO. viu. 49

Whei ,ill acknowledge 
that something must lie done to protest oni coniiiiercx* in these region'- 
tioiii ve\.itioii and loss, and to gain <i Ix^ttis .napi. mil. nice wiili tiu* 
inhahitants, do not he p\rli<‘il'i, iiiv (‘nm. try in m, in the choice ot 
expedients, provided they a.e jn-t ;'nd l.i-vfnl, hiil t.ske the fn-'t tliat 
offers, till yon can find .a hettei The one ! ic'canii.nend is leasihle,

itr' eoM'inmont 
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Article I. There shall be a perprtnal peace between the United 
States of America and the inagiiiticoni kiii^ of Siam. 

Article 11. 'JMie citizens of the United States shall have free libt?r- 
ty to enter all the ports of the kiiigdoiii of Siam, with their cargoes of 
whatever kind the said cargoes may consi.st, and they shall have li- 
berty tb seU the same to any of the subjects of the king or others, 
who may wish to purchase the same, or to barter the same for any pro- 
duce or manufactures of the kingdom, or other articles that may be 
found there. No prices shall be fixed by the olficersofthe king on the 
articles to he sold by the merchants of the United States, or the mer- 
chandise they may wish to buy ; but the trade shall be free on both 
sides, to sell, or buy, or exchange, on the terms and for the prices the 
owners may think fit. Whenever the said citizens of the U. S. shall 
be ready to depart, they shall be at libeily to do so, and the proper offi- 
cers shall'’ fiirnibh them with passports, provided always there be no 
legal impediment to the contrary. Nothing contained in this article 
shall be understood as gr.inting pcriiiission to import and sell muni- 
tions of war to any person excepting to the king, who, if He does not 
reijiiire, will not be tjound to purchase them . neither is permission 
granted to im|)ort opium, which is contraband, or to export rice, winch 
cannot be embarked as ai> article of commerce. These only are 
prohibited. 

Article III Vessel- of the United Slates, entering any port within 
his majesty’s dominions, and .-elling or purchasing cargoes of mer- 
chandise, shall pay, in /leii of import and export duties, tonnago, li- 
cense to trade, qr any otlier charge whatever, a measurement duty as 
follows: the measurement shall he made fioin side to side, in the 
middle of the ve.ssers length, ami if a single decked vessel on such 
single deck, if otherwise on the lower deck On every vessel selling 
nierchaiidiso, the sum of one thon.sand seven Imndred ticah or hat-^ 
shall be paid for every Siamese fathom in lucath .-o niea-urcd, the 
said fathoms being computed to contain seventy-eight English or 
American inches, corresjjnnding to ninety-six Siamese inches ‘’~TR uI 
if the said vessel .should come without merchandise and purchase a 
cargo w'lth specie, she shall then pay the sum of fifteen hundred ticals 
or bats for each and every fathom, belbre described. Furthermore, 
neither the aforesaid mea.-nrcmoiit, nor any other charge w-liatcver, 
shall he paid by any vovssel of the United States that enters a Siamese 
port for the purpose of refitting, or for refreshments, or to inipiire the 
state of the maiket. 

Article IV. If hereafter the duties payable by foreign vessels be 
diminished iii favor of any other nation, the same dmiiniition shall be 
made in favor of the ves.sels of the United States 

Article V. If any ve.s.sel of the United States shall suffer shipwieck 
on any part of the mngnificerit king’s dominions, -the persons, oscajMiig 
from the wreck, .shall be taken care of and hospitably enicrtained at 
the, expense of the king, until they shall find an opjiortunity to he 
returned to their country, and the properly saved from such wreck 
shall be carefully preset ved and restored to its owners, and tlic rniled 
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States will repay all expenses incurred by his majesty on account of 
such wreck 

Article VI If any citr/.en of the United StVtes, coming to Siam 
for the purpose of trade^ siiall contract debts to any individuals of 
Siam, or if any individual of Siam shall contract debts to any^itizeiis 
of the United States, the debtor <<hall be obliged to bring -^brivarJ and 
sell all his goods to pay his dei)t<< therewith When the proiJuct of 
such bona ndc sale, shall not suthce, he shall be no longer liable for 
the remainder, nor shall the creditor be able to ret.ini him as a slave, 
imprison, flog, or otherwise piiiiihli him, to compel the payment of 
any baUnce rem lining due, but shill leave him at perfect liberty. 

Article Vll. Merchants of the United States, coming to trade in 
the kingdom of Siam, and wishing to rent houses therein, shall rent 
the king’s factories, and pay the customary rent of the country ff 
the said merchants bring then goods on shore, the king’s oh'icers shall 
.take account thereof, but shall not levy any duty thereupon. 

Article V [II. If any citizens of the finiled R or their ves- 
sels, or other property, shall be taken by mr.Ues and brought within 
the domniions of the magnificent king, the persons shall be set at 
liberty and tlie pioperty restored to its owners. 

Article IX. Merchants of the UWted States, trading in the king- 
dom of Siam, shall respect and follow the laws and customs of the 
country in all jioints. 

Article X. If hereafter any foreign naUon, other than the Portu- 
guese, fthall re<|ue.st and ohtaiii In^ inajest^ consent to the appoint- 
ment of consuls to reside in Siam, the United States shall be at liber- 
ty to appoint consuls to reside in Siam, equally with such other for- 
eign nation.

Ai isy nevertheless, a good l^egtniiiiig. If the young prince^ are duly 
trained, and tiieir xeai lor loariiiiig and commerce and free inter- 
course carekilly fostered, the present treaty may take a form, at some 
future day, mure Ixdittmg the character of ‘ magnificent kings.* If 
sotiierf^^the shipbudders in tlie United States or England would fur- 
nish the Src..iTiesc govermnont with a fust rate ve^i>el, well-armed for 
defense against pirates, and in other respects well 'fitted for commerce, 
It would serve them as a model for the iinprovenient of their own 
shipping, and hasten the extension of their commerce. The voyages 
of the CoiKjuenr need not be long limiied to Singapore. Voyages to 
Europe and America will, doublles^, erelong be undertaken. This 
the treaty seems to anticipate, 

'J'he /Sntiih hoiste<l m Canton on tlie l*^th of last April, was 
on the inoriiiiig of tlie ‘iil nislaiil 'The imperial edict, per- 
mitting the ‘ English foreigner ’ to repair to the provincial city, was 
jiiililislicd ill our last volume, page .>*27. llis arrival here, on the 
lith of April, was noticed in the same voliniie, jiage 576. Since that 
tmic, all communications to and from the governor were transmitted 
tlirough the liands of the hong iiiercliants, till near the close of tlie 
last month, when the mterconrse was interrupted — foi reasons given 
in captain Elliots* letter, d»;ted the ‘21hh ultimo, published in our last 
number. We sliould like to see all the other foreign Hags struck, and 
never again hoisted in the celestial empiie, until they can be re.spect- 
ed. The Dutch and Erench consuls arc jinriintted to exercise autho- 
rity over their own couKtrymeii to their hearts’ content ; hut by the 
local government their consular power is treated with utter iiidifTer- 
eiice, not to say contempt. Tlie American consulate is not only with- 
out an\ shadow of iiiflneiicc with the Oime.so government; but even 
with icgard to American citizens it is powerless, either to control or 
to protect Every house in Canton might hoist its ov.’ii flag, and the 
(yhiuese would iloubtic'.s vu-w them witli perfect indifference. W^ilh 
foreign flags and consulates the Chinese have no concern.

In the Illustrations of Rites it is said ■ “The man and woman, no 
matchmaker having gone between them, must not know the names of 
each other. Presents not having been received, no intercourse or 
intimacy between them is admissible. Therefore, to mark clearly 
this line of separation, the day and month of their marriage are re- 
ported to the prince, and with fasting announced to the deceased 
ancestors, while friends and fellow-oflicers aie invited to an entertiiin- 
mentof wine and food Wlwai marrying, take not a wife of the same 
family name ; therefore, when purchasing a concubmo, if ignorant of 
her family name, have recourse to divination.” 

SECTION T 1 . 

The Rules of Marriage contain these instructions • “ The father, 
presenting wine to the son, commands him saying, ‘Go and recenc 
your consort, and with her sustain the honors of my family ; urge and 
persuade her with rospeci to succeed her mother-iii-law , and in these 
duties he you constant ’ The son answers, ‘ 1 will; though I fear my 
inadequacy for these duties, yet T dare not forget your commands.’ 
When presenting a daughter in marriage, her father comma e •br' it c . - 
saying, ‘ Be careful and respectful, day and night let there he no 
opposition to commands ’ The mother, prosonimg a small girdle and 
a folded napkin, says, ‘ Be attentive and respectful, day and night 
fail not in housewifery ' The steprnotlier [the father’s concubine] at 
the door within, presenting a large girdle, and re|)oating the instruc- 
tions of the father and mother, commands her saying, ‘ Respectful ly 
listen to and honor the words of your father and mother , day and 
night, in order that you may not err, look on your girdle.’ ”

Accoiding to the Book of Rites, “ The generations of men have 
their origin in the marriage observances. The- wife is taken from a 
difTerent family, in order to prevent scandal, and to mark the line of 
sepac^tion. The presents must be immaculate, and the language 
becoming, in this way to teach her rectitude and fidelity — with fidelity 
to serve her husband, for fidelity is a woman’s virtue. Once identifiGd 
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with liitn, so long as she lives, she must not change her condition ; 
accordingly, after her husband’s decease, she must not marry. The 
man in person receives the bride. He takes precedence of the woman, 
on the principle that distinguishes the stronger from the weaker — 
just as heaven is above the earth, and the prince superior to the 
minister. Presents .ire taken when seeking an interview, ^m'^order 
that the line of separation between the man and woman may be 
clearly marked. When tins is done, there will be attachment be- 
tween the father and son; thereby correct j)rinci|)lcs will spring forth; 
winch, in their turn, will ensue decorous conduct, and all things will 
rej)0‘5e in peace But to lose this line of separation, and to be devoid 
ol correct principles, is to act like brutes.”

These were promising at first, but after 
groat slaughter on both sides, tlie Kainboj.iiis were defeated by Mdrm, 
with the loss of 50 et(‘[)haiits, 100 horses, numerous captives and 
much armor, and Phothisat fell into tlie enemy’s liarids. 

Tiding.s of these events were received hy Naret with great joy. 
Thcro'^Y remained the city of Borihun. Naret declared that, though 
It was strongly defendeil, he was sure he could take it in the twinkl- 
ing of an eye. Accordingly, after three days’ inarch, he approached it, 
and seeing that the Karnliojaiis did not coirie out to assail him, he or- 
dered Ins oificers to attack and take it at once. They made a furious 
onset, but met a brave resistance , yet ere the day closed, the fortifi- 
cations wcie broken down, the city entereil, oificers and privates, 
cannon and muskets, with other implements of war, were taken in 
ahiindance, with 75 elephants, ‘iftO horses, 

But the brother of the Kamhoj-in king (Sisuphaniiiii), wlio had the 
command of the army, lied with I0,ft00 men to Lawek, the capital, 
with all possible .‘•peetl, and made known the state of alfairs to the king. 
'J'hc long was greatly incensed and censnreil his hi other*' severely. 
Ills linger, however, did not pievent his making the most vigoioiis ef- 
forts to fortify his capital, by increasing the military, repairing the 
forts, putting in o der a cor, ‘am machinery which consisted of sharp 
stakes driven into the ground, and mounting Ins guns When ail 
this was done, he sent a deputation to Cochinclnna lor assistance But 
Naret spent only one day at Bonhiin, and after two dayV march 
reached the capital, to whidli he miinediau ly laid seige A small divi- 
sion of the {Siamese army had alieady taken Phnitami.it, and another 
detachment, under the govc'rnor of Petchahuri, had subjugated Pasak, 
and routed the Kamho|.m llect. The Chinese m command of the 
river, at Plnittaim.it, lilleeii trading ves^ds, two Porlngnese sloops, and 
numerous w.ir boats, were taken. These two dct.iehmenl-. uniti d and 
ca])ture(l Clu'tur.mmkii, and tliei |onied the m.im arini at l^awek 
N.'iret ordeied Ibrlilications to be erected m front of each gate, and 
everything to be completed m three day.-, on jienalty ofdec-ipitalflrrniiMr" 
gibhetmg lie then address<;d a letter to the king ol Kanil)o)a, saying, 
thai the two countries had formerly been at pisice and m iiiciidship, 
while the Kambopms paid their tribute, and this peace had been 
wantonly disturbed by the king. He impiired if the king, knowing 
what he had done, was not satisfied whether he could compier or 
iiot'f ‘Then,’ says he, ’coino forth and acknowdedge your allegiance 
mid your life may be prolonged by it. If not, come forth and let us 
enjoy the ainnsement ol a battle. If you do not come m the space 
of three days, I will send my forces and rend the city to pieces m an 
instant.’ 

On the reception of this letter, the king was so offended that be or- 
dered tlie bearer to be imprisoned and his guns fired at once upon the 
enemy. The Siarno.se, though suffering much, still persisted, till on 
tlic Igt iJ^y-^'llie Siamese ye.'ir 946 (a. d 15Hr>), the w'alls were bat- 
tered down, thti city entered, and great carnage followed. The king 
was seized and brought to N;iret, who smiled and said, “Since you are 
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a king and wish to enlarge your dominions, why do you not march 
Siam and conquer it fairly, instead of availing yourself of every 
Sion, when we have war with Pegu, to plunder our frontiers and cap- 
ture defenseless women and children, like a crow robbing eagiCti* 
nests ! Is this worthy of a king? Now that you are ovcrpowjjjced, tell 
me what you think of yourself, and tell me truly.” The lirff|r of Kam- 
bo|a prostrated hiinsolfaiid acknowledged Ins criminality, but begged 
his life, promising future faithful sen ice if it was spared ; and if he must 
die, he could yield to his fate. N.iret replied, “ I gave my word be- 
fore the conqiiCMt, th.it T would wash my feet in your blood ; think not, 
therefore, ol your life’s being .spared, but look to another world. As 
to your family, their happiness shall be provided for " The execu- 
tioner then cut nir the king’s head, recei\ed the blood in a golden 
sal\cr, and wiislied I^^arci’s feet in it, on which occasion jihe whole 
body of Siame.se attendants gave the utmost deinonstratioiis of joy. 
After a slight cxannn.itioii of the city, NAret collected the royal faini- 
* ly and ptlier Kainhojaiis, to the number of 30,000, marched for and 
reached A\uthiya, hy a march of thirteen days.^ 

91^'. Intelligence was brought to Narct, that Si.saiiiarong, who 
liad been appointed governor of Tennaserirn, had rehelled. This at 
first wa.s doiilU(‘d, but still a messenger wfis dispatched to call him to 
court Tie refused to appear, hence Naret was 'very angry and dis- 
p.ilclied Ins brother for liim, with 30,000 men, 300 harnessed ele- 
plianH, .iiid .'jOO hordes. Chaiya, Chuniphoii, Khlorigwan, Dum, 
Pr.^iii, and Petchahuri,* fuini.shed 13,000 men, who joined the prince 
at D.iiigtaphan 'Phe governor of Tenassenm, wa.s greatly alarmed 
when he found what wa.s approaching, for he knew he could not re- 
sist, and if he flotl he could not hope to esc.ipe lie w.i,s compelled 
to dideiid himself as lu'ht ho coubl. Tin’ prince, on reaching the vi- 
cinity of 'IVu.is&erim, dispati In d a lettei to the governor, telling him 
that il he w'ould delivei himself up he would use all hi.s influence in 
Ill s favor Tins otTer was declined on the suspicion that it was a mere 
uTlTitaTy^tratairem. Thus, nothing wa.s left but to attack the city. 
Scaling ladders were prepaied with torches on the toji, that should 
their approach he re.sisted, the flames would drive off the assailants. 
The city was entered, Sisainarbng seized, brought to tlic camp, and 
flogged with thirty la.shea. An account of these matters was trans- 
mitted to N.iret, who sent word to his brother, requiring him to con- 
duct Si.sairiarong about the city as a public spectacle, and then have 
bis head cut oiT, and set up on a stake at Tenas.serini. This com- 
mission he executed and then returned to Siam. 

[Oil this relation it seems natural to remark, that, if the ocean is not 
wrought into a tempest ‘ to waft a feather or to drown a fly,’ there 
must either have be.en a much greater population at Tenasserim in 
those days than in more modern times, or there is a very great ex- 
aggeration in the estimation of the forces sent from Siam. Various 
ciiounistaiice.s incline me to the conclusion, that it was All

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Thi$ plant is common on the beach at Macao, and exhibits its flowers 
nearly ten months out^of the twelve. If we look into the corolla^ we 
shall find five slender stamens aurroiindpig a pistil, whose blunt^ sum- 
mit and thick style remind one of the war-club of a New Zealand 
chief. 

A'speciSl^iof Salsola and Sedum had also begun to establish them- 
selves on the coral reef. The latter plant is of a vivaceous nature, 
and appears to be designed as one of the vanguard of vegetation m 
taking possession of the newly .acquired territory prepared for it by 
the industrious corallifers. It grows in the cirlls of the rock, subsist- 
ing chiefly on the moisture in the air, and rapidly extends itself over 
tlic stone. The Vitfx nrnta^ a .slender, eh‘gant shrub, two or three 
fc0t high, with few branches, decorated the arenaceous fields with its 
small blue flowers. The leaves of this plant are of a cinereous, 
mournful hue; on the upper side nearly of the color of sand, and 
below of a dark brown. ^ closely does it resemble sand, that the 
young plants cannot alw.ays be detected at a hasty glance.^ At its 
fi-ct crept k species of Commdina, with its blue blossoms be.irly con- 
cealed 111 the leafy involucre. This plant will be known by the fold- 
ed leaf that surrounds the flowers, and which also serves to cover the 
seed vessels; when the flo.ver is in blossom it expands itself outside 
of the involucre, hut both the Imd and the ripening seeds are contain- 
ed within its bosom. A delicate Verbena, about four inches high, 
grew in the damp grass, huvnig obovate. serrated leaves, ami small 
red flowers collected together in spikelcts, up and down the stem. 
The Amarantkus hrrtieus grew in the patche.s of millet ; an incon- 
spit^UOus plant, with the flowers aggregated in a spike like those of 
wheat. The capsule w;is Ailed with a lew black seeds, which spilled 
out as soon as the persistent style was touched ; for the seed vessel is 
divided in the inidille, and only requires a gentle pressure to burst 
asunder. One or two species of pine, and several kinds of fruit trees, 
were seen, which were sufliciciitiy numerous to gi^e a wooded aspect 
to many parts of the lamKca|ie. The Inacarpus edulis, or ^rSTiitian 
chestnut, a tree fifty or sixty feet high, was in flower. The spikes 
ef blosaoms attended by a bunch of leave, grow out of the trunk 
and branches of the tree, and give it rather an odd appearance. 
A species of Pemianus and the Cycas revoiuta were abundant along 
the beach, their thick hrniiclics and spreading leaves concealing the 
unevenness of ground, and making it necessary to exercise some 
cautioii in walking. The several kinds of grasses, as Andropogon, Pa- 
nieum, flee., were collected ; as were also a few other plants. On the 
bills behind Pootsung, the grass grew compactly forming a greensward, 
that veminded ub ot the meadows and flowers of our own country ; 
and waa the more observable from its absense in the southerly regions 
we had ^st left. 

A delicate species of Tubnlaria, with dichotomous branches and 
the diameter of pins, was found on the reef near Blos-

Tkii$. opiatons of Luhchou^» on the eammerce with the Iiidiaa Arohi*' 
pelago, may be found in our fifth volume, No. 10. From the perusal 
of that <locumeiit, as well as of his other tniscellaueous writings, we 
‘‘dasily perceive, that he was a man of very strong uiiud, ill many in- 
stances rising above the prejudices of his countrymen. Bted up in 
Changchow foo, a flourishing departinetil, he valued trade as necessary 
to the subaistence of the people of his native province, Fuhkeen; and 
whilst he betrays all the pride of superiority, which ‘ the flowery iia- 
tiv€|s* claim over the barbarians of the west, he can gloss their faults, 
whmiever forgetfulness of thetr many bad qualities will help to make 
good his argument. We may have in future an opportunhy of° advert- 
ing to his other writings, but at present will confine ourselves to bis 
treatise on Formosa. A translation of what he lias written about 
this island, would hut littlq edify the foreign reader, because there 
arc so many rinmpM and sii»’h long details of unimportant events. 
However, wc can give his sculimeiits as those of aii einincnt Chi- 
nese statesman, worthy of pernsal. 

Formosa, from its posrCiun, fertility, higb state of cultivation, and 
dense populatiou, is the most important acquisition of territory, which 
has been made to the Cliniese empire by the present dynasty. Com- 
paring tips island with Java or which have been governed 

by a policy superior to that of fi}e Chinese, wc must, after an impart 
tiaJ examination, declare in favor of I^oriposa, as being by far the 
most vajq^ble possession. Tlic reason for this pieference, we do not 
find ill its being of greater extent than the other islands, tor it is the 
smallei^t of the three ; nor in its harbor‘<, for most of them- are very 
unsafe ; uor in its fertility, for in this point too it is inferior to both 
the others ; bqt in a nqinerous, industrious population, which on afi- 
couni of the climate can lay the soil under more beaVy contributions, 
than the enervated inhabitants of the south. According to the best 
accoqiits we have, then* are no less than two millions of Chinese in 
Formosa engaged in l\nt cultivation of sugar and rice, and about 400 
vessels coiitmually plying between the island and the Chinese coast. 
When it IS taken into consideration, that a great part of the sugar con- 
sumed 111 the northern provinces of China is producer} on this island, 
and that iitillnms of the people in Fuhkeen det>end ahuosC entirely for 
their supimrt on the rice imported fVom tb«i>cc, we may fairly con- 
clude, that great uurnbers of laborers unt Always at work to supply 
these want4. Many parts of the opposite shore m Fuhkeen are sci 
barren, that -vitliQut the aid of the bil-cafces from Formosa, used 
in mftnurmg the sandy hills, even the sweet potato^ would not be 
pjoduced. 
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Umler such circniusUnces it may hix paslly* conceived, that iho 
intercourse Ixitwecn these two coiinirie.^ ts very brisk ; they are 
mutually dependent on each other for existeiiccf, Formosa ftmiishin}; 
the nourishfr^ijt, and Fnhket4r the people for extracting it from 
soil. Ever since this island hrst camo to the noMce of the Chinese, 
there has been a constant influx of emigrants from the southwestern 
parts of FuHkeen.' They have gone on Increasing to this very day, and 
the western (^vision of the island is already too small to contain tJram ; 
hence they have commenced cultivating the northeastern parts, and 
probably will not cease from their encroachintmts until every inch of . 
ground is taken from the natives. The government, alnrmed at swell 
a rapid increase of colonists, early made laws for repressing their 
enterprise, but has not succeeded in its impolitic efforts. The whole 
island will very soon resemble the most thickly inhabited parts of 
Chinai and be able fo send colonists to other countries. Wo are 
surprised that the Chine'^e do not pursue the same course in Lu<;onia, 
as ilieig^have in Fonmwa. 'A liUle colony, which, during ihe Dutch 
administraiTon was of no value whatsoever, becaii.'^e it produced no^ 
thing of importance, now greatly exceeds and ail European es- 
tahlrshinents of a similar description ii ^th e east. * What would such 
a fertile island ns Lu 9 onia become) n it could be cultivated by an 
eqiinliy industrious population ! 

The same considerations, which attract so large a numlier of settlers, 
strongly tends also to make it the abode of a race of outlaws — thieves 
and swindlers, who have been obliged To fly from their country. 
Wlien once they have reached B'oniiosa, they retire to the distant 
lulls, and there live without constraint, not dreading the avenging arm 
of justice. These are the men, who, heading rebellions, so frequently 
distract the island. It is well known al.so, that the officers sent 
thither, feeling themselves freed from respoiibibility, often adopt 
arbitrary measures and extort heavy biiiiib from the people. This 
has been so constantly done, that the colonists, to protect them«<elves, 
enter int4» close compacts, and by combining together often defy the 
power of their rulers. When, however, their oppression is too severe, 
and they are convinced they will be the weaker party, they either 
yield quietly or betake themselves to the mountains, and nsbociatc 
with the lawless vagabonds, who inhabit lho>»c retreats. When a fit 
Offportunity for taking revenge lm.s arrived, they descend upon their 
oppressors, and the governmental forces are often defeated. Hitherto 
the rulers have never succeeded in putliifg dcAvn, entirely, these out- 
laws, whose strongholds are almost impregnable. The policy of brib- 
ing the chiefs to submission, And of making a few helpless wretches 
the victims of their wrath, so common among the Chinese, ba.s been 
repeatedly and most successfully adopted. But the flame of msuirec- 
lion is not thereby extinguished, and” but few yeaft eVer elapse m 
which the contest is not renewed. 

Liihchow, who ably 'traces IhecaiMe.soFthesefrcqueijtlti'surrec- 
tions, also suftgestH their remodics. His advice w vrrv reasonable,

lauiels, were enjovmg all the satisfactupi of having destroyed the law- 
less bands, the insurgents, by a coimteEmdrch, entered the capital, 
took possession of all the public money, with a great quantity of gun- 
powder, and fhre-arnis Elated with success, they performed a mock 
ceremony of crowning Clioo Yihkwei einperor and now this dock* 
feeder was elevated to the throne, being in the pride of hia heart a 
mighty potentate The Chinese oflicers, including the naval com- 
mand^, v^ry wisely fled to Amoy , and as their mistortn le could no 
longer be disguibed, they addressed a humble note to tin, governor,

Suc*li things as these, being of ordinary occurrence in the celestial

Whilst terrible forces were collecting on the shore of China, llireat- 
eninp to conquer the island^ Choo liiliknei most resolutely niauitaiii- 
ed hts imperial rights, forbidding plunder, and protecting the pro- 
perty, as well as the person'*, of his new subjects If any one of bis 
soldiers did not pay sufficient regard to hia iiipmctioiis, he lost his 
head Such discipline h id the mo«<t salutary effects, uul luspired the 
whole population with confidence iii their iii w m isirr 

At lengths Chinese army embarked at Amov, consisting of 

2!2,0(H) aajdiera and 120 officers, all burning with a desire to signal’/e 
themselves The commanders, having called a council of war, then 
future fwoceedings were discussed, and it was unanimously agreed, 
ihltt, since the number of reliefs amounted now to dlxnii 30,000 im n. 
It would be best Co slay only the chtofe, and to grant life to the lieed- 
icfea multitude This was certainly a wisp plan, for iii order to slay 
the said army, it was fimt necessary to capture it, aiwl to cairy this 
into execution was now the only difficulty Moreover, every rebel 
who surrendered of his own accord, was to be allowed to return 
home unmolested 
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The first exploit was the burning of the reboti^' fieet, wbieh was an- 
eliorefl at L^kaug. luniicrliittefy afierwairde a fort was taken by storm, 
#hioh, however, ' had no garrison. The subsequent events were one 
dOiiliiioed series of victories over the distveartened rebele, who often did 
not wait Tor the charge, bni fied as soon as they saw the imperial soU 
diets advance. We should fain record tlie names of tnatiy heroerf, who 
gained in thc^'flelda of Formosa a lasting renown, bat they are really 
too numerous, and wo leave it to the celestials to emblaxen their me- 
mories. Tin* assault of the imperiali.sts must, accordiiigto our author^ 
_^j^ccoiiiit, Invc luen irresistible, 'fhe fire of their matchlocks and 
Inlteries, shaking (ho very earth, ^prea(l terror into the rel>el ranks. 
In consequence of this sig.i tl siicces', a report of vici >ry was sent to 
llie continent, and all looked for the ffrerit rewards which the imperial 
iiiiinificenee wonld assign to them. When lo! to their Utter aston- 
ishnienl, there arrncs an imperial resciipt, in i^hich his majesty as- 
signs, a.s the cause of the rebellion, cither the extreme want of hia 
loy 1 subjects, or the oYtortion of unprincipled officers; and decrees, 
that, tb massacre u mi'^gnided people would be cruel aifd w'lcked, 
byeeause they were hia children; and, therefore, he commands the 
governor of Fuhkocii to soothe and quiet the rebels, not to kill them. 

On the arrival of the civliaiis, sent to soothe the people, affairs 
took a most wonderful turn. Niue tenths of the rebels surrendered, 
and even Clioo Yihkwci with his associates, after a hard fought 
battle, fell into the hands of these compassionate officpis. Tn almost 
all similar events, tlie celestial terrors were slighted ; but when 
the extreme mercy of the emperor was made known, the people werp 
touched to tlie very heart, and of their own accord yielded obedienre. 
Whether silver balls weie found more effectual in this warfare than 
leaden onc.s, we are not told by our author ; but the sudden and en- 
tire submission makes ns rather suspect that this was done, to bring 
things to a safe and speedy issue. We arc not able, to explain tho 
subsequent events. Notwithstanding (he great heroi.sm displayed, 
there was still a stubbornnos.s in the remaming rebels, whick baffled 
all the efforts of the victorious army. There were many skirmishes 
which led to no satisfactory results, but only cmlmldeued the rebels 
to persevere in thcii resistance. Epidemic diseases now began to 
break out amongst the soldiers, and great numbers were swept away. 
The aborigines received orders not lo linrbor any rcbeks ; and though 
these inoffensive people, whilst overawed by the presence of the mili- 
tary, did not dare to enter into a league with the outlaws, yet when 
they were freeil from such restraint, they were very slow in tho exe- 
cution of the orders of the government. 

From all we can learn, ttmy arc very timid, and very much exposed 
tb the tyranny of the Ohinesc, which oftoii renders them desperate. 
The tide of population has forced them from their aneiem abodes, 
and ^reat nninbers live nmoiigst the inaccessible mountains, without 
any iiitercoiirsn. with the inlribitatits of the phitns. Kanghe had in 
the mean while ilep irted tlii« life, and his successor immediately took 
vigorous measures for suS|ugatiiig the eountry. lie ordered, that all

It was, 
therefore, proposed to adopt measures for soothing them, a suggestion 
whnh Lnlichow utterly rejects, because it would greatly injure the 
dignity of government, and only shew its we ikm ss 

Ibider the Dutch «idininistiatioii the^e people had been very do- 
cile Without any difficulty they delivered the allotted number of 
stag’s hides into the Company's magizmcs, .iiid behaved themacives 
in every other respect as loyal subjects, But then they were nr>t 
luled with a rod of iron, a school-master who taught them liie rudi- 
ments of Chiistiamty was their governor, and he attached them by 
gentle m^aiib to then foreign masters Thus it happened, that dur- 
ing the war between the Cliirieso and Dutch, these people remained 
faithful, wbilat many suffered a cruel death for having advocated the 
cause of the Company. The (^binese pirates were espifially iri- 
centsed against the bohool-iuasters, some of whom, tUter most ei uel 
toiuire, weie cruciiled at the entrance of their respective villages 
When they had fully come under the Cluqese yoke, they were divided 




to the-Chines^.

Bui to return to Luhehow He tells us, that the abottginf^s are of 
a stupid disposition, and arc oAen misled by the Chinese nierqhunts, 
who do not scruple to rob them of their property To remedy this evil, 
the, good people ought to be exhorted to be content with their nglulul 
property, and the sol hers, who do not seem to be over-ngiiteous, ought 
to bn enjoined never to trouble the people in any way. Whilst being 
eUtremefy vigilant to detect eveiy seruhlancc ot a plot, those who 
bei^ine informers against such as enter into illegal correopoinlencc 
With the aborigines, ought tp be rewarded, so that early notice of 
conspiracies may be obtaiTied by the Chinese government 'riic 
h|inf(tts of the aborigines being difficult of t^ccess, though a line of 
imhtary posts has been established all 4oog the frontier, it would be 
well to give the natives one month for tendering their surrender, and 
Ui case of their obstinacy to execute military law upon the disobedient 
{lut as a thief cannot be hanged before he is caught, it is advisable, 
that an assault be made, headed by natives under the control of gov- 
ernment, and in order to strike terror into the mountaineers, their 
jungle and forests ought to be set on fire to smoke them one si- 
mdtr and equally charitable measure is first to prevent Chenr tdimg 
the ground, and afterwards to cut off all supplies, m this w«y to re- 
duce them to starvation. As salt la an indispensable article of their 


diet, and the use of iron so common that without its importation all 
warlike prepaiations must stand sull, it is suggested to keep these two 
necessaries entirely out of the reach of the natives In their warihre 


they use pointed swords and poisoned arrows, which do a great deal 
oi mischief to those unaccustomed to their encouniers u la tliere^ 


ffwe pijy(|Rd^,io manufimture good shields, and spears with a largo 
shh^^jTSat above all, to use fire-arms m lieu of bows and arrows, of 
natitvea do not edtteptem the {si«A lear, whilst thdy treotble 
at ifri^thubderoffptnfc 

In fevrewiiigthe ffirmer ^lottaofibe ixuBtary, our author is of 
opiiuofi^ that the soldiersi w«rfi newjr eoffiehmtjy rewarded for their 
bravery, joor properly pumshed fbor ibdit wan# of boprage, HfB very 
sensible advice w, uierefore, to stioimlate a sense of honor in Ihgir 
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brenst, and to rouse them to emulation by rccotnpettsing their cl€e<i8 of 
heroism. Vet their numbers never being complete, it is proposed to 
raise a militia, which might serve iii time 1:)f^var, and then be 
disbanded. A former miiiAiry commander tried the experiment, 
but paying only 601) c^sh (about two tlnrd.^ of a d^M'lar) per month to 
each individual, and giving ihcin just rice sullicit’iit for preventing 
actual starvation, tliey very so<m di&persed and sought other more lu- 
crative employment. But the pay ought to be rai.-sed, and every en- 
couragement given for their enlisting under the imperial banners. 

Whether this measure was carried into cxecuiiini or not, we arc 
iinablo to siy ; but the nativc.s continued to rii.ike inroads upon the 
Chinese territory, and thus eliciU'd other reni.iiks from our writer. 
Being persuaded, that tlicir unruly spun could bo f^rbed^jnly by a 
strong arm, he gives n as Ins conviction, that unless a stiong line oi 
military posts were dr iwn -ilong the Ironliers, .ind the people indnceil 
tw cultivatg tlic country in their \ icinity, and thus gradually to encroach 
upon J^lieir territory, flioir inv.ivinns could ilol be pi evented. Had 
lailicliow lived in oui en]iglite..<‘d times, lie uonld bate advised gov- 
ernment to construct rail-ro.ul-^ to iacililale coninimiicatioii, and would 
li ive (|uoted the liigliland.s ol Scotland ^ an in^tmce (d’tlie snccesslnl 
Mibjiig.ilio'i of the fieice^t western lace, Uy lading their lands open to 
an niiresti lined niteicourse 'I’liere may still be time li>r introilucing 
tills iiiipioveriient ; but tlie imniense Clmiesu popiil.ition, forced to 
clear ne.w lauds in ojdei to obt.iin subswt.^nce, will pcrlbiin tli« niied- 
hil, and dine the natives irum one place to tinoiliei until the) have 
become extincl ’ 

After the it'liellioii irKMitioned above, tlie isl.and became a scene of 
the utmo'.t nii'Ciy and w ret<. In diusss 'IMie (aninlry had been laid 
waste, and pe^tilentMl diseases -wept away gieal niiiltitudes. The 
einpeior, dw.!\si(>nlv id i elu've die distr(‘sst;s of his clnldri'ii, appoint- 
ed a cotiiinissjoij toi e\.iiiimmg into the evisting evils, and Luhehow 
could not forbear gniiiL^ his advice gratuitously 

The cs^lonists of Formosa had been aca nstomed to trifle with tJie 
laws and proliibitioiis of go\ ernment, an<l the first step to be taken 
wa.s to pill lliein in ftiico to the vt-ry letter, that the people might he 
taught to obey. Moreover, it w.is a vi'ry notorious fact, that tlie in- 
habitants delighted in liligalions, .-stirred up by a number of designing 
demagogues. 'Fo obviate tins evil it. was nccessaiy to ovecuto 
justice without the lea-^t paitialily, to banish the inlhierice of money 
from the public courts, and to seize upon tlie miscliievons attorneys 
In addition to this, robbers, who might screen themselves under the 
amnesty before granted, ought promptly to meet with capital puiiish- 
ineijt, without time being given to refer the matter to higher tnlmiials, 
and thus to defer or elude the execution of their sentence ; in fact, 
exemplary justice ouglit to be excrci.sod with an uncompromising hand 
The colonists being of dissolute habits, given over to drunkenries.s and 
every sort of debauchery, ni which they spend their rtfhney and incur 
debts^ laws ought to he issued against these crimes, and inensurrs taken 
fpr the introduction of better customs As it freipiently happened. 
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that marriageable women, at the age of thirty, were without hus- 
bands,. they ought to be prevailed on to enter the rnutrimoniul state 
at twenty-five ! * 

Some difficulty existed also regarding tlie shipping. The custom- 
house officers dciri an iJcd fies to which they were by no means entitled ; 
this put tbe^jpeople upon their guard, and made them desirous of 
introducing prohibiited articles, in order to indemnify themselves for 
their losses. Such a .state of things, says Luhehow, is by no means 
proper, aiMl*soiiic alterations ought to be made in the regulations. 
There were crowds of col(>iiihl.s from Chanuchow, the eu.sterii part of 
the province of Canton The^e men, collecting m thousands at some 
places, and availing of the dread inspired by uuinhers, committed deeds 
of violence, this ought not to he allowed Besides, every new colonist 
ought to prove th.it he has friends, into whose service he might enter 
to gain a livelihood ; otherwise, lie should not be allowed to settle, 
lest he might become an idler and a burthen to society. 

A principle, which iiiHueiices all the institutions of the Chincjie gov- 
er^inieiit, is the promotion of schools. It is the firm opinion of every 
genuine Chinese, fhn^t without the cultivation of the mind a |.)eoplu 
cannot live happy, nor be obedient to their rulers. Luhehow, tlierc- 
fbre, recommends, m tlie itroiige.st terms, that mstiiiction should bo 
provided to the utmost extent, free-scliools established, and liigh 
rewards held out to the succe'.>^flll literary candidates. Tlie advice 
has not been neglected the schooN arc in a nonnsliiiig condition, and 
the gratludtes very numerous. VVe have be.ird complaints, that the 
first and second degrees were too e.i.sily obtained ; but if this be really 
the case, it is done to stimulate the students to persevere iti their 
laborious tiusk, in order to secure honor and obtain emoiiiincnts. 

As most rebellions li.ive taken their use in the cupidity of the offi- 
cers, our author rccommoiids a reduction of the land-tax, and that 
legal exactions be as few and ns light as po.ssil)le At the same time, 
he complains very much, that the officers being badly paid, have no 
means for maiiitamiiig themselves; and on this account, he'^says, the 
underlings commit great rav.ages upon the defenseless people. He 
therefore insists ufioii the clearing of new lands, the produce of which 
might be paid into the trea.sury for the maintenance of officers. Thus 
a constantly flowing stream of revenue might he opened, and the 
people would no longer be harrassed with lieavy exactions. At the 
coiicliisioit of this hortatory document, the aborigines also, come in for 
their share of attention. Jt appears, that, in former times, merchants 
were nominated by government to carry on the trade with the na* 
lives, as a monopoly. 'J'uere were also linguists appointed to transact 
busines.'i with them. It has, however, been found out, that tliesc per- 
sons, being actuated by fraudulent motives, cheated these ignorant 
people and gave rise to a great many d isiur bailees ; therefore they 
ought to be kept umler very .strict surveilance, and no occasion given 
for bringing fi^rward complaints, of injiistic.^. I n order to cur h the 
power of the native tribes, the intercourse ought to be restrained as 
much as po>Mhle on both sides Much care ought to he takmi,

lest any Japanese or Dutch, laii(1iu|( on the oast coast, might neatle 
thomselvos amongst them ; ‘ a tiling !il»o\o all others to be avoided.’ 

VVe pass over several of Lnhcliov\’.s rtmiaiks* — as tor instance, that 
the women ought to be emplfiycd in rearing the silk worms and plant- 
ing hemp, to enable them Uvprovide materials foi-ithe apparel of their 
families; that fortres.scs of hotter materials than mcio bamboo and 
wood ought to be erected, &lc. At another time we iitfly again take 
opportunity of recurring to this autlior, because he is a man of sotnit! 
sciiHe, ami tells us things for winch we look in vain in other Chi- 
nese hooks.

iiigr to hafe li.ul a prospective tendency to the higher dogiecs of 
civilixiitioii, and to the establishment oi free 'institutions and liberal 
principles, lias not yet broken up tij^old foundations of military and 
ecclesiastical despotism The virtue ai«l intelligence indispensably 
iieei'ssnr} to gne full scope to human activity and freedom, arc yet to 
he leali/ed and c.illed into action throughout all these countries.

' inquiries ot the ci\i!i/('il world. Almost all the purposes which control 
human pursuit.'* arc conihjumg to ell’oct an entrance into that and the 
adjacc'iit prohihited poitions ol'the gloU*, and there is a current of 
feeling selting upon those shore.s, projwjrliouatcd probably in Us force 
to the strength aid ibduiacy of the harriers which have so long rc- 
i sisted foreign apjtroach.

Already then' have been some valuable rc.«carches rnadi' 
tlirough the more important groups, and the results given to the 
world Some effoil.- have also been madn to throw upon their mid- 
night of intellectual and moral darkries.® the light of knowledge and 
truth. Here and I hero are stationed the living teachers of pure 
Christianity, and around them are begmnmg to he restored to the 
heathen the revealed principles of otdi-r and duty winch arc destined 
to pervade the world 'I’lie refloated vi.sits of an o.xtending commerce 
are bringing every tribe into more intimate contact with men of high- 
er capabilities boih of virtue and of crime, and there i.s now scarce a 
known island of these .sea.s, that may not bo et.sily opened to afford 
every desirable facility to the iiujuirie.s of the physiologist, or the phi- 
lanthropy of the ('hristian. 

We have taken this cursory glance around an aImo.st new, and 
unspeakably interesting, portion of the world, to show the extent and 
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comlition nixJ pro-jpectd of a (icid of olt^orvalioi), in the centre of which 
wc are provHlciiiially to stand spectators. With a local situation that 
aflbrds facilities for coiiceritratinjr iiilelliaence, piobahly superior to

))osition, forming an immense cavity, bounded by the diappragm and 
natural iiitegiinient 'L'his vva.s tilled with cotton pledgets, and a ban- 
dage n])plied arouml tiie thorax ami abdomen, which was tightened 
daily, gradually bringing it to its natural place. It seemed incredible 
that, w til .^ucli a hulk and weight, the young woman co'uld vvaik at 
all, especially as her ieot wore as much too small as her body was too 
large. It required some practice, after its removal, before slic could 
walk comfortably alone, i^'ie appeared in lie.iltb, independent of this 
immense reservoir of tkiid. She experienced no inconvenience from 
tlic operation, ami in one week was discharged, yince my return 
from Japan, she has visited the hospital, and was in fine health. ISlie 
was so altered that il was nece.ssary to refer to the records of the hos- 
pital to identify her. Tlierc is no reaccumulation. 

No. 3790. June lOlh. Harcomatoiis tumor, Yang She, aged 20, 
of llwayiicii, had a tumor pemlulons from the chin and larynx. It 
coniinenced ten years since, and the last six years bad been very 
cumbersome The atliicbniont beneath the ciiiii w'as five inches in 
circumfeieiicc Centrally and horizontally it measiirod two feel three 
inches, and vertically three feet two niches It e.xUmded below the 
umbilicus, but not so as to re.st in the lap , con.sequently 'ts weight 
was sustained by tlie attachin<;nt, and the patient bad to sit constant- 
ly ill a bracing posture, to prevent its drawing down her head. The 
natural features were distorted, the cheeks being drawn tense by the 
weight of tlie tumor. 'J^'lie muscles on the back of fiie neck were pre- 
ternaturally large, having been in coij.stant action A native practi- 
tioner had applied a ligature which remained sullicieully long to pro- 
duce a jiermaneiit circular scar Piobably, while the ligature inter- 
rupted the return of the blood in the veins, it did not compress the 
arteries, nor benumb the ncMves the pain must have been great and 
the result doubtful, h.id the destruction of the Inmor been elfected. 

Being m her fifth month, her ca.se was the more critical. It waa 
at this time determined to take a voyage to Jap.iii ; but whether she 
was apprized oi this or not, and Icareil 1 might not ri'turn, she and 
her friends wervi urgent to have the tumor removed then, though the 
objection to it was distinctly stated Perceiving the ronfidence of the 
patient and anxiety of her frieiuk, with the ajiprobatioii of several 
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medical gentlemen, 1 complied with her wishes; and on the Slst 
June, the tumor was rciiriovc<l in 12 seconds, and the patient dressed 
and in bed in 24 minutes. Two arteries of con.<dderahle size required 
ligatures; the veins upon the lower side were vciy large, exceeding 
the natural size of the jugulars ; the skin, fasciae, Veins, and arteries 
formed the principal attachmeijl With the exception of a single 
point, an inch in diameter, the tumor was as distirict^froni the sur- 
rounding parts, as an egg from its nest. , 

Seldom has there been less appaioiit snfroririg from serious an 
operation, as there was manifested by the \oung woman Tlie woiij^d 
healed kindly without any unpleasant .symptoms Her first at- 
tempts to walk were awkward, having lost so much ‘ ballast ’ In one 
week the healing proc<“*s had far advanced, wIumi, at my departure 
from Canton for Jafiaiij Messr.s. (mx and Anderson, resident physici- 
ans, most obligingly t<jok charge of her and the preceding cases, and 
Ajch others as were in the hospital, and required attention . they have 
also continued their assistance on each day for operations, week- 
ly. 1^1* seventeen days she was discliarged (juite well. December 
she returned, in excellent health and .sjnnts, bringing liei robust 
little son, two months old. Her feati/?f5s have assumed very much 
their natural form. * 

On the Hth October, her grandfather returned to inform me of her 
health, bringing some trifling presents, with the following note accom- 
panying them. ^

No. 4010. E.xtirpation of .sen rolls breast W^oo She, aged 43, of 
Whampoa, was introduced by Mo She, to bo treated for tlm same af- 
fection, of which alie herself had bp«*ii relieved Woo She had had 
a Bcirruus eiilargerneni of the left breast for three years. It was about 
the natural size of a full hrea.st of milk 3'lic tumor was well defin- 
ed and strictly a local afleclioii Her constitution w'ls perfect. 

On the 1st of November the breast was removed in eight minutes, 
and the patient in bed in twenty Her fortitude exceeded all that 1 
have yet witnessed. Wlie scarcely uttered a groan during the extir- 
pation, and before she was removed from the table, clasped her hands, 
and, with an unaffected smile, cordially thanked the gentlemen who 
assisted on the occasisn. I'he hrea-st con.sistcd of massesPof gelatinous 
matter, surrounded by dense cartilaginous substance, which, at the 
base was neatly ossified, •quite beyond the power of im;dicme, rWiHc 
not excepted, to remove She experienced comparatively little in- 
convenience during her recovery The edges of the wound healed 
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ChioHy by the first intention, hut there was some suppuration of tlie 
parts beneath. An attach of dyM'iiteiy upoti the JOtii day impeded 
” the healing a litlie, liiil .she .soon recovered from it, and in alajut four 
week.s was discharged perfectly well. The n.iiiirul amicibiencss and 
cheerfuliie.ss of tins worn in and her little daughter, twelve }eiirh old, 
attracted the attention of many who visited the hospital during her 
stay.

muscular fibres and fasciae, which liccamo more nniistincl as they ap- 
proached its centre, several of the transverse proce.sses of the corv'ical 
vertebrie were exposed, eovered only by the leiidiiious aponeurosis of 
their appropriate muscles, when the tumor was removed 'J''tie wound 
kindly healed by granulations in five weeks, '('here was miicb sup- 
])iiration from the division of the muscles. The removal of the tumor 
affects slightly the raising the tip of the shoulder, and the bringing 
the hand over the heail The patient became i]nite rohufel, and left 
a few days since, with thf most unequivocal rnaiiifehtatioiis of gra* 
titude 

No. 4370. Staphyloma Ye Maouchang, a youth of 16, had lost 
hi.s right eye entirely, and had abso a stapliyloma'of the left. A pait of 
the cornea protruded so far as not to he covered with the lid.s, yet a 
portion was clhar and admitted light He v<a8 introduced by a hong 
merchant with a particulai request, that, if it were possible to* benefit 
liiin, he might be treated. He w'as encouraged to expect the eye

, f^Msed. With this, he and bis friends were satialied to have ih^ 
^Aperation peribrmed. The staphyloroatous ^art was removed, th^ 
aqueous humor only escaped > The wound soon healed, the eye came 
to Its proper size, and the vision was mcreased rath*er than diminished. 
His uncle, « literary gentlemap, remained with him untd he was nearly 
wdt, and, OQ leaving, presented two scrolls, on which ne had written 
tome account of the case, with a stanza of poetry. The scroUs are 
about four feet long, and ten inches wide; and the jioctry is written in 
large characters in the middle, perpendicularly, with the explaQAtiOfl 
on each bide of it. The following is a trapsiation, which may be ' 
interesting as a sjiecimen of Chinese taste and customs. The com- 
parison bewteeii the celestial luniiiidries, appearing from behind the 
'Clouds that had concealed them, and the blind restored gradually to 
a sense of light, is happy.

. 4173. Lesingyaoii, a Tartar, who is connected with the 

hoppo’s office, was relieved of 28 catties of limpid fluid No. 42T0. 
hew Ayuen, aged 61, of Taoleih, had between live and six gallons 
of chocolate-colored fluid in the abdomen. After discharging it, a 
large and hard tumor was found, apparently originating from the liver. 
It was not very tender to the touch. 

Here I close the revie\v of the institution, during its two, yeareex* 
istci.co'. Of the 4576 patients that have been received, many aje re*, 
inemliefcd, ns well as their deep solicitude, and that of their friends' 
as they have waited to know their prospects, and their joy when .they 
have been relieved. The recollection of hundreds that will never 
more see light, has revived' the sorrowful sensation previously felt. 
They were too lute. Some of the latter class were just entering upon 
life ; they wore in perfect health, but, for the want of timely assistance, 
the orb of light has been to them barly and totally extinguished. 
There is some mitigation, however, ii| the reflection, that, whilst va- 
rious surgical operations have been {lerformed, through the ^vinebhss* 
ingf none have proved fatal; that many joung persons have been saved 
from a life of blindness, and that others have regained the vision actu- 
ally and (without some kind interposition) forever lost. It has often 
been delightful to witness parents again enjoying the sight of their chil- 
dren, nvhose prattlings and blooming countenances had never more 
greeted their eyes, had not the cataract been thrust aside. 'From 
many, those protiiberences and incumbrances, which rendered their 
po-ssessors monsters, and life a burden, have been successfully roinov«> 
ed. The cancer, threatening its victim witfl^ death, has been once 
and again extirpated from a mother’s bosom. 'I'he misplaced, and 
in some in.stances large, reservoirs of useless and cumbersome fluid, 
have been dried up, and healtii has again smiled npon the previously 
despondent sister and parent. To these results, the friends and be- 
nefactors, who have so promptly sustained the institution, are referred 
as their best revvard, whiLst the most grateful acknowledgments are 
tendered them, in hchaii of the thousands whom their charity baa bene- 
iitted. Especially thanks are due to the medical gentlemen, wflo have 
repeatedly and so cheerfully lent their important aid, particuiler|y.to 
Messrs. R H Cox, and 'A. Anderstni, who hai'e cbntinued thotf'vaWf 
b]e assistance each week upon tho day devoted to operations^' .

become fairies, elves begging fish, the man with three heads, the 
devil turned matchmaker, a pig acting the priest of T|eu, the eu« 
cHarted tower, the ass of a Mohammedan lady, a demon bayiv"' chil* 
dren, Vulcan’s tongs, &c. This book of stones has been brought 
to our notice by a reaillent sinologue— ^ a lad twelve years old, who 
has been engaged in studying the language al>out fourteen months. 
The subjoined translations 'were made by him, and may serve as ape-* 
eitnons of his sciiolarship, and of Chineso liooks of small talk, 

Thf Sftgarioui Pis[ fii the dHtrict of Sulichow in KetiUgnan, a 
man was murdered and liij body thrown into a well. t)ne of the 
officers, having long sought in vain for the murderer, was riding by 
die well one day, when a pig came before his horse and set tip a most 
bitter cry. His attendants, not being able to drive the pig aWay, llie 
officer said to them, what docs the pig want f Whereupon the pig 
kneeled before him, and made the kow-fow. The oflicer then bid 
his attendants to follow the pig, which immedintety rose up and led 
them to a house, and entering the dooi crawled under a lied, and 
began rooting up the grouiul, and continued doing so until he had 
uotfovered a bloody knife. The attendants inimediately seized the 
muster of the house, who, on examination, proved to be the murderer. 
The villagers, having delibeiated on the case, took the pig and enp- 
ported him in one of the temples of Budha; visitors came A^uently to 
see him, and gave inotiey for ins «>up|)ort, saying, such a sagacious pig 
deserves to be rewarded. After more than ten years, ho died, and 
the priests of the tempk , having procured for him a coffin, buried him 
with due formality.

Yen and the 
whole family fled iu astonishment to hfs wife’s room, where, they 
found a man seated on her bed holding her hand. As he proceeded 
to his wife’s side the stranger disappeared, and his lady soon expired. 

Fidelity of cats. In ilcnugiung, there lived a lad whose surname 
was Wang. Ills -father had an old concubine, upwards of seventy 
years old, who, being extremely fond of cats, kept thirteen in her 
house, &nd loved and cherished them as children.

Os, tliw SQth.flf Octohsr, 18.37, a «ip{>ienientan' memorial was laid before the 
eionefToi^r^’in Cbung Tseang. lieut. ’governor of FuhleCn, respecting Lu Chang- 
ke,V)n>HW^"offieer Mtoiiging lu tiU majesty’s forces stationed on (lie Pescadores, 
and thp mam. Daring Uie 8th month of l.&t year, Le went to 
Forfnohs; and having ul^Hed a party of noldiers, embarked with tliem in k 
mendiaAtnian for Pdnghoo (the Pescadores) After a lung time, lii-3' iiuri>Hn'ival 
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Induced his superior, col&nel Yen Kunghel^'n, to rejmrt the case to the lieut.>^ov* 
enior of FuhkeAn. On the receipt of the information^ hia excclleney caused 
^diligent search to be inadg along the whole coaat of bis pravincv. At length, be 
~ asci'i'tained, that Le’s father had receiied a letter from his son, informing him of 
his being ut diiiganore, and stating that, nhiht.oii his passage to PAnghoo, during 
the night of the dtii ofllie JOih month, a violent storm arose, and ciU'ried AHay the 
masts and rudder, W'llh se\en of the soldiers On fhc 6tli of the IStb month, a 
foreign vessel took them from the wieck, mid conveyed them to Singapore. The 
, peo|)Te there, seeing that he was an officer of the celestial dynasty, treated him 
uilil politeness, and promised that he should he letunied to his own country I»y 
the. earliest o)»porttinity This account of Le, the lieiit -governor says, was well 
attested. He deemed It light, therefore, to cotnmand that l..e should be sent bark 
to ki? '.tun, and trom thence to Fuliket'n. He also sent u Lotnmitiiiealioii to the 
authorities in Canton, thiit^tliey might make imjiiiiy among the Inieign chiefs there, 
and coinmuniente to tlieni the rei|uisite insfiiictions for Iheir obediennt , and, on 
(he arrival of the shipu reeked nllicer, take all pro|)er and lawfiit measures in liis 
behalf, and duly lepoit tlioreoii 

An insurreriiott of Imrliaiiaiis in Szechuen has beeiN reported by t lie governor 
of that province, who had siiceeeiled in ‘ iiiiiiiliilaling’ (he iiisiirgiMits Ol the&e 
there were two parties — one called e fe, ‘baibaiinii bandits,' 'the other yuy <■. 
‘wild harb liniis.' 

Tlus copper iiiincs in Ynniinn and Kwvirliow are siillViing a de'ilrit, resiiltiiig 
from Impure ore and olhcn ciiiises, ainoiinting in value to U,W)7 taels. 'J'lie per- 
aons, who are respoiisililc to gdveriiineiit toi this xmi), imd who ought to pay the 
same, are, according to tnu repoit made to llie emperor by the governor oi (he 
province, either reduced to ulte'* poverty, or have absconded, so iluil no ];mrt of 
the deficit is lecoveiahle ; his majesty, therefore, is reipiested by Klepoo, gov- 
ernor of the (irovinre, to camel the debt. 

TAe grods of the Yellow River, for (heir rerent interposition in restoiing its 
waters, have been pi-esented vi'ith ten sticks of incense from (he emperor, w ho 
has gi^en orders to one of Ins rniiiisteis, the governor of Leang Keang, to ofiei the 
same with becoming formalities. Some local officers were also to be rcwni-ded, 
for their assistance. 

TAe currency of Kcringse, the brass cash, the common coin of the empire, has 
•o fallen in price, that (he lieut -governor ot the province has requested, and 
oidained pei mission to stop (he coinage, until its value lises, wiien he is again to 
report, that the operations of the mint nmy be resumed. 

Chanqiing. This aged statesman, at the commencement of lliis year, was de.- 
ctared by the emperor to be in good lienllh. " retaining his energies in full force 
He has since been sick ; and on the 3Utli of October, his majesty favored liiiu 
with a visit in person. o 

HengSM, about the same time, was appointed chief examiner of Ifie students 
in Mantohou. Others were appointed to examine the translators in Mongol. 

A notorious roSher, TsAng Akc^n, was executed in Canton, on (he llth instant. 
A reward of ^r>0t)0 was offered, some mouths ago, for the seizure of this man, 
which was at length ejected by a brave lieutenant, G livvaepun, a quondam pu- 
gilist. The robber had his (rial, sentence, and execution, all in the 5arn« hour. 

Kud, the. nno cammonder-ia-rhirf of tlie provincial land forces, arrived here on 
the Gib instant, fixnn Peking; and entered immediately on his duties. 

A census of Canton has been taken during tlie month ; its object and results 
we have not been ableito ascertain. It seems to have been an ertra proceeding, 
having been taken out of (he ordinary season, and by persons appointed especially 
for the occovinn. 

A seizure of three chests of opium, on boatd the ‘Swift,’^ one of the Eiiropeaii 
passage boats, was made on Wednesiiav^ night, the 10th instant, while the wffit 
was at anchor in the rivei in front of the iotehii factories.* The three senior hon^ 
merchants called on the ComrAiilee of the Chamber of Commerce, a fe^ days 
before the seizure, expressing their regiet at the practice of smu^gliaeppiimtat 
VVhompoa and Canton, and enfiTaled the Committee tp use their iiiilu^nce ta 
stop it, since not only the whole foicigH trade, tnit themselves pcrsoitaliyf might 
sutfer greatly thereby.

A French 
experimentalist,^ found some iiervoii.s matter in the sensitive Mimosa : 
r think this would have yielded him a copious supply for examination. 
1 have magnifiers fitted fi»r every purpose, but there are so many 
objects dcMnanding attention of far greater importance, that I should 
not have been able to m.iiiage so delicate a busmoss with much like- 
lihood of .success I was not able to learn the native name, though 
a person endeavored to put me olf by saying it was called biitibang^ 
which i*- a juoper epithet for any thing that is fickle and inconstant, 
or irresolute — as the huriian heart, for example, in selecting the objects 
of its choice and delight. It might be very well applied to a shrub 
which scfined so .sensitive, so hard to please, and so ready to take 
offense, though it was then used for the fiist time to saiisfj liiy in- 
quiries, 

The foregoing are only a few of the remark.s which 1 made during 
our stay at M.icass.ir, but, many of them are in the form of memo- 
randa or w'er“ iMuhodied iii drawings and skefclie.-s, it would he iioees- 
sary lor im? to add what I can remember with what 1 know, in order 
to fit them for publuatiun Tiie Psiihnist tells us th<it the merciful

The writings of Marco Polo gtivc the western world their earliest 
information respecting Japan, fits account wai-, however, too little 
credited by his contemporaries to be made the basis of any adven- 
tures, commerci?! or political It was loll to accident to bring the 
Portuguese, the pioneers in eastern discovery and commerce, into 
actual contact with this remofe empire. Fernando Mendez Pinto, 
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taking |),'i>^;)ar Willi his compafiinii.'', nrlla^ |iiii*k of a ('Imirsc pirafo, 
from Niiiifjio to lit‘\V4-hinv, was diMoii hj ,i g.ilr lo oiio ol llio uoslrrii 
Jsiaiid.s of (he Japanese ar<'lii|>rla>*o in l.j Jt seems niiceii.iilf' 
what (letrree of credit is lo l«* alt.iehed to the aecoiinf id’ Pinto, or

found liim at Malacca, about the yoai lot / ; Xavier calmed his fcar.s 
ami placed him, together with one or two of liis attendants, m the se- 
minary at Goa Di’iighted witii Ins new convert, and nssnreil by the 
Portuguese that the Jajianesr t,jeiuod his bo.st eflorts, he determined 
to seek pro,sel>les m that eiiijur.' He l.imled at Kagosima, with two 
compainnn.s and his e<iiiv<-ii, from a ('hiricso pink m 154!) 'JMie 
prince of Sat/.nma .idmitted him to an audience, rind gave him per- 
mission to^eiicli and pieacli the gosjiel iii his dominions. The reason 
assigned frvr this reception is, (hat the prince saw the attachment of 
the merchanls to the s.iiiit, uml tlxmghl lie should .ittract to himself, 
by the.se attentions, the resort of the Portugue.sc and a large share of 
their tr.ade 

We must refer to (’Inrlovoix for the detail of the miracles of Xa- 
vier, the oppo.sition of the boir/o.s, and the nucturiting friendships of 
the Japanese princes of that day. It is evident, fioni all the ac- 
counts, tliat these princes were then almost indepcn<lent sovereigns, 
consejting neither the dain nor the seoguii in their perinis.sioii of for- 
eign trade. The whole empire w'as then alDictcd w'lth all the evils 
of the feudal system, and a prey to frcrpient intestine conimorions and 
civil wars Notwithstanding the etfurts of the prince of Sntzuma to 
attract the Portuguese to his liarbors, they appear to have had rea.sons 
for preferring the port»of Firando, on an island t» the northwest. 
Thitlier Xavier repaired, and was well received. He soon perceived, 
tliat if tlie favor of a petty prince was worth seeking, much more inat 
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of lli(> lioml of the ompiro iWiako wa.*-, at th,it time, the re.sidence of 
the (la.ri .iixl liic (Ivulxi), but iie\(-rlli(>li\si4 deserted and in ruins 

*11uni tlu‘ disinibed .st.ilo of the tune.'>. '^I'hither Xavier determined to 
proceed, .iiul, tloiifli ho^lile p.irties were traver.sing the countr}^, the 
ro.ids liroken up and hridi:r(‘> destroycrf, the zealous missionary ao 
complished his pur[)ose iliih.ippiiy, he could obtain no audience 
either of the spjritual or temporal ruler, and, unsuccessful also ni his 
juihlic pre.ichni^r, he rcturged to Piiando JIad we not been told of 
his po'Se^'Sioii of the ^nlt ol toiifrue*., we could oa‘'il} explain his ill- 
succe^s III his public miiiistiatiou ll would apjiear iiom the annals 
of those times, th it mo'-t ol the lirst Catholic iiii'^sioiiaries, instead of 
beiiio pojiul.ir fooriU'", were veiy olteu llu* ob|eets ol public derision 
and alui''!* AtU'iition w i^', ho've* .ilU'ru ird awakeiu'd, and Xa- 
vier appears nexl as an ol>|ecl, at least, ol irener.il curiosity, complaiii- 
intr that crowds of visitors l<‘ft him no lime to say ma.ss, or oven to 
recite his 1)1 (‘\ lary His journeys thronxh the princapalitios of Kin- 
.siu, his public disputalioiis with the l)oii/.(‘s, to say nothini)' of Ins 
miracles, added to his celebrity ; and the f.iith ho preached had ac- 
quired many lollowers Im'Ioic he leli .lapnii, in November, lool He 
never returned, I'eath putting a period to his labors the year alter on 
the coast of China “> 

His sucLX'ssors 111 Japan ri lied chieny for the building up of the 
church oil private elfoits, such as ilio relief ol the poor, the support of 
hospitals, iJLc 'riiese luea'-uies w(‘re einiiieiitly suceessful, and, in 
'1551, we find one ol the ah'A’sf of the Jesiiils preaching in Miako by 
permission of the seogun, aiul (raining friends if not converts among 
the' higher classes, although opposed by tlu‘ populace and tlie bonzes 
as before 'Phree ye irs later, tlie princi' of ( huura heeame the linn 
supporter of the foreigijcrs, oj»enmg his ports to the Poiliigiieso, and 
Ins terriiones to the missionaries Prom Oinura, tlu* both spre.id into 
Arima and other |)riiicij)alities of Kmsin. 

In 151)5, the fneiully seogiin was cut off by a rehelliou, and the 
favors he had gi anted were revoked by his successor. It is' recorded, 
that in the following year, the Chiisiians at Pirniido sent a vessel to 
India for the decorations of their new church, from which it would 
appear that they were ui possession of considerable wealih The 
priiici* of Firando had now become unfriendly, and the Christians 
removed to a port in tiio princijiality ol Omura 'Phe licet which ar- 
rived from (’lima that year, f()llow’ed to the new harlior, and this so 
enraged the prince of Pirando, that he dispatched a sipiadron to des- 
troy It, hilt without ertbet The withdrawal ot the privileges granted 
in 1559 lasted but three years, when a new levoliition plac'.od a new 
seogun on the throne, and the (’hristians were again taken inlo favor. 
TheaC frequent rebellions against the chief authority corres|)oijd per- 
fectly with the quick succession of quarrels on a lessor scale, whioli 
raged at this period between llie feudal prince.s, and seem to have 
left hut few spots' within the empire at peace

The example'of N6bunanga was imitated by many of his courtiers, 
so that when he was killed m lo^, his successor Fide Yosi (the fa- 
mous Taiko) found himself under the necessity of favoring the Jesuits, 
many pf his best oflicers being their friends He was visited in 1585 
by the chief of the J(‘'iuit missions, and at the audience which took 
place, Taiko granted all his rccpiests. It is even said that this ino- 
iiurch’s refusal to give up bis harem w.is at this tune tlie only reason 
that he was not himsolt baptr/ed. It is more probable that this great 
but unprincipled sovereign never felt any interest in Christianity, fur- 
ther than It could be made to subserve his ambitious designs Had 
noth. tig stood between him and open submission to Rome, Im.i the 
obstacles above-nieni Killed, it la easy to suppose that it would hate 
been got over, by men who seem to have absolved the feudal jirmee^ 
friendly to them from a commandment of at least ciiiial authority — 

‘ thou shall not kill.’ The bright prospects with which the year 
1587 opened were .soon overcast The seogiin began to express his 
suspicions of the character and de'^igii.s of the Jesuits, and this lan- 
guage was soon follow'od by overt acts. The refusal of a Portugne.se 
'captain to bring Ins ship to the port where Taiko was, that he might 
,-|iWi it, is mentioned as one cau.se of this unfortunate change. Ano- 
tficr reason was also assigned, the refusal of the ladies of Christian 
, families to share the royal bed. Probably these were at most only 
occasions for a change of measures, suggested by political view.s. 
Taiko dni not long conceal bis determination, and the first edict lor 
the banishment of the Catholic missionuiies was imbhslied June 25th, 
J58T They were re<]uired to reliie to Firando within twenty days, 
and to depart for India within six months, on pain of diJAth. The 
crosses they had erected were ordered to l>e throwm down, and the 
churches rased. The Portuguese trade wois permitted to go on as 
before, but the merchants wore forbidden to bring any more riiission- 
arics, or to speak on leligiou.s subjects with the Japanese, A hun- 
dred and twenty mis-siouaries left their stations in submission to this 
edict, and retired to Firando. An order then came for them all to 
embark in a ship about to sail for fiidia This was tlie test: a few 
obeyed, but the greater number refused to abandon their flocks, and 
once more scattered themselves through the principalities of OUiura, 
Rungo, &.C 

It does not appear that this edict was carried inlo full effect ; but 
the churches at Mi dio, Oosaka, and other principal cities were des- 
troyed the Ibllowmg year The seogun had now takeh his side ; and 
the Portiigne&e <?nvoy Irorn Coa, two years afterward, though admit- 
ted an amhence, could do nothing towards getting the fatal' edict 
reversed Taiko ii(»w declared war on China.) and ns an interrncdi- 
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ate measure resolveil on the conquest of Corea. The missionaries 
ascribed this step not so much to ambition, as to a secret design to rid 
liimself of the Christians among his oflicers and tioops, by sacrificing^ 
them in a foreign war. Thjit he cherished the design of extii paling ^ 
them IS inferred from his after life, and that lie \vas unwilling to ac- 
complish It by domestic per.secution, is shown by the fact, that of ‘200 
priests and 1,800,000 coincrts tlum in liis doniiniuns,^hc put only 2(5 
or 27 to death. Perhaps the monarch lookcil still farther, and aimed 
at the lediiction of the whole feudal nobility, by permitting commerce 
on tlie one' band, and on lli(‘ other by sending Ins nobles to f)gri.sh in 
battle in China and Corea Howovei this iqay be, bis vanity and 
ambition need not be denied ; there is ffood proof of both, were all 
other wanlinrr, in his demand iiiaiic in l;>02, that the governor of the _

'I'liis connection with 
commerce, the Je-iiiils defpiided by in.in\ precedents, particularly by 
the cubtoin oi' gr.iiiting the ammal pH)rit>) on a ceitaiii (iiiaiitity of 
sugars slnpjM’d to I'lirope, for the iiii>sion in Bi.i/.il Be.sides these 
moderate r.ilioiis, the Jesuit ini-.“iioiis wore supported by their Japa- 
nese fnemis and convert''. The tiiimiph ot the Portuguese over the 
Spanish party was, at length, as'vured hy the ^,lJperlor iiillnencG of the 
former in Fnropo, and a bull was issued in I51H, requiring all reli- 
gious of other ordeis, who wished to visit Japan*, to go out via Macao 
under the Portugu<‘s(* Hag All who had lound their vyay thither 
through M.mda, were required to return. As an additional ju‘'tifica- 
tion of the Jesuits, jl is lecoided, that even an Angu'stine ?i lar at

It appeals, tlierefori', inoie probable, that the zealous niiSvSionarics 
from Manila weio the pirlv, the least unjU'.tly charged with hnngmg 
Catholn.M''m into di''tru'.t with the Jajianeso.

known. 'Phough m:^'^lel'' of tin- language, tli(> Bihle was nev'or trans- 
lated into It, and though .idmitn-d to the rojal ])res(iuce, their entree 
was iicvoi used to t«' uJi that the kingdom of Chri-'t Ji>.uol oflliis 
world 'The bearing ol Christianity ou the relations of ruler and 
subject wore never shown 'Pheir convert'^ among the princes <lo not 
seem to have been I'ver taught, that war is no proper employment loi 
the follovveis of the Pi nice of Peace.

'Plie recent liberiflion ot ihe Hollanders from 
the tyi. limy of IMiilip U , and their vivid recollections of the atroci- 
ties of the duke of Alva and his eoadpilors, niiisl be allowed to pal- 
li.iie llioir volunt.iry informalion, and Ibt'ir proposal to sei/e llie ship 
of Pes'^oa, present her to llie seogmi. and in Inline to siipjdy the 
couiitry with the articles which the PoHuguese had hitjierto liniiished. 
VV liile the seogiiii hesil.iled, i Spanish vcssi*! was wrecked on the 
vmist, li.ivmgoM l)oai<l the gov< rnoi of the Philipjnne Islands on his 
way to i\evv Sp oil 'i'he slopw 'eked governor wa.s intioduced at 
coMit. aiul askeil if the S|)amaHl'. could supply Japan with silks, &,c., 
il ilii- Poriogue-o well' diiveii away. 'Phe i'‘ply was, that Manila 
tould luiiiish thre(’ times as much as Macao. 'Phiis doubly assured, 
the ordei -vas given to sei/e the ship, liclu'.'id Pessoa, expel the Je- 
suit*^, and give their estahlishuien*- to the S|).iijisli priessts. l*cssoa, 
mroiiiied that his ship was ihreafem d, lefiinied to dellmd her, and on 
llie limt attack the Japanese were n'puhed '['he seoguu, in a rage, 
Issued his coiiiinaiids tli.it every Portugue.se in Nagasaki should be 
put to death Jhil this vv.is unnecessary; on the 9lh of January, 
Kilt), Ihe attack was renewed, Pess'i>a ami his crew overjiowered, and 
till’ slop burnoil.

or the great S.ica, if he violate this prohibition, shall p ly for it with 
his head ’ 'The ship wine' earned the embassfidors w.is burnei^', and 
the crew letnrned by another conveyance to Macao. 'IMie peo|)le of 
that city abcindoiied with horror all further attempts, 011 hearing their 
terrible tale 

'The same year, a revolution separated Portugal from Spain. 'Plie 
new king of the house of Rraganza detcrniiiied to .send an envoy to 
Jnpafi- lie arrived at Nagasaki in 1(340. An audience w'as not 
granted him, but more fortunate than his predecessors, his coming 
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tvBs not construed as a crimed Fourlyears :ffler, the scogun died. 
Ills successor Yeye-tsuma had no further work to do; Catholicism 
was extinct, and persecution ceased ; but the laws which forbade tlinr 
approach of its teachers, and made it a capital olfense for any Japa- 
nese to go abroad, conlinued In force. The only ihstances, we know* 
of. 111 which thase laws have been contravened by the Spaniards or 
Portuguese, are the following, and viith them we clos^this sketch. 

In tlie fifth year of ’I'sum.i-yoM, surcegsor of Yey»>tsuma (lti85), 
a Japanese junk was drnen bv a tempest to Macao. 'I’he crew were 
kindly treated and sent home The v<*ssel which carried them was 
admitted to Nagasaki, and it <ioes not appear that any harni*Was done 
to the shipwrecked men, hut the Portugu<‘se wore dismissed with an 
order never to <voi«o again. For some tears allei this incident, it is 
said that a few Catholics roiiiained in the prisons of Japan. In 1709, 
tho ahhf' S:dntti made the List known attempt to cuter that empire. 
He had studied the language two ye.irs at iM.iinla, ami embarked 
thence in August, 1709 lie was laiuh'd on a rocky part of the coast 
of Kiii^u at rnidiiight, in October of that year* Ills fate has never 
been known. Diliererit rumoi'' respecting *liim were afterwards 
received, and from them it is piu^^bio that he met a Molent death.

'Vhk governor, lieutemnit-goieniui , and lioppo, resfiectfiiliy forw'ard 
this joiut memorial to the emperor, re.-^piHtiiig the measures adopiful 
against the receiving sliifis, the adiial coiiditmri «)l ships, and 

tlie repeated seiruies made of sycee silver and CMUiim, and of the boats 
which supply the ships wnb proMsions, — in answer to imperial com- 
main!«. They entreat hif. majesty graciou.sly to condescend to examinie 
this report. 

In the month of October, we leceived, thrwigh the grand council 
of state, an irnporial decree, of (he following tenor 

“ Tang and lua colleagues (the lieuteuant-governor and hoppo) hrtvo- 
sent in a report, from •which it appears tJiat they had given orders ftf 
drive' the receiving ships away, and had adopted measures to*seize 
the opium-dealers and smugglers. Tlie English receiving ships,; 
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with those of otlier irations, fcnder pHetence of seeking shelter against 
storms, have of late ycais sailed into the inner seas. The hong mer- 
«(»hants wore there (orci ordered to enjoin it upon the superintendent 
of the said nation, tliat he should make all the receiving ship's, an- 
chored at liiiitin and other places, retui^n to their country, and should 
not permit them, as formerly, to remain at anchor and loiter about. 
As soon as the. receiving ships should get under weigh to return to 
their country, the hong merchants had orders to rejiort the same. 

“It IS found, on examination, that an entire clearance of the fast- 
boats (a class of smuggling boats) has been made, but the various 
classes of vessels still engaged in simigglnig are yet numerous, and their 
nefarious practices, as well as those tif the opium-dealers, aic such as 
cannot be permitted to go on 'I’herefore, orders have been issued to 
the civil as well as naval authorities, diligently to direct the cruisers 
under their command, in inalving careful search and sei/mg all such 
offenders 

“ ('lie of the greatest evils under winch the province of Canton 
groans, is, that foteign vessels, anchoring in the inner seas, form 
conri(*ctions Ibr siniit^gling 'J'he governor and the others ought to 
investigate careli.lly, whether (he said foreign siiperinteiideiil has 
indeed obeyed the ni|uneti'*n'^, and the foieign ships have now sailed, 
or not and (hey niiist, by all means, compel eveiy one ol them to 
return homo without delav It, however, they dare to compromise 
this mutter, and 1, the I'lnpmor, should alteivv'iids, upon niipiny, hear 
' ■of It, or any one should br'.tig an accnsaiioii to that elleel, I shall, in 
that case, only hold tin' s.iid governoi and Ins colleagues lespoie^iblc 
The most sevi're me I'-ures mii^'t he adopted ag.mist the smuggling 
craft, that (heir sei/nre may be ellected . and my expect. ition is, that 
they may be extnpaled, root .iml branch. yMler having made an 
occasional seizme, let it not immediately be ''rtid, that !lie whole are 
annihilated, and room so lie hdi Ibi eontmned illegalities and crimes. 

“ Accpiaint with these orders 'rang and K<‘, and let 'them transmit 
the same to Wan (the lioppo) Re.^pect tliH ’’ 

[Here ends the ipiotalion of the impel lal older to whicli the author- 
ities make the following reply ] 

We, your minister'’, read this, in a kneeling posture, with the deep- 
est veneration, admiiing the care bestoweil by yoiii nia|esty upon a 
corner of the sea, and the earnest desire shown for the removal of 
the existing evils. 

Having carefully examined the charts of the inner and outer seas, 
we find that the l^adrone islands constitute their boundary. Beyond 
them is the wide and homidless ocean, tlie black water of the f.neign 
seas, which are not under the control of the central territory frisidc 
of them, at the offings, for instance, of Liiitui, the Nine Islands, and 
other places, are the ‘ outer .seas,’ which arc under the jurisdic- 
tion of Canton. Where the sea washes the shores of the interior dis- 
tricts, it IS called the ‘ inner sea,’ and of such inlets Kumsing Moon 
affords an iii»l.nice Foreign ships, since I SBO, under pretence of 
seeking shelter from (he winds, have .■'.ailed lrc<iuently into Kumsmg 
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^fool], (]iiriii|T the fourth and fiftH rnontlu^^and hale remained at anchor 
there until the ninth As soon as tiic north wind set in, they removed 
to Lintiri and anchored there In the u inter of last year we proh^ 
bitcd this most seveieiy, and also erected a buttery at the entrance, 
whilst we stationed there a nllval squadron, to prevent most strenu-* 
onsly the nijTiPss of the ships No foreign cratt tlierefore entered, 
hilt they continued to unclior at Lintin and the a^Jjoining places. 
Whilst, tlms, no recciMiig ship now' reniapis in the ‘ inner seas,’ it is 
lU’vi'rtlielc'ss a fact that they still exi^t in the ‘outer seas ’ 

Formeily, in lei^ard to the n'ceivmg ships anchored in the outer 
seas, the eoinnianders ol the crnistTs .ihvays sUiled, that thoTr' coming 
and going were so inicerl.iin, that then acliiid niimher could nut be 
d'^certaiiK'd V\'e, }oiir miiiisiers, howe\er, conceiving that the names 
and Ihe nuinhcr of I he recening ships were gfuierally known, and 
tliat It was ri ijiiisite to filunin act in .ile inlormalion regarding them, 
heloie .idoptiiig jiieasures ,ig..inst them, w'oiihl not permit them thus 
to coucimI th(' l.u ts and lelrain from '•peaking out freely — thus ‘ to 
elo'f' t'fte ear* while the eaiimgs wi're. I.eing stolen ' We, therefore, 
hist \e.ir gave ordeis to all the naval rniiseis, to a'-emtain their evnet 
jnimhers, and \\hellii*i tiom time lime any arrived or went away, 
and to present lepoils reganlmg their rtioveineiits eieiy ten days, 
'I’hey coimnniiK .ited the ri'snlt of their invi'stigiition, having found, 
lie e\<iniinatioii, that tlieie were allogi iIkm twenly-rive sail 
whiili had stayed tlii're loi .i long time 'I'lie giealiT niiniher were 
li'iglish < oiiiiti \-s|iij)s , and thme were hf soh" , under the Ainericarl^ 
l''ren( h, Diiteh, Manii.i, and Danish ihigs, ol rai h Irom one or two to 
fhiee or loin Some i anie, and others wi nl, hut their average nnrn- 
her did not cKceeil this 'These, tlu'ii, aie th<‘ facts as to the existing 
niiinhci ol (he lei i'iving ship^ 

When, in tihedieiice loth • impei lal orvliTs, we h.id issued, this jqar, 
our stin’t in|nnctions to tin' said hong men hauls and the snpenn- 
lendi’iit Mlliol, to send these ships h.u k to tlieir ( onntry — a naval 
captain si.-t-^eqiumtlv i<'p<ated, that, m Septciiiher, one sniLde s^jup, a 
Dutch one, had lifted her am. hors and saded out beyond the I^adioncs 
'The truth of this we have asi mtamed hy inquiry Since, however, 
onlv one vessel iiad left, we eiaild not then report the circumstance; 
loi the rcm.nmlcr, although tin v also hail hoisted their s.iils aivd lifted 
their anchors, yet, moving some to the e.ist, and others to the west, 
they had none of them proceeded beyond the Ji.idrone Islands, 
'i'hough unwilling to olfor conliiinacious disrdiedience, yet they can- 
not ri'train from lingering about, indulging hopes and anticipations. 
For tkese are not malleis ofono year alone, nor arc the vessels from 
one conntiy only Though tlie opiiiin is contraband, yet to them it

We received, on a previous 
occasion, tlie expression of your inaiesly’s pleasure, enjoining us to 
issue orders to the hong merchants in regard to the sending home of 
the receiving ^ships We have now again received a proof of your 
inajosiy’s condescension, ni investigating these matters; and, burning 
with the deepest anxiety, we are tilled with fear and trembling 
Having again issued severe oideis to the hong iimm chants, IJowcpia 
and llu'"'others, to command tho instant (h’jiartiire ot the>e vessels, 
lliey ri'poited to us, lii.it tlie superintendent Flliot would not give 
them a precise answer to tins retpiiiement, and that, in reply to their 
im|niries addressed to the loreign merchants, the) were told, that (he 
receiving ships weie not the property oi tho&e merchants, and it was 
theieibre out of their powi'r to drive them away, 'rims the), on ail 
hands, iiiaki* excuses, and again sei'k for iJelay 

We, your minisiers, have lound, on examiinition, that, .icco.ding to 
law, vvli'Miever iJjreigners prove relraclory, the trade ought to he siop- 
|)ed, 111 order to give a fair w.irniiig .ind merited piinishineut As they 
are thus deteiiniiiate in pu suited gain, and can come to no ri'sohition 
(to scud away (he ships), theie ought to h(‘ a ((‘inpoiar) stojipage ol‘ 
the tratle, in oidei to cut olf their expectalions Yet so m.iii) nations 
jiarticijiate in this coinim'ice, while the reemving sliijis ladong only to 
a lew states, licit due inve- jgation ought lo he m.ule, so as to dis- 
tinguish betwemi them, and lo jiriwent good loieigmrs tioin sulh ring 
by this measure. We have, theieloie, oidi'red the hong imut hants

We at the same tune gave the stiicn-'l ordeis, tli.it ‘hey slnnihl 
again enjoin your majesty’s ^^Irn i commands uj)on the resident foieign 
nierchaiits, not permitting them to make (-xciises lo obtain (U-I.i) and 
extiicale thomselves Ironi this dilemniri , hut thieatening, if .igain 
tliey should prove dilatory, and still bhould nourish hopes, that tin' 
hatches ‘‘h.ill he immerliatel) closed, and a slopjiage ol the liade 
ensue.

have them reopened. Hence it appears, and past events fully prove 
it, that the various nations cannot withdraw theinso^cs from looking 
up to the flowery, central, land If they b^ now intimidated, therefore, 
by tilt* stoppage ol trade, they will prohihly no longer allow the re- 
ceiving sliiph to remain, lest by siicli contuinarioiis conduct they ef- 
loiitiialiy daiii.ige iheir mean's ot livelihood. ^And, if m tins way they* 
1)0 indeed aroused and aw<ikc*iu‘d, and the ves'-i'lh he scut away by

Your niiiii‘-t<'rs have now liei'ii earnestly engaged in these md.'isures 
for one year 'i'liey dare not yet s.iy that their ellbrts have had the 
lull elh'ct to he 'esired lint, with legard to flic existing state ol 
things in the provincial city, it may be obsi'rved, that the price of 
s}C('e silvei Is at jiresent \(iy low, — and that ojiium, one ball of 
which on board tlie loreign vessels iornierly cost flu traitorous nativi's 
about thirty doll.irs, brings ikav only Iroin sixti'On to eighteen dollars 
l.»l tlie smuggled silvei, too,Mhar has been seized, a large jiortion has 
been fori'ign nioiu'y, which would seem to inijily, that, to exjiort silver 
IS now comparatively dillicult ^Phe jiroofs of the foreigners having 
io sell at reduced jirices, and of their receiving paynii*nl in loreiiin 
money, being thus deal , tln^ coinsc that has now been ad >|»ted, il 
j)ur‘'ncd with vigoi and firmness foi a long jieriod, and if followed uji 
by the seizines of sycec silver, and the (Wijitinc of the bum-boats, as 
measures of the fust imjioitance, will greatly tend to inciease the 
wealth ol the jiorl, and to rcanove abuses, and will thus pro >e (extreme- 
ly beneficial. 

But, there being many crahy and cunning devices winch fail of 
success, numerous complaints have arisen, jiroceeding from main ions 
tongues, that these failures aie brought on by the measures now 
adopted. Some there are, babhling scandal-rimngers, who lejiri'sent, 
that we, your mini.stei'. if besought by those who bring rich (jlferings 
in their hands, are not unwilling to acc(*pt gifts Others, sjiecnlatmg 
men, of mined fortunes, declare that the civilians and the military 
officers, when bribed, li'iCrate, — and apprehend only when nnfe(;d; 
that, in searching (for contraband articles), they contrive only to an- 
noy the (honest) merchants, and that, if they, perchance, do make a 
seizure, tiiey tlu'n cause it to apjiear that the contrahaiid goods have 
been sunk and are lost. Others, again, tliere aie, ariMoiis, fearful- 
rnirided men, wh(J lament these proceedings, s'ayiug that, since these 
urgerftly preventive measures Jiave been adopted, the foreign mer- 
chant vessels that have come hither have been but fcw, — and th.it 
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liic circulation of capital and Intcrclia^^e of goods has been fiir from 
brisk, so that the merchants cannot jircscive themselves from ov^-* 
wlielniing embarrassments, iin<l that part of Clinton province inustTe 
reduced to wretchedness , J^irther, that, since se;irch is now boinjf' 
made in every place for idle people anti vagrants, in order to seize 
them, many of the boat people arc, in consequence, thrown out of em- 
ployment, and it may justly be feared that they*will lift driven to plun- 
der, and that robberies will daily be imiitipluvl These and similar 
rumors arc confidently circulated. But they are ail llie slanderous 
assertions of the credulous or the malirious, intended to i«'Auble the 
minds of n«! your ministers, to disturb the steAdincss of our beariu|j,' 
and confuse the correctness of our vision. 

Though we <lo not venture to be wholly wedded to our opinions, nor 
to act as if we heard, nothing, and though, tlieiefore, we seek to e\!i- 
iniiie with the greatest impartiality every well-founded rumor, and all 
well-authejiticatttd accu^anona of abuse, with the liope of preserving 
the whole sv^stem of affairs free from taint or imperlc-etion , — yet will 
wo inj?g!v'e way to .‘qipreliension'*, w'liich woidd render us fe.irinl to 
begin aiiythmg, or afraid to carry if to an eliding, and would reiliicc 
us to the coinlition of him, wlio, Iwi^ing a hicooegh, l(‘ft off sw allowing 
tiiod We will I'litlilully , with oiii whole lu'arl and soul, discharge our 
duly in managing the"!' aifiir-*, .ind will allow ni ourselves no remiss- 
iios in the issuing of onleis to that end Having receivial such great 
and abiindaiit favois from youi in ijesiy, vve d.ire not screen our-elvjjg^ 
even from the in.ilici* of rancorous sj.iiuld^ niid never will vve incur 
the guilt of acting dec<*itl’ull\ 'JMiiis vve vvoiihl hope to meet your 
sacied iiia|esly'a most Cvine st wish, that vvj.' should make tui'th our 
iiiotio

We will not here enter into a philosophical investigation of the 
niMiner in which souuu.s are enunciated by the hum.in voice, or bf their 
relative order We will confine our.««elves to an enumeration of those 
variations of vocal .sounds which arc to be found m the Cliuiesc lan- 
guage, giving the signs used to express them in the order of the Ro- 
man alphabet Where it is necessary, from the number of the let- 
ters .being less tli.in that of the vowel .sounus, to use the same letter 
for two resemhimg sounds, diacritical marks must be made use of to 
ilisliiiguish th*‘m.

The ordinary, or rather the only, 
channel of communication, between the Nip.ile.se and that court, lay 
through the Chinese offtcers who re.sided at Shigats^e (Deggarchi, or 
Clnislii-hinibn), the seat of the tishoo lama, all these .ipplication.s, it 
appears, were, at first, suppressed; whether from a fear, on the part of 
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tln>s(i olliccr'., of shocKiii^ th^i ears of.liis impejrial majesty with intel- 
..Jigeiice of the ;ul\.iiiciMjt the Kngli.sh; or whether from u fiolilic dis- 
ihcliiintioii to place tlivir court iii the preilicameut, either of being 
,drawii into collision with the Fiiropeans^ or of denying jirotection to 
their siippli.iiit tiihiitary; or whether, "as those ollicers themselves 
usserUd, wIkmi snhsocpiently challenged upon this head, under the 
belief that it wa,'} a casual and utiimportaiit struggle about a disputed 
border, in which the^*' gov^ininieiit could feel little conoern, will be 
diflereiitly interpreted according to the tendency ot indnidual opi- 
nions. One point, at., any rate, is clear, that the mere fact of a ine- 
•i.»wvrial addtessed to the empeior being delnered into the hands of a 
Chinese otlicer, is, of itself, no sulTicieiit securit), as has soiiietinies 
bei;n imagined, for its traiisniHMon to the imperial court 

After the coiiiiiieiicemeiiL of hostilities, a communication from the 
governor-general caution mg the Chinese, m coinmon with all other 
iieighbornig powers, again*'t aiding or abetting tl’e enemies of the 
Critish govermiuMit, reached the Umbas at Shigatsze ; ’ and awaken- 
ed consider.ihle apprehension in their minds The original document 
wa.s immediately forwarded to Peking, and with it, for the first time, 
an applicalioii (stated to have been the Idth) fnmi the r.ij.i ot Nip.il, 
<t)r assistance against the iiivaders 'J’he emperor is n*ported to have 
been highly indignant at the tone and the language assinni'd by the 
marquis ot Hastings, and after listmnng to the memorial of his ofh- 
cers, to have exclaimed, “ These taiglish seem to look upon thein- 
sieives as kings, and upon *inu as merely one of their neighboring 
raja's.” Orders were forthwith issued for a commission, composed of 
a tseaiigkeiiii, and two other tajin, to proceed, under a military 
o.scort, into the vicinity of the seat of war, to iii'^tituie inquiries : and 
an aiinv was ordered to inarch with all speed after them, h^r the pro- 
tection ot the frontier line 'I’liis nnist have been the force to whoso 
arrival on the confines of the Chinese ierritor\, allusion is made iii an 
official letter from Titilya, dale«l June, IHJti. 

About this time three Chinese officers, who styled thci.iselves the 
governors of Ariung,^ addressed a letter to the governor-general of 
India, through the medium of the Sikkim r.ij i, a prince who was close- 
ly coiiiipctcd with the Deb r.ija, and the lama of Lassa, and who had 
shown himself a staunch ally of the British governmt'iit. In tins 
address, the Chinf-<e ofticor.^, after stUing the insinuations regarding 
the ulterior view's of the British, that had been made against them 
by the (iorkha r.ij.i, proceed thus, “Such absurd measures appear 
quite inconsistent with the u.siiai vvi.sdom of the English; it is proba- 
ble they iievei made the declarations imputed to them if they did 
it will not hr well ' An answer should ho .sent, as soon as possible, 
stating 1 whether or not the English ever entertained such absurd pro- 
positions ' if they did not, let them write a suitable explanation to the 
tse.iiigkoiin, that he may report to the emperor ” 

By the same opportunity was received a letter from the Sikkim 
r^pt, who stated, that “ the Gdrkha rfij/i had been trying to impose 
on the Cheeu raj<i, with a story of the Europe.iiis having united wuth

The tseang- 
keiin rejoined, “ You have already told us that the English first enter- 
ed your country for thv sole purpose rstahlit,hiitir a warehouse there, 
and upon what plea ci'n 1 attempt to remove merchants, for such people 
are not molested in any country whatever One of the sirdrtrs 
answered, “ IT they we/e merely rneicliant'*, it would be of no conso- 
.rpjpnce, but they are soldiers, and comniaiiders; and what connection 
have troops with merchants^” The tseangkeiin resumed: “The 
English h ive written to iniiirm us that they sent their resident with your 
consent, of wdiat then have you to complain? As to what your rajti 
stated about the I'higlish having diMiianded of him the roads through 
B'ltiin with the intention of penetrating into China,, .it is fajse , and, if 
they had any such views, they would find less circuitous routes ” The 
sirdArs remained perfectly silent, and the tt-eangkenn then addressed 
himself, 111 a strain of irony, to Kiiiibeer. “ You (Jorkl as think 
there are no oldiers in the lulls but what are in Nip.'ii, Pray, at what 
do you number your lighting men ^ And to wh.it amount do you col- 
lect revenue^ 'Phe foimer, 1 suppose, cannot o\ceerl two lakhs” 
Riinbeer replied, that the number of their soldiers w'as about that 
nicnlioncd by the tse.ingkcuii, and that their revenue amounted to 
kiJout five lakhs of riipecji )»or annum “ You are, indeed, then,” 
said the tseangkeun, “a hiiglity people'” 

U was soon alter intimated to the Niprflese inisMon, that it was 
time to take leave 'Phey were honorahly dismissctl, and presented 
on their departure with silver to the value of '20,000 rupees, together 
w'bh furs, silks, 

Unable to vvanl olf the inflietion of a British resident, and un- 
willing to break olf tlieir connectum with tin' Climese government, 
the envoys returned to Katlimandif, little satisliccl wiili'^beit rceep- 
tioii, and apparently harboring some vague appndiensions of the de- 
signs of the “ Clieen malia raja.” These seem to have bei'ii subse- 
quently stieiigtliened , for, not long after we find the Nipaleso minister 
apjilying to the Biitish resident lor a promise of support m the event 
of an attack from the Chinese ‘ The (!)limese,’ say s the document 
from winch wc qiioie, ‘ are understood to be iiigbly incensed against 
the Nipa leso, whom they regard as their tributaries, for having, for 
some lime back, discontinued those observances which its dependent 
1 elation iequir»’d, aim having engaged in war, and concluded peace, 
with the British government, without the sanction of the government 
of China. This dissatisfaction, it is apprehended, involves a doubt, 
whether the pacification inav not have been on such terms, a.s to trans- 
fer the allegiance of Nipa'I fiom the Chinese to the British authority, 
and in this emergency the Ta^ja' of Nipai Ifas solicited the advice 
of the British resident at Kathmandu, and has expressed an enrne‘^t 
hope of support from the British government against the Chinese, who 
are believed to be menacing his territorie.s. 
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It iH not difficult tu account (pr tlie liaughty bearing, and lunguage 
of inenuce, that ina) probably have been adopted at tliib time by the 
Chinese, who never bluster so loudly as when point of hoiioi is to4>^‘ 
conceded, and their |x>sitioij requires to be bolstered up. The fears 
of the Nip.ilese, we cannot ijehcie, lor ti nioinent.^o have been other* 
wise than groundless. 

Notwithstanding the language which* the ^hinese commis.sioiiers 
used to the (iorUhii sirdii rs, <il the auduMice .abovif de.scribcd, it is 
very evident, that the e.st.ibli.sImuMit of a ftnli.s!] officer at the court of 
a prince, who owed allegiance, and paid hoyiage, to the emperor of . 
China, was a source ot considerable vexation to them • itie recfigni-

New proof has also been furnished, since oqr former paper, that it 
is the steady policy of the Dutch colonial authorities, to bring a great 
portk 1 of the Archipelago under the closest bondage, and to oKtm* 
ginsl 11 commercial, politioal and henevoleut improvement, whether 
springing from domestic sources or from fbrpign mteriorence. 

Over the Spanish colonies, the same upeeHAmty hangs as to the[tr,^\

But we would do more than this, we would 
tdlhr <^r conduot to the scrutiny of our feUow-eitiaeois and* our rulers, 
and invite rather tlian shun the examination, wliieb, if h detect many 
errore/’will at least give new clearness to the deftnition ofdtfty, and 
new strength to the motives to discharge it. 

Our govern tneiu is also welcome to our views of its position toward 
the east, to our estimate of^its plans and purposes, and to all the aid 
which we can lend to the grand end ^ the amelioration of every form 
of hatercottrse. Our first lecommendation to it was -^piovide your- 
self wifjii ftt least, one intelligent correspondent in each of the great 
divialdns of Eastern Asia possess yourself of the means of informa- 
tkni, and be assured tha^the measures which from time to time 
present themselves for adoption, will not fail to conduct, if wisely pur- 
sued, to an issue equally useful and honorable. To render this re> 
commendation less indefinite, to enforce and exemplify it, we now 
proceed a step farther, and attempt a brief application of the system 
already pressed, to our first consular district' — to Chiin. 

If um United States have no successful oi unsuccessful negotia- 
tioiif^vith ^ Chinese to look back to — if they havc^io merits in 
teWo^ct'^^they have at least one consolation. Their backward- 
head has thrown the burden of discovery on other nations-— ^ they have 
no ofocial mistakes to retract, nojatu pas to recover ’ This fact would , 
liAweVer, dease to be a matter of gratulation, were no avail ever to be 
made of itt if no approach to better terms with China is ever to be 
attempted, the path thus ophti might as welt be closed forever.

ncqOisitioii "of the desired amelioration’. Nothing will induce hint 
‘ to delay oe» slight this' his great duty, the highest service which 

"licr is' appointed. The f measures he takes for these ends the im- 
mediate and the ultimate — must he strenuous and ui'ircmitted. 
They must be seen to be odicial acts, emanating not from uidividual 
dtspo.Hitloii, but from superior direction, bearing the stamp of national 
policy, and not merely the marks of personal virtue. The truly patrio- 
tic and iKilde object which he has in view, giveA him ^he highest 
right to the co5peralioii of Ins countrymen abroad^ and at thu same 
time, ’'the unwontod diHicnllies which beset his pkth, claiiii'\or him 
the indulgence of Ins goveruineiit. So far as cuiiceriis the early in- 
tercourse of wi.iterii nations with China, their errors or their crimes, 
from 1500 to 17S4, lie can, ^ as the representative of a new people, dis- 
i claim all connection with or res|)ousibility for them. Ills earliest 
sacomhfiuiiications with the Chinese government should contain his 
ot^roi^st against any such traveling out 6f the record, or any transfer 
the American account^-of charges with which his country has no 

'Incern, however justly tlidy may be imputable to other natbus. The 
^t^hie communications miglit also embody a brief sketch of the course 
i^'Tthc American trade, and call the attention of the authorities to the 
Wfroofs e.xhibited through all thi.s time, that the national characteris- 
l^ics are not ' rapacity, craftiness, and ambition.’ These, and many 
* other general elucidations of the policy of the United States, he may 
havq opportunity to offer, without unduly pressing a subject, in itself 
of no great interest to Chinese statesmen. 

It is notour purpose to follow, the consul’s steps through ail the 
vexed questions, which are still to be settled with the Cbiuese go- 
vernment. Our object is rather to enforce this principle, to which 
we have brought him — first place the national character on its pro- 
per elevation, and Ihn demand that it be respected, — first make tlie 
national intercourse purely beneficial, and then insist on its perfect 
freedom ; and we feel assured, that though he may err in the applica- 
tion' of it to particular measures, addressed as they must be to a nation 
whose social and political maxims are as unique as their language, 
the general influence of his exertions cannot but be highly beneficial. 

lb bear out this assertion, and at the same Lime to illustrate the 
working of Ihe principle assumed, we will proceed to make an appli- 
cation of it to (he consul's course, in reference, to three instances, now 
^calling for his prompt attention,^ viz,; to the affaits of the cobong at 
Canton; to the illicit trade with or without the connivance of the local 
officers ; and to the groat 'embarrass’ of the day*— the opium traffic. 
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It IS well known to most pf our leaders, Ithat responsibility is a 
favorite idea with Chinese oificers, and that one of the tbrms whu^i 
this theory has taken, is the appointment of thirteen privileged mer- 
chants, who are at the saine^tinie the chief condi^ctors of the foreign 
tr.nle, the guaranties to the foreigner for the payment of debts due 
him from any in'solvent member of their body, and the securities to the 
government both for the good behavior of the' barl^'irian merchants 
and seamen, and tlie due collection amJ paymcr^t of the customs ac- 
cruing on the commerce intrusted to them. The local authorities^ 
are the more attached to this system, as it slfields them ui part from* 
the tronblc'some claim.sof foreign creditors, and still more as it alferdlf 
a good mark for exactions ; while the .security it lends to the revenue, 
and Its tippareiit hcnevolonce toward the ‘ far traveled stranger,' com- 
mend it to the siiprfmn government. With the domestic grounds 
and operation of the cohong system we arc not concerned, and shall 
coniine ourreniarits to its hearing on the foreign, and especially the 
American, lucrehant, asjt piirpoits to bo a guaranty for sums due 
to bun fiom any lionir'^ commg iri'-olvent It i.s»proper to premise, that 
these so called priMh'gi'd merchants arc not one monopoly, m the 
oidiiniy sense of the word, hut ra^ilHir thhfrrn rjntinrl mmiopoheSy or 
polypi ol a monopoly 'They aie, in fact, many of them, more clo.scly 
eouuected m h'olmir with tludr foreign fiumds than with each other, 
and as there is no colK'sion among tluMnselvcs, no esprit flu rorp^, it 
loHows that there is nocollu'.ion to s(|ueeze the foreigner by the iru(in- 
leiiaiico of monopoly jnices On the ct^nlrary, they arc, a** a body, 
loo regardless of their own interests, coiiient with inade({iiate profits, 
so that there is ^irobably no naiivi' trade of eijual magnitudo w’llh 
thr iis, coniluct<’(l in any pan of the w'oild, by any set of commercial 
agents, however free, for «o small a compensation. Moreover, it is, and 
h IS long been, the custom with them to permit their friends to s>hfire 
their ill guarded privileges, by trading (or their ow'ii account under 
the hong protection ; aiid one, at least, of iheir Ixidy, may he said to 
keep open d«)ors lor any man or nnniher of men, doing business w'lth 
foreigners, who choose to us<* him as a sliip|)ing broker, for a trilling 
kiim^hair, a mere fraction over and alM)ve the imperial duty. Under 
sucli comluct, and with many exactions and many exjienses to V»fX)t,'it 
is (juito natural that msolvericies .shouhl often occur in this body, the 
niombers of which have no vote on new appointments, and no right 
of inspection or control over the transactions of each other. In such 
ca.ses the understanding is, that their private property is not bound for 
the df;hts of the instilveiU; and in practice, the local government, in- 
.stead of looking to their estates, aiithorize.s a special tax to ho levied 
on the general trade for the satisfaction of the clairnant.s Now com- 
mon .sense, as well as political economy, teach, that though such 
a tax may for a little while bear injurionsly on the commercial agent. 

It falls at laist entirely, on the consumer of the taxed article. 

The Chinese are Hot supposed to be adepts in political economy, but 
they are not deficient in cornnton sense, .and moreover, it has been well 
said of them, that they have a good deal of art, though not much 
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science. We will not undertake to sey, that the pre.sent is a case in 
point, but somehow it is found by them that tea and silk are the most 
convenient articles for ^..axation, and the result is, that a great propor* 
(ion of the duty levied to meet the claims on insolvent parties-^ say 
four fifths-^ falls on the exports. Meanwhile the foreign claimants 
petition against the delinquent hong, his doors are ofKciaJty closed, 
the claims are presented, the petitioners insist upon their rights, they 
demand the benefit the guamiity assured them by the Chinese go- 
vernment; the local authorities demur, and upbraid them with their 
* sordid negfoct of its Wcvrnings, in accumulating enormous balances by 
'practicing on the iicccsiMties of hard-pressed merchants ; at length bes 
nevolence and compassion sway its indulgent councils; the claims are 
admitted, and the petitioners are got nd of by an order from the hong 
merchants for the larger part of their demands -r- on whom? On their 
own coiiiitrymeii, or rather on the consumers of tea wherever they 
can find them. 

fiut to cut short our remarks, we foresee that the American consul 
will be compelled to t?kc up this subject, not only or so mh'ch be- 
cause it touches that sensitive point, the pecuniary interest of indivi- 
duals or of Ins country, as because it stands in his way as a vindicator 
of the national character llis investigations will, probably, lead him 
to these conclusions. The idea of responsibility running through the 
whole Chinese polity, and the cohong affording moreover a capital 
mark fur official exaction, it is not probable, that any mere request of 
a foreign consul will affept its stability, or that the government will 
throw the market entirely bpen to the foreigner, unless compelled by 
the force of irresistible circumstances. While the government inter- 
feres so far as to designate certain men with whom only the Americans 
should trade, it is right that it should furnish some guaranty for their 
pmbity, and while the commercial habits of the men, so designated, 
forbid the idea of their accumulating large profits or even keeping 
above water, it may be necessary that this security be drawn ultimate- 
ly from the only solvent party, the consumer. Were tne cohong a 
united body, a bona fide monopoly, it w'onid settle this question, by 
elevating its members far above all fear of insolvency, at the expense 
of the foreigner. It is not desirable that the members should be liable 
in their private property for each other’s debts, for in such case, their 
industry and enterprise would be destroyed, by the destruction of all 
hope of personal reward for their labor. Were Chinese courts, courts 
of ju-stice, and open to the foreign claimant, as they are in Europe 
and America, no further guaranty, than the right of action, would 
be needed by the merchant for the safety of his property. So that, as 
matters stand in China, it is perhaps best that the merchant have 
some specific security, some recourse, though it be to the consumer, 
for the ordinary balances which large transactions must leave unco- 
vered between buyer and seller, and which it is not easy for the fo- 
reigner to keep always in his own favor But at the same time, and 
for all this, the operation of the guaranty, as it now exists, is a serious 
grievance, demanding reformation for many and weighty reasons 
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It 1 % injurious to the small merchant who dares Aot incur risks, or can- 
not lay out of his capital, and is therefOTe compelled to deal only with 
the solvent hongs, while his richer coin{)etitor is receiving, inthesH^pe 
of higher prices or interests, a premium of insurance on the sums 1^ 
intrusts to the weaker hongS, the loss of which, it*lost, he expects not 
to bear, as an assurer, but to throw on .the unpaid consumer. It is 
more or less injurious to other paities, ibr instancy — to the imporw 
ters of goods, usually exchanged for native merchandise, as it afhxes 
a further money-charge to articles which are intended to be disposed 
of in barter, it is unfavorable to the trade generally, h];. increasing*^ 
imports and checking consumption. It is a personal injury tOftlie* 
consumer, who is the ultimate payer ; and when the debts of men of 
dilferent nations are confounded, as they usually arc, it is a national 
wrong to the country .whose debts are in the smallest ratio to its con- 
sumption. Its tendency is to do further harm hy strenglhoiiing the 
consoo, and reviling from time to time its cio.se control over its mem- 
bers. It is, iiYireovcr, a public evil, as it exhibits the foreign character 
in an ifhliappy light to the Chinese authorities. This is, perhaps, the 
main evil, as it gives the autliorities just the opportunity they like to 
have, to throw suspicions on the j^udeiice or the probity of the bar- 
barians — to repre.scnt them iii fact cithei**as breaking through all the 
warnings of the government, and the restraints of common prudence 
111 the accumulation of vast claims, or as presenting demands which 
have no just foundation. And when the adjustment of an insolvency 
case is made, and both merchants and consuls acquiesce in a settle- 
ment of the claims, by a tax on exports wfthout distinction of flags, it 
may be interpreted by the nuthoritie.s, for aught we know, that the 
barbarians must really be as deflcient in intelligence, or as regard- 
less of the difference between meufn and tuum, as they have always 
described them. 

If the consul come to conclusions like these, — if he see that the 
guaranty, like a had poor law, has made the evil tenfold worse than 
It found It, -—converting a private loss into a public injury, — lie will 
endeavor to devise some remedy. He will represent to Ins country- 
men, that the guaranty is to be regarded by them as a security for 
the necessary current balances of the trade, and not as a motive for 
augmenting them ; that the Chinese regulations are to be observed, 
botli as respects the limitation of the amount to be tru.sted, and the 
time when such credits are to be canceled. To the authorities he 
will make it plain, that he understands the working of the hong sys- 
tem, and treats it, with its pretended guaranty, as it deserves, — as a 
cro.itifre of their own, — iKseless to the foreigner, serving only their 
own purposes. Until it can be exchanged for a better system, he 
will see that it do a? little harm as possible, and, if just claims arise 
from any quarter, he will insist that they be satisiied out of a tax on 
the imports from the country, to whose citizens the debts are owing. 

If all discrimination between flags, and between ejf|)oits and imports 
he refused or evaded, he will protest that there is very little benevo- 
ience or justice in the confusion, and refer the matter to his govern- 
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ment. His interfererh^e will Jiot havc^buen in vain, if it clear, in any 
degree, the title of the American mt^rchant to his true character, 
haud magna cum re, sod pitnvs Jidti. 

The Hecond instance, which we selected for the illustration of oni 
Views of consular liiterposition, was the illicit trade now carried on in 
the waters of China, partly 113 defiance, and jiartly with the connivance 
of, the provincial, officers. In this illustration, we leave the opium 
traffic out of view, and supposes that the trade, though illicit, is confin- 
ed to an exchange of articles in theniselves usclul or not injurious. 
When the c^oiisul appra^iches this question, he will soon discover, that 
• 4 ic has not merely to ^oh'O the easy problem, whether nioi chants re- 
sident 111 China oiiffht to abide by the tariff of the country by law 
established TIiok* is a jireMOU'. question still open, and he will have 
conferred a great botjii on the rc'^idenis, uheii he has so adjusted it, 
as to leave them nothing but obedience to the sanctions, which, in 
every country, eiilbrco the jnst demands of the civiV goverannent. 

The tine difficulty 111 the case 1.^ this — the supreme^ government, 
a long time ago, frame/1 a larilf applic.ible to the foreign trade** and hy 
so doing made the subject a matter of imperial concern and regula- 
tion lint this tariff is, and always has heeii, carefully concealed from 
the foreigner, hy the ollict'is 111 contact with him, for reasons best 
known to themselves, and, so far as its provisions can be ascoi tamed, 
these original duties hear only the propoiiioii ol one to two, 01 one to 
teii^ as the case may he, to those acinallv levied Novv the great 
que.stion is, does the fireigner owe obedience to the impi'iia) 01 to the 
provincial standariP Aic^ the additions constitutionally made and 
therefore binding? Or, are they mere lociil evacaiotjs, miantliorisod 
by the proper aiithonties, and to be treated as such ' Does the coii- 
coalrrierit of the imperial t.iriif imply .is inueli, and is the snpn'me go- 
vernment Itself Inirdly less eiilj) ilih* than the pri.v iiieial, when it ahin- 
dons tlic foroignoi to the local oflicei, wilhoiil a standard for his 
guidance or prote* lion * Aftei sutlermg its fiscal laws to he conce.il- 
ed, IS 1: right m prohihitmg the stmly of the laiiemige ih which they 
.'lie written, and sending the subject of iheiu to the exactor hinisell 
for their oral iijtcrprctai ion ’ Very vaiioms replies have been, and 
still are, given to tlicso queries, as self-interest or sciujiulosiiy chance 
to prodominate m the answerer A correct decision involves moic 
than can now be known liy the private man, of lai.is, of the constitu- 
tional powers of the jirovnicial officers, ami under tins nneer- 

tamty, it cannot be ihoiight strange, if in our day. when the doctrine 
ol passive ohecfieiiee IS out of vogue, and esjjecially if amongst born 
and bred republicans, ‘he line of duly be draw'll a good way on lliis side 
of sir Robert Fdmer The residents at Canton act under these cir- 
cumstances as men «lo everywhere, when tlio K^rnptatioii is .strong, 
the duly uncertain, the restraint weak, and the risk nothing They 
smuggle, some eagerly, some compl.icently, some reluctanllv, but 111 
one ofi other of the forms to he described, jnstifialile or unjustifiable, 
they smuggle, or rather wv smuggle. 'I'liis is that ifistis fopdfr/s^ 
on winch vv**, .is Ainericans, cl.aiin iJie. mteiference ol our govern- 
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iiieiii. Iftliero bu any possible caso, iil which «that iiiterpoiiitiun caii> 
iiul bu rcliiMui. ii lb v\hen it il c'lllrd m to decule, at* to the diit}* 
rilizeiid owe to the lawb of other coiiiitnea •From whatever obJIga- 
tioiis toward uu our voluntary exile has discharged our countiy, from 
such it has not absolved hci*, iiav t>he owes it to* her own interests 
and honor. VV^e do not ask the goveinnient ol the United Slates to 
turn casuist and settle for u.s our cases of conscience, but, ns the power 
to which we ha\e delegated the adjusMnoyt of all matters of interna- 
tional right and duty, we say to it, ascertain torVis what is our duty to- 
waid t lie government of China, relieve us liom.lhis uncerta^inty, whicir* 
IS as painful to us, a.s it is in]urious to you, — and we declare, 4liat„ 
cost what it may, we will meet your requisitions or forleit your 
])rotection 

A little investigatioji will show the consul, that the evasions of the 
Chinese fiscal laws differ ccnsideraldy in character, and of course 
demand djiiferent^ treatment 'I'he most iiequent foinib are the illicit 
storage and transhipment of ifoods at liintin, ev.i'^ion of duties by col- 
lusion %ith tlie provincial ollicers ol some grjido or other, and the 
smnyglnig by piofessed sinujigler.s. 'riicsr* niode< of evasion do not 
Ifiriri a complete catalogue, but they aie enough for all the purposes 
ol illustiation. • 

The fubt of these drparliiroM fiom Chinese reirulations, the .•storage 
and transliijiment business, tliough now lying under repealed inter- 
dicts, is the least olijectionable It i.s chargeable in great pail to the 
tMunese ignorance ol any ilelienlure or bonding sysicin, or, if sucli be 
known to them, to their n'liis.il to ailopt tbit her the one or the otlicr. 
Jn expl.uiation of tins piohibiied lui'jines',, u is to he said, that the 
c jmmoflities earned Iroin f lima to comitiie‘< wv^t ol the t\ape of 
(iood llo|)«‘, being imu'h luoie bulky thin ihuso lirotighl to it from 
the .saiiK' (|nartei , It naturally occurs fh;it iiiany .sliqis arrive in the Clhi- 
uese wattiVs with litlle or no cargo Moreovei tlie iiilreqin iiLV of direct 
ojqiortunities leads to the fhipmcnt vui Ulnua of goods destined to 
iMaiiila, am/vvhich mnsl be tran‘»IiipjHMl lor that place on the vessel’s 
amval in the Chinese water.s 'riie nece''.siiy vvIiilIi thus arises 
would be met, in any coimnercial countiy, by the provisions of a trun- 
sii entry And again, ibe great distance of the countries trading w'^th 
China, the Ihicluation of jii icos, or the iiiisconccjition of what is suiia- 
ble to a people of quite ditfereiit tastc.'s and ha Inis, oltoii result in 
the shipment of goods to Canton winch are afterwards found nnsalea-^a 
ble there, and must be reshipped to some other market, or returned 
to the place of production or nianufacinrc A further mdncemeiit to 
evteitsive transhipments exi.^ts in the regnlalion which admits ves.scl.s 
w ith rice cargoes under a port charge of wliile ves.sol's bring- 

ing other merchandise, or even coming empty, pay 8li0fl0 to Jf*C0()0, 

It IS, therefore, the interest of vessels bringing but few goods, to tran- 
ship them, take in rice, and est,ape the higher port charge, winch in 
the present day is panf on as few vessels as can <airy up tl^p rivet 
the ‘merchandise imported This motive to transhipment may he 
regardeij as fi weak one, but the case is much stronger as respects 
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goods which have becu actually landed in Canton, and which it is 
a,t\crwards found necessary o^ain to Veship. These not only do not 
gc!9 the benefit of a drawback, but they are loaded with an export 
duty, seldom lighter, and usually much heavier, than that paid on im- 
jrartation. Possibly the Chinese may n'Ot understand the- working of 
tlie outside transhipments, as connected with the grace to rice vesselsj 
or their edicts against the receiving ships may be pointed against 
them chiefly as depdts for opmm, but they cannot be blind to the in- 
justice which catches, as in a trap, the unfortunate importer of unsuita- 
ble goods, nor wonder- if he compare their port to the cave in the 
fabl<>, whose entrance bore many marks of the ingress of unwary 
visitants, but none of their egress.^ In one view, the authorities 
which enforce such a regulation, in regard to foreign commerce, arc, 
to say the least, quite as culpable, as the stranger who evades them ; 
and when we call him a smuggler, we do not mean to assert that ho 
is in the least degree criminal, but merely that he eludes a-.part of the 
fi-'cal system of the country. But the whole business is a grievance 
and a scandal, and therefore calls for the attention of a govelnmeiit 
careful of the interests of its citizens and of its own honor. The 
consul should use an early opportunity to bring before the provincial 
authorities the foreign estimate of the subject, explain the usages pre- 
vailing in all commercial countries on this point, the just and equitable 
grounds on which they rest, and suggest a remedy for the evils hither- 
to felt in China. The exchange of the kumshaw and measurement, 
or pbrt charge referred to, for an equivalent duty on goods, would 
remove a part of the evil. The intioduction of a bonding or deben- 
ture system would be a far more effectual remedy, and it is easy to 
apply it, under such checks as would render it on the Chinese part 
a perfectly safe concession. So long as their regulations detain ships 
twenty-four hours or more outside, waiting for pilot, they arc bound 
to designate some safe anchorage. This anchorage (which sbould be 
Kumsing Moon) affords an unobjectionable opportunity to effect any 
necessary transhipment, or to bond goods destined to ot'iler ports, or 
which it is desirable should not be introduced immediately. Indeed, 
the whole bonding system might be carried out here under the eye 
of Chinese officers, and an entry for Canton, be considered an entry 
for consumption. Or, it may be required, that the entry for Canton be 
made within a given time, and the bonding or debenture be arranged 
afterwards through the hong merchants. The right of search, not 
being claimed by the Chinese in ordinary cases, it is not desirable 
that it be conceded, until proper checks can be obtained against 
its injurious operation. It is within the power of the consul to show, 
that it is the interest of the Chinese to dissociate the storage of lawful 
merchandise from the storage of prohibited goods, and since they 
have long permitted a transhipment of teas at Whampoa, whenever 

* The Chinese proviibit the retixporlation of foreign ineials, expect three tenths 
or the silver brought in any one vessel. In this fondness for metallic imports, and 
in the care with svhich they guard their native mines, they imitate the Japanese, 
or perhaps the national pi-ejudice in both cases comes from the same origin. 
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vessels have been overladen by mistake, it is nrdy becoming that tliey 
concede to constantly recurring cases dt' equity, what they never 
fuse to accidental necessity, if the local authorities refuse all con- 
sent to these changes, the appeal is open to Poking, and in any even^ 
the American resident will liavo the satisfaction of knowing, that he 
pursues his interest in these matters und^r the national protection, or 
that he sacrifices it ui obedience to the claims of national houor. 

The evasion of duties by collusion.wiUi tiic revenue officers goe^ 
on, at Whampoa, through the agency of the liop])o’s boats, or tide wai* 
ters, appoint^ to guard each ship, and at Cautoii, by ayangements*' 
made between the linguists, hong clerks, ayd the custom-house»ex->* 
airliners. Tn the former case, a hoppo-iuan agrees to land certain 
goods from on board the ship, at one hall or one third of the provin- 
cial duty, or to buy tly^m at a price so much above tiie market value. 
In this case the collusion does not probably extend beyond the very 
lowest grade of revenue officers employed on the river, and no money 
reaches the imperial treasury. In the Canton moral corle, which is 
rather fhat of Paley than of bymond, this is considered smuggling, 
while the second mode of evasion, through the linguist, is, we be- 
lieve, regarded as a lair introduction. It has its advantages and 
its disadvantages. It certainly c!rrncs*thc goods entered through 
all the forms of a legal introduction, and breaks down only at the not 
unimportant point, that of payment into the treasury. To take an 
instance; four small bales of cotton goods, say each containing 25 
pieces, are strapped together at Manchester, that they may pay one 
half-crown instead of four to the Livcrpoo/shipping merchant, and are 
delivered, in the same state, over the bhip s side at Whampoa, into the 
chop-boat or lighter. They arc noted on tlic chop list as one pack- 
age, and when landed at Canton, if an honest set of examiners are 
present, duty is paid on the 100 pieces. But when so good a chance 
presents, il is quite as usual to make one small bale do homage to the 
emperor for the whole four, and the duty on the remaining three is 
divided between the foreign merchant, the linguist, and some dozen 
more of Ins Chinese associates. When the settlement of duties on 
the ship’s cargo comes to be made, the smuggled goods are suppress- 
ed, and the duties on those really entered are paid to the hong mer- 
chant directly, or sometimes, if the linguist be a responsible man, 
through the linguist. The foreigner, in this case, goes through the 
whole legal form of entry ; he treats with the persons expressly ap-« 
pointed by the government to explain to him what the duties are and to 
collect them from him ; he does not cause the revenue to be defraud- 
ed, dhly he is privy to and shares the spoils of the collusive entry 
Some years ago, these arrangements were made so extensively, that 
wc believe we arc (ight in saying, that the general estimate of duties 
WAS the rate at which the linguist would introduce goods, and no 
one pretended to know what the real duty was, or what the linguist’s 
arrangement was, but hierely made the best bargain he could the 
article to be entered. Afterwards, when the local officers began to 
examine and levy more carefully, the partial effect was as if the im- 
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port daty'httd been increased ‘20» 30, or 40 per ceiht!:; a^d pa^es 
wljo had alwaya refi»t»ed lo introduce goods by atnuggling boats, “nr 
through the hoppo-menV ^vere tempted to do so, in order to save them- 
y^i^lves from severe losses on arucles thus suddenly subjected tb an nil- 
expecUu) imposition. Now it will be admitted, on all hands, that the 
folfeign incrcliaril, kept in the dark as to the real tariff, aabjected to 
lu'nnerous exactions, is strongly templed to take his iuterdiit or- his 
c,xaspcration fur his jyiiide; atfd to seek in the corruptibility of the 
Jdwor oilicers, a refuge from the cupidity of the higher. It is not 
always betw een interc'>t and duty, but between two duties^ that he is 
distf acted, — between In duty to the government, and his obligivtion to 
his’abscnl principal and employer Comparing himself to a man who 
has fdlcn among thieves, lie maintains that he has a full right to save 
H little of his propcily, by agreeing with the bandit especially com- 
missioned to strip him, to go liahes with him and conceal from the 
i>f the gang that he ever had any. Certain of*’nothiffg, but that 
'ho J^rrtade to pay much more than he ought, he comes ♦olook on the 
stiniH cxiracied fiom h.m iii times past, as a fund on which lie may 
draw for plenary indulgence as to all present and future sins fiscal. 

But iVhatever perhonal exculpations may be pul forth in these cases, 
.it is manifest that the whole system has a most unfavorable eflcct on 
the' Chinese estimalo of the foreign character. These evasions can- 
not but be known extensively, nor can they do less, wherever known, 
tliaiT awaken suspicion of the foioigiier on the score of probity flveri 
the' jocal officers, who share the spoils, cannot think very well of their 
\a#sochite3, and if we supjxise that any loftier spirits aitiohg them, 
dyer rise to stations of inducnce, they must carry with them no good 
recollections of the strangers, from whose crafty evasions, it was their 
early exercise to defend the revenues of their imperial master The 
'Ibioign government which consents to bear the weight of s,iich injit- 
riobs impressions, lo slumber over a system so unhappy, that the only 
parties ihat can have any interest in its continuance, urge that it bo 
broken op, consents, nor to s.iy deserves, ‘ to suffer as aft evil-doer.^ 

. 'Fhose reasons arc enough : the consul must he instructed to de,-* 
y^and a tariff and a copy of the cii.stoin-laws, under no less a .sanction 
ttbflfii the vermilion pencil itself, and if the provincial officers, to 
whom this ^glorious uncertainty' is worth perhaps $l,0<)ff,000 per 
anhaift,; refuse to forward such a request, the Uuiti^d 'States will re- 
it of that unwelcome office, and meanwhile register all sums muI 
citizens for duties, to be recovered back, if foima to 
imperial .standard.

their own exactions. Independent of the extraordntary demands by 
the emperor ii|>oii the security merchants, they are ex|}oscd to alm«^t 
daily o.;toriions on the. part of the local authorities, chiefly the.hoppo 
or collector of cubtoms, and his suliordinates, which have alway.s cm- 
povenshed them, even when they shared in the large certain profits of 
the East India Coi.ipany’s taade. They have incurred heavy losses in 
their trading transactions since the expiration of the East India Com- 
pany’s charter, and seem likely to suffer still more severely, since the 
same parlies have now to conduct a more extended business, in eom- 
pciittbii with the intelJigeiicc and greater activity of free-traders, to 
which neither their capitab nor mode of conducting commerce, seem 
adequate. Considering these circuiiistniices, your ineinor la lists see 
reason to apprehend, that any addition to the duties ii|>oii the foieigii 
trade, merely suflicieiit to liquidate the foreign debts, w'ill, without 
some weighty iiileriiobition with the im|>erial govern incut, be mainly 
diverted to the payment of extraordinary demands by the authnn'tie.s 
on the cohoiig, which it is known are now being urged upon that 
body, and thereby not only protract the settlemciil of o'jr cl.iiins, but 
occasion an accumulation of new debts on tlie part of the security 
merchanls, which it may require more than remonstrance on the part 
of the British government, at some future time, tu.mcovcr.

knowledge of which wo presume to be withheld by the Canton aiitho* 
rities from the court Af Peking; and the latter edbet would render no 
less servfce^o (hefsolvent security merchants themsolvos, than to youir 
memorialists apd the whole of the foreign residents in Canton. 

eYour memorialists do not think it neqpssary to trouble yodr 
lordship with further details oPnur position as merchants in Cantoit,

SoMi; of the subscribers, British merchants, addressed your excel- 
lency nearly a year ago, res|)ectiiig the large debt due to us by Huig* 
tac, and your excellency has since given repeated orders for its pay- 
ment; but, up to this time, we have received no part of it. Tte 
hong merchant.^ have indeed proposed to pay it ol7 in nine years, 
beginning with next year, wliich will be ten years for the adjustment 
of the account.^; ^iit we cannot consent to such a distant payment. 

Besides Hingtae, your excellency is aware that there are other 
hongs aldo indebted to us, and ive have urged the security merchants 
to arrange for payment of their debts at the samc«time, that 4 ve may,

The judge and the treasurer reported (12th moon, 13th day) as a 
reason to delay payment df these debts, that, 'matters are not now as 
formerly , there wis then the trade of the Company wbichi yielded 
great profits ’ This is true , but our profits also ate not the ^lUpa- 
ny^s, and we cannot afford to dis|)ensc with our trading capital. The 
paymentof the bong niorcli ints’ debts, besides, has it^ver dpponded ea* 
tirely upon theur profits, but upon extra duties upon the '^reign trade 
itppobed for the purpose, and the hong morchauts now ptoprsc an 
addfiionai duty to pay the present debts Where then is the injustice 
to them 1 

It seems le us, as to the jiJge and treasurer, that some other system 
is r€(|uircd to meet the exigencies of the present trade, but more for 
our benefit than for the hong merchants As we do not feel compe- 
tent to distuss this question with your cxcelliricy, we ha\e referred it 
througli her majestj’a ( hief superintendent to our own gracious sov- 
ereign, who will, we humji^ly hope, coinmunicatc upon the sub|ect 
with your cnipc ror
